THE  STATE  OF  INDIANA. 

The  Twentieth  Session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of 
Indiana  commenced  on  Monday  the  1th  day  of  December  A.  D. 
1835,  at  Indianapolis,  in  the  county  of  Marion^  in  conformity  to 
the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  State^  on  which  day  at  10  o''clock 
the  A.  M.J  the  Senate  assembled. 

PRESENT

In  pursuance  of  the  annunciation  of  the  President,  the  Sen- 
ate proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  principal  Secretary;  Messrs. 
Hillis  and  Clark  acting  as  tellers,  and  upon  counting  the  vote,  it 
appeared  that  James  Morrison  was  duly  elected  on  the  first  bal- 
lot, he  having  received  22  votes  and  Ilenry  Hurst  6,  and  he  was 
thereupon  sworn  intoo'Hce. 

The  Senate  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  an  Assistant  Sec- 
retary, Mi'ssrs.  Morg.'in  and  Tannehill  acting  as  Tellers,  when 
upon  counting  the  votes  it  appeared  that  William  C.  Foster  was 
duly  elected  upon  the  tliird  ballot  he  having  received  18  votes, 
and'  C;;mpbel  Hay  9,  Scattering  1 ;  and  he  was  accordingly  sworn 
into  oliice. 

The  Senate  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  an  Enrolling 
Seen  lary,  Messrs.  Hillis  and  Hackettacting  as  tellers,  when  on 
counting  the  votes  it  appeared  on  the  first  ballott  that  Hudson 
Parke  received  15  votes,  John  Finley  9  votes,  James  Ward  4 
votes;  whereupon  said  Parke  having  been  duly  elected  was  sworn 
into  office. 

The  Senate  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Door  Keeper, 
when  it  appeared  that  Oliver  Morse  was  elected  on  the  third  bal- 
lot, he  having  received  IG  votes  and  J.  B.  E.  Reid  12,  and  he 
was  thereupon  sworn  into  office. 

The  Senate  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Sargeant-at 
Arms,  Messrs  Boon  and  Brady  acting  as  tellers,  when  on  counting 
the  votes  it  appeared  that  Wm.  S.  Lamb  was  elected  on  the  ninth 
ballot,  he  having  received  IS  votes,  Marks  Crume  8,  Scattering 
2.  and  he  was  thereupnn  sworn  into  office. 


Gn  motion  of  Mr.  Whitcomb,  the  following    resolution  wai 

adopted ; 

Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Representatives  be  informed  that 
the  Senate  have  convened,  formed  a  quorum,  elected  James  Mor- 
rison Secretary,  William  C  Foster  Assistant  Secretary,  Hudson 
Parke  Enrolling  Secretary,  William  S.  Lamb  Sargeant-at-Arms 
and  Oliver  Morse  Door  Keeper,  and  that  they  are  ready  to  pro- 
ceed to  legislative  business. 

Ordered^  That  the  Secretary  commuaicate  the  same  to  the 
House.

The  Senate  assembled. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Thompson,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted. 

Resolved,  That  the  Joint  Rules  which  were  in  force  for 
the  government  of  the  last  General  Assembly  be  adopted  by  the 
Senate  as  the  rules  of  joint  action  for  the  present  session,  and  that 
the  House  of  Representatives  be  informed  of  the  adoption  of  the 
said  Joint  Rules.

TUESDAY,  December  8,  1835. 

The  Senate  assembled. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Whitcomb,  the  resolution  introduced  b)-  Mr. 
Hamilton  yesterday,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  members  of 
the  Senate  with  newspapers,  and  laid  on  the  table,  was  taken 
up. 

Mr.  Whitcomb,  moved  to  amend  the  resolution  by  adding  the 
words  "to  be  enveloped,  and  delivered  to  members  of  this  body, 
at  their  respective  lodgings,  or  the  Senate  Chamber,  at  their 
option  respectively. 

Mr.  Payne,  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  by  striking  out 
all  after  the  word  "'lodgings,"  which  was  decided  in  the  negative, 
and  Mr.  Wl^tcomb's  amendment  was  concurred  in. 

Mr.  Plummer  further  moved  to  amend  the  resolution  by  in- 
serting the  word  "iVurora,"  after  Indiana  Democrat,  which  was 
decided  in  the  afiirmative. 

Mr.  Conwell  moved  further  to  amend  the  resolution,  by  strik- 
ing out  the  word  "seven,  and  inserting  five." 

Mr.  Clark  demanded  a  divi.-^ion  of  the  question,  and  the  ques- 
tion being  put,  shall  the  word  "seven"  be  struck  out?  it  was  decid- 
ed in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Whitcomb  moved  the  number  "eight,"  which  was  decid- 
ed in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Clark  moved  further  to  amend  the  resolution  by  "including 
the  President,  after  the  word  "members,"  which  was  consented  to, 
and  the  resolution  was  so  amended. 

Mr.  Conwell  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  by  adding 
'Secretaries  of  Senate,"  which  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

Mr.  Clark,  moved  to  lay  the  resolution  and  amendments  on  the 
table,  which  was  decided  in  the  negative,  and  the  resolution  was 
then  adopted. 

The  following  message  fiom   the  House  cf  Representatives 
was  received  by  Mr.  Thornton  their  clerk: 
Mr.  President — 

1  am  directed  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  to  inform  the 
Senate,  that  the  House  of  Representatives  have  met,  formed  a 
quorum,  elected  Caleb  U.  Smith  Speaker,  Henry  P. 
Thornton  Principal  Clerk,  John  T.Elliott  Assistant  Clerk,  Sam- 
uel J.  Stuart  Enrolling  Clerk  and  .lames  Fislar  Door  Keeper; 
and  are  now  ready  to  proceed  to  legislative  business. 

The  following  message  also  was  received  from  the  House  of 
Representatives,  by  Mr.  Dunning  a  member; 
Mr.  President — 

The  House  of  Representative  have  adopted  the  followin'^-  reso- 
lution, viz: 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  one  be  appointed  on  the  part  of 
the  House,  to  ait  with  a  similar  committee  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Senate,  to  wait  on  the  Kev.  John  C.  Smith,  and  request  him 


to  attend  in  the  Kepres'.ntatives  Hall  instankr,  to  open  the  pres- 
ent session  of  the  General  Assembly  by  prayer,  and  that  the  Sen- 
ate be  requested  to  reciprocate  tiiis  resolution  and  that  seats  be 
provided  for  them  on  the  right  of  the  Speaker's  Chair. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Plummer  the  Senate  reciprocated  the  resolu- 
tion of  the  House. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Plummer  be  (he  committee  on  the  part  of 
the  Senate,  and  that  the  House  of  Representatives  be  informed 
thereof. 

The  following  Message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives by  Mr    Thompson ; 
Mr.  President — 

I  am  instructed  by  the  House  of  Representatives  to  inform  the 
Senate  that  they  have  adopted  the  following  resolution; 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  two  on  the  part  of  this  House, 
be  appointed,  to  act  with  a  similar  committee,  to  be  appointed  on 
the  part  of  the  Senate  to  wait  on  his  excellency  the  Governor, 
and  inform  him  that  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly 
have  convened,  elected  their  officers,  and  are  ready  to  receive  any 
communication  he  may  be  pleased  to  make  to  them,  and  to  ascer- 
tain of  him  what  time  he  will  makesuch  communication. 

Messrs.  Thompson  of  Lawrence  and  Morris,  have  been  ap- 
pointed a  committee  on  the  part  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
in  accordance  with  said  resolution. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Sigler,  the  Senate  reciprocated  the  resolu- 
tion of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Messrs.  Leslie  and  Payne  be  the  committee 
on  the  part  of  the  Senate.

The  Senate  adjourned. 

2  o'clock  P,  M. 

The  Senate  assembled. 

Mr.  Sigler  from  the  committee  appointed  to  wait  on  the  Gov- 
ernor, made  the  following  report. 
Mu.  President — 

The  joint  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose,  report:  That 
they  have  waited  upon  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  informed 
him  that  the  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly  had  met,  foimed  a 
quorum,  and  were  ready  to  receive  any  communication  which  he 
might  be  pleased  to  make,  and  that  the  committee  had  received 
foransjrer,  that  the  Governor  would  on  this  day  at  3  o'clock  P.  M. 
make  a  communication  to  the  two  Houses  in  the  Hall  of  the 
House  of  Representatives. 

Mr.  Boon   offered  for  adoption  the  following  resolution; 

Resolved,  That  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  people  the  earliest 
information  of  our  proceedings  during  the  present  session,  free  of 
expensethe  Sergeant-at-Arms  is  authorized  to  contract  with  the 


Post  Master  at  this  place,  for  the  transifiission  of  all  papers  and 
public  documents  sent  by  the  members  of  the  Senate  to  the  peo- 
ple, to  be  marked  paid ^  and  that  the  cirteficate  of  the  amount  of 
postage  thereon  beevidt-nce  thereof,  and  be  paid  in  the  same  man- 
ner that  the  expenses  of  printing  ordered  by  the  Senate  are  de- 
frayed. 

Mr.  Clark  moved  to  lay  the  resolution  on  the  table,  which 
was  decided  in  the  negative. 

The  resolution  was  then  adopted. 

Mr.  Plummer  from  the  the  joint  committee  on  that  subject, 
made  the  following  report; 
Mr.  President — 
The  joint  committee  on  that  subject  report,  that  they  have 
waited  on  the  Rev.  John  C.  Smith,  and  in  pursuance  of  the  re- 
quest of  the  committee  he  will  attend  instanier^  in  the  Hall  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  tc  open  the  present  session  with  solemn 
prayer. 

The  following  message  from  the  House  of  Representative  was 
received  by  Mr.  Thornton,  their  clerk: 
Mr.  President — 
The  House  of   Representatives  have  adopted  the  following 
resolution;  viz: 

Resnlvedj  That  the  Senate  be  invited  to  attend  instanter  in  the 
Representatives  Hall,  for  the  purpose  of  attending  divine  service, 
and  that  seats  be  provided  for  them  on  the  right  of  the  Speakers 
chair. 

Whereupon,  the  Senate  repaiied  to  the  Hall  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  where  a  solemn  and  appropriate  invocation  to 
Almighty  God,  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Smith,  after  which 
the  Senate  returned  to  their  chamber. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Thompson  the  resolution  respecting  news- 
papers adopted  this  morning  was  reconsidered. 

Mr.  Morgan,  moved  toamend  it,  by  adding  thereto,  the  words

Mr.  President — 

The  House  of  Representatives  have  adopted  the  following  res- 
olution viz: 

Resolved,  That  the  Senate  be  invited  to  attend  mstanter,  in  the

Oil  the  reception  of  whichthe  Senate  repaired  to  the  Hall  of 
the  House  of  Representatives,  wher-e  the  following  message  was 
read  by  Mr.  Ketcham,  the  Governor'3  private  Secretary: 

GENTLEr^EN  O?  THE  SeNATE,  AXD 

OF  THE  House  op  Represe^'tatives: 
The  duties  pertaining  to  the  legislative  branch  of  the  Go- 
vernment have  again  called  us  together,  and  Vt'hilst  giving  you 
"•information  ofthe  affairs  of  the  State,  and  recommending  to 
your  consideration  such  ineasuresas  shall  be  deemed  expedient," 
it  is  a  source  of  gratiiicalion  to  say,  that  the  return  of  the  time 
of  our  meeting  has  brouglit  but  little  to  dej)lore.  The  seasons, 
if  not  in  their  usual  profusion,  have  yielded  a  sufficiency  of  the 
solid  comforts  of  life.  In  the  unprecedented  acquisition  to  our 
population,  \vith  its  consequent  increase  in  wealth;  in  the  en- 
hanced value  of  real  estate;  the  ample  reward  of  labour;  the 
liberal  compensation  for  the  products  of  the  soil,  and  the  bustle 
and  activity  to  b^  seen  all  arourid  us,  we  perceive  evidences  of 
prosperity  but  seldom  before  enjoyed.  And  whilst  in  other 
portions  of  the  Union  scenes  of  irreverence  for  public  law  and 
good  ord>;r,  highly  discreditable  to  our  national  character,  have 
been  exhibited,  the  citizens  of  this  State  have  maintained  their 
uniform  respect  for  the  authority  ofthe  laws  which  protect  the 
life,  liberty  and  property  of  each.  For  these  and  many  other 
favors  attendant  upon  our  onward  course,  we  are  indebted  to  a 
high  and  overruling  Providence. 

This  is  your  iirst  session  in  your  new  Capitol;  and  from  the 
conviction  that  the  occasion  v.'ill  not  fail  to  inspire  feelings  of  ex- 
ultation with  you,  I  will  not  witiihold,  on  my  part,  the  offering 
of  a  hearty  welcome  and  coiigratulation.  It  is  an  edifice  worthy 
ofthe  Stale,  and  being  dedicated  to  the  public  interest?,  within 
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these  walls,  the  representatives  of  the  people  will  annually  as- 
semble to  perform  some  of  the  most  important  duties  ev^r  dele- 
gated to  man.  The  people  through  their  representatives,  will  here 
speak  their  wishes,  utter  their  complaints,  and  obtain  remedies, 
for  their  wrongs.  And  it  should  be  tl  e  constant  care  of  all 
who  fill  our  situations,  that  their  official  acts,  in  spirit  and  prece- 
dent, shall  tend  to  the  perpetuation  of  our  liberties,  our  State 
and  national  institutions. 

In  the  return  of  the  assessment?,  under  our  present  system, 
we  have  evidence  of  the  usual  increase,  and  an  assurance  that 
the  revenue  will  equal  the  ordinary  demands  upon  the  Treasury. 
The  payments  made  from  several  sources,  have  enabled  the 
Treasurer  to  meet  all  demands,  without  resorting,  as  yet,  to  the 
loan  of  the  small  sum  authorized  for  the  benefit  of  the  State 
House.  The  aggregate  receipts,  since  the  last  report,  amount 
to  ^107,714  63,  and  the  payments  towards  the  building  of  the 
Capitol,  and  for  all  other  purposes,  for  the  same  period,  amount 
to  ^103,901  43,  which  with  the  balance  reported  in  the  hands  of 
the  Treasurer  at  the  close  of  ihe  last  year,  leaves  in  his  hands  an 
unexpended  balance  of  |,'8,137  34.  The  Annual  Report  of  the 
Auditor  and  Treasuer  will  be  made. 

The  operations  on  the  line  of  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal 
have  been  conducted  the  past  season,  with  energy  and  great 
success.  The  middle  division,  extending  from  the  St.  Joseph 
-dam  to  the  Forks  of  the  Wabash,  about  thirty  two  miles,  has 
been  completed  for  about  $'2'^2fi0d,  including  all  repairs  to 
this  time,  being  something  less  than  the  estimated  cost  by  Mr. 
Ridgeway.  Upon  this  portion  of  the  line,  the  navigation  was 
opened  on  the  4th  day  of  July,  on  which  day  our  citizens  as- 
sembled to  witness  the  mingling  of  t!ie  waters  of  the  St.  Joseph 
with  those  of  the  Wabash,  uniting  the  waters  of  the  Northern 
chain  of  Lakes  with  those  of  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  in  the  South. 
On  this  division,  boats  have  been  running  without  the  interrup- 
tion of  a   day,  since  the  letting  in  of  the  water. 

The  line  from  Huntington  to  Lafountain's  creek  has  progress- 
ed, with  much  spirit  and  with  the  exception  of  the  locks,  is 
almost  complete.  Thirty  five  sections  have  been  finished  and 
accepted,  and  without  some  preventing  cause  in  the  seasons  of  the 
next  year,  its  navigation  will  be  opened  by  the  4th  day  of  July 
next . 

The  line  from  Lafountain's  creek  to  Georgetown,  about 
twenty-two  miles  was  put  under  contract  in  the  month  of  Septem- 
ber, since  which,  most   of  the   sections  have  been  commenced. 

'i'he  large  amount  of  additional  duty  imposed  on  the  Board 
and  Engineers  by  the  law  providing  for  the  new  surveys,  made 
the  past  season  one  of  great  labour,  and  particularly  to  Mr. 
Williams,  tlie  chiefenginoer,  whose  presence  was  needed  at  so 
many  points  in  planning  and  directing  the  field  service. 

Economy  and  public  policy  require,  tliat  an  additional  portion 
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of  the  line  from  Georgetown  to  Lnyrayctle  shall  be  placed  unaer 
contract  the  ensuinq:  year,  and  that  the  Commissioners  shall  be 
nuthorized  and  directed  to  let  out  that  part  of  the  line  east  of 
Fort  Wayne,  when  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  Ohio  has  com- 
nrienced  that  part  which  she  has  undertaken  to  construct. 

Owing  to  the  great  demand  for  landed  property,  to  supply  the 
wants  of  the  new  population  in  the  vicinity  of  the  canal,  the  sales 
of  the  canal  lands  the  past  summer,  have  been  unusually  active. 
The  sales, since  the  last  report  of  the  commissioners,  have  amount- 
ed to  ^175,74034. 

The  experience  we  have  had  in  converting  these  lands  into 
available  means,  and  the  rapid  rise  in  the  value  of  lands  in  that 
section  of  the  State  will  now  justify  the  assertion,  that  the  unsold 
lands  with  the  selections  yet  to  be  made,  will  be  sufficient  to  com- 
plete the  canal  to  its  original  termination,  and  that  the  people 
will   never  be  called  upon  to  pay  any  portion  of  its  cost. 

Towards  the  close  of  the  last  session's  deliberations,  the  legisla- 
ture  appointed  Col.  O.  H.Smith,  of  Fayette  county,their  agent 
to  visit  the  seat  of  government  of  Ohio,  for  the  purpose  of  obtain- 
ing from  the  legislature  of  that  state,  then  in  session,  permission 
to  construct  that  portion  of  the  White-vrater  canal,  which  pursu- 
ing the  valley  of  that  river,  passes  a  short  distance  throu^^h 
her  territory.  That  duty  was  promptly  performed  by  Col.  Smith, 
in  delivering  my  communication  covering  the  Joint  Resolutions 
of  the  General  Assembly  to  Gov.  Lucas,  who  submitted  it  to  the 
legislature  ofOhio.  The  subject  was  referred  to  a  committee, 
which  1  regret  to  say,  seemed  to  act  under  the  impression,  that  the 
White-water  canal  would  be  a  rival  of  their  Miami  canal,  and  by 
withholdingtheir  assent,  the  business  of  the  White-water  country 
would  be  forced  into  the  Miamicanal,  and  made  tributary  to 
Ohio  and  therefore  reported  unfavorably.  That  report,  howev- 
er was  not  concurred  in,  and  it  is  believed  that,  at  the  ensuing 
session  of  the  legislature  a  more  liberal  and  enlightened  policy 
Avill  prevail  and  we  shall  obtain  the  desired  permission.  But 
if,  contrary  to  all  reasonable  and  just  expectations,  the  narrow 
and  selfish  policy  recommended  by  the  committee  at  their  last 
session, should  influence  the  subsequent  actions  of  the  stale,  still 
we  are  not  without  remedy,  as  from  recent  examination,  by  Col. 
Stansberry,  our  principal  Hail  Road  Engineer,  it  is  ascertained 
that  a  much  cheaper  and  shorter  communication  can  be  opened 
by  means  of  a  Hail  road  commencing  at  or  near  Brookville,  and 
connecting  with  the  Lawrencebugh  an<l  Indianapolis  Rail-way,  at 
a  distance  often  or  twelve  miles  from  the  river.  The  lossof  time 
and  trouble  consequent  upon  the  trans  shipment  from  the  one 
mode  of  conveyance  to  the  other,  would,  however,  render  the 
continuation  of  the  canal  to  the  Ohio  much  preferable.  The 
communication  of  Col.  Smith,  in  relation  to  the  subject,  is 
herewith  laid  before  you. 

In  accordance  with  the  authority  granted  them  by  law,  the 
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Fund  Commissioners  have  borro*.7ca  for  canal  purpo?c?,  at  nn 
interest  of  five  per  cent.,  the  sum  of  G05 ,"257  dollars.  Upon  the 
loan  made  early  in  the  season  they  received  a  premium  of  two 
per  cent.,  and  upon  those  made  subsequently,  they  received  a* 
high  as  seven  percent,  premium,  or  at  the  rate?  of  one  hundrt'd 
and  seven  dollars  for  one  hundred  dollars  of  our  bonds  at  five  per 
cent  interest.  They  have  also  borrowed  the  further  sum  of 
four  hundred  and  iifly  thousand  dollars,  the  Bank  capital,  at 
five  per  cent,  interest,  for  which  they  received  a  premium  of  four 
and  a  half  and  five  dollars  on  the  hundred.  Their  report  will  be 
laid  before  you  in  a  proper  time. 

Of  the  three  per  cent,  fund  accruing  to  the  5tate  on  ac- 
count of  the  sales  of  the  Public  Domain  at  Ihc  United  Slates 
Land  Oliices,  the  receipts,  at  the  treasury,  the  past  year,  amount 
to  twenty-four  thousand  three  hundred  and  ninetj'-eight  dollars, 
leaving  the  sum  of  five  thousand  and  five  dollars  to  be  supplied 
from  future  receipts,  to  satisfy  a  balance  of  eighty-nine  dollars 
sixty-seven  cents  duo  to  each  county  under  the  last  appropria- 
tions. The  sales  at  the  United  Stales  land  ofiices,  within  this 
state,  during  the  past  year,  must  amount  to  one  and  a  half  millions 
of  dollars;  consequently,  the  dividend  of  three  per  cent,  io  be 
received  by  this  state  the  ensuing  year,  and  probably  for  some 
time  aflervrards,  will  be  larger  than  at  any  former  period.  After 
meeting  the  unsatisfied  claims  upon  this  fund,  it  is  (or  the  legisla- 
ture to  say  w^hether  it  will  be  advisable  to  anticipate  our  annual 
receipts  by  a  loan  for  the  purposes  heretofore  recommended; 
crmakcsome  other  disposition  of  it.  In  its  application  the  claims 
of  the  new  counties,  having  their  roads  yet  to  open,  should  not 
be  overlooked. 

Among  the  otiiersources  of  contribution  to  the  {rcasury,  tl^.e 
past  year,  the  Saline  lands  have  produced  bv  sales,  rents,  and 
interest  on  unpaid  instalments,  the  sum  of  §4,036  55. 

The  newly  selected  Aiichigan    road  lands  were  exposed  and 
sold  at  public  out-cry,  in  the  month  of  September,  and  command- 
ed   an  average  price    of  four  dollars  and  seventeen    cents  per 
•acre,  amounting  to  §21,304  27;  and  subsequently,  the  private 
entries  at  three  dollars  per  acre,  amounted  to  ,^809  04.     Of  the 
old  selections,  the  sales  since  the  last  annual    report  of  the  com- 
missioner,  brought   §19,917  00,  the  entire  receipts  for  the  year 
amounting  to  §33,003  31.      These  sums  will  absorb  every  claim 
"ipon  the  fund,  leaving  an  unascertained  balance  of  from  one  to 
•o  thousand  dollars  in  t!ie  hands  of  the  commissioner,  which, 
7ith  the  proceeds   of  the    1G,5G1  acres   remaining   unsold   will 
onstilute  the  means  applicable  to  future  improvements. 

That  great  thoroughikre — the  Michigan^road — is    the  avenue 

hrough  which  we  receive  the  accession  daily  made  to  our  pop- 

•  lation  in  the  new  districts,  from  the  states  south  and  east  of  us; 

r'lCir  constant  use  of  it,  in  the  green  state  of  the  improvements, 

•Tith  the  heavy  rains  of  the  season,  have  so  greatly  injured  the 
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road,  Ihnt  (.he  convenier.cc  mid  interest  of  the  public  require  that 
some  repairs  should  be  made.  The  remaining  lands  at  the  min- 
imum price,  will  command  ,$20,000  and  it  will  remain  Tor  you  to 
say,  whether  you  will  anticipate  their  proceeds,  or  apply  other 
means  in   maintaining   the   uscrulness  of  the  road. 

The  commissioners  superintending  the  erection  of  the  State 
house,  have  performed  the  various  duties  confided  to  them,  it  is 
believed,  in  s^uch  a  manner  as  will  be  satisfactory.  In  the  chan- 
ges made,  they  have  aimed  at  permanency  and  durability,  com- 
bining a  just  taste  in  the  style  and  the  finish.  On  account  of 
the  unfinished  state  of  the  grading,  and  the  daily  conveyance  of 
materials  to  the  ground  they  have  not  deemed  it  advisable  or 
safe  to  enclose  the  square. 

The  want  of  further  time  has  prevented  the  completion  of  the 
interior  of  some  of  the  oflices  of  the  building,  of  the  pavements 
of  the  porticoes  and  of  the  railings  to  be  built  on  the  outside 
of  t!ie  [tiilarsof  the  Senate  Chamber  and  Representative  Hall, 
separating  those  apartments  from  the  lobbies.  The  report  of  the 
commissioners  Vi^iil  soon   bo  submitted  for  your  examination. 

The  appointment  of  a  Keeper,  by  the  Governor,  as  contem- 
plated by  law,  hns  not  yet  been  made.  The  person  to  be  ap- 
pointed, it  is  believed,  should  visit  the  building  every  day  during 
the  recess  of  the  legislature,  and  to  protect  it  from  injury  he 
should  be  present  every  day  during  the  session,  as  at  that  time 
it  will  be  most  exposed.  The  compensation  of  seventy-five  dol- 
lars per  year,  allowed  by  law,  will  not  induce  a  competent  indi- 
vidual to  render  so  much  service,  and  it  is  suggested,  that  the 
agent  or  Keeper  shall  also  be  the  Doorkeeper  of  one  branch  of 
the  legislature,  and  made  responsible,  if  from  ncg'ect  the 
building  should  be  injured  or  defaced. 

The  projected  improvements  ;it  the  rapids  of  the' Wabash  riv- 
er, under  the  joint  superintendance  of  the  Commissioners,  on 
the  part  of  this  state  and  of  Illinois,  have  not  progressed  so 
successfully,  as  desired,  in  consequence  of  the  repeated  freshets 
of  the  Wabash  and  White  rivers,  during  the  past  season.  Con- 
tracts for  the  removal  of  the  deposits  of  timber,  and  for  other 
purposes,  have  been  made  at  the  points  below  ;'the  Grand, Ra- 
pids, designated  by  the  name  of  "Black's  Cutoff,"  the  "Grand 
Chain,"  C/Oilee  Island,  and  the  White  River  Rapids,  which, 
when  finished,  will  be  a  charge  of  about  nine  thousand  dollars 
to  the  joint  fund,  exclusive  of  superintendance.  The  report  of 
the  Commissioner  embracing  a  detail  of  his  proceedings,  will  be 
submitted  to  your  consideration. 

As  sometime  must  elapse  before  the  remainder  of  the  2>,. 
000  dollars  appropriated  on  the  part  of  Indiana  can  be  expended, 
would  it  not  be  more  expedient,  to  loan  it  out  at  interest,  on  safe 
and  sutiicient  security,  than  to  permit  it  to  remain  idle?  It  is 
probable  that  the  Commissioner  may  need  the  aid  of  Legislative 
authority  to  use  materials   from  private  property,  and  to  protect 
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the  work  from  damage  or  injury,  for   which  suitable  provisions 
are  recommended. 

The  condition  of  the  State  College  at  Bloomington,  has  much 
improved  during  the  year,  while  every  thing  seems  to  indicate  for 
it  a  continuance  and  increasing  prosperity.  It  is  indeed  grati- 
fying to  observe  that  the  cause  of  education  is  in  the  fostering 
care  of  the  same  spirit  which  is  now  prompting  the  people  of 
Indiana  to  put  forth  their  energies  in  behalf  of  Internal  Im- 
provements. The  institution  at  Crawfordsviile,  in  the  north 
west,  and  the  one  at  Hanover,  in  the  south  east  part  of  the  State, 
built  up  and  supported  as  they  are  by  private  capital,  furnishes, 
in  their  unusual  growth  and  advancement,  the  proudest  com- 
mentary on  that  enlarged  benevolence  of  heart  which  must  ex- 
ist in  the  bosoms  of  their  founders.  The  success  of  these  insti- 
tutions has  suggested  to  my  mind,  the  propriety  of  your  comply- 
ing with  that  requisite  of  the  constitution  which  provides  for  the 
establishment  of  a  University.  This  can  be  easily  accomplished 
by  clothing  the  Bloomington  College  with  that  character.  By 
80  doing,  you  will  withdraw  the  state  institution  from  all  com- 
petition with  the  private  institutions  named,  or  with  those  that 
may  hereafter  be  established;  you  will  allay  the  jealousy,  and 
put  down  the  spirit  of  opposition  which  probably  exists,  or  may 
exist  among  them;  and  on  the  contrary  create  a  reciprocity  of 
interests  mutually  beneficial  to  all.  These  views,  however,  are 
submitted  with  great  deference  to  the  better  and  more  matured 
consideration  of  the  Legislature. 

The  report  made  by  Col.  Keslo,  the  visiter  to  the  State  prison, 
is  submitted  for  your  examination.  In  the  management  of  its 
affairs,  no  material  change  has  been  made  since  your  last  meet- 
ing. 

Under  the  laws  regulating  the  Prison,  the  duty  of  farming  or 
leasing  it,  with  its  inmates,  for  a  term  of  years,  will  devolve  on 
the  Government  next  spring;  and  as  some  have  doubted  whether 
the  spirit  and  object  of  our  criminal  laws  are  complied  with, 
in  permitting  the  superintendent  to  remove  the  convicts  from  the 
prison  to  operate  in  brick  yards,  and  at  other  places  in  the  town 
and  its  vicinity,  it  will  be  well  for  the  Legislature  to  express  an 
opinion  on  the  subject.  If  the  practice  be  sanctioned  for  the 
future,  it  will,  no  doubt  lessen  the  charges  on  the  treasury  for  a 
period,  but  whether,  in  the  end,  it  would  not  be  better,  as  regards 
(he  safety  and  morals  of  the  convicts,  to  confine  them  in  their 
workshops  within  the  walls,  will    be  for  you  to  determine. 

As  this  institution  is  so  far  removed  from  the  eye  of  the  Leg- 
islature and  of  the  executive  oiKcers,  I  would  advise  that  it  be 
made  the  duty  of  one  or  more  of  the  State  oiticcrs,  to  ascertain 
whether,  and  if  so,  for  what  sum  the  prison  and  prison  grounds 
can  be  sold,  and  upon  what  terms  a  new  and  more  capacious 
one  can  be  built  at  or  near  the  seat  of  government,  either  on  ac- 
count of  the  Stale,  or  on  private  account,  for  a  term  o{  years; 
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the  individual  to  clothe,  board,  and  operate  the  prisoners;  the 
internal  police  to  be  left  to  the  Legislature,  and  the  whole  to  be 
surrendered  to  the  State  at  the  expiration  of  the  time. 

The  circle,  with  the  building  designed  for  the  residence  of  the 
executive  of  the  State,  has  been  enclosed  with  the  best  fence  the 
appropriation  would  procure.  That  house,  in  its  location  and 
plan,  is  not  well  suited  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  origin- 
ally intended,  and  as  the  public  ofHces  will  soon  be  removed  to 
the  capitol,  I  would  advise  a  sale  of  the  property  with  time  for 
payments,  the  proceeds  to  be  applied  in  erecting  and  furnishing  a 
suitable  family  residence  for  the  Governor  on  part  of  the  reserve 
at  the  western  termination  of  market  street.  A  private  build- 
ing of  sufficient  size  and  convenience  for  the  residence  of  your 
Governor  can  never  be  rented  at  this  place,  and  without  a  suita- 
ble one  he  cannot  acquit  himself  with  the  men.bers  of  the  other 
branches  of  the  government,  and  with  visiting  strangers  in  that 
manner  which  his  station  and  tlie  laws  of  iiospitality  require.  The 
proceeds  of  the  house  on  the  circle  will  be  sufficient  for  the 
erection  of  the  new  one  and  will  furnish  it  as  far  as  it  should  be 
furnished  without  costing  the  State  any  further  sum  for  the  next 
thirty  years. 

Since  the  last  report  of  the  agent,  the  Treasury  has  realised 
about  nine  thousand  three  hundred  dollars  from  the  sales  here- 
tofore made  of  the  public  property  at  the  seat  of  Government. 
Other  sums  to  the  amount  of  4,000  dollars  will  soon  reach  the 
Treasury  through  the  hands  of  the  agent.  The  report  of  that 
officer,  will,  in  due  time,  be    submitted. 

Upon  the  plot  of  the  town  ttiere  are  several  squares  marked 
and  set  apart  for  public  purposes;  but  not  having  been  specifical- 
ly designated  by  law  for  those  purposes,  no  one  has  exercised  any 
care  or  authority  over  them,  it  will  be  well  for  the  Legislature  to 
make  some  final  order  on  the  subject.  The  block  of  timbered 
land  on  the  eminence  west  of  the  capitol,  marked  on  the  plats 
public  ground,  if  intended  by  the  Legislature  for  that  purpose, 
should  be  granted  to  the  corporate  authorities  of  the  town, on  con- 
dition that  they  enclose  it,  preserve  the  timber,  ornament  and  im- 
prove it.  You  will  act  in  this  matter  for  future  generations,  when 
the  populati-on  of  this  place  shall  amount  to  thousands,  when  a  for- 
est tree  will  not  be  seen  for  many  miles.  Most  o(  the  large 
cities  of  the  United  States,  have  such  ground  for  the  purposes, 
both  of  utility  and  ornament. 

The  commission  created  by  a  law  of  last  session  for  the  ass3ss- 
ment  of  damages  to  private  property  on  the  canal  line  has  been 
organized,  and  is  now  filled  by  an  executive  appointment  of 
Messrs.  Graham,  of  Jackson  Talbot,  of  Putnam,  and  Wallace, 
of  Fountain  counties.  The  appointment  of  a  commissioner  by 
the  Governor  as  authorized  by  law  to  take  releases  on  the  White 
Wator  line  of  canal,  was  made  to  Gen.  Morgan,  of  Rush  county, 
who  has  performed  the  duties  assigned  him,  by  filing  the  releases 
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of  the  major  part  of  the  hmdholders  on  the  Hue,  with  t!ie  Secre' 
tary  of  State. 

The  operations  of  the  State  Bank  tlirough  the  Branches  have 
had  a  rr.ost  healthy  and  beiieticial  influence  upon  the  enlerprize 
and  various  pursuits  of  our  citizens,  and  to  an  extent  greater,  it 
is  believed,  than  had  been  predicted  by  its  friends.  These  ac- 
coTimodations  have  been  extended  to  every  class  of  our  citizens 
as  far  as  the  resources  ofthe  institution  uiider  its  charter,  vsould 
justify,  experience  has  already  satisfied  t!ie  officers,  that  the  tiniC 
is  not  far  distant  when  it  will  be  found  that  the  capital  is  entirely 
insufliciciit  for  the  rapidly  increasing  business  and  population  of 
our  State.  Indeed,  in  some  of  the  districts  the  dehciency  is  al- 
ready felt  and  acknovi'iedged.  It  has  generally  been  the  prac- 
tice in  Banking  institutions  to  have  sonrie  of  their  transactions  bas- 
ed upon  the  deposities  entrusted  to  them  and  in  that  way  such 
funds,  instead  of  remaining  idle  are  actively  employed.  Wh.en 
you  siiaJl  iiave  examined  tlie  reports  which  Vt'ill  be  laid  before  you 
by  the  cfBcers  of  the  Bank,  you  will  tind  that  there  is  a  large 
average  amount  in  deposites  from  individuals  in  each  branch. 
But  in  consequence  of  the  proliibition  in  the  charter,  these  l.nrge 
sums  are  of  no  service  to  the  individuals,  to  the  bank  nor  to  the 
public.  It  is  believed  tills  lirnitaiion  in  the  charter  only  serves 
to  restrict  the  Bank  in  its  accommodations  and  busiiicss  without 
any  corresponding  advantage,  as  the  puiiiic:  are  abundantly  se- 
cured against  all  danger  of  overtrading  in  the  bank,  by  that  clause 
which  limits  their  issues  of  paper  to  twice  the  amount  ofthe 
capital  paid  in.  Indeed  it  is  diliicult  ko  see  hov/  any  damage  can 
accrue  in  permitting  the  Bank  to  loan  as  far  as  it  has  the  means, 
provided  the  restriction  remain  as  to  the  issue  of  paper.  Many 
banking  institutions,  in  otiicr  states,  where  such  restrictions  do 
not  exist,  allow  a  small  interest  on  deposites,  on  v.'hich  business 
transactions  are  based.  Such  a  course  would  call  in  large  sums 
now  inactive,  and  induce  many  to  save  and  deposite  a  portion  of 
their  earnings.  For  our  canal  fund  deposited  in  Nevv'  York,  a 
Bank  of  tliat  city  is  now  paying  four  percent.,  but  while  this 
unusual  prohibition  In  our  charter  exists,  our  own  banks  cannot 
do  for  us  that  wiiich  foreign  banks  are  doing. 

The  incentive  offered  to  agricultural  enterprise  by  the  law  of 
the  Last  session  providing  for  the  appointment  of  members  of  a 
State  Board  of  Agriculture  and  for  the  organization  of  auxilliary 
county  associations,  I  am  glad  to  say,  is  likely  to  accomplish  all  the 
good  the  advocates  of  the  measure  promised  themselves,  in 
most  of  the  counties  the  agitation  of  the  subject  has  excited  a 
spirit  of  emulation  and  competition  which  has  already  caused  the 
introduction  of  manj'  line  specimens  of  s'lock,  seeds,  and  imple- 
ments of  husbandry.  Such  examples  will  hardly  fail  to  have  a 
beneficial  influence  on  the  agricultural  pursuits  of  tlie  country. 

Under  tiie  provision  of  a  law  of  tiie  last  session,  the  canal 
''oniinissioiicrs  were  directed  to  procure  examinations,   surveys 
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and  estimates  to  be  made  upon  several  proposed  roates  for  canals, 
and  submit  the  results  to  the  Legislature,  at  the  commencement 
o(  its  present  session  with  the  view  of  furnishing  you  proper  data 
for  the  adoption  of  a  judicious  system  of  Internal  Improvement 
for  the  State.  To  accomplish  so  much  within  the  time  prescribed, 
the  Board  found  it  necessary,  immediately,  to  procure  the  ser- 
vice of  competent  gentlemen,  having  the  advantage  of  practical 
skill  in  the  science  of  civil  engineering.  Accordingly  a  member 
of  the  Board  engaged  the  services  of  Dr.  Whippo  of  Pennsylva- 
nia, of  Mr.  Goodwin  of  Illinois,  and  of  Capt.  Cleaveland  of 
Ohio,  whose  well  established  reputations  and  experience  as  scien- 
tific and  Practical  Engineers,  gave  the  strongest  assurances  of 
their  qualifications.  Whilst  this  preparation  was  making,  the 
chief  Engineer,  Mr.  Williams,  as  early  as  April  went  to  the  field, 
and  in  furtherance  of  the  \r ark  made  several  experimental  lines. 
The  examination  commenced  and  progressed  with  the  greatest 
industry,  until  their  progress  was  arrested  by  sickness,  which,  for 
a  time,  threatened  the  success  of  the  work. 

Although  the  estimates  are  yet  incomplete,  I  am  gratified  at 
being  able  to  say,  that  enough  is  known  to  satisfy  us  that  the  route 
from  the  Wabash  canal,  by  the  way  of  the  Mississiniway  and 
White  river,  to  Indianapolis,  and  thence  down  the  valley  of  White 
river,  by  the  way  of  Princeton  to  the  Ohio  river,  at  Evansville  is 
not  only  practicable,  but  of  easy  and  cheap  construction.  The 
same  is  also  ascertained  as  regards  the  continuation  of  the  route 
from  Lafayette  to  Terre  Haute.  The  proposed  route  from  this 
place  by  the  Driftwood  fork  of  White  river  to  Jeffersonville,  af- 
ter a  careful  examination,  has  been  found  to  be  too  doubtful  and 
expensive  to  be  undertaken. 

The  facility  and  cheapness  of  the  line,  from  the  seat  of  govern- 
ment to  Evansville,  having  been  satisfactorily  ascertained,  and 
other  facts  relative  to  the  topography  of  the  state  being  developed 
by  the  surveys  already  made,  it  was  thought  advisable,  while  the 
necessary  force  was  in  the  field,  to  run  an  experimental  line  of 
levels  from  White  river  at  or  near  the  mouth  of  Eel  river  to  the 
Wabash  at  Terre  Haute — a  distance  of  about  forty  miles — the 
result  of  which  has  satisfied  the  Engineers  and  the  Board  that 
the  Wabash  can  be  united  with  White  river  and  the  Ohio,  at 
Evansville,  at  comparatively  a  small  expense. 

The  law  of  the  last  session  authorising  the  several  surveys  and 
estimates  for  Rail-way*  and  Turnpike  roads  under  the  direction 
of  the  Governor  has  been  executed  as  regards  the  field  of  opera- 
tion and  the  necessary  estimates  and  dravi^ings  are  in  such  a  stale 
of  forwardness  as  to  allow  the  superintending  officer  to  present 
his  report  in  a  few  days.  The  great  length  of  these  surveys, 
traversing  a  large  portion  of  the  state,  and  extending  in  length  to 
upwards  of  seven  hundred  miles,  suggested  the  necessity  of  adop- 
ting such  measures  as  would  bring  the  requisite  forces  into  the 
field  as  early  as  the  month  of  April;  and  as  there  were  no  gentle- 
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men  of  acknowledged  skill  in  rail  road  engireering  unemployed 
in  the  western  country,  assistance  wns  sought  from  the  Atlantic 
states.  For  that  purpose,  Caleb B-  Smith,  Esq.  was  requested  to 
proceed  to  Washington  City  before  the  adjournment  of  Congress, 
with  letters  to  our  delegation,  requesting  them  to  uRitc  in  an  ap- 
plication «o  the  War  Department  for  the  necessary  number  of 
oflicers,  and  in  the  event  that  the  request  for  the  assistance  should 
not  be  complied  with,  he  was  authorised  to  go  into  the  adjoining 
States  and  employ  such  a  number  of  engineers  as  would  ensure 
the  completion  of  the  work  in  tim-ifor  the  present  session.  The 
application  at  Washington  was  met  by  an  assurance  from  the 
Secretary  of  War  that  Col.  Stansberry  and  two  assistants  would 
be  detailed  for  the  purpose.  The  work  requiring  at  least  four 
separate  parties,  Mr.  Smith  entered  into  a  written  agreement, 
with  Col.  Stansberry  herewith  submitred,  authorising  him  as  the 
superintending  officer,  to  organise  four  parties,  including  the  two 
assistants  promised  by  the  tSecretary  of  War,  the  State  paying 
him  two  dollars  and  hfty  cents  per  day.  In  pursuance  of  this 
agreement, Col.  Stansberry  proceeded  in  the  organization  of  the 
several  parties,  but  in  consequence  of  the  Secretary  of  War  sub- 
Bequently  declining  to  detail  the  assistants  without  assigning  any 
reason  for  it,  he.  Col.  Stansberry,  was  obliged  then  to  select  others 
to  supply  their  places.  The  several  parties  were  organised  and 
reached  their  place  of  destination  the  latter  part  of  April  and  the 
first  week  in  May.  The  one  upon  the  Lawrenceburgh  line  was 
conducted  by  Mr.  Adams  of  Connecticut,  the  one  on  the  Madi- 
son and  Lafayette  line  by  Col.  Schenck  of  New  York;  the  one 
on  the  Evansvijle  line  by  Mr.  Collins  of  Baltimore,  and  the  one 
on  the  New  Albany  and  Crawfordsville  line  by  Mr.  Watts  of 
Pennsylvania,  the  whole  acting  under  the  orders  of  Col.  Stansber- 
ry. The  parly  under  Mr.  Adatns  reached  tliis  place  in  August 
and  was  preparing  for  the  survey  of  the  Columbus  and  Jefferson- 
viUe  route,  when,  in  consequence  of  sickness  among  the  officers  it 
was  disbanded.  That  route  was  then  confided  to  Mr.  Coyle,  the 
second  officer  under  Mr.  Collins,  for  which  purpose  a  new  party 
was  organised.  Col.  Schenck  terminated  his  examinations  at 
Lafayette  in  October.  Major  Watts  closed  the  survey  of  the 
New  Albany  and  Crawforsdville  route,  and  commenced  his  exa- 
minations on  the  New  Albany  and  Vincennes  road  when  its  pro- 
gress was  interrupted  by  the  lamented  death  of  his  assistant, 
Mr.  Paul,  and  soon  after  he  was  so  much  disabled  by  sickness  as 
to  make  it  necessary  for  him  to  abandon  the  field.  Tiie  party 
wnder  iS\r.  Collins  after  closing  its  operations  at  Terre-il.'iute  re- 
turned to  Vincennes,  and  finished  the  survey  of  the  New  Albany 
line,  to  the  termination  of  the  survey  by  JMajor  Watts. 

These  surveys  have  been  necessarily  expensive,  but  it  is  be- 
lieved that  the  fund  of  accurate  Topographical  information  that 
has  bceu  obtained  as  to  a  very  considerable  portion  of  the  State, 
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and  of  its  susceptibility  of  improvement  will  be  invaluable  as  the 
basis  of  subsequent  Legislation. 

Justice  and  inclinaaon  require  me  to  saj  that  Col.  Stansberrj, 
the  otiicers  commanding  the  parties,  and  their  assistants  have  per- 
formed theirseveral  duties  with  a  zeal  and  ability  that  command 
my  entire  confidence  and  approbation. 

Believing  the  measure  well  calculated  to  advance  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  state  and  one  that  public  sentiment  called  for,  I 
deemed  it  my  duty,  at  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  with  some 
earnestness,  to  urge  the  propriety  of  adopting  a  well  digested 
plan  of  Internal  Improvement.  It  was  then  contended  that  the 
construction  of  public  works,  on  a  scale  that  would  benefit  every 
portion  of  the  state,  was  within  the  reach  of  proper  efforts — that 
our  sister  states,  whose  examples  were  most  successful, commenc- 
ed under  circumstances,  less  tUvorable  than  ours — that  whilst  the 
state  can  command  any  desirable  amount  of  capital  at  five  per 
cent,  interest,  it  wouldbe  our  true  policy  to  promote  such  im- 
provements as  will  prove  beneficial  to  the  country  and  yield  a 
profitable  return  for  the  investment — that  such  a  course  would 
not  impoverish  the  slfite  nor  the  people,  but  would  enrich  both; 
and  that  any  increased  taxation  for  a  time,  to  meet  the  interests 
on  loans,  woiild  be  more  than  counterbalanced  by  the  increased 
business.  en'«rprise  and  wealth.  The  experience  derived  from 
the  work  in  which  we  are  engaged  and  the  prosperous  condition 
of  other  states,  have  confirmed  me  in  the  correctness  of  the  opi- 
nions heretofore  advanced,  and  I  again  recommend  the  subject  to 
your  favorable  consideration. 

The  examinations  made  the  past  summer,  by  the  Canal  and 
Rail  Road  Engineers,  will  place  you  in  possession  of  such  facts 
and  information  in  reference  to  the  several  routes,  and  of  the  sus- 
ceptibility of  the  general  face  of  our  territory,  as  will  allovvyou 
to  act  advisedly  in  the  selections  you  n'ay  make.  Of  the  sever- 
all  kinds  of  improvements  proposed,  it  is  believed  that  of  canals 
should  have  preference  over  railways  or  turnpike  roads,  on  the 
ground  that  canals  are  cheaper,  more  permanent  and  better  adapt- 
ed to  the  convenience  and  habits  of  the  people,  and  to  the  char- 
acter and  products  of  the  state.  But  in  designating  the  several 
branches  or  parts  of  a  general  connected  plan,  should  you  adopt 
one,  you  will  find,  that  in  consequece  of  the  peculiar  shape  or  for- 
mation of  the  surface  of  the  state,  it  must  embrace  in  its  parts, 
a  combination  of  canals,  railways  and  turnpikes,  each  having  a 
beginning, connection  v/ith,  or  termination  at  the  Lake,  the  Wa- 
bash canal  or  the  Ohio  river,  the  Wabash  canal  constituting  the 
main  artery  or  trunk  of  the  plan.  And  in  discriminating  be- 
tween the  relative  value  of  each  proposed  work,  that  which  will 
accomodate  the  greatest  amount  of  population,  commerce  and 
business  generally,  should  be  adopted.  That  of  making  a  selec- 
tion is  a  duty  within  the  province  and  sound  discretion  of  the 
legislature,  therefore  the  task  of  making  an  Executive  recommen- 
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dalion  is  relinquished,  not  entirely  on  account  of  its  delicacy  and 
responsibility,  but  because  the  reports  to  be  nnade  by  the  engineers 
«re  not  yet  &o  complete  as  to  allow  an  examination  and  time  for  a 
decision. 

The  first  step  in  most  of  the  important  works  undertaken  have 
met  with  opposition  from  those  who  entertained  fears  of  taxation, 
bankruptcy  and  ruin,  but  of  all  the  public  works  in  other  states, 
there  are  none  that  have  been  abandoned  or  that  have  proved 
burdensome  or  unpopular  with  the  people,  even  under  the 
highest  rate  of  taxation;  on  ihe  contrary,  ihey  have  uniformly  be- 
come sources  of  wealth  and  comfort,  monuments  of  public  spirit 
and  enterprise,  and  objects  of  just  pride  and  exultation  with  the 
people.  These  triumphant  successes  have  settled  the  question  as 
to  the  practicability  and  utility  of  public  v/orks,  and  encouraged 
by  these  examples,  our  citizens  have  manifested  their  willingness 
to  enter  with  spirit  upon  a  system  that  will  contribute  not  less 
to    iheir  own  prosperity,  than  to  the  credit  of  the  state. 

If,  after  you  shall  have  had  a  full  and  free  conference  on  the 
subject,  you  agree  with  me  in  the  opinion,  that  public  policy, 
public  interest  and  public  sentiment,  require  a  liberal  expenditure 
in  the  improvement  of  the  condition  of  the  state  and  of  the  peo- 
ple, it  will  be  for  your  better  judgment  to  determine  the  extent  of 
the  investment.  I  will  not  ho-vever,  withhold  the  opinion,  that 
you  may  safely  expend  the  amount  of  ten  millions  without  calling 
on  the  present  or  future  generations  for  the  payment  of  any  por- 
tion of  the  principal  under  the  process  of  taxation.  But  to  sus- 
tain an  enterprise  of  such  magnitude,  a  suitable  provision  should 
be  made  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  capital,  one 
million  of  which  would  be  needed  the  first  year  and  about  an 
equal  sum  annually  until  the  w^ork  shall  be  finished  .  The  addi- 
tonal  revenue  required  to  meet  the  interests  on  the  loan  would  in- 
crease the  whole  amount  of  tax  now  paid  by  our  citizens,  one 
half;  that  is  he  who  now  pays  one  dollar  would  have  to  pay  the 
further  sum  of  fifty  cents  each  year. 

To  one  who  has  not  looked  into  the  process,  by  which  this  fact 
is  ascertained,  it  may  appear  strange  that  so  small  an  increase  in 
the  rate  of  taxation,  will  met  the  interests  on  so  large  a  sum. 
It  IS  nevertheless  certain  that  an  addition  of  one  half  on  the 
present  and  annual  increase  in  lands  and  other  property,  with  the 
tolls  that  will  be  coming  in  after  the  first  fev^  years,  will  be  amply 
sufficient.  Of  the  vast  increase  of  property  li.ible  to  taxation, 
some'^idea  may  be  obtained  by  comparing  our  population  of 
347,000  in  1830  with  our  present  number  of  not  less  than  600,- 
000;  and  we  have  unerring  evidence  that  the  4,650,1)00  acres  of 
land  returned  for  taxation  last  year,  will  beincreased  toS.OOO.OOO 
in  1840. 

Ilelying  on  the  correctness  of  these  estimates,  one  enquiry  on- 
ly remains  to  be  made,  and  that  is,  will  ourcitizens  cheerfully  pay 
the  small  additional  tax?     Or  in  other  words,  should  the  state  by 
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a  wise  policy,  open  a  market,  with  increased  prices  for  produce 
and  wages  ot' every  kind,  will  they  pay  a  cent  or  two  for  each  ad- 
ditional dollar  thus  put  into  their  pockets?  Of  this  you  can  best 
determine. 

If  after  your  mature  cxamLnalions  of  the  subject,  you  think  it 
advisable  to  embark,  1  beg  leave  earnestly  to  remind  you  of  the 
policy  and  necessity  of  organizing  a  Board  of  public  vyorks  with 
all  needful  powers  to  plan  and  carry  on  the  improvements  au- 
thorised. 

In  my  last  annual  communication  1  noticed  the  very  laudable 
exertions  of  the  Lawrenceburgh  and  Indianapolis  Rail  Road 
Company,  and  it  isvrith  great  pleasure  thati  have  since  witness- 
ed the  zeal  and  perseverance  with  which  they  have  commenced 
their  work,  giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  determination 
to  accomplish  the  enterprise.  That  route  is  destined  lo  constitute 
a  link  in  the  great  line  of  proposed  rail-way  from  Charleston, 
South  Carolina,  to  the  Ohio  riverat  Cincinnati,  and  to  the  Lake. 
This  public  spirited  association  of  our  fellow  citizens  do  not  intend 
lo  press  their  equal  claims  to  pecuniary  aid  from  the  stale.  They 
ask  her  to  take  no  share  in  the  work;  but  they  ask  that  from  her 
which  can  be  granted  in  safely  and  to  the  great  service  of  the 
public.  They  desire  her  to  give  them  credit  to  the  amount  of 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  which  they  will  satisfactorily  se- 
cure by  the  most  valuable  landed  property  in  the  state,  of  fixed 
and  convertable  value, in  double  the  sum,  to  be  secured  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  company,  and  as  may  be  directed.  Of  their  ability 
to  do  this,  without  the  shadow  of  danger  to  the  state,  I  am  convinc- 
ed from  my  own  knowledge  of  the  estates  of  the  members  of  the 
company,  and,  therefore,  clieerfully  recommend  their  reasonable 
request  to  the  consideration  of  the  Legirlature. 

Not  intending  to  elicit  any  action  on  your  part  at  this  time,  but 
for  the  information,  as  well  as  the  gratification  of  the  members  of 
the  Leg-islatuie,  I  lay  before  you  two  pamphlets  with  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  citizens  of  Cincinnati  and  of  Charleston,  South  Car- 
olina, and  also,  the  messages  of  the  governors  of  Georgia  and 
North  Carolina,  all  of  which  are  in  reference  to  the  construction 
of  a  railway  from  Cincinnati  to  the  city  of  Charleston.  Consi- 
dering that  this  is  the  nearest  and  most  direct  route  to  the  sea 
board,  every  step  that  may  be  taken  to  render  it  available,  can- 
not but  become  a  matter  of  deep  and  abiding  interest  to  the  peo- 
ple of  Indiana. 

The  law  of  last  session,  providing  for  a  change  in  our  revenue 
system,  does  not  require  the  clerks  of  the  several  counties  to  re- 
port the  returns  of  the  assessors  to  the  Auditor  of  State  before 
the  first  day  of  December,  consequently  I  am  not  able  to  present 
you  with  a  view  of  the  result  of  the  valuations.  From  the  best 
information  I  can  obtain  however,  it  is  believed  that  the  disparity 
anticipated  in  the  value  of  real  estate  in  the  old  and  new  districts 
of  the  State,  does  not  exist.     If,  upon  a  comparison  of  all  the  xfi- 
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turns,  thia  opinion  shall  be  found  to  be  correct,  there  can  be  but 
little  reason  to  question  the  policy  or  justice  of  a  change.  The 
expenses  of  our  Slate  Government  have  been  hitherto,  borne, 
piincipally,  by  the  land  holders,  while  other  large,  and  general- 
ly, much  more  productive  investments  of  capital  have  contribut- 
ed little  or  nothing  in  the  State  Treasury.  Although  some  of 
our  citizens  object  to  the  number  of  articles  included  in  the  law, 
it  is  confidently  believed,  it  can  be  so  shaped  as  to  render  it  a- 
greeable  to  their  views — particularly  when  they  see  that  the  tax 
upon  land  will  be  reduced  in  proportion  to  the  amount  that  is 
charged  upon  other  subjects  of  taxation — such  property  as  now 
pays  nothing,  and  which  can  only  be  brought  in  by  the  change 
proposed.  No  good  and  satisfactory  reason  can  be  assigned  why 
capital  invested  in  town  property,  Bank  stock,  Merchandise  or 
money  at  interest  should  not  be  subject  to  the  same  rate  ot  taxa- 
tion as  an  equal  amount  invested  inland. 

There  is  to  be  found  in  the  legislation  of  several  of  the  late 
sessions  of  the  General  Assembly  a  departure  fromgeneral  rule  and 
analogy,  from  which  evil  may  arise,  and  which  is  at  war  with  that 
principle  in  our  government  which  requires  that  the  operations  al 
Jaws  shall  be  equal  and  general.  I  allude  to  the  want  of  unifor- 
mity in  the  organization  of  our  courts  doing  county  business;  to 
the  modes  of  appointing  township  otCcers;  and  to  the  civil  juris- 
diction of  justices  of  the  peace,  in  some  counties  justices  of  the 
peace,  transact  county  business,  in  others,  that  duty  is  performed 
by  commissioners  elected  for  that  purpose.  In  some  instances, 
township  officers  are  chosen  by  the  people,  in  others,  they  are  ap- 
pointed by  the  courts  doing  county  business.  In  some  counties, 
justices  of  the  peace  have  civil  jurisdiction  throughout  the  coun- 
ty, in  others,  they  are  restricted  to  the  townships  in  which  they 
reside,  with  perhaps,  a  stream  or  an  ideal  line  for  its  boundary. 
These  and  similar  examples  should  be  arrested  and  the  one  or  the 
other  principle  should  prevail.  Our  la^^s  should  be  equal  and 
uniform,  resulting  from  that  compromise  of  opinion  out  of  which 
has  grown  the  best  principles  of  our  republican  form  of  State  and 
National  Governments,  and,  particularly,  that  which  declares, 
that  in  legislation  the  majority  shall  rule. 

In  a  casual  conversation  with  a  gentleman  last  year  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  United  States,  I  learned,  that  in  making  some  Geolo- 
gical examinations  near  the  line  of  the  National  road  he  had  dis- 
covered indications  of  coal  and  other  valuable  minerals  which  de- 
termined me  to  suggest  the  propriety  of  a  geological  and  topo- 
graphical survey  of  the  state  with  a  view  of  looking  into  her  min- 
eral wealth  and  resources,  and,  also  of  publishing  under  the  sanc- 
tion of  the  legislature  a  correct  map.  But  as  our  new  territory 
had  not  been  subdivided  into  counties  and  brought  under  civil 
jurisdicti^ii  tlie  recommendatior  was  postponed.  That  objection 
having  been  removed  by  the  legislature  oflast  winter,  I  respectful- 
iy  recommend  the  subject  to  your  consideration.    In  all  coun 


tries  where  mineral  deposites  have  been  discovered  they  have 
become  leading  items  of  commerce  and  wealth.  In  the  mountain 
districts  of  Pennsylvania,  Virginia,  and  Maryland,  their  iron,  coal 
marble,  and  gypsum  will  be  the  chief  articles  of  commerce  and  of 
support  to  the  public  works.  From  the  many  indications  and 
discoveries  made,  we  have  much  reason  to  beUeve  that  this  state 
abounds  in  such  depositcs;  but  without  the  aid  and  application  of 
geological  science  they  will  never  be  perfectly  developed. 
Should  you  think  the  measure  advisable,  the  surveys  for  the  two 
purposes  can  be  confided  to  the  same  head,  or  that  for  geological 
purposes  can  be  conducted  alone. 

By  an  act  of  Congress,  of  March,  1808,  the  sumof  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars  was  annually  applied  to  the  manufacture  of  arms 
for  the  militia  of  the  several  states.  Since  this  State  came  into 
the  Union  near  four  milhon  dollars  have  been  expended  under 
that  act.  The  quota  of  arms  allotted  to  Indiana,  under  the  gen- 
eral distribution  among  the  states,  has,  as  yet,  been  distributed 
among  the  miHtia;  but  wher..  these  arms  are,  or  v/hat  has  been 
done  with  ti",em,  no  one  can  tell,  nor,  has  the  Quarter  Master  Gen- 
eral been  able  to  get  any  satisfactory  information  from  the  officers 
on  the  subject:  It  is  believed,  from  other  sources  of  infor- 
mation, that  the  Hght  companies  in  many  instances  have  been 
broken  up,  the  arms  delivered  to  them  destroyed,  converted  to 
private  use,  or  carried  to  other  states  by  persons  removing:.  lu 
this  way  our  loss  in  public  property,  of  this  kind,  must  amount  to 
twenty  or  thirty  thousand  dollars:  According  to  an  estimate  re- 
cently made  at  the  ordnance  department,  about  one  thousand 
muskets  are  due  this  state;  of  which,  about  fifty  boxes,  with  ac- 
coutrements, have  within  the  last  month,  arrived  at  Madison. 
These  aims  arc  vrorth  at  first  cost,  near  fourteen  thousand  dol- 
lars; and  as  the  impolicy  of  distributing  them,  as; heretofore, 
has  long  since  been  so  apparent  as  to  induce  many  of  the  states 
to  provide  a  safe  depository,  instead  of  delivering  them  to  the  mi- 
litia, would  it  not  be  advisable  for  Indiana  to  adopt  a  similar  poli- 
cy at  least,  until  we  can  get  some  further  account  of  those  already 
distributed? 

The  session  before  the  last  I  endeavored  to  point  out  some  of 
the  prominent  defects  in  our  probate  system,  and  as  a  rem- 
edy, proposed  that  the  business  should  be  transferred  to  the  cir- 
cuit couris,  and  that  in  consequence  of  the  increased  duties,  the 
judges'ialaries  should  be  raised  to  one  thousand  dollars.'— Satisfi- 
ed with  the  recommendation  then  made,  I  beg  leave  now  to 
reiterate  it.  In  point  of  expense,  it  may  safely  be  said,  that  the 
increased  salary  of  the  circuit  judges  will  require  less  from  the 
treasury  than  is  now  paid  to  the  probate  judges. 

The  present  session  is  the  period  fixed  by  the  constitution  for 
making  a  new  and  equal  apportionment  of  Senatois  and  iiepre- 
«entatiyes,  among  the  several  counties  in  the  state.  In  comply- 
ing with  the  requisition  you  will   unavoidably  encounter  such 
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difficulties  as  nrise  from  the  great  disparity  in  the  size  and  popula- 
tion of  the  counties,  and  that  reluctance  which  is  naturally  felt  to 
any  diminution  in  the  number  heretofore  sent,  which  may  be  ne« 
cessary  to  a  just  and  equal  apportionment.  In  acting  upon  the 
pubject,  it  should  be  remembered  that  a  numerous  body  is  not  the 
best,  either  for  harmony,  deliberation  or  despatch;  and  should 
your  present  number  be  materially  increased,  you  may  lessen  the 
usefulness  and  business  capacity  of  the  body. 

During  the  past  summer  the  foreign  laborers  upon  the  line  of 
canal  resuscitated  some  of  their  old  party  annimosities,  which  so 
often  were  the  cause  of  collision  in  their  native  country,  Ireland; 
and  while  under  great  excitement, from  five  to  seven  hundred  on  a 
side  assembled  for  several  days  armed  for  battle,  to  the  great  ter- 
ror of  the  citizens  of  that  vicinity.  To  prevent  recurrences  of 
the  evil,  the  punishment  known  to  our  criminal  laws,for  riotous 
conduct  should  be  increased  in  proportion  to  such  offences. 

There  are  several  subjects  within  the  range  of  my  official  du- 
ties which  may  call  for  a  special  communication;  should  the  ne- 
cessity arise,  I  will,  avail  myself  of  that  mode;  in  the  mean  time 
I  assure  you  of  my  readiness  to  unite  with)oa  in  any  measure, 
calculated  to  elevate  the  state,  and  benefit  her  citizens.

The  unusual  promptness  which  attends  the  collection  and  pay- 
ment into  the  Treasury,  of  the  public  revenue,  affords  satisfactory 
evidence  of  the  efficiency  of  our  revenue  laws,  so  far  as  regards 
the  operation  of  collection ;  but  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the 
assessments  are,  in  many  instances,  greatly  deficient  in  uniformity, 
and  otherwise  partial  and  imperfect  in  their  character. 

The  just  claim  of  the  people  to  a  fair  and  equal  distribution  of 
the  burtiiens  of  taxation,  as  well  as  the  interests  of  the  Treasury, 
would  seem  to  require  such  legislative  aid  as  will  ensure  a  greater 
degree  of  perfection  and  uniformity  in  the  assessments. 

The  gradual  increase  of  our  revenue,  thus  far,  is  equal  to  the 
growing  expenses  of  the  State;  and  will,  it  is  presumed,  under 
tiie  present  order  of  things,  continue  to  be  adequate  to  the  ordin- 
ary expenses  of  the  government.  But  should  the  Legislature 
deem  it  expedient  to  adopt  a  liberal  system,  in  reference  to  inter- 
Dal  improvements,  and  such  adequate  compensation  to  public  ser- 
vants ns  may  correspond  with  the  enhanced  value  of  every  spe- 
cies of  property,  such  change  will  be  required  in  the  revcuna 
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laws,  as  will  be  productive  of  a  revenue  considerably  above  (hat 
now  realized. 

The  fund  arising  from  the  sale  of  lots  at  Indianapolis,  which  has 
been  specially  set  apart  for  the  erection  of  the  State  House,  will 
be  found  inadequate  to  the  completion  of  that  edifice  and  its  ap- 
pendages, by  an  amount  of  from  ten  to  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 
Tliis  deficiency  may  be  supplied  by  a  sale  of  the  lots,  and  some  of 
the  public  grounds  yet  remaining  unsold,  should  the  General  As- 
bcmlily  deem  it  expedient  to  order  their  sale.  The  disburse- 
ments from  the  Treasury,  on  account  of  tiie  State  Mouse,  have  al- 
ready anticipated  that  fund  to  tlie  amount  of  ,^'G,000.  Under  the 
expectation  that  this  sum  v/ould  be  reimbursed  to  the  Treasury, 
by  the  sale  of  some  of  the  public  grounds,  I  have  carried  that  a- 
mounl  into  the  estimates  for  the  Treasury  the  coming  year. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  neijociate  the  loan  authorised  to 
be  made  by  the  Treasurer  of  State,  by  the  act  of  the  last  session  of 
the  General  Assembly.  Although  the  Treasury  has  been  some- 
what straightened  on  account  of  the  heavy  expenses  of  the  St.ite 
House,  yet  by  a  prudent  use  of  the  autnority  given  the  Treasu- 
rer, by  a  former  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  use  for  the  pur- 
pose of  the  State  House,  any  funds  in  the  Treasury;  the  opera- 
lions  of  the  Treasury  have  not  been  materially  embarrassed  on  ac- 
count of  a  forbearance  to  make  the  loan  authorised  to  be  negoci- 
ated. 

The  law  establishing  the  Loan  Office,  has  shown  by  its  pracli- 
cal  operation,  to  be  admirably  adapted  to  the  productiveness  and 
security  of  the  funds  authorised  to  be  loaned. 

The  forms  directed  to  be  forwarded  by  the  Treasurer  of  Stale 
to  the  School  Commissioners  in  the  respective  counties,  were  pre- 
pared and  forwaroed  in  April  last,  but  as  the  period  has  not  yet 
arrived  when  the  School  Commissioners  are  "equired  to  maiie 
their  leturns  for  the  present  year,  1  am  not  able  at  this  time  to 
communicate  to  the  General  Assem.bly,  the  extent  of  bcnclit 
which  may  result  from  the  act  in  question. 

It  will  be  discovered  by  the  table  of  Receipts  into  the  Treasu- 
ry the  present  year,  that  the  sum  of  $'550  has  been  deposited  by 
congressional  townships  through  the  School  Commissioners,  un- 
der the  provisions  of  the  8Sth  section  of  the '-act  incorporating 
congressional  townships  and  providing  for  public  schools  therein," 
approved  February  2d,  IS33.  The  act  provides  that  the  proper 
township  shall  be  entitled  to  draw  from  the  state  Treasury  on  the 
first  of  January  in  each  year,  tlie  interest  on  the  sum  deposited,  at 
a  rate  of  not  less  than  8  per  cent.  As  there  is  no  authority  under 
existing  lawfor  loaning  this  fund,  I  have  thouglit  it  my  duty  res- 
pectfully to  suggest  whether,  (as  the  state  is  bound  to  pay  <!ie  in- 
terest annually,)  the  money  siioul  i  not  be  authorised  to  be  loan- 
ed upDn  the  same  principles  of  the  College  fund. 

The  duties  assigned  to  the  Treasurer  of  State  in  reference  to 
the  purchase  of  a  fire  engine — the  insurance  of  the  State  House; 
I 
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«kc.  have  been  performed  as  far  as  circumstances  would  peimit; 
a  detailed  statement  of  which  will  be  communicated  to  the  Le 
gislature  in  a  few  dajs.

Since  tlic  la«t  niinuil  Report  of  the  '  Directors  of  li^.e  State 
Bank,  they  proccciied,  in  compliiUico  wiih  (he  law  in  ll.at  les- 
prtl,  to  piovido  lor  oi^aiiizinii;  liie  Branch  in  tlio  tlexeath  Dis- 
trict. It  was  localc'd  at  Fort  Wayne,  the  nect^sary  siutk  was 
su'isf  iil)f(l,  lh(j  (ir?t  inslaiaiciit  wa-!  paiil  over  ar.d  banking  opera- 
tions ronnnenrcd  thi-ro  the  ^.llh  of  Novcmljcr. 

The  loan  ol  .S'45'>,UU0,  (or  th(;  stMOiid  in*lalmrnt  in  llio  icn 
braiuhep,  and  tlic  ii.'Sl  in  Ib.c  Fort  Wayne  iwaiK  ii.  was  n(  ^olialcd 
by  the  Canal  I'md  Cdinmi^sioiHis.  in  Au<in?t  ^!^(.  at  a  prtunutn 
of  tour  and  a  iiallper  cent.  Tlio  inst;dnK;nls  due  Irorn  the  stale 
nmounting  lo  .§'2();),(]U0  were  paid  over  to  the  fcv(  la!  buiiu  l.cs, 
on  (he  lOih  N(jvi mlxT,  and  ^IM.SliG  87  cents  was  loaned  to  in- 
dividual sloekhidders,  to  pay  thtiir  second  inslahnent,  on  tli'dr 
niorlgag'ng  real  estate,  valued  at  doublf',  the  ;in)ount,  <  lear  of 
perishalde  iniproveinenls  The  sum  of  ,S'13I.451  78  due  on  (he 
second  iastahnenl  in  ihe  ten  l)raii(hes,  was  paii!  t»y  (l:e  stockhold- 
ers in  sj)ccie,  .and  the  same  amimat,  toj^eUier  with  ihi^  preniium 
on  the  loan,  has  hccu  paid  to  the  (Jominissioncrs  of  the  iSiiiking 
Fund.

Tlie  sum  of  ^15,U(^()  acciuiig  (o 
the  state  has  been  p;ud  over  to  the  siiddng  fund,  and  §"i,(iCO,  the 
lax  on  individual  stock  set  apart  as  a  portion  of  the  permanent 
fund  for  common  schools. 

The  semi  annual  examinations  of  the  l)ranci)cs,  required  by  the 
charters,  have  been  duly  made,  and  it  docs  not  appear  that  a  sin- 
gle desperate  debt  has  been  <  oiitracted  to  any  of  (he  braiuhes; 
though  as  many  of  the  debtors  are  yet  untried,  experience  alone 
can  deteimine,  how  far  they  can  be  relied  upon  for  strictly  punc- 
tual payments,  when  ihey  shall  be  exacted.    The  officers  of  the 
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branches, generally,  nre  well  qualified,  anJ  the  duties  confided  to 
them,  witii  srarce  an  exception,  are  well  perrosmed.  Atone  of* 
the  esaminalion?,  ;»n  attempt  was  made  to  ascertain  what  number 
ofpersoijs  crigiged  in  the  sevtrai  dijlerent  occupations  had  been 
accommouale.i  v.  itli  loans,  aiid  it  apnciired  thai  notes  and  biilj  liad 
been  discoiniU-d  tor  72J  farmer;;,  S3  J  merciiants,  druggists  and 
grocer-,  272  mtchanics,  134  produce  and  caitle  dt-akis,  67  man- 
ufatiurers,  millers  and  dii^tjiiers,  121  persoi.s  vt'  itie  diiTerent  pro- 
/ession?,  27  inn-keepers  and  2Gt)  pt-rs.vis  v^.hose  em.ployment  was 
unknown  to  tiie  ofrlcers  of  the  brandies. 

it  was  not  to  be  expected,  but  t!iat  difierencos  of  opinions,  ns  t  > 
the  construction  of  the  charter,  and  the  privik-^jt-s  granted  hy  \: 
fhould  arise.  Such  have  occurred,  not  origiisalmg,  it  is  belicTed, 
from  wron:;  motives;  yet,  wherever  these  have  led  to  cjuestiona- 
hie  transactions,  ihey  have  been  submitted  to  the  State  Be!ird,all 
of  whose  proceedings  have  been  in  general  conducted  v.ith  great 
unriuimiiy. 

Tile  operations  oftiic  several  branches  present,  en  the  who'c,  a 
state  of  prosperity  wholly  ur.equaUed  in  institutions  and  a  cm* 
munity  circumsiasiced  iil:e  ours.  Business  was  commenced  un- 
der the  most  favorable  auspices.  The  paper  of  the  Uiutcd 
States  Bank  and  Branches,  whicli  had  previously  constituted  our 
chief  circulation,  was  rapidly  disappearing,  and  but  tor  our  Bank 
its  place  must  have  been  suj')phed  by  the  paper  of  local  iisslilutions 
which  never  could  b.ave  obtained  general  cotif.dei  ce.  Tlie  slate 
was  free  from  pecuni.iry  cmbarrat-sments,  our  citizens  out  of  debt, 
our  agriruhurai  interc:«ts  hi<;!ily  prosperous, and  v/ilh  a  large  sur- 
plus produce,  it  on'y  required  facilities  lo  reniier  these  sourcts  cf 
wealth  and  prosperity  available.  Such  facilities  iiave  been  atford' 
cd  by  the  Bank.

The  circulatioii  obtained  b)  the  paper  and  the  specie  on  hand, 
are  such  as  have  not  often  appeared  in  the  operations  of  Bar  king. 

It  wdl  be  importatit  both  hv  comnainity  and  the  Bank,  tiint  at 
as  early  a  period  as  possible,  its  custrrncrs  should  be  cf  the  light 
clas?.  Before  its  orgaiuzalior:,  much  of  the  produce  of  tlie  State 
was  purchased  by  foreign  capital,  and  a  large  portion  of  the  pro- 
fits of  its  exportation  fell  to  foreign  hanils,  and  when  the  Brnlc 
I  ommenced  operations,  a  year  since,  the  season  was  too  far  advan- 
ced to  aflord  our  ov/n  exporters  as  much  aid  as  wr.s  desiiable. — 
'J  he  loans,  therefore,  not  required  for  active  business,  have,  in 
5(  me  instances,  been  made  for  thepurchrse  of  lands,  either  from 
tl  e  Government  or  individuals.  That  temporary  loans  should  be 
»nadc  for  these  purpotCB,  cannot  be  objected  to,  especially  wheu 
th?  fends  for  payment  arc  f  xprcted  to  be  derived  frein  othtr  so«e* 
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ees  Ihftri  tuc  $ai<-  of  the  ianct.  Bat  i."  J\mds  are  borrosved  large* 
Ij  from  the  ]>;u!k,  to  bur  ]:iv.ih  for  speculation;  if  the  farmers  of 
the  country  forget  t?mL  tijeir  prosperiiy  df  ptiitls  upon  raijing  ji;ood 
crop?, and  not  upon  nri  innriginaiy  rise  oflhe  vjjIuc  of  (lieir  land; 
if  town  lots  and  quarter  sections  are  to  i}ccGsr;e  ninnil  hka  \no- 
missory  notes  or  U:ii\k  hills,  it  must  he  apparent  to  every  person  of 
reflection,  that  though  a  few  may  realize  immense  fortunes  before 
the  bubbles  sh,a!i  hurst, yet  the  etrecis  mu^t  par.ilize  i^il  that  is  jjocd 
and  desirable  in  community.  The  orditiary  pnrsoits  of  business 
nre  neglected,  v/herever  a  speculating  mania  prevails.  Many 
ersgage  in  entcrprizes,  for  nhich  tiiey  were  never  calculated;  the 
ihronj^  of  competitors  prevents  a!!  reflecilon.  and  a  tenspest  suc- 
ceeds, amidst  which  industry,  rconcmy,  ord-^r  and  good  princi- 
ples are  lost.  Every  intelligent  observer  must  be  aware  of  the 
impossibility,  that  general  prosperity  can  be  enjoyed,  except  by 
gradually  improving  the  conditions  of  the  different  classes  of  com- 
munity m  their  respective  occupations,  yet  Iqo  many  of  these  arc 
found  willing  to  convulse  society  to  its  foundations,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  lising  on  tb.e  ruins. 

Within  the  past  ycarllie  incrcascof  population  in  the  state  has 
been  m.uch  greater  than  in  any  preceding  one.  Emigrants  from 
every  part  of  the  Union  have  been  drawn  hither,  by  the  new  lands 
thrown  into  market  and  the  extensive  field  here  opening  for  cnler- 
prize.  Ciinalaanu  rxiil  roads  are  in  progress  andconiemplation,  that 
promise  a  vast  addition  to  the  wealth  of  many  portion?  of  the  stale. 
While  these  circumstances  should  lead  us  p.ot  to  undervalue  our 
advantages  nos  lose  sight  oflhe  high  destiny  the  state  may  attain, 
it  shiOuUi  be  recollected  lliat  we  m.uat  depend  mainly  for  prosper- 
iiy  upon  our  agricultural  resources.  Commerce  and  manufac- 
tures will  hereafter  improve,  as  they  arc  needed,  such  positions 
as  public  convenience  si)all  require,  and  tiiese  selections  cannot 
be  made,  in  most  instances,  until  the  direction  given  to  (he  inter- 
nal improvements  of  tiie  state  ?hali  be  more  compl'^lelj^  developed. 
In  the  mean  time,  hov/ever,  Uie  inclination  to  believe,  ihat  wlist 
is  most  for  their  interest,  must  lake  place,  induces  nvnibcrs  to  cal- 
culate largely  upon  the  future  growth  of  embryo  towns  and  cities, 
that  have  nothing  to  recommend  them  but  the  wishe?  of  their 
proprietors.  The  alternate  growth  and  decay  of  western  (owns, 
the  fluctuations  to  wImcIi  they  have  been  subject,  and  tiie  wide 
spread  ruin  frequently  occasioned  bv  speculation  in  t'ncir  proper- 
ty are  well  known,  and  thougli  not  a  few  m.ay  predict  a  different 
state  of  things  hereafter;  yet  as  seasoiis  of  depression  aruJ  difncul- 
ty  must  come,  it  will  be  found  that  I'lc  resider.ts  of  towns  will  in 
general  feel  their  effects  much  more  severely  than  any  other  por- 
tion of  community. 

It  is  gratifyirig  to  state  that  the  business  of  most  oflhe  branches 
has  heen  so  conducted,  as  to  have  no  direct  influence  in  raising  the 

E rice 8  of  real  property  in  their  immediate  vicinity,  and  it  is  be- 
«ved  that  it  has  not  been  a  Icndincr  motive  nt  anv  of  them  to 
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effect  (his  object,  and  if  for  want  of  other  customers,  too  mnnj 
Joans  have  'ik'lmi  heretofore  made  to  speculators  in  hinds  and  town 
lot;:,  this  evil  will  sooti  he  rnrrt'cte(h  liu^jiiuS'S  papt-r  ninn;  than 
can  he  discoM'iled  i:^  now  olh'rrd  to  sivrral  n!  IIm;  liranclies,  and 
at  all  of  them  a  rapid  incica-ie  of  inisinc.-s  pnniiabio  to  them  and 
useful  to  tliu  coiintij  may  Ix'  perceived. 

If  their  operations  he  thu^  conducted,  lands  will  advance  in 
price,  piodut  e  rise  in  value,  and  (owns  increase  in  siz;;.  on  the 
l)asis  ofsolid  hu  iness,  and  ihe  ocrar-ional  di  pre:ialiot.s  of  eilher, 
will  not  Ix;  seiiouslv  felt,  eitlier  hy  iIk;  ]>anl<  or  comniu.iily. 
That  such  dcprecialion  mav  t;d<e  place  and  at  no  distant  period 
is  n()t  improhahJL'.  l'r<)(hn-e  fir  some  yars  \v\<  borne  hijfi)  piices 
from  various  eau-es.  The  tiiree  1  ist  seasons  have  not  heeii  as 
prodtutive  as  nsuai.  A  lar^e  amount  has  I)een  required  for  the 
accommodation  of  emigranls.  The  liijiii  pii(cs  of  coKon,  the 
great  amount  of  forei<;i!  c;i[)i:al  indodured  into  some  of  the  soulh 
W(?stern  states,  and  (Inj  rapid  im[)rov(  inenis  made  tiiere  within  a 
few  years  h;ive  occasios-.ed  an  unusual  demand  lor  our  products. 
The  price  of  cottoii  is  already  depreci;iliii<;,  that  of  I. mils  and 
other  [)ropci'y  will  pro!>ah|y  follow,  and  if  such  harvi  sts  should 
be  here  gathered  as  have  i)cen  hereti/ure,  the  prices  m;iy  he,  as 
they  have  been,  one  third  or  one  fourth  of  their  present  rates. 
The  lenls  and  of  course  the  f)rices  of  Ihiul  must  fall,  to  Ihe  iij(jry 
and  periiaps  Ihe  inin  of  sm  h  as  may  he  in  debt  and  calculating 
to  jtay  by  the  (produce  of  the  soil  or  an  increase  of  its  value. 
These  fluctuations  in  prices  may  he  greater  than  ever  heretofore, 
if  a  genei'al  s\stem  of  internal  improvements  he  commenced,  and 
nothing  should  occur  to  cher|<  (he  (Xliavag.'jit  calculations  (hat 
under  such  circumstances  would  be  indulged.  The  Baid<  may 
exercise  an  imporbuit  influence  in  these  n)atters,  hy  withholding 
ilsaid  and  encouragement  from  all  business,  uncertain  in  its  char- 
acter and  that  is  a(bipted  more  for  private  advantage  than  puldic 
good,  and  (!iis  will  be  of  the  more  importance  fion>  the  va«l  field 
for  business  now  opening  around  u-',  into  which  many  will  rash 
without  any  experience  of  (lie  dilliculties  to  which  it  has  always 
been  subject  in  ihe  West. 

As  the  resourcesnf  the  slate  are  improved  and  its  cnpabililies 
ascertained,  there  will  he  o[)porluiiilies  in  (he  eslablislutK'nt  of 
mainifacttircs  and  in  (in;  grea((,'r  diversity  of  pursuits  to  insure 
more  regularity  in  prices  tlian  has  hcieloldre  existed.  When  cx- 
peiience  ha*  shown  what  will  be  the  demand  for  any  article  the 
over  production  and  consL-qacnt  reaction  as  to  process  will  in  a 
measure  cease.  I 

In  the  formaiion  of  the  cliarler  for  (his  inslilulion,  it  rould  hard- 
ly be  (.Xfiected  (ha!  no  sub.-((picnt  amendmentj;  should  be  nec<'ssa- 
ry,  yet  after  the  (xpeiiencc  already  had  there  is  very  little  which 
it  is  desirable  to  (  hange.  The  machinery  works  well  and  its  con* 
etruction  is  creditable  to  the  authors'.     There  are  however  some 
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restrictions,  which  perhaps  might  be  removed  without  endanger' 
ing  the  safety  of  the  bank  or  the  interest  ofthe  public,  and  further 
privileges  it  is  believed  might  be  granted,  by  which  it  will  be 
the  better  able  to  meet  the  new  demands  constantly  making  upon 
it,  by  a  rapidly  improving  community.  In  most  part?  of  the  state, 
there  are  particular  seasons  ©f  the  year,  when  the  demand  for 
capital  is  much  greater  and  its  employment  much  more  beneSciai 
than  at  other  times.  More  means  for  the  purchase  and  exporta- 
tion of  produce  are  required  on  the  Ohio  river duringthe autumn 
and  winter,  than  can  be  furnished  by  the  branches  located  there, 
and  in  the  interior  of  the  state,  it  will  not  be  long  until  loans  can- 
not be  supplied  to  the  applicants  in  the  spring  season,  who  wish 
to  purchase  cattle  and  hogs  to  fatten  for  the  fall  markets. 

In  framing  the  charter  this  state  of  things  was  foreseen  and 
was  intended  to  be  provided  for  by  that  clause  m  the  98th  section 
which  authorises  one  branch  to  loan  to  another  for  a  definite  time 
and  issue?  to  be  made  accordingly.  But  the  time  required  to 
transfer  the  funds  paid  on  New  Orleans  bills  to  the  eastern  cities 
and  the  advantages  which  arise  from  keeping  funds  to  draw  upon 
in  New  York  and  Philadelphia,  will  probably  prevent  all  arrange- 
ments of  the  kind  that  were  contemplated. 

That  banks  should  be  allowed  to  contract  and  expand  their 
operations  to  some  extent  as  the  wants  of  business  may  require 
must  be  a  privilege  of  great  value  to  the  public.  They  can  fnr- 
nish  money  for  short  business  transactions  at  a  profit,  by  expand- 
ing their  circulation,  while  individuals  will  not  keep  money  on 
hand  for  such  temporary  purposes.  It  is  therefore  respectfully 
suggested  that  the  9Sth  section  may  be  amended  so  as  to  allow 
the  branches  under  such  restrictions  as  may  be  proper  to  extend 
at  least  occasional  discounts  to  a  larger  amount  than  t'vice  their 
capital. 

An  enlargement  of  the  capital  at  some  of  the  branches,  appears 
to  be  required  at  this  time  and  will  soon  be  needed  at  others.

These  amounts  do  not  include  the  depositee  made  by  govern- 
ment and  are  larger  in  proportion  to  the  capital  than  those  of  any 
country  banks  in  the  United  States,  or  than  most  of  the  city 
banks.  By  the  109th  section  of  the  charier  the  state  reserves 
the  power  of  investing  its  education  and  other  funds  in  the  bank 
so  as  to  "make  them  more  productive"  and  by  the  21st  section, 
the  bank  may  receive  deposites  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
may  be  agreed,  yet  by  the  present  charter  the  funds  of  the  state 
not  subscribed  as  stock  cannot  be  made  productive  nor  ceo  the 
deposites  as  they  are  now  made  be  profitable  to  the  depositor  or 
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an  object  of  much  consequence  to  the  Bank.  But  If  somethuig 
like  a  savings  fund  institution  could  be  ingrafted  on  the  branches, 
if  they  were  incouraged  to  pay  a  small  interest  on  deposites  that 
were  left  for  fixed  periods,  and  if  these  could  be  used  in  the  pur- 
chase of  business  paper  or  other  safe  transactions,  many  of  the 
wants  and  necessities  which  increasing  business  requires  would 
be  supplied  ';'  means  t\v\t  are  now  without  use  or  benefit.  All 
experience  is  in  rrivor  of  the  happy  influence  of  savings  banks. 
Thry  promote  industry  and  economy;  they  encourage  to  action  and 
enterprise,  and  as  the  tendency  of  money  is  to  flow  to  places 
of  business  may  not  an  amendment  to  the  charter  be  devised  in 
this  respect  that  will  add  not  less  to  the  interest  of  the  state  than 
to  the  comfort  and  prosperity  of  individuals?

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On  motion  of  Mr.  Clark  the  report  was  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  the  State  Bank  and  500  copies  ordered  to  be  printed. 

The  President  laid  before  the  Senate  the  report  of  the  Stale 
College  of  Indiana:  which,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Shaw,  was  referreu 
to  the  committee  on  education. 

The  following  message  from  the  House  of  Representatives  was 
received  by  Mr,  Thornton  their  clerk: 

Mil.  President — 

The  House  of  Representatives  concur  in  the  amendment  made 
by  the  Senate,  to  the  bill  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  No. 
2,  entitled  "an  act  to  provide  for  empanneling  grand  and  petit  ju- 
rors in  the  county  of  Orange." 

They  also  concur  in  the  resolution  of  the  Senate,  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  adoption  of  joint  rules  for  the  government  of  business 
between  the  two  Houses,  with  sundry  amendments. 

They  have  passed  an  eng-ossed  joint  resolution,  relative  to  the 
payment  of  postage,  in  which,  together  with  the  amendments  a- 
dopted  as  aforesaid  to  the  joint  rules,  they  ask  the  concurrence  of 
the  Senate. 

The  Senate  proceeded  to  consider  the  amendments  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  to  the  joiat  rules  for  the  government  of 
business  between  the  two  Houses;  which  amendments  are  as  fol- 
lows, viz: 

10.  When  a  message  is  sent  to  the  Senate,  or  to  the  House  of 
Representatives,  it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door,  by  the  Ser- 
geant at  Arms,  or  Door  Keeper,  and  shall  be  respectfully  com- 
municated to  the  chair,  by  the  person  by  whom  sent. 

11.  Messages  shall  be  sent  by  such  persons  as  the  President  of 
the  Senate,  or  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  may  de- 
signate for  that  purpose. 

12.  When  a  bill  or  resolution,  which  has  been  passed  in  one 
House,  is  rejected,  or  indefinitely  postponed  in  the  other,  notice 
thereof  is  to  be  given  to  the  House,  in  which  the  same  may  have 
passed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Payne,  the  Senate  concurred  in  the  1st  and 
2d  amendments  made  by  the  House  to  the  said  joint  rules,  with 
the  following  amendment,  viz:  by  adding  thereto  these  words — 
"no  bill  that  shall  have  passed  one  House,  shall  be  sent  for  con- 
currence to  the  other  on  the  last  day  of  the  session." 

The  Senate  proceeded  to  consider  the  third  amendment  made 
by  the  House  to  said  joint  rules,  which  amendment  was  not  con- 
curred in. 

Ordered,  That  the  House  of  Representatives  be  informed 
thereof. 

The  joint  resolution,  No.  5,  in  the  message,  relative  to  the  pay- 
ment of  postage,  was  read;  and 
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Ordered  to  pass  to  a  second  reading. 

Mr.  Bradv  presented  the  petition  cf  John  Sliects  and  others,  of 
Marion  county,  praying  the  passage  of  an  act  to  authorise  the 
sale  of  the  school  section  in  Town  17  North,  Ran^je  3,  East,  in 
said  county;  which  was  read,  and 

On  motion  of  the  sanne  gentleman,  referred  to  a  select  commit- 
tee. 

Ordered.)  That  Messrs.  Brady,  Bell  and  Mastin  be  the  com- 
mittee. 

]\Ir.  Sigler  presented  three  several  petitions  from  Benjamin 
Waldenand  others,  praying  the  repeal  of  the  act  for  the  encour- 
agement of  education,  approved  February  2d,  1833;  which  was 
read, and 

On  motion  of  the  same  gentleman,  referred  to  the  committee 
on  education. 

Mr.  Shaw  presented  the  petition  of  John  C.  Holland,  School 
Commissioner  of  Knox  county,  praying  the  passage  of  an  act  for 
the  sale  of  certain  school  lands  belonging  to  the  county  of  Knox; 
which  was  read,  and. 

On  motion  of  the  same  gentleman,  referred  to  the  committee  on 
education. 

Mr.  Thompson  presented  the  petition  of  Solomon  Lamb  and 
others,  of  Perry  county,  praying  (lie  passage  of  ;i,n  act,  for  the 
more  equal  di-lrihution  of  the  funds  arising  from  the  sale  of  school 
lands;  which  was  read,  and, 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Thompson,  referred  to  the  committee  on  ed- 
ucation. 

Mr.  Dum.ont  submitted  for  adoption,  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved^  That  the  judiciary  committee  inquire  into  the  expe- 
tbency  of  increasing  the  Salaiies  of  tlic  Supreme  and  Circuit 
Judij^es,  with  leave  to  repoit  by  bill  or  otherwise. 

Mr.  Boon  moved  to  amend  it,  by  adding  thereto,  "and  mem- 
bers'of  the  General  Assembly;"  which  was  decided  in  the  affir- 
mative. 

The  resolution  was  then  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Shaw  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  thejudiciary  committee  be  instructed  to  enquire 
into  the  expediency  of  abohsliing  imprisonment  for  debt,  with 
leave  to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Conwell  the  following  resolution  was  a- 
dopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  the  judiciary  be  instructed  to 
inquire  into  the  expediency  of  so  amending  tlie  act  entitled  "an 
net  regulating  distress  for  rent,"  as  to  enable  the  tenant  to  obtain 
pt&y  for  execution,  when  the  rent  due  is  more  than  §100,  by  al- 
'owing  the  proper  justice  of  the  peace  to  lake  confession  of  judg- 
ment tor  the  v.'hole  amount  of  such  rent,  and  that  said  committee 
report  by  bill  or  ethcrwise. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.   Hackctt,  the    following  resolution  was  a- 
opted: 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  public  roads  and  highways  be 
nstructed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  giving  the  boards  do- 
ng  county  business  in  the  several  counties  in  this  state,  the  discre- 
tionary authority  to  lay  off  the  public  roads  and  highways  in  their 
respective  counties  into  road  districts,  in  addition  to  the  power 
now  vested  by  law  in  said  boards,  of  laying  cffthe  several  town- 
ships into  road  districts;  and  that  said  committee  be  further  in- 
structed to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  making  it  the  duty  of 
the  several  supervisors,  to  furnish  the  clerks  of  the  Circuit  Courts 
with  a  list  of  the  names  of  the  hands  in  their  respective  ro&d  dis- 
tricts, instead  of  the  said  clerks  furni?hing  said  lists,  as  now  requir- 
ed by  the  37th  section  of  the  law  of  1831,  on  public  roads  and 
highways. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Shaw,  the  following  resolution  was  adop- 
ted: 

Resolved,  That  when  the  Senate  next  adjourns,  they  will  ad- 
journ until  Tuesday,  at  2  o'clock,  P.  M. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Daily  the  lollowing  resolution  was  adopted: 
Resolved,  That  the  judiciary  committee  be  instructed  to  en- 
quire into  the  expediency  of  so  amending  the  11th  section  of  an 
act  for  the  relief  o*"  the  poor,  approved  February  iOth,  1831,  so 
as  to  authorise  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  any  township,  to  re- 
move any  transient  pauper,  who  may  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of 
paid  act,  to  the  asylum  of  any  county  where  such  pauper  may  be 
found,  without  requiring  one  year's  residence  of  any  such  pauper, 
as  contemplated  by  the  above  section,  with  leave  to  report  by 
bill  or  otherwise. 

The  President  announced  the  following  as  the  standing  com- 
mittee on  Agriculture,  viz:  Messrs.  Sigler,  Casey,  Stewart, 
Payne,  Fowler,  Tannehill,  Mastin  and  Chambers. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Whitcomb  the  committee  of  education  was 
discharged  from  so  much  of  the  Governor's  message  as  relates  to 
Agriculture,  and  the  same  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  ag- 
riculture. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stewart,  Mr.  Thompson  was  added  to  the 
committee  on  canals  and  internal  inr>provements. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Thompson,  Mr.  Casey  was  also  added  to  the 
same  committee. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Morgan,  Mr.  Brady  was  added  to  the 
same  committee. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Whitcomb  the  following  resolulion  was  a- 
dopted; 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  the  judiciary  inquire  into  the 
expediency  of  so  amending  the  present  penal  enactments  in  rela- 
tion to  usury,  as  to  make  the  amount  of  the  penalty  discretionary 
with  the  jury  and  not  exceeding  doable  the  excess  of  usurious  in- 
terest. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Conwell  the  following  resolution  was  adop- 
ted: 

Resolved,  that  the  judiciary  committee  inquire  into  the  expedi- 
ency of  so  amending  the  law  for  the  benefit  of  insolvent  debtors, 
as  to  dispense  with  the  debtors  oath,  and  substitute  in  lieu  thereof, 
a  measure  equally  efficacious,  and  better  comporting  with  the 
principles  of  morality,  and  the  spirit  of  our  institutions. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Fowler  the  following  resolution  was  adop- 
ted: 

Resolved,  That  the  judiciary  committee  be  directed  to  inquire 
what  amendments  are  necessary,  if  any,  to  be  made  to  the  law 
regulating  divorces,  with  leave  to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise. 

Mr.  Thompson,  on  leave  granted,  presented  the  petition  of  Is- 
abella Ball,  praying  for  a  divorce;  which, 

On  motion  of  the  same  gentleman,  was  referred  -to  a  select 
committee. 

Ordered,  That  xMessrs.  Thompson,  Casey  and  Stewart  be  the 
committee. 

Mr.  Elliott,  on  leave  granted,  introduced  a  joint  resolution  No. 
4,  on  the  subject  of  the  admission  of  Michigan  territory  into  the 
Union; 

Which  was  read,  and  ordered  to  pass  to  a  second  reading  to- 
morrow.

To  the  Honorable  the  mcmhrrs  of  the  Sr.nnle  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Slate  of  Indiana : 

In  compliance  with  the  requisition,  expressed  in  the  Charier  of 
Hanover  College,  the  Trustees  of  said  College  beg  leave,  res- 
pectfully to  submit  the  following 

REPORT: 

In  presenting  our  third  annual  report  of  the  concliiion  and 
prospects  of  the  instilulion,  we  cannot  forl'car  cr.llit;g  the  atlen- 
tion  of  your  honorable  Iiody  to  the  evidence  that  it  continues  to 
enjoy  the  confidence  of  tlie  community,  in  the  midst  of  which  it  is 
located.  Reference  to  the  annual"  catalogue?  sliows,  that  tlie 
r.um!)er  o^  students  is  gradually  and  constantly  increasing.  E^'- 
j)ccially  will  it  be  observed,  that  the  number  of  ihose  who  pursue 
a  regular  course  of  Academic  study,  is  yearly  augmenting:  a 
fact  no  less  interesting  to  the  patriotic  citizen  of  the  west,  t!)anto 
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the  immediate  fdends  of  the  instifution.  It  will  not,  moreover, 
escape  not'  "c,  that  six  students  liave  been  dismissed,  as  giving  no 
promise  of  increased  uiefulne&s,  commen:-u'-ate  v/itii  the  time  and 
money  expended  in  the  prosecution  of  a  iiboral  course  of  educa- 
tion. This  shows  th^t  increase  of  numl'scrs  is  not  to  be  referred 
to  a  Io\5'  standard  of  intellectual  attainment.  On  the  contrary,  we 
would  not  shrink  from  a  comparison  between  our  course  of  s(udy, 
and  that  of  any  College  East  or  West.  And  our  published 
course  is  a  faithful  record  of  the  business  of  the  recitation  room. 
While  these  facts  are  not  presented  in  a  spirit  of  boasting,  it  can- 
not but  be  gratifying  to  be  able  to  present  such  evidein-c  o/ihe 
confidence  which  is  reposed  in  lI;inover  College;  and  evidence, 
also,  we  trust,  that  it  continues  to  mciit  cor.fiueuce. 

Of  the  manual  labor  system  we  hrive  little,  save  our  unabated 
attachment  to  it,  to  report.  As  with  all  great  origir.al  ideas,  rea- 
soned upon  in  the  abstract,  the  practical  details  of  the  system  do 
not,  in  all  respects,  conform  to  the  prototype  of  theoretical  crL 
culation.  There  is  no  science  wnose  pure  ab'tract  prmciples 
can  be  reduced  to  practice,  wiihont  meeting  in  a  greater  or  less 
degree,  limiting  principles.  It  will  not  be  thought  surprising, 
therefore,  that  our  Manual  Labour  Department,  ha?,  in  many 
respects,  been  modified  since  its  (irst  establishment.  But  we  do 
not,  with  some,  give  up  the  plan,  because  experience  requires  us 
to  abandon  some  of  the  more  crude  rcsuiis  oi  ihecct'cai  reason- 
ing, since  in  this  very  thing  we  find  analogies  to  other  useful  in- 
ventions. The  great  scheme  of  uniting  with  study,  some  useful 
and  healthful  exercise  of  the  body,  we  regard  as  one  of  ih<^  n.ost 
valuable  discoveries  of  the  present  inventive  age;  and  this  opin- 
ion is  taking  faster  hold  of  our  be^'.jf  from  the  results  of  ow  own 
experience.  The  sir/.plc  fact  that  our  large  nurni:-r  of  studeiits 
are  exempt  from  all  disease,  save  an  occasional  attack  of  trar.sient 
illness,  such  as  is  incident  to  men  in  or^ir.ary  lite,  wc  i'linkwili 
scarcely  find  a  parallel  in  the  history  of  Colleges.  Since  ih'  com- 
mencement of  the  institution,  nine  years  ago,  in  the  form  of  a 
grammar  school,  but  two  deaths  have  occurred  amoiig  tbc^e  con- 
nected with  it.  As  a  means,  the.  cfore,  of  physical  discipline — oT 
hale  and  natural  activity  of  the  several  organs  of  the  body,  so  'a- 
dispensable  to  an  unconstrnincd  action  of  the  minrl,  wc  regard  tne 
"Manual  Labour  System"  as  chiefly  vaiu.iuie.  This  opinion  we 
deem  it  needless  io  discuss.  Still  '.^e  would  by  no  mean?  i^avc 
outof  view,  the  subordinate  purposes  to  which  i!  is  s'lhsfrnent. 
It  surely  will  not  be  viewed,  as  of  small  importance,  as  a  mca.^  of 
pecuniary  revenue,  when  it  is  known  that  ?  large  number  of  indi- 
gent youth,  do,  in  this  way,  defray  a  great  part  of  their  expenses, 
and  that  without  such  means  of  supyuit  ihey  wou'u  be  shut  out 
from  the  privileges  of  College.  Thus  the  Halls  of  College  are 
no  longer  a'  cessibjp,  alone  to  those  who  apply  the  ^'-golden  hey'' 
We  would  aiso  call  jour  attention  to  the  effects  of  the  system  oa 
tjje  character  of  the  student  who  engages  ia  iU     It  fosters  a  spirit  . 
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of  manly  self-dependence,  and  begets  an  enterprising  activity 
which  will  be  of  incalculable  advantage  in  the  public  walks  of 
life.     While  therefore,  we  have  no  innportant  change  in  the  gen- 

'-al  features  of  the  system,  to  report,  we  beg  leave  to  state,  that 
ilio  t^lctii  presented  in  our  last  report,  has  been  enlarged  and  im-t 
proved  by  the  addition  of  an  extensive  book-bindery,  and  an  ad- 
ditional cooper  shop.  We  have  only  to  regret,  that  the  want  of 
funds  prevents  our  extending  the  system  to  that  degree  of  perfec- 
tion and  utility  of  which  our  experience  shows  it  is  susceptible. 
In  roncb'cic"  r'^-mit  us  to  repeat,  what  wehave  had  the  happiness 
hitherto  to  state  that  in  the  more  immediate  direction  and  man- 
agement of  the  affairs  of  College,  the  faculty  are  singularly  ani- 

-luied  in  their  views  and  feelings;  and  that  docile  subordination 
and  diligent  attention  to  study,  are  the  most  striking  characteris- 
tics of  the  students.  We  may  further  add,  that  while  the  great 
aad  leading  principles  of  Christianity,  are  daily  inculcated  upon 
the  minds  of  the  students,  no  appeal  is  ever  made  to  sectarian  pre- 
dilections, nor  are  the  rules  of  morality  measured  by  the  tenets  of 
any  particular  religious  creed.  We  are  happy  to  say,  that  stu- 
dents of  various  religious  denominations  are  peaceably  pursuing 
tiiCi  studies  in  Hanover  College.  We  confidently  hope,  that 
with  the  blessing  of  Divine  Providence  our  Institution  will  become 
an  hunour  to  our  state  and  a  blessing  to  our  country.

To  THE  General  Assembly  of  the  State  ot  Indiana. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Canal  Fund  in  submitting  a  Report 
to  the  General  Assembly  as  required  by  law,  will  premise,  that  the 
Canal  Commissioners  have  not  yet  laid  before  the  Fund  Commis- 
sioners their  accounts  and  vouchers  for  examination  and  .settle- 
ment. The  reason  for  this  delay  will  be  best  explained  by  tlie  Canal 
Commissioners  themselves,  in  their  report  to  the  General  Assenn- 
bly.  We,  therefore,  must  deter  to  a  future  period  in  the  session, 
our  Report  siiowing  the  present  state  of  the  Canal  Fund. 

Duringlhe  present  year,  we  have  negoliated  loans  for  the  pros- 
ecution of  the  V/abash  and  Erie  Canal,  to  the  amount  of  six 
hundred  and  five  thousand,  two  hundred  and  fifty-seven  doliarsand 
forty-two  cents,  for  which  bonds  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  bearing 
an  interest  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi  annually 
on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July,  have  been  sold  as  follows, 
viz: 

On  the  2Tth  ^ay  of  February  last,  by  virtue  of  the  act  of  Jan- 
uary 9th,  1832,  bonds  for  the  sum  of  ^100,000,  bearing  an  inter- 
est as  aforesaid  from  the  1st  day  of  January  1835,  were  sold  to 
Prime,  Ward  and  King  of  New  York,  at  a  premium  of  $205-100 
per  cent. 

On  the  same  day,  by  virtue  of  the  act  of  February  1st,  1834, 
bonds  for  the  sum  of  ^200,000,  bearing  interest  as  aforesaid, 
from  the  Isl  day  of  January  1835,  were  also,  sold  to  Prifioe,  Ward 
and  King  of  New  York,  at  the  same  premium. 

On  the  I'S^th  of  April  last,  by  virtue  of  the  same  act,  bonds  for 
the  sum  of  $65,257  42-100,  with  interest  from  the  first  day  of 
July  1835,  were  sold  to  the  Secretary  of  Vv'^ar,  at  a  premium  of  7 
per  cent.,  the  principal  and  interest  of  which  are  payable  at  the 
city  of  Washington. 
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On  the  3d  of  August  lust,  by  virlue  of  the  same  act,  bonds  for 
the  !?um  of  ,5' 134,742  58-100,  bearin<i  like  interest  from  the  1st 
day  of  July  1835,  were  sold  to  J.  1.  Cohen,  jr.  and  Brothers  of 
Xiaitimore,  at  a  premium  of  five  per  cent. 

On  the  same  day,  under  the  act  of  February  Cth,  1835,  bonds 
for  the  sum  of  ,$'(J5,257  4'2-100,  on  interest  from  the  1st  day  of 
July  1835,  were  sold  to  the  ?aid  J.I.  Cohen,  jr.  and  lirothers,  at 
a  like  premium  of  live  per  cent. 

And  on  the  :28th  day  of  August  last,  by  virtue  of  the  same  act, 
bonds  for  the  sum  of  ,^'40,000,  on  interest  from  the  1st  day  of  July 
1835,  were  sold  to  Prime,  Ward  and  Kino;  of  New  York,  at  a  like 
premium  of  live  per  cent. 

All  the  above  bonds,  except  those  sold  to  the  Secretary  of  War, 
are  payable  at  the  Merchant's  Bank  of  the  city  of  New  York. 

On  the  above  sum  of  §'±0,000,  tise  purchasers  were  to  pay  the 
premium  on  the  16th  day  of  September  following;  and  the  princi- 
pal at  any  time  within  four  months  thereafter,  with  all  interest  that 
might  have  accrued  on  the  bond,  and  in  allcascs  where  the  bonds 
bear  interest  previous  to  their  delivery,  the  purchasers  were  re- 
quired to  pay  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  interest,  that 
had  accrued  upon  them. 

We  take  the  liberty  of  suggesting  to  the  General  Assembly  that 
the  loans  hereafter  authorized,  be  made  redeemable  at  a  definite 
period,  say,  twenty  years.  Bonds  having  twenty  years  to  run, 
will  command  a  preinium  almost  as  high,  as  those  having  a  longer 
time  to  run.  If  at  the  expiration  of  twenly  years  the  State  should 
be  under  the  necessity  of  again  borrowing,  the  probability  is  that 
her  credit  and  resources  will  be  better  than  they  are  now,  and 
perhaps  a  higher  premium  be  had  for  the  bonds  of  the  State. 
Propositions  are  always  made  with  reference  to  the  shortest  time 
the  bonds  have  to  run,  hence,  fixing  an  ulterior  period  is  injurious, 
rather  than  advantageous  to  the  State.

the  rc-localion  aforesaid,  and  to  re-establish  the  former  or  old  slate 
road. 

The  bill  (No.  7.)  was  read,  and 

Ordered,  That  it  pass  to  a  second  reading. 

Mr.  Thompson  from  a  select  committee  made  the  following 
report: 

Mn.  President — 

The  select  committee  to  which  was  referred  a  joint  resolution 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  (No.  5.)  relaiive  to  the  payment 
of  postage;  have  directed  me  to  report  the  said  joint  resolution, 
with  the  following  amendments,  viz:  first,  strikeout  the  sixth  line 
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of  the  resolution,  and  insert,  "petitions,  memorials,  remonstrances," 
all  other  written  documents,  (letters  excepted:)  and  also  to  amend 
he  same  by  striking  out  the  amendment  made  by  the  Senate. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Morgan,  the  amendment  was  further  amen- 
ded by  inserting  the  word  "private,"  before  the  word  "letters," 
which  was  concurred  in,  and 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Brady,  the  joint  resolution  '.vas  further  amen- 
ded b)  adding  thereto,  the  words,  "including  the  President  of  the 
Senate,"  after  the  word  "Senate"  in  the  fifth  line. 

The  amendment  was  concurred  in,  and  the  several  amendments, 
were  ordered  to  be  engrossed  for  a  third  reading,  with  the  joint 
resolution. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Payne,  the  resolution  introduced  by  him  yes- 
terday, relative  toamendingof  the  rules  of  the  Senate,  was  taken 
up,  and  adopted  by  consent. 

Mr.  Conwell submitted  foradoption  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  canals  and  internal  improve^ 
ments,  be  instructed  to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  authorizing 
the  Fund  Commissioners  to  procure  in  the  United  Slates,  or  in 
Europe,  a  loan  for  five  millions  of  dollars,  to  be  received  in  ten 
equal  annual  payments,  and  to  be  negotiated  at  a  rate  of  interest 
not  toexceed  four  and  a  half  per  cent,  per  annum,  for  fifly  years; 
which  loan  is  to  be  deposited,  as  it  is  received,  in  the  State  Bank 
of  Indiana,  at  the  above  rate  of  interest.  The  said  Bank  to  be 
authorized  to  distribute  the  deposit  in. its  several  branches,  as  it 
may  find  it  expedient;  and  the  branches  to  be  authorized  to  dis- 
count twice  the  amount  so  deposited;  and  the  Banks  to  honor  at 
all  times,  the  drafts  of  the  authorized  agents  on  the  part  of  the 
State,  until  the  amount  of  ten  millions  be  thus  drawn,  deducting 
interest  on  the  drafts  at  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  until  all  said  ten 
millions  is  used  for  internal  improvements:  and  each  Bank  district 
to  be  accountable  to  the  State  for  the  amount  spent  in  said  district; 
and  if  the  tolls  arising  from  said  improvements  that  are  to  be 
made,  should  fail  to  refund  the  money  borrowed,  with  interest 
thereon,  in  forty  years,  from  the  time  that  it  is  borrowed,  by  the 
different  Bank  districts,  then  the  balance  to  be  collected  by  a  sys- 
tem of  taxation  suited  to  each  district,  with  leave  to  report  by  bill 
or  otherwise. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hillis,  the  resolution  was  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Morgan  gave  notice  that  he  would  on  to-morrow,  or  some 
future  day,  move  to  amend  the  rules  of  the  Senate,  as  follows, 
viz:  "A  standing  committee  on  canals  and  internal  improvements, 
consisting  of  thirteen  members,  be  elected  by  the  Senate,  a  major- 
ity of  votes  of  all  Senators  present  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 
The  committee  shall  choose  their  chairman." 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Hillis,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  a  select  committee  be  appointed  to  inquire  into 
the  expedienc}'  of  amending  the  law  regulatifig  the  interest  on 
money,  so  that  the  interest  shall  not  exceed  six  per  cent,  per 
annum,  with  leave  to  report  by  l)ill  or  otherwise. 

Ordered,  That  Messrs.  Hillis, Stewart,  and  Clark,  be  the  com- 
mittee. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hackett,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  judiciary  committee  be  instructed  to  en- 
quire into  the  expediency  of  repealing  so  much  of  (he  70th  section 
of  the  law  on  public  roads,  and  highways,  as  requires  the  super- 
visors to  attest  under  oath,  their  accounts,  delivered  over  to  their 
successors,  and  to  substitute  in  lieu  thereof,  a  fine  for  any  false 
statement  in  said  accounts. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Whilcomb,  the  following  resolution  was  ad- 
opted. 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  the  judiciary  be  Instructed  to 
enquire  mto  the  expediency  of  providing  bylaw,  that  the  oath, 
or  afiirmation  of  a  party  to  a  common  law  suit  be  taken  at  the 
option  of  the  opposite  party,  to  the  extent,  that  the  same  may 
now  be  had  by  filing  a  bill  of  discovery,  and  without  the  expense 
and  delay  of  the  same . 

Mr.  Payne  submitted  for  adoption  the  following  resolution. 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  canals,  and  internal  improve- 
ments be  instructed  to  enquire  into  the  expediency,  in  the  further 
prosecution  of  works  of  internal  improvement,  and  for  the  pur- 
pose of  raising  the  necessary  funds,  of  this  State,  extending  her 
credit  liberally  to  companies  incorporated  for  those  o!)jects,  upon 
the  stockholders  thereof,  securing  the  State,  for  such  advances 
of  her  credit  by  mortgages  of  real  estate;  and  whether  this  poli- 
cy ought  not  to  be  adopted,  in  preference  to  the  policy  of  con- 
structinc,  such  works, exclusively  by  state  means. 

On  motion  of  the  same  gantleman,  the  resolution  was  laid  on 
the  table. 

Mr.  Chambers  introduced  a  bill  (No.  8.)  to  repeal  the  act  en- 
titled, "an  act  to  amend  theseveral  acts  regulating  the  jurisdic- 
tion, and  duties  of  justices  of  the  peace  in  the  several  counties 
herein  named,  approved  February  7,  1835,  so  far  as  the  provis- 
ions thereof  extend  to  the  counties  o[  Orange  and  Washington ; 

Which  was  read,  and  the  bill 

Ordered,  To  a  second  reading. 

The  Senate  next  proceeded  to  the  orders  of  the  day. 
An  engrossed  joint  resolution  (No.  11.)  on  the  subject  of  Maps, 
was  read,  and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Payne,  the  rules   of  the  Senate 
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being  dispensed  with,  it  was  read  by  its  title,  a  second,  and  third 
time,  and  passed. 

A  bill  (No.  5.)  to  legalize  a  certain  act  of  James  Davis,  school 
commissioner  of  Sullivan  county,  was  read  a  second  time,  and 

Ordered.,  To  be  engrossed  for  a  third  reading. 

On  motion, 

Tlie  Senate  adjourned. 

2  o'clock,  P.  M, 
The  Senate  assembled. 

Mr.  Elliott,  from  the  joint  committee  on  enrolled  bills  reported, 
that  they  did  on  this  day  present  to  his  Excellency,  the  Governor, 
for  his  approval,  and  signature,  a  bill  which  originated  in  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  following  title,  viz.  (No.  2.)  an 
act  to  provide  for  summoning  and  empanneling  Grand  and  Petit 
Jurors,  in  the  county  of  Orange.

The  Senate  adjourned.

The  Senate  assembled. 

The  President  laid  before  the  Senate  the  Report,  and  accom- 
panying documents,  of  Howard  Stansberry,  United  States  Assis- 
tant Civil  Engineer,  which, are  as  follows,  viz. 

Indianapolis,  December  17,  1835.

I  have  the  honoi  herewith  to  transmit  a  report  upon  the  several 
surveys  made  during  the  past  season  under  my  direction,  with  a 
request  that  they  may  be  laid  before  the  Legislature.

Indianapolis,  December  17,  1835, 

In  accordance  with  instructions  from  Lieut.  Col.  John  J.  Aberfe 
of  the  Corps  of  Topographical  Engineers,  and  Chief  of  the  To- 
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rographical  Bureau  at  Washington,  dated  April  10th  1835,  di- 
recting me  to  take  charge  of  the  several  surveys  provided  for  by 
an  act  of  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Indiana 
for  the  superintendance  of  which,  application  had  been  made  for 
an  Engineer  to  be  detailed  from  the  United  States  service,  1  have 
the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  examinations  made 
under  my  direction. 

My  instructions  from  the  War  Department,  directed  me  to 
report  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  from  whom  I  received  a 
letter,  dated  April  the  24th,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereunto  annexed. 

The  surveys  ordered  by  the  law  consist  of  six  routes,  viz: 

1.  A  route  for  a  rail  road  or  turnpike  road  from  Madison  via- 
Indianapolis,  Danville  and  CrawfordsvilIe,to  Lafayette. 

2.  A  route  lor  a  rail  road  or  turnpike  road  from  Crawfords- 
ville,  via.  Greencastle,  Bloomington,  Bedford  and  Salem,  to  New 
Albany. 

3.  A  route  for  a  rail  road  from  Evansville  via.  Princeton  to 
Vincenncs. 

4.  A  route  for  a  rail  road  from  Vincennes  to  Terre  Haute. 

5.  A  route  for  a  McAdamised  turnpike  road  from  New  Albany 
via.  Greenville,  Fredericksburg,  Paoli,  Mountpleasant  and  Wash- 
ington, to  Vincennes. 

G.  The  completion  of  the  surveys  and  estimates  on  the  Law- 
renceburgh  and  Indianapolis  railway. 

To  these  was  added,  by  special  direction  of  his  Excellency  the 
Governor,  (a  copy  of  which  is  annexed  to  this  report,)  an  exami- 
nation for  a  turnpike  or  rail  road  from  Columbus  to  Jeffersonville, 
any  connection  of  these  points  by  means  of  a  canal,  having  been 
found  impracticable. 

In  prepairing  for  a  series  of  explorations,  spreading  over  so 
laige  a  portion  of  the  state,  and  calculated  to  exert  so  important 
an  influence  upon  her  future  destinies,  it  became  a  matter  of  much 
solicitude  to  make  such  a  selection  of  professional  gentlemen  to 
aid  nic  in  their  prosecution,  as  from  their  reputation  for  experi- 
ence snerey  and  skill,  v,'ould  secure  their  completion  in  time  to 
lay  the  results  before  the  Legislature  at  an  early  day  of  its  pres- 
ent session.  It  is  with  no  little  gratification  that  I  am  enabled 
to  say,  that  tho  arduous  duties  which  have  devolved  upon  the 
several  pai  Lies,  have  been  generally  performed  in  a  manner  which 
has  lenVizcd  my  expectations,  and  deserves  my  approval. 

The  progress  of  the  surveys  was  much  retarded  in  the  begin- 
ning of  the  season,  by  heavy  and  incessant  rains  and  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  summer  by  sickness,  and  in  one  instance  by  the 
death  of  one  of  the  assistants,  John  P.  Paul,  Esq.,  who  fell  a  vic- 
tim to  the  severe  exposure  to  which  he  was  necessarily  subjected. 
His  loss  was  much  regretted  by  every  member  of  the  Brigade,  to 
■whom  he  had  endeared  himself  by  his  amiable  and  gentlemanly 
deportment. 
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in  the  prosecution  of  the  examinations,  four  parties  have  been 
constantly  engaged  during  the  season,  commencing  their  several 
duties  at  Lawrenceburgh,  Madison,  Nevs^  Albany,  and  Evansville. 
A  copy  of  the  instructions  to  each  officer  in  charge,  is  hereunto 
annexed. 

A  fifth  party  was  subsequently  formed  to  make  the  examina- 
tion from  Columbus  to  Jeliersonville. 

Upon  the  termination  of  the  surveys  of  ihe  Albany  and  Craw- 
fordsville,  and  of  the  Vincennes  and  Terre-Haute  routes,  the 
party  engaged  upon  the  former  was  placed  upon  the  eastern  end 
of  the  New  Albany  and  Vincennes  road,  whilst  that  engaged 
upon  the  latter,  commenced  a  line  from  the  western  end  of  said 
road,  with  instructions  to  continue  their  examinations  until  they 
should  meet.  The  late  period  at  which  this  survey  was  commen- 
ced, together  With  the  severe  indisposition  of  the  officer  m  charge 
of  the  Eastern  party,  and  the  death  of  Mr.  Paul,  have  ren- 
dered the  examinations  upon  this  route  less  minute  than  could 
have  been  desired.  Enough  however  has  been  done  to  enable 
an  estimate  of  its  probable  cost  to  be  made,  which  it  is  confident- 
ly believed  will  be  found  to  approach  as  near  to  the  truth  as  cou'd 
be  reasonably  expected. 

A  table  is  in  preparation  and  will  be  completed  in  a  short  time^ 
the  result  of  the  various  levels  which  have  been  run  in  the  State, 
shewing  the  elevations  of  the  most  important  streams,  summits  of 
ridges,  and  other  remarkable  features  of  the  country  with  refer- 
ence to  high  water  mark  of  the  Ohio  at  J^awrenceburgh,  Madi- 
son JefTersonville,  New  Albany  and  Evansville,  as  also  with  re* 
gard  to  Lake  Erie,  Lake  Michigan  and  tide  water  of  the  Hudson 
river. 

The  object  of  the  collection  of  these  facts  and  compiling  them 
into  a  permanent  record,  is  not  only  to  afTord  to  the  glance  of  the 
Engineer  a  volume  of  information  which  will  be  of  material  ser- 
vice in  enabling  him  to  judge  of  the  comparative  merits  of  routes 
which  may  in  future  be  projected,  and  to  determine  in  some  gen- 
eral degree,  upon  their  feasibility,  previous  to  a  more  minute  ex- 
amination of  the  country  with  instruments;  but  to  give  to  geo- 
logical investigations  such  a  comparative  view  of  the  elevation  of 
different  points  as  will  greatly  facilitate  the  progress  of  that 
science  and  the  early  developement  of  the  mineral  resources  of 
the  State. 

The  records  in  the  topographical  bureau,  of  the  surveys  made 
by  the  General  Government  with  a  view  to  the  connection  of 
Lake  Michigan  and  Lake  Erie  with  the  Wabash  river,  and  the 
extensive  examinations  the  past  season  for  roads  and  canals,  to- 
gether with  the  geographical  accuracy  secured  by  the  sectional 
surveys  of  the  public  lands,  oflfer  peculiar  facilities  for  laying  the 
foundation  of  a  mass  of  invaluable  information  which  may  become 
more  and  more  useful  by  future  additions. 

I  am  indebted  to  J.  L.  Williams,  Esq.,  Principal  Engineer  of 
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(he  State,.n:nd  thankfully  acknowledge  the  obligation,  for  the  frank 
and  arden*  manner  in  which  he  has  co-operated  with  me,  and  for 
the  free  communication  of  very  important  information,  the  re- 
sults of  his  surveys  for  canals,  without  which  the  table  would  have 
been  comparatively  incomplete. 

In  submitting  the  reportsof  the  several  gentlemen  in  charge  of 
the  exnniinations,  I  deem  it  proper  to  say,  that  the  estimates  have 
been  made  out  under  my  iamiediate  supervision,  and  may  in  my 
opinion,  be  fully  relied  on  as  being, amply  sutlicient  to  cover  the 
cost  of  the  dilFerent  works. 

It  has  been  a  matter  of  solicitude  with  me,  to  lay  before  the 
Legislature,  such  information  as  would  enable  them  to  embark  in 
a  system  of  internal  improvement?,  should  they  determine  to  do 
so,  with  a  full  knowledge  of  the  expense  which  will  be  incurred 
in  its  prosecution,  and  to  avoid  holdmg  forth  inducements  to  any 
enterprise,  by  the  presentation  of  low  estimates,  the  inadequacy 
of  which  can  only  be  detected  when  it  is  too  late  to  remedy  the 
evil. 

For  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  the  formation  of  a  just  judgment 
as  to  the  comparative  cost  of  rail  roads  in  different  parts  of  the 
State,  the  cross  sections  of  all  have  been  made  to  conform  to  one 
uniform  standard.  The  plan  of  superstructure  is  in  every  case 
the  same,  so  that  the  variation  in  cost  should  depend  alone  upon 
the  natural  difficulties  encountered  upon  each  particular  route. 

In  all  cases  in  which  the  act  of  the  Legislature  directed  the  ex- 
amination to  be  made  with  a  view  to  the  consti;uction  of  either 
a  rail  road  or  turnpike  road,  the  formar  mode  of  improvement  has 
with  one  exception  been  found  to  be  entirely  practicable.  Upon 
the  route  from  New  Albany  to  Craw/ordsville,  however,  it  was 
ascertained  that  the  cost  of  the  graduation  alone  for  a  rail  road 
would  amount  to  a  sum  of  such  magnitude  as  to  preclude  all 
prospect  of  its  construction.  The  examination  for  this  object  was 
therefore  abandoned,  and  the  attention  of  the  party  directed  ex- 
clusively to  the  selection  of  a  route  ior  a  turnpike  road.  The  ex- 
tended nature  of  our  operations  did  not  allow  a  separate  survey  to 
be  made  with  a  view  to  a  minute  analysis  of  the  cost  of  both  modes 
of  improvement,  as  in  many  instances  the  roads  would  occupy 
very  different  ground,  but  enough  has  been  done  to  enable  me  to- 
present  an  estimate  of  their  comparative  expense  which,  will  ap- 
proximate very  near  the  truth.  , 


Madison,  Indianapolis,  and  Lafayette  Rail-Road. 

The  charge  of  the  survey  of  this  road  was  entrusted  to  Mr. 
Edwin  Schenck,  aided  by  Mr.  George  O.  DrescoU  and  S.  T. 
Gillet;  and  subsequently  by  Mr.  D.  McDougal. 

Directions  were  given  to  the  party  after  reaching  Franklin,  to 
make  an  examination  of  the  country  on  the  west  side  of  the 
valley  of  Driftwood,  diverging  h  oni  the  main  line  in  the  neigh- 
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borhood  of  Vernon,  to  ascertain  whether  the  expense  of  crossing 
the  numerous  streams  encountered  on  the  eastern  route  could  not 
be  avoided,  and  a  shorter  and  cheaper  line  obtained  between  those 
points. 

From  the  report  upon  the  survey  it  will  be  perceived  that  by 
the  route  on  the  west  side  of  the  river,  the  length  of  the  road 
would  be  increased  three  miles  and  the  expense  enhanced 
^8,693  67.  As  in  addition  to  this  increase  of  cost,  the  route 
would  avoid  the  town  of  Columbus  entirely,  its  adoption  is  not 
-recommended. 

Directions  were  likewise  given,  that  after  complying  with  the 
requisitions  of  the  law  which  directed  the  examination  from  In- 
dianapolis to  Lafayette  to  be  made  via.  Danville  and  Carwfords- 
ville,  that  a  lin«  should  be  run  direct  to  Indianapolis  for  the  pur- 
pose of  instituting  a  comparison  as  to  the  relative  length  and  ex- 
pense of  the  two  routes.  This  was  accordingly  done,  and  an  es- 
timate has  been  made  of  the  cost  of  each. 

The  distance  to  Lafayette  by  Danville  arid  Crawfordsville,  was 
found  to  be  74i  miles,  whilst  by  the  direct  route  it  is  only  6{)i 
miles.  The  whole  cost  of  the  road  by  the  former,  amounts  to 
^1,257,213  34,  whilst  by  the  direct  route  it  is  but  §'572,313  72, 
shewing  a  difference 

In  actual  length,  of        .  .  .         131  miles. 

In  equated  length  of  .  .  29,93  " 

And  in  cost  of  construction  of        .  -       ^684,899    G2 

in  favour  of  the  direct  route. 

This  difference  is  rather  greater  than  was  anticipated,  and  is 
acounted  for  in  the  report  upon  the  survey. 

The  whole  estimated  cost  of  the  road  with  single  track  from 
Madison  to  Indianapolis  (including  the  inclined  plane)  amounts  to 
11,094,484  11,  giving  an  average  of  .$12,800  09  per  mih  . 

The  whole  cost  from  Madison  to  Lafayette  via.  Danville  and 
Crawfordsville,  amounts  to  $'2,351,697  45,  giving  an  average  of 
^14,721  11  per  mile. 

The  whole  cost  from  Madison  to  Lafayette  by  the  direct  route, 
146  miles,  amounts  to  $1,666,797  83  giving  an  average  of  $11,- 
416  42  per  mile. 

It  may  be  observed  as  a  general  remark,  that  in  the  estimates 
which  have  been  made  of  the  cost  of  the  several  railways,  a  gra- 
duation has  been  contemplated,  with  a  view  to  the  ultimate  con- 
struction of  two  tracks,  although  the  immediate  ccst  of  one  track 
has  alone  been  given. 

This  does  not  by  any  means  give  a  fair  proportionate  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  a  road  with  a  double  set  of  tracks,  for  the  addiiional 
track  according  to  the  estimate,  will  only  cost  $'3,742  63  which 
would  give  as  t!ie  whole  cost  of  this  road  with  a  double  trrjck, 
the  sum  of  ,^'15,159  05  per  mile. 

But  as  the  road  when  completed  with  one  track  could  be  used 
in  the  transp«rtation  of  all  the  necessary  materials,  this  amount 


would  be  considerably  reduced,  so  that  the  road  with  a  double 
set  of  tracks  upon  the  plan  proposed,  would  cost  about  ^14,500 
per  mile. 

For  farther  details,  I  refer  to  the  very  satisfactory  report  of  Mr. 
Schenck,  who  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  both  in  the  office 
and  in  the  field,  has  evinced  judgment,  skill,  perseverance,  and 
indefatigable  industry. 

As  was  before  remarked,  an  examination  for  a  rail  road  does 
not  necessarily  furnish  all  the  data  that  would  he  required  to  en- 
able a  minute  estimate  to  be  made  of  the  cost  of  a  turnpike  road ; 
for  in  many  instances  the  trace  of  the  one,  would  probably  occupy 
ground  which  for  the  other  would  be  inexpedient  or  impractica- 
ble. By  the  aid,  however  of  other  data  in  addition  to  those  fur- 
nished by  the  survey  of  this  rail  road,  we  are  enabled  to  arrive  at 
the  comparative  expense  of  constructing  a  rail  road  or  a  turnpike 
from  Madison  to  Lafayette. 

In  the  following  analysis  of  the  cost  of  the  turnpike,  the  esti^ 
mated  cost  of  a  similar  work  between  New  Albany  and  Craw- 
fordsville  is  assumed  as  a  maximum  basis. 

The  average  cost  of  graduation,  masonry,  and  bridging  upon 
that  road,  amounts  to  ^'3,978  36  per  mile. 

The  quantity  of  masonry  that  will  be  necessary  upon  the  turn- 
pike from  Madison  will  not  differ  materially  from  that  required 
for  a  rail  road  from  that  point,  as  the  same  number  of  streams 
will  necessarily  be  crossed  in  the  one  rase  as  in  the  other.  There- 
fore the  deducting  from  the  average  cost  of  graduation  upon  the 
Albany  turnpike,  the  cost  of  masonry  and  bridging  required  upon 
that  line,  and  substituting  therefor  the  cost  of  the  same  item  upon 
the  Madison  rail  road,  will  shew  with  sufficient  approximation 
the  cost  of  graduation  and  masonry  necessary  in  the  construction 
of  the  turnpike  road. 

The  average  cost  of  graduation  upon  the  Albany  and  Craw> 
fordsville  road  deducting  masonry  and  bridging,  amounts  to  ^2,223 
72  per  mile.

Lawrencebuugh  and  Indianapolis  Rail-Road. 

By  order  of  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  an  examination  was 
made  of  the  whole  of  this  route,  commencing  at  Lawrenceburgh, 
instead  of  simply  completing  the  survey  from  Greensburgh,  to 
which  point  it  had  progressed,  when  its  further  prosecution  was 
prevented  by  the  death  of  the  Engineer  engaged  upon  it. 
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Theanrrev  was  conducted  by  Julius  VV.  Adams,  assisted  b/ 
Messrs.  W.  W.  Torbert  and  Charles  I.  McNeill. 

Jt  will  be  perceived  from  the  report  of  this  f;entleman,  that  no 
inclined  plane  with  stationary  power  will  be  necessary  to  attain 
the  level  of  the  high  table  land  of  the  interior,  but  that  in  one 
instance  a  grade  of  sixty  feet  to  the  mile  for  '2i  miles  is  recom- 
mended as  the  most  economical  mode  of  overcoming  the  rise  of  a 
particular  portion  of  Tanner's  creek.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
/farther  examinations  will  enable  this  grade  either  to  be  reJuced 
or  distributed  nlon?  the  ascent  into  shorter  stages  so  as  not  to 
exceed  the  elastic  force  of  the  motive  power  employed  upon  the 
road.

The  examination  of  this  route  for  a  canal  having  resulted  in  the 
ascertainment  of  its  inexpediency,  it  was  ordered  by  his  Excel- 
lency the  Governor  to  be  surveyed  with  a  view  to  the  construc- 
tion of  a  railway  or  turnpike  road. 

The  charge  of  the  party  was  given  to  Mr.  Randolph  Coyle 
who  was  relieved  from  duly  on  the  Vincennes  road  for  the  pur- 
pose. He  was  aided  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  field, 
by  Mr.  Charles  J.  McNeil  and  Mr.  S.  T.  Gillet. 

The  examination  has  satisfactorily  demonslraied  the  entire 
practicability  of  constructing  a  Railway  over  the  ground  explored, 
at  a  moderate  expense.

The  survey  for  this  road  was  not  commenced  until  the  second 
week  in  September.  For  the  efficient  and  energetic  manner  in 
which  it  was  conducted,  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Coyle,  and  to  the 
able  report  of  that  oflicer  I  refer  for  the  details  of  the  route.

The  survey  of  this  route  was  made  byPtlr.  Edward  Watts  assis- 
ted bv  Messrs.  John  P.  Paul  and  Fitzhugh  Covle. 

As  a  distinction  between  a  turnpike  and  a  Macadamized  turn- 
pike road  seemed  to  be  recognized  and  drawn  by  the  law,  the 
estimates  do  not  embrace  the  cost  of  covering:  ihe  road  v/i(h  slonc, 
but  contemplateonly  an  earth  road  ^vell  graded  and  drained.^^  The 
principles  which  should  govern  the  constructions  of  such  a  work 
are  contained  in  the  instructions  to  Mr.  Watts,  and  are  with  slight 
variations  the  same  as  those  furnished  by  the  Engineer  Depart, 
ment  of  the  United  States  to  its  officers.

From  the  above  statement  it  will  at  once  be  observed  tliat  the 
cxpeiise  of  covering  the  road  with  stone  bcais  an  uncommonly 
large  proporlion  to  the  cost  of  graduation.  Of  this  amount 
^'450.000  or  nearly  one  half,  will  be  rcauired  between  Vincennes 
and  Washington,  a  distance  of  but  20.41  miles.  On  this  portion 
of  the  route  no  stone  suitable  fur  JMacadamizihg  can  be  obtained. 
The  nearest  point  at  which  it  occurs  in  sufficienlt  quantity  is  at 
such  a  distance  that  the  cost  of  its  transportation  is  the  piincipal 
item  of  expense.  The  cost  of  the  stone  alone  on  this  division  is 
equal  to  tiie  whole  cost  of  graduation,  including  bridging  and 
masonry  tliroiighout  tiie  line. 

The  report  upon  the  survey  contains  an  analysis  of  the  data 
upon  whicli  the  estimale  is  based,  that  will  account  for  this  unusu- 
al expense.  By  reference  to  that  report  it  will  be  perceived 
t!iat  utton  <j(her  portions  of  the  read,  stone  can  be  proturcd  \vithin 
a  comparalively  reasonable  distance.  In  cons-ideiation  of  ihis  va- 
riation in  expense,  it  is  recommended  that  slone  should  be  used 
upon  lll0^e  poitions  only  where  it  can  be  conveniently  furiiislied, 
and  that  the  remainder  of  the  road  should  be  well  graded  and 
drained  in  stiict  eonrt)rn;ily  with  the  principles  laid  down  in  my 
instructions  lu  the  gentleman  in  charge  of  the  surveys,  which  arc 
those  approved  in  the  service  of  the  United  Slates.  As  has  been 
the  case  upon  the  National  road,  the  graduation  may  lead  to  the 
discovery  of  stone  in  the  vicinity  of  the  line,  the  existence  of 
whichi  is  at  present  unknown,  and  obviate  the  necessity  of  its 
transportation  from  a  distance. 

Five  expensive  bridges  will  he  necessary  to  pnss  the  projected 
worksovei  the  NVhite  rivers.  Two  on  the  road  fromJN'ew  Albany 
to  Crawfordsville,  two  on  the  road  fiom  Virjccnnes  to  New  Albany, 
nttd  one  on  the  lail  road  from  Evansville  to  \'incennes. 

A  plan  for  (he  superstructure  of  these  biiJges  is  herewith 
transmitted,  and  is  the  same  as  tliat  adopted  for  the  passage  of  the 
Natioiril  road  over  the  Wabash  livcr.  For  this  i  am  indebted 
to  Lieut.  Sanders  cf  the  [Inited  States  of  Corps  of  Engineers, 
The  principles  are  such  as  I  approve,  and  the  estimates  contem- 
plate a  similar  consliuction. 

The  following  summary  will  exhibit  at  one  view  the  whole  esti- 
mated cost  of  all  the  works  for  which  survevs  have  been  made.

1  have  purposely  refrained  from  entering  upon  the  discussion 
of  the  advantages,  independent  or  comparative,  of  any  of  the  pro- 
jected improvement?,  or  hazarding  the  expression  of  any  opinion 
which  might  inadvertently  do  injustice  to  their  several  daims  to 
(he  patronage  of  the  state,  but  have  confined  myself  strictly  to  the 
the  impartial  exposition  of  facts  elicited  by  ther  perations  of  the 
past  season,  leaving  to  the  wisdom  of  the  Legishture,  in  posses- 
sion of  all  necessary  informalion,  to  act  advisedly  in  deciding 
upon  the  reialive  merits  of  each. 

It  is  respectfully  recommended  that  it  should  hereafter  be 
made  a  conditional  provision  in  the  charters  granted  for  rail  road 
improvements,  tiiat  the  viaducts  necessary  to  pass  the  principal 
streams  should  be  constructed  of  a  sufficient  additional  width  to 
admit  the  free  passage  of  ordinary  road  wagons.  The  extra 
expense  incurred  for  this  purpose  would  not  l)e  very  great,  and 
the  arrangement  would  be  found  to  be  of  material  service  in  facil- 
itatinnr  the  travel  of  the  country. 

It  may  ben  question  whether  it  would  not  be  good  policy  to 
make  provision  by  direct  appropriation  or  otherwise  /or  the  adop- 
tion of  this  plan  upon  roads,  the  charters  for  which  have  already 
been  granted. 

In  conclusion,  I  respectfully  acknowledge  the  unvarying  kind- 
ness and  courtesy  that  has  been  extended  to  me  by  His  Excellen-' 
cy  the  Governor,  under  whose  orders  I  have  acted. 
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Feeling  deeply  interested  in  the  prosecution  of  the  surveys, 
to  successful  results,  his  counsel  and  countenance  have  never  been 
vranting  Ut  advise  and  encourage,  and  have  materially  aided  me  in 
the  performance  of  my  duties.

Sir — 

At  the  late  session  of  the  Legislature  of  the  slate,  the  adop' 
tion  of  a  connected  and  general  plan  of  Improvement  affording 
commercial  facilities  to  every  section,  was  the  measure  occupy- 
ing most  of  the  deliberations  of  the  body,  but  the  absence  of  such 
facts  and  information  as  seemed  indispensable,  prevented  the 
adoption  of  any.  To  enable  the  Legislature  at  its  next  session,  to 
act  advisedly  m  the  premises,  and  to  deterniine  upon  the  relative 
claims  of  Canals  and  Rail-ways,  on  the  patronage  of  the  State  or 
the  two  modes  of  conveyance  combined,  the  surveys  and  esti- 
mates provided  for  by  ihc  law,  of  which  you  have  a  copy,  were 
ordered. 

The  law,  as  you  will  discover,  would  seem  to  leave  it  for  the 
Governor  to  determine  whether  the  surveys  upon  the  Madison 
and  Lafiyette,  and  New  Albany  and  CraAviordsville  lines  should 
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be  for  a  Bail-zear/ov  a  Turnpike;  it  is  believed,  however,  that  it 
was  the  wish  and  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  include  both. 
There  are  no  means  by  which  to  ascertain,  whether  the  Legisla- 
ture designed  the  surveys  and  estimates  should  be  for  double  or 
single  tracts,  the  law  being  silent  on  the  subject,  but  as  a  single 
tract  would  not  beof  great  value  to  the  public,  it  is  thought  ad  vis- 
able  to  make  them  with  a  view  to  the  construction  of  a  double 
tract,  but  if  found  that  it  will  not  require  much  additional  time 
and  expense,  estimates  for  each  will  be  preferred. 

The  examinations  and  surveys  upon  the  Lawrenccburgh  line, 
as  you  will  perceive,  are  to  be  made  "under  the  direction  of  a 
board  of  diiectors,"  organized  under  the  charter  granted  the  Rail 
iload  Company  on  the  line. 

Upon  the  lines  from  Evtinsvilla  to  Vincennes  and  to  Terre- 
Hatite  and  from  Lawrenceburgh  to  Indianapolis,  the  surveys  will 
not  include  Turnpikes. 

In  the  construction  of  her  public  works,  it  has  been  the  policy 
of  the  State  to  embark  in  none  of  a  temporary  character,  there- 
fore the  estimates  should  embrace  materials  and  structures  of  a 
durable  and  permanent  kind  only. 

Not  intending  to  engage  in  any  work  of  doubtful  expediency 
or  utility  and  desirous  of  avoiding  the  evil  consequences  of  low- 
estimates  upon  the  proposed  lines  of  ilail-ways,  Canals,  and 
Turnpikes,  the  Legislature  incorporated  that  provision  of  tiie  20th 
section,  which  directs  the  verification  of  the  reports  to  be  made 
by  the  affidavits  of  the  principal  officers  in  charge  of  the  several 
lines. 

Taking  the  law,  with  this  letter  of  instruction  for  your  govern- 
ment, you  will  proceed  to  organize  fourparties,  with  as  little  de- 
lay as  possible,  and  phice  them  on  the  lines  commencing  at  Law- 
renceburgh, Madison,  New  Albany,  and  Evansville.  You  will 
upon  your  arrival  at  New  Albany  confer  with  John  K.  Gr;iham 
Esq.  and  if  instruments  can  be  obtained,  and  you  find  a  fifth  party 
necessary  to  the  completion  of  the  whole  work  by  the  time  named 
in  the  law,  (the  commencement  of  the  next  session  of  the  legisla- 
ture,) you  will  direct  him  under  your  superintendance  to  com- 
mence the  work  of  the  Vincennes  Turnpike,  authorizing  him  to 
procure  the  necessary  outfit. 

In  the  expenditure  of  public  funds  hitherto,  it  has  been  the 
object  of  the  State  to  introduce  and  establish  a  strict  economy  and 
accountability  which  should  be  observed,  nlso  in  the  prosecution 
of  the  surveys  placed  under  your  superintendance. 

The  funds  necessary  for  the  service,  will  be  paid  on  your  requi- 
sition, and  this  department  will  hold  you  accountable  for  the 
same,  for  which  purpose  it  will  be  necessary  for  you  to  make  to 
the  Auditor  of  the  State  a  quarterly  report,  with  vouchers  con- 
taining a  satisfactory  referrence  in  detail  to  the  items  of  expense 
pertaining  to  the  accounts  of  each  party  of  Engineers,  beginning 
with  the  quarter  ending  the  31st  of  Ma}-. 

When  organi-zed  you  will  require  each  principal  Engineer  to 
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transmit  to  the  Auditor  an  Inventory  of  the  camp  equipage  and  a 
roll  with  the  names  and  per  diem  or  other  rate  of  compensation  of 
each  individual  of  the  party,  and  when  the\^orki5  completed 
you  will  cause  a  safe  conveyance  of  the  tents  and  other  public 
property  to  be  ^iven  for  the  seat  of  government.

estimates  on  the  Lawrence'ourgh  and  Indianapolis  Rail-read,  I 
have  been  authorized  by  his  Excellency  to  make  the  necessary 
arrangements  to  carry  this  law  into  effect.

Should  the  inequalities  of  the  country  prove  such  as  would,  in 
your  opinion  render  the  construction  of  a  rail-road  impracticable 
or  very  expensive,  your  operations  will  be  directed  to  the  attain- 
ment of  a  route  for  a  hard,  compact,  travelling  way,  thirty  feet 
wide,  with  the  upper  surface  sufficiently  elevated  to  prevent  its 
being  affected  by  any  neighboring  stagnant  water;  having  in  no 
case,  a  longitudinal  slope  of  more  than  three  and  a  half  degrees, 
and  no  horizontal  curviture  too  abrupt  to  admit  of  carriages  of 
every  description  passing  ovtr  it  with  perfect  facility. 

To  accomplish  these  conditions,  the  following  rules  are  prescrib- 
ed for  your  government,  and  are  founded  upon  the  supposition 
that  high  ridge,  low  bottom,  and  trembling  marshy  lands  will  em- 
brace all  the  varieties  ol  ground  to  be  met  with  in  the  course  of 
your  operations. 

In  the  first  place,  as  a  general  rule,  not  to  be  departed  from,  the 
ground  is  to  be  cleared  and  well  grubbed  to  a  width  of  forty  Teei 
on  each  side  of  the  line  of  location  or  axis  of  the  road,  making 
an  opening  of  eighty  feet  wide;  then  if  the  ground  be  of  a  descrip- 
tion to  require  ditches,  it  is  to  be  well  ploughed  to  insure  the  re- 
moval of  all  vegetable  matter  of  any  magnitude  from  the  space 
thus  cleared. 

In  case  of  high  ridge  land — 

The  first  operations  after  grubbing,  will  be,  if  the  ground  be 
level,  to  dig  two  parallel  ditches,three  feet  deep,  eleven  feet  wide 
at  top,  two  feet  at  bottom,  having  their  outer  edges  to  correspond 
to  the  outer  limits  of  the  cleaiing,  thus  leaving  fifty-eight  feet  in 
the  clear  between  the  ditches,  the  dirt  from  the  ditches  to  be 
thrown  up  to  form  the  road-way,  so  as  to  be  one  toot  two  inches 
above  the  natural  surface  of  the  ground  in  the  middle,  and  to  run

off  to  nothing  at  the  edges  of  the  ditches,  agreeably  to  the 
sketch  No.  1,  which  equalizes  the  excavation  and  embank- 
mrxi. 

Should  ihc  ground,  however,  have  a  gentle  declivity  from  ei- 
ther side  ot'  tiic  rohd,  the  ditch  on  the  lower  side  will  be  surpress- 
ed, provided  there  be  no  ground  in  the  immediate  neighborhood, 
tocnu^e  (hcwater  in  timcsof  heavy  rain  to  flow  back  to  the  road. 

SJifould  the  level  of  the  ground  be  such  as  to  cause  ihe  water 
collected  in  ihe  ditches  to  rem;iin  stagnant,  or  to  pass  otT  only  by 
Cvopciaiicn,  lateral  drains  will  be  constructed,  at  such  places  as 
may  cli'cr  oppoituniiics  to  draw  it  oif  to  the  neighboring  low 
grounds.  In  case  where  the  longitudinal  declivity  of  the  road 
is  such  as  to  cause  rapid  currents  in  the  ditches,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  provide  against  their  destruction,  by  lining  them  with 
briiil',  well  secured  by  long  and  substantial  peg?. 

Vv'hen  the  location  runs  along  the  side  of  a  hill,  the  section  of 
the  road  will  be  made  to  conform  to  sketch  No  2,  equalizing  as 
nenri"  ns  po«=;iblc,  the  excavation  and  embankments. 

In  such  cases,  particularly  where  the  slopes  ab.  ab.  are  of  any 
considerable  extent,  it  will  be  necessary  to  protect  them  against  the 
Wush  of  heavy  rains  by  covering  them  with  brush  fastened  to  its 
place  in  the  manner  described  for  ttie  protection  of  the  side  drains. 
The  outer  edge  of  the  road  way  should  be  five  inches  higher 
than  the  next  drain  on  the  hill  side,  which  will  prevent  the  water 
iiom  i!.c  road  washing  away  the  embankment  that  sustains  the 
outer  half. 

The  ditch  on  the  hillside  receiving  the  drainage  both  from  the 
road  and  the  hill,  will  be  provided  with  culverts  as  indicated  in 
tlic  d:etch,  located  at  such  distances  as  may  seem  necessary  and 
proper  to  prevent  the  accumulation  of  water  in  sufhcien^  quantity 
to  injure  the  road,  all  tiiis  is  on  the  supposition  that  the  soil  is  in 
ayieateror  less  degree  impervious  to  water,  and  of  a  nature  to 
have  it.s  co:«5istency  materially  alfected  by  it;  but  should  the 
ground  on  the  contrary,  be  suOiciently  porus  to  allow  of  the  quick 
and  ea?}'  passage  of  the  water  in  times  of  heavy  rains  from  the 
suiikce  by  sinking,  ditciies  would  be  unnecessary.  Such  would  bo 
the  case  when  the  location  passes  over  ridge  land  of  a  gravelly  or 
sandy  texture. 

2d.  Losv  bottom  lands  saturated  with  water  from  want  of  natural 
drainage. 

If  practicable,  ditches  of  the  same  dimensions,  and  having 
the  snmp  '-^  ^.a;i^e  positions  as  before  will  be  constructed,  the  dirt 
from  which  will  be  thrown  in  the  middle  between  them  to  form 
an  embankment,  the  cross  section  of  which  shall  conform  to  that 
jLuicaicd  in  sketch  Nc.  3. 

This  o'.nbpnkment  or  caus'^'^viy,  has  its  surface  in  the  middle 
three  feet  above  the  natural  surface;  two  feet  eight  inches  above 
the  natural  ground  at  its  sides,  and  is  thirty  feet  wide  at  top,  with 
side  slopes  having  a  base  twice  the  height. 
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It  is  Iheintenlionthat  the  earth  which  may  be  required  in  ad- 
dition to  that  furnished  by  the  ditches  to  make  this  embankment, 
shall  betaken  from  such  of  the  neighboring  ground  as  may  furnish 
it  most  readily,  and  at  least  expense.  It  may  be  necessary  in 
some  localities,  to  take  all  the  earth  for  the  causewny  from  the 
ditclies,in  which  case  it  will  be  proper  to  increase  their  width  rath- 
er than  their  depth ;  in  other  localities  it  may  be  impossible  to  ex- 
cavate ditches  at  all  in  consequence  of  the  too  great  fluidify  of  the 
soil,  when  resort  must  be  had  to  the  neighboring  grounds  for  re- 
quisite embankment.  The  width  of  the  roadway  should  always 
be  at  least  thirty  feet.  It  may  become  necessary,  however,  to  in- 
crease its  height  from  the  natural  surface  of  the  ground,  above 
that  given  in  the  sketch,  the  invariable  rule  being  to  elevate  it  at 
least  three  feet  above  the  surface  of  the  water,  should  the  ground 
be  covered  with  the  fluid,  reserving  the  same  lateral  grade  as 
given  in  the  sketch, 

3d.  Trembling  Marsh. 

Here  the  tirst  operation  will  be  to  contruct  facines  for  the  pur- 
pose of  forming  a  kind  of  continuous  base  for  the  causeway  Avhi(  h 
will  be  of  the  same  dimensions  as  that  in  the  case  of  low  bottomed 
land.  These  facines  should  be  thirty  feet  long,  from  seven  to  nine 
inchesin  diameter,  and  should  contain  no  sprig  or  branch  of  a  di- 
ameter greater  than  one  inch  and  a  half,  the  object  being  to  unite 
pliancy  and  elasticity  with  continuity  of  bearing  surface.  The 
facines  are  to  be  laid  in  contact  with  each  other,  having  their 
length  perpendicular  to  the  axis  of  the  road  or  hne  of  location, 
when  the  ditches  of  the  same  dimensions  as  those  already  descri- 
bed and  similarly  situated  are  to  be  excavated,  the  dirt  being 
thrown  overthe  facines  as  represented  in  sketch  No.  4. 

In  such  soil  it  may  often  be  impossible  to  excavate  ditches,  in 
which  case  recourse  must  be  had  to  the  first  adjacent  ground  that 
will  furnish  the  requisite  embankment  at  least  expense.

Upon  the  termination  of  the  survey  upon  which  you  are  now 
engaged,  you  will  return  with  >  our  party  to  Greenville,  and  pro- 
ceed to  examine  a  route  for  a  McAdamized  road,  to  pass  through 
Fredericksburgh,  Paoli,  Mount  Pleasant,  and  Washington,  (o 
Vincennes.  A  party  will  be  placed  upon  the  western  end  of  the 
line,  who  will  probably  meet  you  somewhere  near  Paoli. 

in  the  preparation  of  your  estimates,  you  will  take  as  your 
guide,  the  following  principles  which  obtain  in  the  construction  of 
your  work: 

The  road  must  be  cleared  of  trees  to  a  width  of  40  feet;  in  the 
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central  portion  of  30  feet  in  "^vidth;  the  stumps  must  be  grubbed 
with  care,  and  the  bed  of  the  road  levelled;  the  hills  cut  down; 
the  earth,  stones,  and  stumps  removed;  the  hollows,  and  valleys, 
and  abutments  of  all  the  bridges  and  culverts  tilled  so  that  the  in- 
clination of  no  width  of  iiO  feet  shall  exceed  an  angle  of  34 
degrees  with  the  horizon.  Wlien  the  road  is  to  be  carried  over 
hollows,  the  sides  are  to  slope  at  an  angle  rot  exrcpding  30 
degiees  with  the  horizon,  and  the  complete  width  of  30  feet  must 
be  maintained  at  the  surface,  a  proper  allowance  being  a!?o  made 
for  the  settling  of  made  earth,  and  no  stumps,  logs,  or  v.ood  of  any 
kind  to  be  peimitted  in  the  filling.  In  all  iituations,  on  sides  of 
hill  or  otherwise,  where  it  may  be  necessary  to  fill,  but  when  the. 
nature  of  the  ground  will  not  admit,  in  your  opinion,  of  filling 
with  such  slope,  as  above  mentioned,  side  walls  should  be  estima- 
ted, for  sustaining  the  earth  to  allow  ihe  fill  of  four  additional  feet 
in  breath,  so  as  to  give  34  feet  surface  to  the  road. 

In  the  estimates  for  all  walls  of  masonry,  care  must  be  especial- 
ly taken  that  their  strength  and  thickness  at  bottom  be  well  pro- 
portioned to  the  pressure  they  may  have  to  sustain,  v.'hich  pres- 
sure will,  of  course,  vary  with  the  greater  or  less  degree  of  con- 
sistence in  the  soil.  When  hills  are  cut  through,  or  the  road 
dug  along  the  side  of  a  hill,  the  bank  or  banks  should  be  cut  of 
such  slope  as  will  be  necessary  to  prevent  the  earth  Irom  falling 
or  slipping  in  upon  the  surface  of  30  feet.  But,  in  these  places, 
where  from  the  steep  ascent  of  the  side  of  the  hill  to  cut  with 
such  slope  would  be  impracticable,  the  bank  may  be  cut  perpen- 
dicularly and  side  walls  built  to  support  the  bank, 

A  ditch  or  water-course  to  be  left  or  made  on  each  side  of  the 
said  surface  of  30  feet  and  contiguous  thereto,  but  when  the  road 
is  dug  along  the  side  of  a  hill  having  an  ascent  exceeding  30 
degrees,  the  ditch  along  the  side  of  the  hill  may  be  dug  within  the 
•width  of  30  feet,  so  that  tlie  surface  of  the  road,  including  the 
said  ditch,  may,  in  such  cases,  be  only  30  feet  in  breadth.  The 
ditches  are,  in  every  instance,  to  be  of  such  breadth  and  depth, 
as  will  freely  lead  o(F  the  water,  and  prevent  its  rising  and  break- 
ing in  upon  the  road,  and  valleys  or  sewers  to  be  made  in  all 
parts  where  they  may  be  necessary  or  proper.  The  road  to  be 
covered  20  feet  in  width  with  stone  to  be  broken  into  pieces 
weighing  not  more  than  four  ounces,  in  the  following  manner: 

The  bed  of  the  road  first  to  bo  formed  nearly  llal,  having  a 
elope  of  one  inch  in  three  feet  from  the  centre  to  the  sides. 
Twenty  feet  of  the  centre  of  the  road  to  be  covered  three  inches 
wiih  clean  stone  broken  as  above. 

No  stones  to  be  used  but  such  as  are  hard  or  granite,  flint,  cr 
limestone.  The  second  year  an  additional  covering  of  three 
inches  will  be  put  on,  and  afterwards  an  addKional  cover  of  three 
inches  more,  should  it  be  found  necessary.  All  the  masonry  must 
be  done  in  the  best  manner,  that  is,  durable  in  character,  not  ex- 
travagant in  embelishment,  but  plain  and  strong,  and  of  the  best 
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materials.  When  dry  stone  walls  can  be  conveniently  made,  they 
are  to  be  preferred,  as  they  are  generally  made  with  more  care, 
and  not  liable,  when  so  made,  to  be  pressed  down,  neither  by  the 
earth  they  have  to  sustain,  nor  are  they  liable  to  the  operations  of 
the  frost.  The  smallest  drains  should  be  18  inches  wide,  and  the 
largest  24  inches.  They  should  be  made  of  dry  masonry,  and 
covered  with  large  and  flat  stones.

In  compliance  with 3'our  invitation  communicated  to  me  in  April 
last,  to  make  an  examination,  survey,  and  estimate  of  a  route  for 
a  rail  road  or  turnpike,  from  Madison,  by  the  way  of  Indianapolis, 
to  Lafayette,  agreeably  to  the  acts  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  Indiana  at  their  last  session,  begir\ning  the  exploration 
at  Madison,  and  report  to  you  the  probable  cost  of  construction 
on  the  best  probable  route  for  either  or  both  of  the  contemplated 
improvements;  I  have  now  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  with  an 
estimate  of  the  approximate  cost  for  a  rail  road  the  requisite  maps 
in  plan  and  profile,  illustrative  of  the  following 

REPOilT. 

In  order  to  attain  the  summit  of  the  hills  bordering  the  west 
bank  of  the  Ohio  river,  experimental  surveys  were  made  of  the 
several  routes  suggested  by  the  varied  features  of  the  country, 
commencing  at  a  bench  mark,  No.  I,  at  Madison,  and  following  at 
first  the  sloping  hill  sides;  thence  up  the  north  side  of  the  valley 
of  the  Clifty  creek;  when  within  three-fourths  of  a  mile  from  the 
summit,  the  steep  hill  side  becomes  a  continuous  perpendicular 
ledge  of  limestone  rock,  into  which  a  cut  of  unusual  extent  is  ne- 
cessitated, or  cross  to  the  south  side  of  the  valley,  which  is  a 
broken  rocky  hill  side,  and  soon  runs  into  a  precipitous  cliff  of 
limestone,  which  would  render  the  line,  if  feasible  thus  far,  total- 
ly impracticable,  as  the  summit  level  is  330  feet  above  B.  M. 
No.  l,in  a  distance  of  four  miles.  A  branch  falling  into  this 
valley  from  the  north,  known  as  the  East  Clifty,  was  next  examin- 
ed and  found  equally  impracticable,  the  elevation  at  the  fails  being 
237  feet  above  B.  M.  No.  1,  and  distance  21  miles. 

Returning  again  to  the  B.  M.,  a  survey  was  made  of  the  valley 
S 
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of  Crooked  creek,  which  after  running  north  be.irs  gradually  to 
the  west,  and  presents  a  more  favorable  depression  to  attain  the 
summit.  After  leaving  the  plain  at  Madison,  the  gradual  side 
slope  of  the  valley  is  followed,  which  at  lirst  is  somewhat  serpen- 
tine and  necessarily  crossing  four  short  ravines,  a  more  rapid 
ascent  leads  to  the  summit,  which  in  4J  miles  is  383  feet  above 
B.  M.  1,  and  more  favorable  than  the  va'leys  crossed,  (not  excep- 
ting Brisbane's  Bluff,  which  rises  in  3  1-5  miles,  365  feet,)  but 
would  require  an  inclined  plane  to  render  the  summit  attainable. 
Arise  of  !260  feet  in  one  mile  horizontal  would  overcome  the  ele- 
vation, or  an  inclined  plane  could  be  located  from  a  point  in  the  im- 
mediate vicinity  of  Madison  from  the  base  to  the  sammit  of  the 
hills  by  meeting  an  elevation  of  330  feet  in  I  of  a  mile  level. 
Other  routes  in  the  vicinity  of  Madison  were  occularly  examined 
and  found  less  feasible.  After  following  up  the  river  bank  north 
and  east  of  the  town  some  two  miles,  the  Eagle  valley  may  be 
entered,  which  is  less  favorable  in  directness,  and  exhibits  rather 
a  succession  of  steeps  than  a  regular  ascent,  and  as  a  consequence, 
necessitates  more  i^requont  excavations  and  embankments,  the 
latter  of  which  would  be  expensive  in  crossing  the  unavoidable 
ravines  which  fall  into  the  valley.  But  after  some  four  miles  the 
Eagle  valley  becomes  almost  inaccessible,  and  its  summit  higher 
than  at  the  head  of  Crooked  creek,  and  less  practicable,  as  it 
would  increase  the  distance  to  the  summit  two  miles,  and  require 
a  greater  number  of  costly  embankments.  A  more  critical  ex- 
amination and  further  surveys  would  be  necessary  to  determine  the 
preferable  site  for  an  inclined  plane,  but  from  the  general  explo- 
ration made,  which  is  all  that  is  required  in  the  experimental  or 
preliminary  survey,  there  is  no  hesitation  in  declaring  the  valley 
of  Crooked  creek  favorable  for  the  location  of  an  inclined  plane. 
Admitting  the  depot  to  be  temporarily,  if  not  permanently  es- 
ta!)!ished  on  the  bluff,  in  either  event  the  nearest  summit  direct- 
ly west  of  Madison,  would  be  preferred,  for  which  contingency 
estimates  are  herein  submitted,  as  well  as  for  the  cost  of  an  in- 
clined plane  dircrtly  from  the  base  of  the  hill  to  its  summit. 

Having  attained  the  summit  level  of  the  bluff,  from  the  geogra- 
phy of  the  region  to  be  explored,  we  are  prepared  to  find  the 
counti'V  broken  by  the  numerous  tributaries  of  the  East  Fork  of 
White  River,  into  deep  valleys  and  elevated  ridges  transverse  to 
a  direct  line  from  Madison  to  Indianapolis,  and  precluding  the 
possibility  of  turning  a  valley  to  advantage.  From  the  summit 
the  line  of  survey  traverses  a  se'i^'j  descending  and  flat  country, 
abounding  with  valuable  white  oak  timber,  and  all  tiio  requisite 
materials  to  insure  a  stable  and  permanent  foundation;  thence 
across  Harbor  creek,  to  the  middle  fork  of  Big  creek,  where  a 
slight  deflection  to  the  west  embraces  a  more  favorable  opportu- 
nity for  the  erection  of  a  bridge;  whence  on  to  Big  creek,  where 
a  further  divergency  to  the  west  is  necessary  to  avoid  two 
bridges  in  crossing  this  stream,  by  passing  below  the  junction  of 
the  two  considerable  branches,  at  a  narrow  passage,  where  thr 
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bank3  are  favorable  for  the  construction  of  a  bridge.  The  line 
is  then  prolonged  iienrly  straight,  over  a  gently  undulating  coun- 
try to  Camp  creek,  and  on  to  Slaty  run,  gradually  descending 
with  it  for  a  short  distance,  when  to  avoid  too  great  a  dcsceiit, 
obtain  an  early  crossing  of  Graham  creek,  (IG  miles  from  Mad- 
ison) at  a  narrow  pass  in  the  valley  where  the  banks  jutting  from 
the  upland  recommend  undulations  in  the  plane  of  the  road,  des- 
cending and  ascending  from  20  to  30  feet  per  mile,  in  order  to 
equalize  more  nearly,  and  diminish  the  quanity  of  excavation  and 
embankment;  after  v/hich  the  line  traverses  ground  of  a  more  roll- 
ing character,  intersected  as  it  is  by  small  branches  tributary  to 
Graham  and  their  dividing  ridges,  rendering  the  plane  of  rail 
road  undulatory  and  presenting  no  serious  obstacles  to  the  con- 
struction of  the  road  bed,  when  the  prolongation  of  the  line  of 
survey  crosses  the  valley  of  the  Muskakitack  river,  the  bed  of  which 
•  is  105  feet  above  .8.  M.  1,  at  Madison,  and  150  feet  below  the 
general,  level  of  the  eastern  ridge,  one  mile  from  it.  Diverging 
from  a  straight  line,  a  survey  was  made  along  the  elevated  ridge, 
which  pursues  a  circuitous  course  in  parallelism  with  the  winding 
of  the  stream  below  Vernon;  thence  across  the  Muskakitack,  and 
ascend  to  the  western  summit  along  the  south  west  side  of  a  branch 
falling  into  the  river. 

Notwithstanding  this  increase  of  distance  by  which  the  Muskak- 
itack is  crossed  lower  down,  and  consequently  the  total  fall  increas- 
ed, it  would  involve  a  long  and  expensive  embankment,  and  to 
attain  the  western  summit  an  inclined  plane.  It  was  therefore 
abandoned,  and  returning  back,  it  was  ascertained  the  descent 
could  be  accomplished,  by  a  gradual  approach  through  a  depres- 
sion to  Butler's  branch  v/hich  flows  to  the  Muskakaitack,  and 
without  exceeding  the  maximum  range  of  undulation  30  feet  per 
mile,  and  the  occasional  introduction  of  gentle  curves  the  valley 
is  pursued  to  advantage — the  trace  of  the  line  occupying  ground 
highly  favorable  to  economy  in  the  formation  of  the  road  bed,  and 
cross  the  river  at  the  confluence  of  the  forks  of  the  Muskakitack, 
inasmuch  as  it  less  practicable  to  cross  above  in  consequence  of 
thetr  dividing  ridge  of  very  considerable  elevation  and  magni- 
tude, and  below,  the  stream  is  wider  and  its  banks  less  favorable 
for  the  erection  of  a  bridge.  The  apex  of  the  ridge  at  the 
immediate  fork  being  mostly  of  solid  rock,  and  not  subject  to  the 
corroding  action  of  the  stream,  could  easily  be  converted  into  a 
pier,  and  materially  lessen  the  expense  of  bridging,  the  vi  hole  ex- 
lent  of  which  would  not  exceed  230  feet.  After  crossing  the 
Muskakitack  river  the  ridge  which  directly  presents  itself  indi- 
cates the  route  to  be  pursued,  avoiding  too  great  an  elevation  by 
not  exceedmg  30  feet  per  mile,  and  necessarily  meandering  along 
the  hill  sides  of  the  West  Fork,  without  conforming  to  their  ob- 
jectionable sinuosities,  and  attaining  the  western  summit  with 
moderate  excavation  and  embankment,  and  they  nearly  equali- 
zed. After  passing  which,  a  straisiht  line  would  lead  into  a  coun- 
try interspersed  with  numerous  isolated  hills,  which    the  line  of 
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surrey  avoids  bj  bearing  gradually  to  the  west  and  passes  over 
a  gently  descending  and  undulating  country,  when  a  descent  of 
20  I'eet  per  mile  crosses  the  valley  of  the  Six-mile  creek,  whence 
a  gradual  rise  attains  the  summit  of  the  ridge,  dividing  it  from 
Big  Sand  creek.  Passing  over  the  general  level  of  this  ridge, 
we  approach  the  waters  of  Big  Sand  creek,  which  are  80  feet 
below  it,  a  gentle  divergence  again  to  the  west  is  essential  to  meet 
the  fall  on  the  most  tavorable ground,  and  cross  the  stream  below 
the  mouth  of  the  Wyloosing,  a  tributary  to  Big  Sand  creek,  and 
ascend  to  the  summit  of  the  west  ridge  by  a  uniform  approach  to 
it  through  the  valleys  which  unite  near  its  base  when  no  obstacles 
interpose  worthy  of  comment;  the  line  crosses  the  valley  of  iSeltle 
creek  and  arrives  at  Kock  creek,  which  is  the  termination  of  the 
rock  region.  From  Madison  to  this  creek,  abundance  of  good 
building  stone  can  be  obtained  at  a  very  moderate  expense,  as 
the  stratifications  on  which  the  country  is  based,  consist  of  sec- 
ondary sand  and  lime  stone,  easily  quarried,  and  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  tiie  line  surveyed.  The  prolongation  of  the  line  passes 
over  a  descending  country,  sometimes  waving  into  occasional 
gravel  hills,  crossing  Little  Sand  creek  and  Brush  creek,  both  of 
vehichare  inconsiderable  and  sluggish  streams.  When  the  plane 
of  the  road  is  coincident  with  the  natural  acclivity  of  the  ensuing 
ridge  which  uniformly  ascends  for  one  mile  30  feet  to  the  summit, 
leaving  "Sand  ilill"  to  the  west,  and  thence  directly  through 
Clifty  Hill,  cros.Mng  the  creek  near  Ilalloway's  mill,  and  gradually 
descends  to  the  wide  and  beautiful  bottom  land  west  of  Clifty 
Creek.  The  general  features  of  the  country  here  change  their 
aspect  to  a  broad  and  luxuriant  plain,  the  natural  surface  of 
which  requires  scarce  any  preparation  for  the  reception  of  the 
rails,  and  over  which  the  line  was  run  straight  to  the  Flat  Rock 
River,  wiiich  may  be  advantageously  crossed  a  short  distance 
above  its  mouth. 

In  this  rich  and  fertile  country,  which  abounds  with  noble 
specimens  of  stately  while  oak;  the  valleys  of  water  courses  are 
bounded  by  rangesof  sand  and  gravel  hills  running  in  parallelism 
with  the  streams,  the  bottom  of  which  lands  in  some  instances, 
expand  to  a  width  of  two  or  thjee  miles,  and  possess  a  soil,  exu- 
berant in  a  high  degree,  being  no  where  infested  with  rocks  or 
stones,  anH  exhibit  proofs  of  the  greatest  fecundi<y  in  the  rank- 
ness  01  li.^.'ir  vegetable  products,  while  the  beautiful  area  be- 
tween them  is  a  uniform  plain,  having  no  rise  perceptible  to  the 
eye,  and  admirably  adapted  for  the  reception  of  a  railway. 
After  crossing  the  Flat  Rock,  the  line  of  survey  deflects  to  the 
north  and  runs  direct  along  the  plain,  whence  after  avoiding  the 
hills  bordering  Driftwood,  and  a  gentle  divergency  to  the  west,  it 
runs  straight  for  several  miles  (o  Blue  river,  the  plane  of  the  road 
being  coincident  with  and  conforming  to  the  regular  and  natural 
surface  of  the  ground,  which  would  rcquiic  no  other  preparation 
than  the  clearing  and  grubbing  of  the  timber  to  receive  the  super- 
structure or  Rail  wav." 
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The  firm  banks  and  narrow  bottom  immediately  below  the  fall 
nt  Thompson's  mill  indicate  a  favorable  opportunity  to  cross  Blue 
river  and  rise    gradually  between  the    hills   which  bound   this 
stream,  and  Driftwood, or  Sugar  creek,   as  it  is   more   generally 
known,  above  the  mouth  of  Blue  river,  and  thence  directly  along 
the  uniform  and  fertile  plain  between  them  to  within  one  mile   of 
Sugar  creek,  when  the  hills  which  bound  it  are  avoided  by  a  gen- 
tle deflection  to  the  north,  and  a  good  crossing  over  Sugar  Creek 
embraced  above  the  mouth  of  Young's  creek,  traversing  their  di- 
viding ridge  above  the   source  of  the  Big    branch  of  Young's 
creek  at  a  narrow  passage  of  Young's  creek  with   moderate   ele- 
vation— thence   the  line  of  survey  is  run  straight  along  the  great 
ridge  dividing  the  waters  of  the  East  and  West  Fork  of  White 
River,  over  a  flat  country,  with  a  uniform   ascent    of  8  feet  per 
mile  to  the  summit,  which  is  attained  ten  miles  from  Indianapolis, 
in  which  direction  the  face  of  the  country  is  less  uniform,  and  de- 
scending eleven  feet  per  mile,  requiring   moderate    excavation 
through  gravel  hills  bordering  the  small  and  unimportant  streams 
tributary  to  the   West  Fork  of  White  river,  and  presenting  no 
obstacles  to  the  easy  formation  or  graduation  as  it   is  termed  of 
the  road  bed.     To   avoid  the  expense  of   bridjiing  the   several 
streams  flowing  between  the  Muskakitack  and  the  East  Fork  of 
While  river,  an  exploration  was  made  west  of  the  latter,  begin- - 
ning  north  of  Franklin,  through  v.'hich   town  after  numerous  ex- 
perimental surveys,  the  most  feasible  line  was    run.     To   avoid 
the  ridge  between  it  and  Sugar  creek — the  high  and  broken  hills 
forming  the  west  bank  of  Driftwood  opposite  the  mouth  of  Blue 
river — and  to  obtain  a  more  favorable  crossing  of  Young's  creek 
west  of  its  principal  branch.  Hurricane  creek,  whence  the  most 
favorable  route  to  the  west  valley  of  the  Driftwood   river,   is  di- 
rectly over  the  low  and  gently  descending  ground,  broken   res- 
pectively by  Yellow  creek,  Buckheart's  creek,  Ilerriott's   creek 
and  its  branches,  all  of  which  are  easily  fordable,  and  seldom 
more  than  from  20  to  50  feet  in  width;  thence  the  line  continues 
straight  east  of  Pleasant  run,  which  flows  rather  on  the'  surface 
than  in  a  well  defined  valley;  and  after   crossing  the  stream   into 
which  it  runs,  (Ninevah,)  arrive  on  the  firm  alluvial  bottown  land 
west  of  Driftwood,  over  which  the  line  was  prolonged,  gently  di- 
verging to  the   east  to  avoid  the   hills  of  considerable  altitude, 
which    approach  abruptly  within  three  hundred   yards  of    the 
river  at  Arnold's  mill,  and  then  recede,   necessitating  the   intro- 
duction of  occasional  curves  to  obtain  the  most  fivorable  ground 
and  avoid  ttie  river  and  its  overflown  bottom.     Thence  the  trace 
of  the  line  is  directly  along  modrate  declivities  and    cultivated 
flats  to  the  bend  in  the  river  above  the  mouth  of  Flat  rock,  the 
plane  of  the   road   being  coincident  with  the    natural  surface, 
which   is  highly  favorable  to  economy  in  the  easy  formation  of 
the  road  bed,  crossing  but  one  stream  (Wolf  creek)  and  that   of 
no  magnitude: — thence  the  most  favorable  route  to  the  mouth  of 
Big  Sand  creek,  necessarily  diverges  to  the  cast  to  escape  the  el- 
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evated  iiills  running  parallel  with  the  river,  traversing  a  wide  and 
cuhivated  flat,  and  occupying  for  about  two  miles,  the  overflown 
and  nnarshj  bottom  from  two  to  four  feet  in  depth,  which  borders 
on  the  stream  opposite  the  mouth  of  Big  Sand  creek,  below 
which  the  Driftwood  river  is  crossed,  and  would  require  a  viaduct 
320  feet  in  length.  A  line  of  exploration  was  then  run  straight  in 
the  direction  of  Madison,  the  country  uniformly  rising  foi  3  miles, 
when  Mutton  fork  and  its  branches  (a  tributary  to  Muskakitack) 
arc  crossed,  the  country  becomes  more  undulating  and  rolling, 
broken  as  it  is  by  the  several  branches  of  Six  mile  creek,  the 
main  branch  of  which  is  eighty  feet  below  its  banks — thence 
traversing  an  extensive  flat  densely  wooded,  and  necessarily  cross 
the  valley  of  Indian  creek,  the  bed  of  which  is  110  feet  below  its 
banks,  when  the  character  of  the  country  becomes  more -pugged, 
the  direct  line  crossing  the  Muskakitack  some  four  miles  below 
Vernon,  and  descending  140  feet  in  the  last  half  mile.  Descen- 
ding the  east  valley  of  the  White  river  after  crossing  below  the 
mouth  of  Big  Sand  creek,  an  early  crossing  of  Muskakitack  near 
the  mouth  of  Six  Mile  creek,  thence  to  Graham,  and  pursuing  the 
valley  of  its  tributary  Big  creek,  which  is  favorable  in  direction, 
a  feasible  route,  at  the  expense  of  a  moderate  increase  of  dis- 
tance would  seem  to  suggest  itself  from  the  geography  of  the 
country. 

We  therefore  return  to  the  point  of  crossing  Six  Mile  creek  by 
theiirst  line  of  survey  from  Madison,  whence  a  direct  line  was 
run,  traversing  a  country  gently  descending  and  of  a  rolling  char- 
acter, broken  by  several  inconsiderable  branches  of  the  Mutton 
Fork,  all  of  which  may  be  crossed  with  advantage  by  slight  de- 
viations from  a  straight  line ;  after  which  the  country  assumes  a  less 
undulatory  and  waving  aspect,  when  a  gently  sloping  declivity 
leads  to  the  flat  bottom  below  the  mouth  of  Big  Sand  creek, 
thus  connecting  the  lines  of  survey  east  and  west  of  the  Driftwood 
river. 

From  Indianapolis  the  survey  was  continued  across  the  West 
Fork  of  White  river  below  the  National  road  bridge — to  embrace 
the  most  favorable  crossing — escape  the  wide  bottom  land  above 
it,  and  the  unnecessary  expense  in  the  erection  of  a  bridge  over 
Fall  creek,  and  thence  prolonged  nearly  straight  to  Danville,  in 
which  direction  after  crossing  Little  and  Big  Eagle  creeks,  the 
general  level  and  character  of  the  country  is  ascending  and  undu- 
lating, broken  as  it  is  by  the  White  Lick  and  its  tributaries,  as 
Danville  is  approached  the  court  house  of  which  is  242  1-2  feet 
above  the  state  house  at  Indianapolis,  or  452  1-2  feet  above  B. 
M.  1,  at  Madison.  From  Danville,  ihe  immediate  vicinity  of 
which  is  quite  broken,  the  survey  was  continued  as  straight  as  the 
rapidly  ascending  and  rolling  character  of  the  country  would  per- 
mit, the  ascent  of  which  is  such  as  to  require  an  elevation  of  35 
feet  per  mile  to  attain  the  elevated  ridge  near  Anderson's,  divid- 
ing the  waters  of  the  White  river  from  those  of  the  Wabash  flow- 
ing to  the  south  and  west;  when  after  traversing  the  ridge  the 
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plane  of  the  road  bed  is  alternately  descending  and  level  until  af- 
ter crossing  the  first  and  second  forks  of  Eel  river.  The  line  for 
the  next  three  miles  traverses  a  black  swannp  on  which  a  perma- 
nent foundation  could  easily  be  secured  by  a  simple  grillage  of 
plank  and  logs.  Thence  across  Little  Raccoon  creek  when  the 
plane  of  the  road  descends  through  the  next  ridge,with  a  moderate 
cut  to  avoid  too  high  an  embankment  over  Big  Raccoon  creek, 
whence  the  line  traverses  a  flat  and  sometimes  waving  country 
for  the  next  6  miles;  the  plane  of  the  road  alternately  ascending 
and  descending  to  conform  to  the  general  level,  requiring  howev- 
er, occasional  excavation  through  gravel  hills;  thence  across  Of- 
field's  creek,  and  rise  gradually  in  its  western  summit,  whence  the 
descent  is  at  the  rate  of  23  feet  per  mile,  4  miles  lo  Crawfords- 
ville,  the  general  level  of  which  nearly  corresponds  with  the 
Bench  Mark  there  made,  which  is  272  1-2  feet  above  Indianapolis, 
or  182^  above B.  M.  1  at  Madison.  From  Crawfordsville  the,  most 
favorable  crossing  of  Rock  river  or  Sugar  creek  (the  bed  of  which  is 
163  feet  above  B.  M.  1),  would  necessarially  besom.ewhat  expen- 
sive, notwithstanding  the  crossing  is  effected  on  ground  favorable  as 
to  foundation  for  the  erection  of  a  bridge,  as  the  depth  of  the  valley 
and  its  narrowest  bottom  is  nearly  100  feet  below  the  general  lev- 
el of  the  country  on  either  side,  and  would  require  an  embank- 
ment of  very  considerable  elevation  necessitating  a  deep  cut  for  a 
short  distance  to  form  it,  as  well  as  to  attain  the  general  level  after 
crossing  Rock  river — thence  the  line  of  survey  in  the  direction  of 
Lafayette,  traverses  a  country  for  the  next  six  miles  gradually 
rising  twelve  feet  per  mile  to  the  summit,  which  is  eight  miles 
from  Crawfordsville,  when  the  small  and  low  growth  of  timber  in- 
terspersed with  meadow,  is  indicative  of  our  proximity  to  the 
prairie.  After  passing  the  smmit,  the  trace  of  the  line  crosses  a 
beautiful  expanse  of  the  verdant  9  mile  prairie,  occupying  ground 
highly  favorable  to  economy  in  the  easy  graduation  of  the  road  bed 
requiring  but  occasional  excavation  in  gravel  swells  of  moderate 
height  and  declivity  as  the  country  descends  almost  uniformly  fif- 
teen feet  per  mile  for  seven  and  a  half  milts  to  the  Wea  creek, 
which  is  an  inconsiderable  tributary  of  the  Wabash,  flowing  to  the 
north  east  and  gradually  winds  around  to  the  west,  crossing  twice 
a  direct  line  from  Crawfordsville  to  Lafayette.  It  may  be  entire- 
ly avoided  at  the  expense  of  a  trifling  increase  of  distance  by  the 
introduction  of  a  gentle  curve  after  attaining  the  summit  north  of 
Rock  river;  thence  diverge  one  and  a  half  or  two  miles  to  the 
rie;ht  of  the  stright  line  run  and  meander  on  the  east  ridge  of  the 
Wea,  leaving  the  stream  to  the  west.  The  direct  line  crosses  it 
near  its  source,  after  which  the  country  is  undulating  for  the  next 
six  miles,  when  it  is  again  crossed,  whence  an  elevation  of  thirty 
feet  for  one  mile  attains  the  summit  from  which  the  plane  of  the 
road  descends,  crossing  Durgie'srun,  and  pursuing  a  valley  which 
is  tributary  to  it  and  favorable  in  direction:  thence  direct  through 
the  summit  of  the  biff  and  along  the  declivity  to  accomodate  the 
grade  of  rail  road  to  Lafayette,  the  court  house  of  which  is  sixly- 
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sever,  and  n  half  feet  above  B.  M.  1,  at  Madison.  A  large  portion 
of  the  flat  lands  traversed  by  the  line  of  survey  from  Madison  to 
Lafayette  may  be  appropriately  denominated  beech  lands,  the 
soil  of  which  is  usually  thin  and  black,  resting  upon  a  bed  of  sand 
and  gravel,  and  throughout  the  exploration  the  country  sustains 
a  heavy  grow^th  of  trees,  consisting  principally  in  addition  to  the 
timber  named,  of  white  and  black  oak,  poplar,  sugartree,  ash, 
hickory,  elm,  walnut,  linn,  maple,  cherry,  and  in  some  places  cot- 
ton wood  and  sycamore,  most  of  which  attain  a  gigantic  size. 
From  Lafayette  an  exploration  was  made  direct  to  Indianapolis, 
and  to  attain  the  summit  level  of  the  range  of  hills  running  paral- 
lel with  the  Wabash,  occular  examination  was  made  of  the  sever- 
al depressions  leading  to  the  summit,  the  most  favorable  of  which 
lying  between  the  roads  travelled  to  Indianapolis  was  surveyed, 
which  if  it  were  not  tortuous,  its  rapid  ascent  would  render  it  im- 
practicable, its  summit  being  one  hundred  and  sixty  feet  above 
the  court  house  distant  one  and  a  quarter  miles.  We  therefore 
returned  to  B.  M.  40,  on  a  swell  oi  land  comprising  the  eastern 
part  of  Lafayette — to  render  the  elevation  of  the  summit,  less, 
and  thence  proceed  south  and  west  along  the  acclivity  of  the  hill 
sides,  equalizing  as  near  as  practicable  the  quantumof excavation 
and  embankment — avoid  all  expensive  cutting  by  meandering  be- 
low the  brow  of  the  hill,  thence  up  the  north-east  side  of  the  val- 
ley of  Durgie's  run,  which  at  a  narrow  pass  is  crossed  above  How- 
ard's mill,&  attain  the  summit  level  (which  is  less  elevated  than  di- 
rectly south-east  or  east  of  Lafayette)  without  exceeding  the  max- 
imum range  of  undulation.  Tlie  line  of  survey  is  then  run  direct 
to  Indianapolis  over  a  flat  country,  the  general  level  of  which  rises 
three  feet  per  mile  for  four  miles,  when  we  unavoidably  cross  a 
range  of  gravel  hills  of  thirty  feet  elevation  which  bound  the  wes- 
ter limit  of  the  Wild  Cat  prairie.  Without  deviating  from  a 
straight  line  the  ridge  is  crossed  at  the  narrowest  point,  and  the 
trace  of  tiie  line  traverses  for  the  next  three  miles  the  prairie 
which  rises  twenty-five  feetpcr  mile,  the  plane  of  the  road  being 
nearly  coincident  with  the  natural  surface  which  would  require^ 
but  little  excavation  through  small  gravel  hills,after  which  the  coun-'" 
try  is  heavily  timbered  and  the  line  prolonged  straight,  escapes 
Laurima  creek  and  its  breaks  (tributary  to  the  Wild  Cat  creek.) 
The  general  level  is  then  uniformly  rising  fifteen  feet  per  mile  for 
four  miles,  the  natural  surface  of  which  is  diversified  by  the  skirts 
of  prairie  interspersed  with  isolated  hills,  in  no  instance  exceed- 
ing an  elevation  often  feet,  and  render  the  easy  formation  of  the 
ro.id  bed  highly  favorable  to  economy.  Retaining  a  common 
level,  the  same  character  of  country  may  be  said  to  extend  for 
the  next  six  miles  to  a  very  inconsiderable  branch.  Potato  creek, 
after  which  the  country  sustains  a  dense  growth  of  oak,  hickory,  . 
and  beech,  the  general  level  descending  eight  feet  per  mile  for.._ 
three  miles,  when  the  line  of  survey  arrives  at  Sugar  creek  be- ~, 
tween  the  mouths  of  its  tributaries,  Wolf  and  Prairie  creeks,  25 
miles  from  Lafayette.     To  embrace  the  most  favorable  opporta 
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nity  of  crossing  this  stream,  a  deflection  was  made  to   the   south, 
after  which,  if  the  straighrline  were  resumed  it  would  alternately 
cross  Prairie  creek  and  its  marshy  bottom  several  times.     The  re- 
sult of  the  reconnoisaiice  made,  was  confirmed  by  the  line  survey- 
ed, which  diverges  to  the  south  and  gradually  ascends  the  ridge 
dividing  Prarie  creek  on  the  norlh  from  Wolf  creek  on  the  south, 
whence  (he  pro!!vig:\tion  of  ihc  line  leaves  a  brarch  of  the  former 
(Dr.er  creek)  to  the  left.     Thence  a  straight  lino  was  '•ut!  travers- 
ing the  great  ridg^;  dividing  the  waters  of  the  Wabash  Trom  *he 
White  river,  with  a  regular  acciiviiy  oi  ten  f.^et  per  rnilewroin 
Suwar  creek   fif('.;en  n^ilos  to  the  summit,  wtuch  is  450  above  B, 
M.  I,  at  JMadison,  leaving  the  sources  of  Eel  liver,  P'K'coon  and 
White  Lick  to  the  foulh,  and  tlience  prolonged,  defceiiding   with 
the  same  uniformity  often  tect  per  mile  over  a  flat  couniry  for 
eight  miles  to  the  head  of  School  branch.      A  direct  line  to  Indi= 
anapolis  from  the  head  of  Deer  creek,  would  run  into  the  breaks 
of  Eagle  creek  and  its  tributary  Fishback,  the  beds  of  which  are 
one  hundred  and  ten  feet  below  the  general  level  on  either  side 
and  would  render  their  passage  expensive.     To  embrace  a  more 
favorable  opportunity  of  crossing  Eagle  creek  and  avoid  all  cost- 
ly excavation  ajid  embankment,  the  line  of  survey  was  continued 
straight  to  the  School  branch,  a  small  tributary  flowing  to  the  Ea- 
gle creek,  some  three  miles  below  Fisback,  and  with  a  descent  not 
exceeding   thirty  feet  per  mile,  its  valley  is  pursued   for  three 
miles  over  ground  on    which  no   obstacles  interposes  worthy  of 
comment,  to  the  eas\  graduation  of  the  road  bed.     Thence  cross- 
ing Eagle  creek  and  its  cultivated  flat  one  fourth  of  a  mile  wide, 
and  encounter  an  average  cut  of  twenty  feet  for  a  short  distance 
through   the  east  range  of  hills,  from   the  summit  of  which  the 
country  uniformly  descends  fifteen  feet  per  mile,  eight  miles  to  the 
former  line  of  survey  immediately  below  the  National  road  bridge. 
As    favorable   as  tliis  line  is,  an  improvement  may  probably  be 
effected  by  a  further  divergency  to   the  south   from  the  head  of 
Deer  creek.  leaving  the  sources  of  Eel  river,  White  Lick,  &c.,  to 
the  right,  and  the  branches  of  Eagle  creek  to  the  left,  crossing  the 
latter  below  Miller's  mill,  where  the   hills  on  its  west  bank  pre- 
sent a   gradual  declivity,  and  on  the  east  almost  entirely  disap- 
pear.    This  would  be  l)ut  a  trifling  variation  and  increase  of  dis- 
tance from  a  straight  line — materially  lessen  the  cost  of  forming 
the  road  bed  over  Eagle  creek,  and  permit  a  more  regular  descent 
graduated  occording  to  the  distance  by  avoiding  the  range  of  bills 
of  considerable  altitude  on  either  side  of  Big  Eagle  creek  which 
increase  in  elevation  as  we   ascend   the   stream.     However,  the 
character  of  the  ground,  occupied  by  the  present  line    f  survey 
direct  from  Lafayette  to  Indianapolis  with  very  unimportant  ex- 
ceptions, is  decidedly  favorable  to  economy  in  the  graduation  and 
stability  of  the  road  bed;  the  trace  of  which  being  for  almost  the 
eutire  distance  along  moderate  acclivities  and  uncultivated  flats, 
presents  no  obstacles  to  the  easy  construction  of  a  rail  road. 
But,  a  more  adequate  idea  of  the  controlling  features  and  gen- 
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«ral  dharacter  of  the  country  mHy  be  formed  from  an  inspection  of 
the  topographical  maps  in  Plan  and  Profile. 

The  distance  from  Madison  to  Lafayette  for  more  easy  refer- 
ence, is  divided  into  the  eastern,  middle,  northern,  first  and  second 
westerndivisions.  the  details  of  which  I  proceed  to  enumerate  in 
order. 

THE  EASTERN  DIVISION 

Comprises  a  distance  of  28  miles  from  B.  M.  1,  at  Madison,  to 
the  Six  Mile  creek.  In  the  subjoined  table,  an  estimaie  is  pre- 
sented for  the  graduation  of  an  inclined  plane  from  the  base  of  the 
hill  at  Madison  direct  to  the  Eummit,  rising  330  feet  in  three- 
fourths  of  a  mile,  horizontal.  Should  the  depot  be  established  on 
the  summit,  this  expense  will  not  be  incurred. 

That  inclined  planes  should  be  avoided,  if  practicable,  by  a 
moderate  increase  of  distance  must  be  conceded,  from  the  great- 
er liabilities  to  interruption  where  stationary  engines  are  used, 
but  with  the  customary  precautions  not  omitted  in  instances  to  be 
hereinafter  adverted  to,  they  are  far  more  practicable  than  by 
rr.any  supposed.  The  difficulties  or  facilities  incident  to  each  par- 
ticular stage  or  plane  of  inclination  on  this  by  far  the  most  expen- 
sive division  of  the  route  will  be  best  illustrated  by  an  examination 
of  I  he  annexed  table,  exhibiting  in  detail  the  quantity  of  masonry, 
cx'''valii)n, embankment,  &;c.,  with  the  cost  of  the  same  calculat- 
ed /or  a  road  24  feet  in  width,  together  with  the  length  and  in- 
clination of  the  different  stages,  which  it  will  be  readily  grant- 
eda.reweil  adapted  to  the  advantageous  use  of  motive  power, 
w'npiher  it  be  animal  or  mechanical.  It  may  suffice  to  state  that 
th/^  ground,  generally,  is  favorable  to  the  stability  of  the  works, 
and  that  materials  of  excellent  quality  for  the  construction  of  the 
requisite  masonry  abound  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  this  pari  of 
the  route. 
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THE  MIDDLE  DIVISION 

Comprisea  two  routes.  The  first  direct  to  Indianapolis,  east 
of  Driftwood  river,  crossing  Rock  and  Clifty  creeks,  Flat  Rock, 
Rlue  River,  and  Sugar  creek,  beyond  the  town  of  Franklin. 
The  second  diverges  to  the  left,  crossing  Driftwood  below:  the 
mouth  of  Big  Sand  creek,  thence  along  the  west  valley  through 
Franklin  to  live  point  of  intersecliou  with  the  former  17i  miles 
from  Indianapolis.  To  the  first  several  miles  of  either  of  these 
routes,  the  same  remarks  are  applicable,  as  in  the  former  division, 
relative  to  materials  for  masonry,  and  the  difficulties  or  facilities  of 
the  different  stages  are  in  like  manner  exemplified  by  a  table 
shewing  the  cost  of  graduating  the  read  bed  for  either  route. 
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To  estimate  the  relative  advantages  and  lengths  of  these  two 
routes,   it  now  becomes  necessary  to  take  into  consideration  the 
combined  etTcct  of  friction  and  gravitj,  which,  together,  may  be 
eaid    to    constitute  the   sole    impediment  to  locomotion  on  a  rail- 
way.    The  only  resistance  on    a  level  being  the  friction  at  the 
axles  of  the  cariiage,  the  relative  resistance  of  different  inciina- 
tio!5S  campared  with  a  level,  must  depend  on  the  ratio  alhxed  to 
friction,  compared  with  gravity;  and  consequently,  as  the  friction 
of  the  carriage  shall  be  reduced,  so  will  the  advantages  of  a  level 
route  predominate.     The  precise  amount   of  resistance  created 
by  friction,  will,  of  course,  depend  upon  the  nature  of  the  sub- 
stances in  contact  at  the  axle,  as  well  as  the  proportional  dimen- 
sions of  the  wheel  and  axle.     Friction  upon  rail  ways,  which,  in- 
deed,may  be  said  to  constitute  the  very  basis  of  the  rail-read  sys- 
tem, has,  within  a  few  years  past,  undergone  great  and  important 
reductions,  audit  may  be  that  the  ulterior  limit  to  v^ich  its  ratio 
has  been  approximating,  is  not  yet  attained.     By  imperfect  ex- 
periments, is  was  supposed  to  be  l-176of  the  weight  .or  one  in  176, 
which  equals  an  elevation  of  30  feet  per  mile,  and  hence  a  steam 
engine  with  a  given  load,  would  travel  one  mile   and  rise  30  feet 
or  two  miles  on  a  level  at  the  same  cost  of  time  and   power.     But 
practically,  Mr.  Wood  in  his  recent  treaties  on  rail-roads,  has 
thought  it  safe  to  assume  it  at  1-240,  of  the  weight,  and  hence  on 
an    inclination    of  one    in    240  which    equals    an  elevation   of 
22  feet  per  mile,  the   resistance  would  be  doubled  as  the  gravity 
would  become  equal  to  the  fric  tion,  or  to  surmount  an  elevrition  of 
22  feet  would  be  equivalent  to  an  increased  distance  of  one  mile 
on  a  level  as  regards  time  and  the  cost  of  the  moving  power. 

More  recent  improvements  in  this  country  have  reduced  the 
friction  of  a  rail-way  carriages  below  the  standard  established  by 
Mr.  Wood.  By  the  ofiicial  Reports  of  the  Engineer  of  the  Bal- 
timore and  Ohio  Rail-road  Company,  we  learn  that  with  the  "  Win- 
ans  Car,"  the  peculiarity  of  which  is  in  its  axles,  which  woikin 
friction  wheels,  it  has  been  found  not  to  exceed  1-448  of  the 
weight,  and  making  due  allowance  for  defects,  the  fraction  will 
be  1-400  of  the  weight  of  car  and  load,  in  which  case,  the  com- 
paratively trifling  elevation  of  13.2  feet  would  equal  one  mile  lev- 
el. Nevertheless,  the  more  experienced  engineers  in  our  coun- 
try consider  the  ordinary  results  of  practice  as  exhibited  by  Mr. 
Wood,  most  entitled  to  confidence,  from  which  the  following  con- 
clusions, will  be  drawn:  In  equating  the  lengths  of  the  two  routes, 
descending  planes  are  regarded  as  Ir.. els,  and  each  22  feet  of  ele- 
vation equivalent  to  an  increase  of  one  mile.  The  maximum 
speed  consistent  with  safety  being  maintained  on  the  level  por- 
tions of  the  road.  From  these  premises,  the  following  table  has 
been  constructed  exhibiting  the  total  ascent  of  either  with  actual 
and  equated  lengths.

THE  NORTHERN  DIVISION 

Comprises  the  interval  between  the  union  of  the  two  routes, 
east  and  west  of  Driftwood  river  and  Indianapolis,  a  distar^ce  of 
17  1-2  miles.  The  difficulties  or  facilities  incident  to  each  par- 
ticular stage  are  best  illustrated  by  the  subjoined  table.      , ; 
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THE  FIRST  WESTERN  DIVISION 

Includes  the  remainder  of  the  route  via  Danville  and  Craw - 
fordsville  to  Lafayette.  The  cost  of  bridging  the  several  streams 
necessarily  crossed  by  this  part  of  the  route  will  be  materially 
enhanced  by  Ihedifticulty  in  procuring suitrible  building  stone  for 
the  requisite  masonry,  which  cannot  be  obtained  witfiin  11  miles 
of  the  route,  except  at  liig  Raccoon  creek  and  at  Crnwrordsviliey 
where  good  sand  stone  may  be  had  within  two  miles  of  the  line. 
The  planes  of  road  the  bed  may  by  considered  favorable,  if  the 
81st  stage  is  excepted,  the  elevation  of  which  being  necessarially 
35  feet  per  mile  to  attain  the  summit  of  the  rid^e  at  Anderson's, 
which  is  537  feet  above  B.  M.,  at  Madison.  The  difiiculties  or 
iacilities  incident  to  each  stage  are  exemplified  by  the  following 
table. 
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THE  SECOND  WESTERN  DIVISION 

Comprises  the  direct  route  from  Lafayette  to  Indianapolis,  th« 
graduation  of  which  may  be  effectuated  with  great  economy,  as 
will  be  perceived  by  the  annexed  table. 
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A  comparison  between  the  two  last  divisions  may  be  made  hy 
contrasting  the  difference  of  elevation  and  of  the  actual  and  equa- 
ted lengths  as  was  instituted  on  the  Middle  Division,  on  similar 
piemises  is  the  subjoined  table  oonstructed.

It  will  be  readily  conceded  that  the  only  resistance  which  can 
obtiin  on  a  level  is  the  friction  at  the  axles,  llencp,  the  friction 
of  one  ton  on  a  level,  will  depend  upon  ihe  speed  with  which  it 
is  impelled,  and  as  the  plane  of  the  road  varies  from  a  level,  so 
Vvfill  the  resistance  be  augmented  by  gravity,  which  increases  di- 
rectly as  the  height  of  the  plane  in  all  the  intermediate  degrees 
of  elevation  to  a  rise,  whereat  the  gravity  equals  the  fntlion, 
when  the  resistance,  and  consequently  the  load  is  doubled.  The 
friction  of  one  ton  on  a  level  is  usually  considered  equal  to  twelve 
pounds,  consequently  a  horse  will  draw  as  many  tons  as  he  can 
twelve  pounds  on  a  common  road:  but  from  experiments  recently 
made  on  the  Liverpool  and  Manchester  Rail  Road,  to  ascertain 
the  friction  and  requisite  power  or  weight  to  move  a  giveii  load 
on  a  level  Rail-way,  the  following  results  were  obtained:* 

The  cariages  and  v/eight  were  m.oved  along  the  road  at  various 
speeds  and  v/ith  10,  15,  17,  and  19  pound?.

Hence,  estimating  the  average  muscular  energy  of  a  liorse  as 
equal  to  150  lb?,  traction,  the  result  will  be'  equal  lo  41  tons 
drawn  on  a  level  by  a  single  horse,  at  2i  miles  per  hour,  at  which 
speed  his  useful  effect  will  be  a  maximum.  From  wliicii  it  wouhi 
appear  that  the  power  of  a  horse  on  a  Rail-way  at  a  slow  speed, 
may  be  brought  to  approximate  much  nearer  to  his  pov/er  on  a 
canal,  than  perhaps  is  generally  imagined. 

All  motive  agents,  mechanical  as  well  as  animal,  are  capable 
of  exerting,  occasionally,  for  a  short  time,  twice  the  power  tiiat 
their  regular  and  constant  average  work  or  movcimetits  require, 
when  the  effect  produced  is  a  maximum.  Tiiis  alike  accords 
with  theory  and  daily  experience  ,  Hence,  tlie  planes  of  a  R.ail- 
road  should  not  have  an  elevation  requiring  more  t!ian  doublethe 

*.Stilhve!r«  Rfpjrl  on  Rail  Roar!*  an;l  C'ar.-ilsio  the  New  York  I,p;^islalur?. 
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power  necessary  on  the  level  portions  of  the  road;  otherwise 
there  would  be  a  loss  of  effect,  when  connpared  with  the  cost  of 
transmit. 

When  two  surfaces  are  in  contact,  a  certain  force  is  necessary 
to  cause  them  to  slide  upon  one  another:  the  property  of  a  body 
to  resist  this  sliding  motion,  is  called  adhesion,  the  amount  of 
wiiich  a  locomotive  en^jine  can  spare  to  its  load,  above  that  re- 
quired to  propel  itself  forward,  is  inversly  as  the  height  of  the 
plane  is  to  ifs  length.  If  the  elevation  of  the  plane  on  which  the 
engine  is  to  travel,  equals  1^20  of  its  length;  the  whole  adliesive 
power  of  the  engine  will  be  required  to  ensure  to  itself  a  progres- 
sive motion,  notwithstanding  the  late  experiments  on  the  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  Rail  road,  by  which  an  engine  was  made  to 
ascend  an  elevation  from  35  or  40  to  260  feet  per  mile,  effected 
simply  by  increasing  the  weight  of  the  engine  and  its  consequent 
adhesion  to  the  rail. 

In  the  event  of  the  construction  of  the  Madison,  Indianapolis, 
and  Lafayette  liail-road — and  it  be  considered  expedient,  even- 
tually, to  have  the  depot  at  Madison  in  order  to  overcome  the 
elevation  of  the  summit,  it  may  be  necessary  to  resort  to  station- 
ary power;  which  whether  it  be  animal  or  mechanical, can  at  any 
time  be  duly  proportioned  to  the  demands  of  trade:  that  the 
steam  engines  may  be  of  suitable  capacity,  and  the  amount  of 
capital  to  be  invested  in  them  not  unnecessarily  enlarged,  their 
erection  might  be  temporarily  deferred^  and  the  transportation 
meanwhile  across  the  plane  be  effected  by  the  use  of  horses,  until 
the  imperative  demands  of  trade  require  the  substitution  of  sta- 
tionary steam  engines. 

The  machinery  of  an  inclined  plane  is  quite  simple,  indeed,  in- 
dependent of  the  stationary  power;  it  may  be  said  to  consist 
merely  of  sheeves  or  rollers  (made  of  cast  iron)  placed  in  the 
middle  of  the  road  track,  to  sustain  the  rope  or  chain  to  which 
the  cars  are  attached,  while  the  graduation  of  the  road  bed  for 
the  reception  of  the  rails  differs  only  in  the  slope  or  inclination 
which  it  may  be  required  to  assume,  and  the  operation  of  the  en- 
gine throtighout  the  lenglii  of  the  plane  is  so  obvious  that  it  is 
scarcely  necessary  to  say,  that  by  means  of  a  rope  or  chain,  one 
end  of  which  being  attached  to  a  train  of  cars,  and  the  other 
passing  around  a  sheeve  wheel  or  drum  around  which  the  rope 
is  wound  by  the  action  of  the  engine  with  a  speed  proportionate 
to  its  power.  A  part  of  this  power  is  of  course  expended  in  over- 
coming the  gravity  of  the  load,  and  just  so  far  this  may  be  the  case, 
is  the  cost  of  transportation  increased  beyond  what  it  would  be  on 
a  level  road:  this  cost  may  be  partially  diminished  by  attaching 
the  end  of  the  rope  after  passing  around  a  horizontal  sheeve 
wheel,  to  a  train  of  weight  cars  (or  wagons  loaded  with  stone  and 
kept  for  this  purpose)  which  move  in  an  opposite  direction  upon  a 
parallel  second  track  on  the  plane.  On  an  inclined  plane,  the 
power  acts  parallel  to  the  plane;  hence  the  length  of  the  plane 
is  to  the  load  as  the  elevation  of  the  plane  is  to  the  requisite 
po^vcr.

Inclined  planes  with  stationary  power  are  succfissrully  resorted 
to  in  our  country.  On  the  Mohawk  and  Hudson  Rail  Road — 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road — Alleghany  portage  Rail  Road 
— the  length  of  the  latter  is  36f  miles,  on  which  are  ten  inclined 
planes;  and  in  the  first  ten  miles  ascend  1399  feet.  But  this  mode 
of  conveyance  is  yet  more  extensively  resorted  to  in  Great  Britain, 
from  a  level  to  far  greater  inclinations  than  would  be  required  in 
this  case.  In  the  rug<je<d  and  mountainous  country  of  South 
Wales,  at  a  slope  exceeding  10  degrees  or  an  elevaiion  of  931 
feet  per  mile:  and  In  one  instance,  they  have  a  succession  of 
planes,  the  slopes  of  which  are  from  15  to  120  degrees,  and  the 
trade  is  as  uninterruptedly  conducted  as  upon  a  level  road. 

In   the  estimated  cost  submitted,  is  included  that  of  requisite 
engines  and  machinery  for  the  passage  of  an  inciined  plane. 

CONSTRUCTION  OF  THE  RAIL  WAY. 

A  great  extent  of  the  road-bed  would  not  for  a  long  time  after 
its  graduation,  be  suitable  to  so  expensive  a  system  of  foundations 
,as  stone  sills  or  blocks  embedded  on  rubble,  were  the  question 
settled  as  to  its  decided  preference. 

Wooden  sleepers  transverse,  and  white  oak  logs  underneath 
(lengthwise  of  the  road  to  prevent  the  unequal  and  partial  settling 
of  the  earth),  being  less  liable  to  derangement  than  stone  blocks, 
or  sills  on  rubble,  would,  in  my  estimation,  be  better  adapted  to 
the  country — postponing  a  more  expensive  and  permanent 
structure  to  the  construction  of  a  second  track,  if  deemed  requisite 
by  the  amount  of  traflc,  when  the  embankments  shall  have 
become  consolidated,  the  cost  of  which  would  be  materially  re- 
duced by  the  use  of  the  railway  in  transporting  the  necessarj 
materials. 

I  shall  present  estimates  of  three  different  forms  of  super- 
structure, equally  efTective  in  character  but  differing  materially 
in  first  cost  and  durability. 

1.  The  wrought  iron  fiat  rail,2i  inches  in  width  by  5-8  inches 
in  thickness,  on  wooden  strliig  pieces. 

2.  The  edge  rail  having  a  continuous  fiat  base,  3i  inches  wide^ 
resting  upon  a  scantling  6  by  8  inches  square,  of  locust,  pine,  or 
oak:  the  rail  two  inches  high,  and  weighing  32  pounds  to  the 
yard. 

3.  The  most  approved  edge  rail  of  the  II  form  and  uniform 
depth,  dispensing  with  the  necessity  of  cast  iron  chairs,  as  arrang- 
ed by  Major  MrNeile,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Boston  Rail  Roads: 
T;vhich,  besides  its  more  obvious  adv;intages,  presents  a  cleaner 
■way,  and  permits  a  more  perfect  drainage  of  the  road  bed,  being 
less  liable  to  obstructions  from  ice  and  snow:  but  whether  it  pos- 
sesses advantages  over  the  flat  rail,  in  the  present  instance  equal 
to  the  difference  of  cost  may  be  deemed  worthy  of  consideration. 
The  usual  foundations,  whether  for  support  of  stone  blocks,  con- 
tinuous sills,  or  wooden  sleepers,  are  as  readily  secured  from  de- 
raRgement  by  frost  or  other  causes,  and,   indeed  are  the  samr. 
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whether  the  rails  he  vvood  or  iron:  the  edge  rail  is  therefore  at 
iipphcuble  to  the  green  state  of  the  road  bed  as  the  flat  rail  ou 
wooden  strings.

The  estimated  price  for  th«  formation  of  road  bed  varie*  frora 
to  twenty-three  cents  per  cubic  yard,  and  is  based  upon  the  de« 
tails  of  the  several  excavations  and  embankments,  which  have  rc« 
fpectively  equal  and  two  third  slopes,  with  a  view  as  Wv'll  to  (he 
supposed  degree  of  tenacity  o(  the  materials  to  be  excavated,  at 
the  distance  to  be  hauled ;  the  cost  of  which  may  be  mateiially  re- 
duced, if  the  use  of  temporary  rail  ways  be  resorted  to,  as  is  fre- 
quently the  case,  for  the  removal  of  earth  and  other  materials  in- 
to the  embankment.

The  present  line  of  survey  from  Madison  to  Lafayette  may  be 
considered  ps  mendy  exp»;rimcnta!,  and  instituted  witli  a  view  to 
ascertain  the  practicability  of  a  rail  road  rather  than  approx- 
imate the  definite  location.  The  result  proves  conclusively  the 
feasibility  of  the  contemplated  rail  road,  both  as  regards  the  planes 
of  inclinatian,  admi'tling  almost  throughout  the  entire  route,  an 
economical  use  of  locomotive  power,  and  the  comparatively  mod- 
crate  cost  at  which  this  desirable  object  may  be  attained. 

The  estimates  amply  provide  for  contingencies,  the  occurrenco 
of  whirh,  1  feel  assurred,  will  imt  result  in  their  inadequacy.  In 
concluding  the  report,!  have  much  pleasure  in  saying,  that  the 
neatness,  accuracy  and  despatch  with  which  the  drawings  are  be- 
ing executed,  evince  the  professional  skill  of  Mr.  George  O.  Dria- 
col,  by  whom  I  wasa«si«ted  throughout  the  arduous  aud  laborious 
duties  of  the  field  with  unremitting  assiduity:  and  successively 
by  [lieutenants  S.  T.  Gillet  and  D.  McDougal,  with  indefatiga- 
ble zeal,  eiSiciency  and  fidelity.

Your  instructions  to  me  as  Engineer  in  charge,  dated,  Evan* 
ville,  May  lOlh,  1835,  directing  me  to  make  examinations  and 
surveys  with  a  view  to  ascertain  the  practicability  and  probable 
cost  of  constructing  a  rail  way  from  Evansville  to  Vincennes,and 
thence  to  Terre-Haute,have  been  complied  with,  and  1  have  now 
llie  lionor  to  present  the  following 

REPORT 

The  geography  of  the  country,  when  regarded  with  reference 
to  the  contemplated  work,  clearly  indicates  the  general  direction 
in  which  the  construction  of  a  rail  vvay  would  probably  encoun- 
ter  the  fewest  natural  mipediments. 

The  whole  distance  from  Evansville  to  Vincennes  by  the  line 
run,  is  61.15  miles,  which  for  convenience  of  reference  is  divided 
into  thee  parts  or  divisions. 

The  first  or,  Southern  Division,  comprises  the  part  of  the  route 
which  extends  from  the  northern  boundary  of  the  town  of  Evans- 
ville to  Princeton,  a  distance  of  31.6  miles.  The  Second  Divi«. 
ioB  includes  the  interval  froffl   PraKctoo  lo  the  rnrth    Bank  of 
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White  river,  12.3  miles  in  length.  The  third  or  Nirthera  Divis- 
ion embraces  the  remninder  of  the  route  toVinccnnes,  a  distance 
of  17.2  miles. 

FIRST  DIVISION: 

From  Evansville  to  Princeton — Lenglh  Zl.CMilci, 

Big  Pigeon  creek,  which  dischiirges  its  waters  into  tho  Ohio, 
near  the  town  of  Evansville,  rises  near  Piinceton,  and  after  pur- 
guiiig  a  southerly  course  fnr  jibout  twenty  milfs,  turns  to  the  west, 
passes  north  of  Evansville  about  three  miles,  when  it  again 
ching^s  its  course  to  the  south,  and  enters  the  Ohio  about  one 
mile  below  the  town.  Tins  stream  is  transverse  to  the  direction 
of  the  road,  and  will  have  to  be  crossed.  The  situation  of  Evans- 
ville plr.iidy  denotes  that  it  will  depend  upon  adventitious  circutn- 
(Stances  as  to  what  course  the  road  should  pursue  tocross  Big  Pigeon. 
The  prificipal  of  these  as  it  relates  to  the  construction,  are  the 
{"election  of  a  proper  point  for  crossing,  and  the  direction  which 
it  would  be  necessary  to  lake  after  the  site  for  the  bridge  bad  been 
chosen.  The  line  crosses  near  Negley's  Mill,  upon  a  solid  rock 
foundation,  and  is  the  best,  and  indeed  the  only  point  which  such  a 
structure  could  be  erected. 

Commencing  then  at  the  northern  boundary  of  the  town,  the 
line  without  encountering  any  obstacle  worthy  of  notice,  is  con- 
tinued ptraitjht  over  level  ground  heavily  timbered,  to  the  point 
nbove  mentioned.  After  crossirig,  the  valley  of  Little  Pigeon 
creek  is  pursued  in  order  to  attain  sufficient  elevati^^n  to  pasg 
over  the  lower  part  of  the  ridge,  separating  its  waters  from  that 
of  Big  creek  and  its  tributaries  flowing  into  the  Wabash.  The 
line  as  far  as  Little  Pigeon  was  f)und  to  bo  favorable,  but  upon 
following  up  the  east  fork  which  was  the  first  valley  pursued, it  was 
nscerlained  tha*^  although  the  ridge  might  be  attained  in  a  short- 
er distance,  a  cut  averageing  27  i^et  about  a  mile,  would  be  necea- 
Bary  to  come  within  the  m.iximuni  grade  of  HO  feet  to  the  mile. 
It  v/as  therefore  abandoned,  and  the  line  pursues  the  West  fork 
of  liittle  Pigeon  to  the  summit  at  llornbrook's,  over  ground  re- 
quiring comparatively  but  little  excavation.  This  summit  is 
the  lf)vvest  point  on  the  ridge,  and  is  easily  overcome  witha  2radc 
of  30  feet  to  the  mile  for  two  miles.  As  another  means  tor  at- 
taining the  summit,  an  examination  was  made  of  the  vnlley  of 
the  Muddy  Branch,  a  tributary  of  Big  Pigeon,  separated  from 
little  Pigeon  by  a  high  ridge,  up(fn  which  the  state  road  to 
Princeton  is  located.  But  it  was  discovered  that  in  addition  to 
ttie  difficulties  to  be  encountered  in  /ascending  to  its  head,  which 
ig  86  feet  above  grade  at  a  poini  only  two  mile  from,  its  confluence 
with  Big  Pigeon,  there  would  be  continued  and  expensive  side 
hill  cutting  and  successive  obstacles  to  reach  the  lowest  point  of 
the  ridge  above  alluded  to. 

Another  route  w;is  suggested  throT?gh  the  valley  of  Locust 
eresk,  also  a  tributar»-  of  Bi^  Pigeon*  and  ly-tn^  still  farther  wcs5. 


Bnt  (he  same  diflicultlfc^  preieni  Ihemselvca  here  a«  were  Tiyond 
to  exist  upon  the  East  fork  of  Ijitlle  Pifjeon. 

SoonHllcr  passing  the  §ummit  we  pass  a  small  brnnch  of  Bijg 
crtek,and  ascend  a  small  ridge  dividing  this  branch  of  Big  creek 
irom  ihii  liig  pond,  (the  spring  head  of  the  Pond  Fork  of  Hig 
creek)  whe:ice  we  are  constrained  to  descend  with  a  grade  of  30 
feet  to  the  nily  for  one  and  ahalf  miles  to  the  e:istern  end  of  the 
pond.  The  line  then  crosses  the  pond,  which  n  there  about  3900 
feet  wide,  and  subject  to  inundation  of  from  one  and  a  half  to  two 
feet,  requirirjfi;  embankment  to  raise  the  road  above  the  influence 
of  the  f«priiig  freshets.  The  trace  of  the  line  is  then  continued 
tip  the  valley  vf  Rush  creek  (a  triliularyof  the  pond)  to  its  head, 
which  is  the  most  advantageous  in  direction  for  crossing  the  ridge 
belwc».n  the  pond  and  the  Hurricane  Fork  of  Pigeon;  continuing 
along  the  course  of  the  latter  to  its  junction  with  the  Barren 
ForkofPitreon,  the  slate  road  and  the  latter  stream  are  crossed, 
nnd  tlie  line  strikci*  the  valley  of  the  main,  or  as  it  is  generally 
termed,  Muddy  Fork  of  Pigeon.  After  some  examination  we  5e» 
lected  this  latter  branch  as  evidently  the  best  route  in  preference 
to  the  valley  of  Clear  Fork  on  the  east  side  of  the  State  Road 
Ridge. 

In  the  neighborhood  of  the  junction  of  these  slreams,  the  bof- 
toms  spread  out  to  perhaps  a  mile  in  width,  and  will  admit  of  a 
line  rather  shorter  than  that  run.  The  line  of  survey  then  di* 
verge?  to  the  west  to  take  advantage  of  this  creek,  and  thence 
running  north,  traverses  a  small  elevation,  the  drains  from  which 
supply  Log  Pond,  a  large  collection  of  water  extending  spt- 
eral  miles  north  and  south,  and  which  is  said  to  be  notordy  the 
source  of  the  mudd}  fork  of  Pigeon  creek,  but  also  a  tributary  of 
Patoka.  Touching  the  eastern  edge  of  this  pond,  we  gradually 
attain  the  high  ground  dividing  its  tributaries  trom  those  of  the 
Clear  Fork  of  Pijreon;  makir»g  a  small  cut  across  ttic  ridge,  the 
face  of  it  is  pursued  to  a  point  U  miles  south  of  Princeton,  with 
eapy  gra  le*: — thence  across  a  low  ridge  and  down  a  ravine  into 
the  valley  of  Richland  creek,  (a  tributary  ol  Patoka)  to  Pi  inceton. 
The  line  then  crosses  through  the  western  part  of  the  town.  The 
country  between  Evansville  and  Princeton,  generally  aflfbrds 
good  timber:  limestone  rock  is  found  on  Big  Pigeon  in  the  imme* 
diate  vicinity  of  the  line,  and  gand  stone  rock  was  also  discovered 
in  the  bed  of  the  creek,  by  which  the  line  ascends  from  the  Big 
pond.  [Jpon  other  parts  of  the  route,  stone  is  scarce,  and  will 
generally  have  to  be  hauled  a  considerable  distance,  which  will 
much  enhance  the  cost  of  masonry  upon  this  division.  The 
whole  estimated  cost  of  graduation  and  masonry  from  EvansvilJe 
to  Princeton,  amounts  to  $04,402  06,  the  details  of  v/hicb  are 
alt'icbed. 

SECOND  DIVISION 
Front  Prine^loii  i«  the  J^'orlh  Bank  of  White  river ^  12.53  Milt»» 
'Yhrcc  lines  were  run  from  Princeton  with  a  view  of  ascertalR- 
rng  the,  btj-t  mode  of  d-rccnding  to  the  Patoka  river,  the  groand 
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pK.>r:«tinga  *ai  j'iicr  bsuUr*  by  stteauw  flowing  nmnhwtrittiif  twl» 
th«  Patoka.  Of  tht^se  the  h\'A  one  run,  i«  considered  the  most  fa* 
Torable,  and  pa&ginfj  through  the  weslrrn  edge  of  the  town» 

In  conseqisenccof  the  difference  of  elevation  between  Prince 
Ion  and  PatckH,  it  became  i!ecci??niy  torommenre  a  descent  be- 
fore reaching  Princeton;  therefore  on  leaving  the  town  we  :jro 
forced  to  make  a  ?mall  rut  across  the  rid^e  upon  which  the  body 
of  the  town  is  built,  and  which  divides  Kichland  creek  from  an- 
other  small  creek  tributary  to  Patoka,  hut  discharging  by  too  cir- 
cuitous  a  route  for  its  valley  to  be  pursued  by  our  line.  Conse- 
quently ffd  cross  over  a  low  flat  ridge  into  the  valley  of  another 
creek  which  crosses  the  state  ro.id  from  Princeton  to  Vincenncf, 
nbout  two  miles  from  Princeton — thence  the  valley  of  the  creek  it 
followed  in  a  norlhwesteily  direction  to  the  valley  of  Patoka. 

The  valley  of  Patoka  is  of  considerable  width  where  we  enter 
it,  bounded  by  a  high  and  broken  country,  and  subject  to  inunda- 
tion when  there  is  n  simultaneous  rise  of  the  Patoka  and  Wabash 
river?!.  The  line  crosses  the  Patoka  below  the  Columbia  Mill?, 
pasres  over  a  bottom  land  extending  fjom  Patoka  to  White  river, 
the  surface  of  which  is  somewhat  broken,  and  elevated  apparent- 
ly by  a  sandy  deposite  washed  from  the  hills  which  skirt  it  on 
the  e.ist.  We  ther)  follow  up  the  valley  of  White  river  for  nearly 
four  miles,  to  the  mouth  of  Robb's  mill  creek,  near  hazleton's 
ferry  over  alluvi;il  bottom  land  heavily  timbered  and  subject  to 
inundation  involving  the  necessity  of  heavy  embankments  over 
confiderable  portions  of  this  part  of  the  route. 

A  long  and  expensive  bridge  will  be  required  to  pa?s  the  road 
over  White  river,  being  subject  to  the  influence  of  freshets.  ThH 
i7ork  xvill  have  to  be  constructed  iii  the  very  best  manner  t<> 
enable  it  to  withstand  the  shocks  of  the  floating  ice  and  timber, 
which  are  brought  down  in  immense  quantities.  A  wooden  super* 
structure  is  estimated  for  with  four  arches  of  150  feet  span  each, 
resting  upon  three  stone  piers,  which  are  43  feet  high.  The 
versed  line  of  the  arch  will  be  ten  feet  above  high  water  mark  so 
ns  to  allow  the  free  passage  of  flats  boats  descending  the  river. 
An  estimate  of  the  cott  of  this  bridge  is  included  in  the  details  of 
this  division  annexed.  In  consequence  of  the  heavy  embank- 
ments necefsar>  in  passing  rverthe  bottom  of  White  river  to  tho 
crossing,  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  examine  another  route  to  as- 
certain if  the  approach  to  it  could  not  be  etfected  without  incur, 
ling  tbe  heavy  expense  which  would  be  necessary  upon  the  route 
surveyed.  With  this  view  a  recontiisance  was  made  'f  tlie  pro- 
posed  route  from  a  point  in  our  line  about  three  miU  s  north  of 
I'rinceton,  ascending  the  valley  of  a  small  creek  flowing  south,  to 
its  head,  crossinjja  ridge,  and  descending  by  means  of  a  r;ivine  to 
the  valley  of  the  Patoka,  near  the  bridge  on  the  slate  road  iVoni 
Princeton  to  Vincennes.  The  descent  cf  the  ravine  wns  consid- 
ered to  be  too  great  when  compared  with  its  length,  being  not, 
more  than  half  a  mile,  and  would  have  required  a  cut  tlirough  it? 
f t3n»mtt  eo  greatf  acf]  Tin  tmhtnktnenl  ocros?  the  vnllcyof  PatoiiA 
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m  heary  as  to  form  an  objeclkori  of  itseif  fjuuofcls-ilfictsmt  (»  coo- 
licfnn  the  route. 

From  the  bridge  the  country  in  the  vicinity  of  the  slate  road  wn* 
examined  as  far  as  the  head  of  Robb's  mill  creek,  with  a  vie^  of 
descending  that  stream  to  the  crossing  of  White  river,  but  the 
extreme  ru:jgedness  of  the  country  would  have  required  very  ex- 
pensive excavations  and  enibanUments,  which  together  willi  tho 
objection  already  stated,  decidedly  gave  the  preference  to  the 
route  surveyed.  The  whole  estimated  co<t  of  graduation  and 
masonry  upon  this  division,  amounts  to  ^Jl'^JSj-l^D  11,  the  details  of 
which  are  attached. 

THIRD,  OR  jXORTHERK  DIVISION, 

From  While  river  to  Vincennes — Distance  16.97  Miles. 

After  crossing  White  river,  the  line  pursues  its  valley  throogh 
rich  bottom  land?,  subject  to  overflow  up  to  Decker's  Station,  to 
Vincenne's,  tlie  character  of  the  country  is  somewhat  diversiHed. 
On  the  east,  low  rolling  barrens  commence  and  continue  to  with. 
In  four  miles  of  White  river,  when  the  country  becomes  high  and 
undu!atory,and  extending  east  fora  considerable  distance.  West 
of  these  barrens  a  ditferent  aspect  is  presented,  the  land  being 
generally  low  and  swampy,  subject  to  inundation  both  by  ^\  hitc 
river  and  the  Wabash.  The  country  as  it  approaches  Vincen- 
nes, cradu  illy  changes  into  wet  prairies,  interspersed  occasional- 
ly with  low  {iml)ered  land.  After  leaving  Decker's  Station,  the 
line  skirts  the  western  edge  of  the  Barrens,  and  crosses  the  river 
Deschce  near  the  state  road  and  avoiding  the  high  grounds  on 
the  right,  enters  the  state  road  »t  Bushy  prairie,  the  general 
course  of  which  it  maintains  to  Vincennes.  The  grades  upon 
this  division  are  very  easy,  and  the  graduation  comparatively 
cheap. 

The  whole  cost  of  this  division  amounts  to  ,^*37,852  26,  the  de- 
tails of  which  are  attached.  Making  the  whole  cost  lor  gradua- 
tion, masonry,  &c.  from  Evansville  to  Vincennes  amouiU  to 
$255,679  43. 

Vincennes  and  Teriie-IIaute  Rail  Road. 

This  line  like  the  proceeiling,  is  divided  into  three  division?, 
vlr:  The  first  division  extending  from  Vincennes  to  Maria  creek: 
tlie  second  division  extending  from  Maria  creek  to  Terman'a 
creek;  and  the  third  division  extending  from  Terman*«  creek  to 
the  termination  of  the  line  at  Terre-llautc. 

FIRST  DIVISION. 

The  first  division,  extending  from  Vincennes  to  Maria  creek, 
is  8  miles  and  896  yards  in  length.  The  line  from  Vincennc* 
pursues  the  prairie  upon  which  the  town  is  built,  as  farasSnap'^ 
creek,  over  gro*.!  ad  in  places  subject  to  overflow;  eroding  Snap*« 
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creek  and  a  low  flat  ridge  which  divides  it  from  Mill  creek,  the 
line  crosses  the  latter  and  Ibllows  along  the  face  of  the  high  bluffs 
of  the  V/ahash  river  above  the  influence  of  freshets,  passing  the 
site  of  Fort  Knox,  to  Small's  creek,  a  tributary  of  Maria  creek. 
After  crossing  Small's  creek  the  hne  encounters  a  high  rocky 
bluffofsand  stone,  which  will  render  the  consruction  of  that  part 
of  the  road  somewhat  expensive.  The  bluff'is  perpendicular  for 
the  most  part,  and  extends  about  one  and  a  half  miles  to  the  ter- 
mination of  the  division.  The  road  will  be  obliged  to  occupy  the 
low  bottom  of  the  Wabash  immediately  at  the  base  of  the  bluff, 
which  will  require  heavy  etnbankments  to  protect  it  from  the  in- 
fluence of  the  freshets.  Earth  for  this  purpose,  however,  can  be 
obtained  from  the  bluff  in  the  immediate  vicinity. 

It  may  be  necessary  in  some  instances,  further  to  guard  against 
the  high  water  by  a  protection  wall — stone  for  which  is  on  the 
spot. 

The  grades  upon  this  division  are  all  easy.  The  whole  estima- 
ted cost  of  ®;raduation  upon  this  division,  amounts  to  ^32,756  09 
— the  details  of  which  are  annexed. 

SECOND  DIVISION. 

The  Second  Division   embracing  the  country  fro7n   Maria  to  Ter- 
man-s  creek,  is  30  miles  and  1,333  yards  in  length. 

Maria  creek  will  require  a  bridge  of  100  feet  span,  and  an  em- 
bankment of  17i  feet  high  across  its  bottom  to  give  suflicient 
space  under  the  bridge  for  the  passage  of  flat-boats  descending 
the  creek.  In  consequence  of  the  scarcity  of  stone,  the  structure 
will  be  necessarily  expensive. 

From  the  crossing  of  Maria  creek,  the  line  skirts  the  eastern 
edge  of  Busserow  prairie,  taking  advantage  of  a  slight  elevation 
or  ridge  above  high  water  mark  for  about  tour  miles,  when  it  en- 
ters the  prairie  and  continues  in  it  its  whole  length  to  within  a 
mile  and  a  half  of  Busserow  creek,  when  it  passes  through  wood- 
land over  slightly  undulating  ground  to  the  creek,  which  is  cross- 
ed  at  Snap's,  near  the  old  State  Road  to  Merom.  This  steam 
will  require  a  bridge  of  100  feet  span,  ar,d  a  heavy  embankment, 
averaging;  fifteen  feet  for  a  quarter  of  a  mile. 

From  Busserow  to  Sugar  creek,  the  hne  follows  a  low  flat 
ridge,  dividing  the  waters'flowing  into  Busserow  and  Buck  creeks 
on  the  east  from  those  flowing  into  the  V/abash  and  Turtle  creek 
on  the  west.  The  first  four  miles  is  over  a  sandy  barren,  thence 
over  a  wet  prairie  extending  nearly  to  Lebanon:  it  there  passes 
through  the  eastern  edge  of  the  town  and  enters  a  flat  beech 
woods  which  continues  to  Sugar  Creek. 

From  Sugar  creek  the  line  crosses  the  ridge  dividing  it  from 
Terman's  creek,  passing  through  an  arm  of  Currey's  prairie. 
From  the  summit  of  the  ridge  the  line  follows  down  a  ravine  put- 
ting into  Terman's  creek.    ' A  long  heavy    embankment  will  be 
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required  to  pass  the  valley  of  the  creek,  averaging  18  feet  for  a 
quarter  of  a  mile,  together  wi<h  abridge  of  100  feet  span. 

The  heaviest  grades  in  this  division  do  not  exceed  30  feet  to 
the  mile,  and  are  no  where  necessary  for  more  than  3-4  of  a  mile; 
the  ascents  and  descents  for  the  most  part,  being  long  and 
gradual. 

The  vehole  estimated  cost  of  this  division  amounts  to  ^105,- 
778  51:     The  details  of  which  are  annexed. 

THIRD  DIVISION. 

The  lliird  Division  comprising  the  county  betzceen   Terman^s  creek 
and  Terre-Haute  is  18  miles  and  1^X20  yards  in  length. 

Immediately  after  crossing  Terman's  creek  the  line  asceends 
a  low  flat  ridge  dividing  the  main  stream  on  the  east  from  one  of 
its  tributaries  on  the  west,  and  following  the  ridge  rather  on  the 
west  face  for  about  six  miles  descends  to  the  level  of  the  Honey 
creek  prairie,  crosses  Prairie  creek,  passes  the  high  ground  on  the 
east,  occasionally  encountering  low  swampy  ground,  subject,  in 
many  places,  to  inundation,  and  then  passes  through  an  arm  of 
Honey  creek  prairie,  crosses  Honey  creek  near  the  road  from 
Carlisle  to  Terre-IIaute,  when  it  enters  Fort  Harrison  prairie, 
and  continues  in  it  until  within  a  short  distance  of  Terre-Haute. 
when  passing  through  a  narrow  piece  of  wood-land,  it  is  termina- 
ted at  the  southern  boundary  of  the  town. 

The  grades  upon  the  whole  of  the  division  are  remarkably  easy, 
and  the  cost  of  graduation  will  be  moderate.  The  whole  cost  of 
graduation  and  masonry  amounts  to  ^f  67,360   11. 

According  to  the  instructions  received  from  you,  the  following 
plan  of  superstructure  has  been  estimated  for: 

Two  trenches  will  be  excavated  the  whole  length  of  road,  par- 
allel to  each  other,  corresponding  to  each  line  of  rail,  2  feet  wide 
and  18  inches  deep,  into  which  will  be  placed  bearing  timbers  12 
inches  square.  On  these  bearing  timbers  will  be  laid  black  lo- 
cust cross-sills  or  sleepers,  G  by  8  inches,  7i  feet  in  length  and  3 
feet  apart  from  centre  to  centre,  into  which  will  be  cut  the 
notches  to  receive  the  side  rails  of  Susquehanna  pine,  6  by  6  in- 
ches, secured  to  their  proper  places  by  wedges  on  the  inside. 
On  the  inner  edge  of  the  side  rails  will  be  laid  flat  bars  of  iron, 
Si  inches  in  width  by  5-8  inches  in  thickness,  and  properly  fas- 
tened to  the  side  rails  by  screw  bolts  and  iron  spikes.

I  have  thought  it  proper  to  mention  the  grade  only  on  those 
parts  of  the  line  where  it  might  be  apprehended  that  a  good  one 
could  not  be  obtained.  With  these  exceptions,  tiic  ground  on 
the  whole  distance  of  the  line  is  not  too  undulating  to  admit  ot  a 
considerable  less  grade  thah  30  feet  to  a  mile.  In  the  cases  in 
which  this  maximum  has  to  be  applied,  the  distance  i^  too  short 
to  have  any  considerable  effect  in  the  retardation  of  the  speed  of 
the  cars. 

It  is  incumbent  on  me  to  tender  an  expression  of  my  thanks  to 
Gen.  Evans, Capt.  Martin,  Col.  Boon,  Capt.  Watson,  and  other 
commissioners  on  the  line,  for  their  attentions  during  the  survey, 
which  tended  to  facilitate  its  progress.

Sir — In  compliance  with  your  orders,  dated  Lawrenceburg^ 
May  4lh,  1835, 1  have  prosecuted  the  surveys  intrusted  to  mc^ 
and  have  tlic  honor  to  submit  to  youi  consideration  the  following 
report  and  eslimalc  of  the  cost  of  a  rail  roaa  between  Lawrence- 
burgh  and  Indianapolis,  Indiana. 

The  few  remarks  1  have  to  offer  will  be  given  under  the  fol- 
lowing heads: 

1.  C'haracter  of  the  country  between  Lawrenceburgh  and  In- 
dianapolis. 

2.  Details  o^  the  route  surveyed. 

3.  Plan  of  construction,  with  the  estimated  cost  of  superstruc 
ture. 

4.  Cost  of  graduation. 

I.  CHARACTER  OF  THE  COUNTRY. 

After  attaining  the  summit  at  an  elevation  of  550  feet  above 
the  Ohio  river,  the  prevailing  feature  of  (he  country  is  a  fl:jt  table 
land  ve^y  much  broken  in  the  vicinity  of  the  larsjer  streams  by 
the  innumerable  ravines  and  water  courses  which  traverse  and 
drain  the  country  in  all  directions.  From  Lawrenceburgh  fol- 
lowing the  valley  to  the  head  of  Tanner's  creek,  the  ground  is 
very  broken,  the  ravines  occurring  at  short  intervals.  From 
the  head  of  Tanner's  creek  there  are  intervals  of  level  land  un- 
til we  strike  the  dividing  ridge  between  the  tribulalries  of  White 
Water  river  and  the  heads  of  Laughery  and  Sand  creeks;  these 
streams  interlocking  here  very  closely,  the  breaks  of  Wb.ite  Wa- 
ter (iver  and  Laugliery  creek,  being  frequently  within  a  fev/ 
yards  '.f  each  other.  This  is  the  summit  ridge  ot  this  section  of 
the  state,  dividing  the  waters  which  flow  into  th^  Wabash,  from 
those  which  follow  the  White  Water  into  the  Ohio  liver. 

After  leaving  this  ridge,  the  ground  descends  genlly  towards 
the  west,  and  until  we  reach  Greensburgli,  is  much  broken  by  the 
drains  and  ravines  of  Sand  creek.  From  Greensburg  to  Flat 
Rock  river,  a  distance  of  nine  miles,  the  surface  is  generally  flat, 
decending  gradually  towards  this  river;  after  leaving  the  valley 
of  this  river,  the  country  descends  c^ently  to  the  Blue  river  valley 
at  Shelbyville,  between  this  and  Buck  creek,  a  distance'of  four- 
teen miles, the  country  is  level;  but  from  Buck  creek  to  a  point 
about  eight  miloj  from  Indianapolis,  the  ground  a^ain  rises  gradu- 
ally; descending  again  from  this  point  in  the  direction  of  Indian- 
apolis. The  surface,  however,  except  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
etreams,  is  flat. 

CEOLOGlCAIi  FEATURES. 

In  conr)mon  with  the  whole  basin  of  the  Mississippi,  the  country 
ii  of  a  secondnry-  formation,  characterized   by  its  extensive  level 
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plains,  an(^  the  gently  undulating  outline  of  its  hills.  This  for- 
mation is  covered  by  a  deposition  of  alluvial,  which,  resulting 
mostly  from  the  prevailing  formation,  produces  a  rich  soil  inde- 
pendendent  of  the  mould  deposited  by  the  continual  decomposi- 
tion of  vegetable  matter. 

The  rock  met  with  in  tb.e  vicinity  of  the  line,  is  the  secondary 
limestone,  varying  '.;0th  in  color  and  structure  from  a  dark  blue 
to  a  light  dun  color,  and  from  compact  close  grained,  to  an  earthy 
or  clayey  structure.  Much  of  this  lime  stone,  particularly  that 
near  the  surface,  the  stratum  of  wiiich  contains  vast  quantities  of 
the  remains  of  marine  animals.  In  some  situalioiis,  the  stratum 
appearing  on  the  surface  is  almost  whoiiy  composed  of  shells,  and 
is  used  to  advantage  in  the  burning  oflime.  The  best  lime  stone 
as  a  building  stone,  which  occurs  on  the  line,  is  at  Flat  Rock  riv- 
er; the  upper  strata  being  a^^oul  six  oi-  ei;::ht  inches  in  thickness, 
to  form  a  good  building  stone.  This  stone  is  of  a  light  dun  color, 
the  fracture  exhiiiiting  a  glimmering  lustre  somewhat  resembling 
the  coarser  marbles,  and  is  very  compact. 

The  formation  of  lime  stone  is  inten.epted  in  some  places  by 
tracks  of  sand  stone.  Near  Sand  creek  a  light  yellov/  sand  stone 
occurs.  The  grain  is  close,  and  if  found  in  suflicient  quantities 
would  form  a  good  building  stone. 

In  the  vicinity  of  Shelbyville,  boulders  of  gneiss  and  granite  ap- 
pear on  the  surface,  but  not  in  sufficient  quiintities  to  be  of  any 
use.  The  only  indication  of  metalic  ore  observed  nearthe  line, 
are  I'pon  Tanner's  creek.  Galena  (sulphuret  lead)  has  been 
found  in  small  lumps,  in  or  near  the  creek;  but  whether  it  was  in 
situation,  or  had  been  washed  0"om  its  proper  place  by  the  drain- 
age of  the  country,  whs  not  apparent. 

TIMEEU. 

The  timber  in  the  vicinity  of  the  line  is  pretty  much  the  same 
throughout,  viz:  sugarmaple,  beech,  poplar,  wulnut,  white  oak, 
elm,  and  ash.  The  above  order  of  nrrangetiient  will  be  very 
nearly  in  the  proposition  in  which  they  occur.  The  white  oak  is 
mostly  found  in  groves,  but  is  not  generally  distributed  over  the 
country  as  the  other  species  o[  timber. 

IT.  DETAILS  OF  THE  ROUTE  SURVEYED. 

In  selecting  a  point  from  which  to  commence  the  experiment- 
al surveys,  several  circumstances  were  to  be  taken  into  consider- 
ation. Lawreuceburgh,  situated  in  a  low  bottom  of  the  Ohio  riv- 
er, is  exposed  to  all  the  inconveniences  attending  a  sudden  rise 
of  its  waters.  Through  this  hottsm,  open  the  several  streams, 
Tanner's,  Wilson,  Ho^jan  and  Laughery  creeks,  whose  valleys  of- 
fer a  means  of  attaining  by  a  gradual  rise  the  elevated  land  in 
the  interior.  All  of  these  stream?,  hov/ever,  owing  to  the  gradu- 
al rise  of  their  beds,  for  the  first  four  miles,  are  affected  by  the 
/reshets  of  the  Ohio  river,  the  waters    of  which   are  in  many  io- 
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stances,  backed  up  sis  or  seven  miles  from  their  mouths.  Before 
deciding  wliich  stream  to  make  use  of,  the  most  satisfactory 
course,  perhaps  would  liave  been  to  have  made  a  detailed  survey 
of  each.  Bui  this,  time  would  not  permit.  A  few  remarks  ex- 
plaining tiui  relative  siiu.uioa  of  each  stream,  will  not  be  ;mii?s  in 
this  place. 

l(  Laugher)  creek  had  been  taken,  tiie  line  should  pass  above 
th<'  reach  of  the  hig!i  water  of  the  Oiii'o  river,  over  T.mnci's, 
Wilson's,  and  llugan's  creeks,  following  the  river  bank  until  it 
meets  l!ie  mouth  of  Laugliery  t;r(>ek,  a  distance  of  six  miles.  If 
llogan's  creek  had  been  taken,  the  same  difficulty  would  have 
presf^nted  itself  in  the  crossing  of  Tannet's  creek  anrl  Wiison's 
creek,  at  an  elevation  above  the  high  water  maik  of  the  Ohio 
river.  As  regards  Wilson's  creek,  from  wiiat  I  could  gather  in  a 
cursory  examination,  it  appeared  mich  too  short  to  answer  our 
purpose.  To  attain  the  necessary  summit  by  passing  up  \  il- 
son  creek  valley,  would  require  a  grade  much  too  abrupt  to  be 
compensated  for  any  advantage  the  line  could  otier.  By  select- 
ing Tanner"'s  creek,  the  necessity  of  crossing  any  of  the  streams 
near  their  mouth?,  is  obviated,  the  line  running  on  the  east  bank 
of  Tanner's  creek  upwards  of  three  miles,  and  crossing  by  a  bluff 
bank  which  off^MS  on  either  side.  The  permanent  location  al- 
ready made  in  Lawrenccburgh.  has  in  view  the  continuation  of 
the  line  on  the  east  bank  of  Tanner's  creek,  above  stated.  Com- 
mencing at  the  corner  of  ?>Iain  and  —  streets,  near  iMr-Tousey's 
Imuse,  Lawrenceliurgh,  the  line  was  located  at  the  lequest  of  the 
Directors  of  the  Lawrenccburgh  and  Indianapolis  rail  road  com- 
pany, through  Newtown  for  about  one  mile,  the  estimates  of 
which  have  already  been  furnished  you.j  From  ihis  point,  in- 
stead of  immediately  crossing  Tanner's  creek,  a  distance  of  2i 
miles,  gaining  at  the  expense  of  an  ascending  and  descending 
grade  of  25  feet  the  mile  more  favorable  ground,  a  better  crossing 
place;  avoids  the  abrupt  curve  necessary  upon  the  opposite  bank, 
find  shortens  the  distance  nearly  a  mile:  advantages  which  more 
than  compensate  for  the  difference  of  grade  between  the  two 
lines. 

-After  crossing  the  creek  at  station  130,  the  line  follows  the 
west  bank,  ascending  by  a  very  gentle  grade  to  station  288,  near 
JMud  Lick  nu),  a  distance  of  three  miles.  From  the  surface  of 
this  run,  the  height  to  be  overcome  inorderto  reach  the  summit, 
is  550  feet  crossing  this  run  then  at  an  elevation  of  30  feet, 
leaves  520  feet,  or  a  grade  of  37.69  feet  the  m'le  for  13  miles, 
the  available  length  of  the  creek.  The  objection  to  this  grade, 
is  the  height  at  which  it  will  cros.s  the  runs  and  ravines  open- 
ing into  the  creek  is  in  the  last  few  miles;  consequently,  by  assum- 
ing the  most  favorable  grade  within  the  two  extremes,  viz,  37  (i9 
feet  the  mile,  the  road  bed  will  necessarily  cross  the  runs  and  ra- 
vines opening  into  the  creek,  when  the  rise  of  its  bed  is  gentle, 
at  an  elevation   greatly  increasing  (he  cost  of  tonstruction.     But 
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n  grade  of  30  feet  the  mile  for  iO.5  miles,  ar.d  h  grade  of  CO 
the  mile  for 2.5  overcomes  the  rise  of  the  creek  in  the  most  favo- 
rable manner  as  regards  difficulty  and  cost  of  construction.  The 
line  surveyed  crosses  Tanner's  creek  twice,  once  near  Bullock's 
ford,  and  again  just  above  the  ibrks  of  the  creek.  The  fiist  cross- 
in;^  will  be  necessary  toavoid  the  bend  of  the  creek.  Jt  may  not 
be  necessary  to  cross  at  the  forks,  as  the  line  when  located  will 
pro!)abjy  Icecp  (he  west  l)ank  o/  the  creek,  as  far  at  least  as  Fly's 
run.  Future  examinati'Ui,  however,  will  delerniine  this  poirst. 
From  the  head  of  Tanner's  creek,  the  line  faking  (he  level  grouud 
passes  over  IFogan's  creek,  tlie  breaks  of  lliple}',  (a  bianch  of 
Laugheiy  creek)  Little  Laughery  and  Main  l.aughery,  just 
toucbing  the  breaks  of  Pipe  creek.  At  the  crossing  of  Main 
Laughery,  a  short  descending  and  ascending  grade  of  i25  feet  the 
mile  will  be  necessary.  After  passing  Main  Laughery  the  des- 
cent is  quite  gradual,  until  we  reach  a  branch  of  Salt  creek,  a 
distance  of  3i  miles.  From  this  branch  the  country  rises  until 
we  r.ttain  the  ridge  dividing  the  tributaries  of  "VVhite  River  and 
White  Water,  at  an  elevation  of  575  fet-t  above  the  Ohio  river. 
This  is  the  highest  point  on  the  line.  The  grades,  however, 
both  fo  and  from  this  point  are  quite  gentle.  From  this  summit 
to  Greensburgh,  the  ground  descending  gradually,  's  very  much 
cut  up  by  the  breaks  of  Sand  creek.  Sand  creek  itself  is  crossed 
favorably  about  one  mile  cast  of  Greensburgh,  the  line  passing 
for  the  last  few  miles  near  tlie  Brookville  road.  After  touching 
the  eastern  extremity  of  Greensburh,  the  line  cross'ing  the  Mud- 
dy Fork  of  Sand  creek,  passes  over  very  favorable  ground  until 
it  reaches  Clifty.  'J'his  stream  in  common  with  most  of  the  east- 
erly branches  of  White  river,  runs  through  a  low  wide  bottom 
with  BlulT  banks  on  either  side.  Jn  order  to  cross  it  advantage- 
ously the  line  follows  a  southerly  branch  of  it  to  the  main  stream, 
about  half  a  mile  above  the  Michigan  road,  immediately  oppo- 
site which  point  another  branch  opens.  The  line  after  croFsing 
Clifty,  follows  this  branch  to  the  dividing  summit  between  Clifty 
and  Flat  Rock  river. 

Immediately  above  the  forks  of  Flat  Rock  river,  about  H  miles 
above  the  Michigan  road,  two  streanris  empty  themselves.  The 
one  from  the  North  (VV'olf  Pen  Branch,)  into  the  main  stream; 
the  other  from  the  south  (Eaton's  branch)  into  what  is  called  Lit- 
tle Flat.  The  line  descends  by  Eaton's  branch  to  the  bottom, 
crosses  both  the  forks  and  follows  Wolf  Pen  branch  to  the  table 
land.  A  descending  and  ascending  grade  of  at  least  35  feet  to 
the  mile  will  be  necessary  to  pass  tliis  stream. 

After  leaving  Wolf  Pen  brand),  the  line  is  direct  seven  miles 
to  a  point  on  the  Michigan  road,  near  Loudon's  tavern,  leaving 
S(.  Omerabout  1  L'3  miles  to  the  west,  crossing  ConiTs  creek  a- 
bout  half  a  mile  above  the  village  of  Middletown  and  Buck  creek, 
about  a  aquarter  of  a  mile  above  the  Michigan  road.  From  this 
point  (Loudon's)  tvTO  lines  were  run:  one  passing  through  Shel- 
byville,  and  crossing  Blue  river  near  the  bridge  on  the  Michigan 
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crossing  Blue  river  at  what  is  called  the  His^h  Hank,  and  inter- 
secting the  Michigan  road  again  near  Brandywine  creek,  at 
which  point  it  unites  wiih  the  line  through  Shelbyville.  The 
riins  ai'.d  Profile  will  show  the  relative  mcrils  of  lhe*e  two  lines. 
After  co?-iiig  Brandywine  creek,  for  the  coiivenience  of  survey, 
thf  line  follows  the  Michigan  road  to  a  point  about  a  lialf  a  mile 
from  Its  intersection  with  the  Nalion;d  Road,  where  it  bears  more 
to  the  west,  and  enters  Indianapolis  near  the  junction  of  the  Na- 
tional Road  from  the  east  with  Washington  f^troet,  which  street  it 
follows  to  a  point  opposite  the  State  House,  where  the  surveys 
were  terminated. 

Between  Shtdbyville  and  Indianapolis  the  face  of  the  country, 
for  some  in'iles  on  eitlier  side  of  the  Michigan  road,  is  very  much 
the  same,  and  ojOTers  no  obstruction  to  the  formation  of  a  direct 
line  oC  rail  road  between  the  two  points.  The  route  surveyed,  is 
for  the  most  part  direct,  after  reaching  the  head  of  Tanner's 
crei'k  it  is  particularly  so.  The  necessity  of  following  the  valley 
of  this  stream,  renders  this  division  of  line  indirect.  Again  at 
the  crossing  of  Flat  Rock  river, sotne  short  curves  are  necessary, 
in  order  the  line  may  accommodate  itself  to  the  ground,  in  no  in- 
stance on  the  whole  line,  need  the  curves  to  be  of  a  shorter  radi- 
us than  1200  feet.  The  grades  are  gentle,  vvith  a  very  few  ex- 
ceptions. Ascending  grade  towards  Indianapolis  of  17.82  feet 
per  mile.  The  total  diJlference  between  ascents  and  descents 
is  220  feet,  making  the  State  House,  at  Indianapolis,  220  feet 
above  high  water  mark  at  Lawrenceburgh.  The  grade  of  60 
feet  the  mile  for  two  miles,  on  Tanner's  creek,  cannot,  by  any 
means,  be  considered  objectionable,  considering  the  nature  of  the 
ground.  If  the  design  w:is  to  construct  that  portion  of  the  road 
with  the  most  gentle  grade  possible,  the  grade  could  not  be  re- 
duced within  37.69  feet  per  miles  for  13  mile,  the  summit  being 
520  feet,  and  the  available  length  of  the  creek  13  miles.  The 
power  necessary  to  overcome  this  grade,  taking  the  trade  at  its 
maximum,  is  to  the  power  necessary  to  produce  the  same  effect 
on  a  grade  of  sixty  feet  the  mile,  as  18.12  :  25.90.  Now  wheth- 
er the  motive  power  be  horse  or  steam,  the  additional  power  ne- 
cessary to  overcome  this  latter  grade,  can  be  maintained  at  a  cost 
much  less  than  the  interest  of  the  difference  of  cost  of  construct- 
ion of  the  two  lines.  That  is  to  sav,  that  the  cost  of  construct- 
ing the  road  with  a  grade  of  37.69  feet  the  mile  for  13  miles, 
will  so  far  exceed  the  cost  of  constructing  it  with  a  grade  of  30 
feet  the  mile  for  lOi  miles,  and  60  feet  for  2  1-2  miles,  that  the  in- 
terest of  the  difference  will  more  than  maintain  the  additional 
power  necessary  to  overcome  the  latter  grade. 

HI.  PLAN  OF  CONSTRUCTION. 

In  the  construction  of  a  work  like  the  one  under  consideration, 
tlie  importance  and  nltimute  success  of  which  is  readily  foreseen, 


it  wouiii  seem  sound  policy  (o  make  the  constiuction  as  perma- 
«enlas  possible,  and  not  of  acknowled  perishable  materials,  with 
the  inlentiou  ol  renewing  them,  when  the  profits  resulting  from 
the  actual  operation.*  of  the  work,  would  warrant  the  additional 
expenditure. 

Of  tiie  different  methods  of  constructing  a  Rail  Way,  most  of 
which  have  been  adopted  in  this  country,  the  preference  is  un- 
doubtedly due  the  edge  rail  and  stone  block.  It  is  susceptible 
of  greater  accuracy  and  finish,  allows  a  more  perfect  drainage  to 
the  road  bed,  and  is  from  the  nature  of  its  materials,  in  point  of 
permanency,  as  perfect  as  art  can  make  it.  But  a  Rail  Way, 
constructed  of  more  perishable  materials  (viz:  fiat  bar  wooden 
string  piece  and  sleeper)  is  equally  serviceable  whilst  (he  materi- 
als last;  is  more  readily  adjusted  to  the  plane  of  the  road;  is  less 
liable  to  derangement  irom  frost,  and  to  accident  from  the  fracture 
of  a  rail;  the  necessary  repairs  are  conducted  with  more  ease; 
and  it  is  fur  less  expensive. 

A?*  it  may  be  sometime  before  the  traffic  on  this  road  would 
jusiify  the  increased  outlay  of  capital  necessarry  to  construct  a 
road  of  the  most  durable  materials,  I  would  recommend  the  grad- 
uation of  the  road  bed  for  two  tracks,  and  the  formation  of  one 
track  with  the  necessary  turn-outs,  on  the  following  plan: 

Sleepers  laid  transversely  of  the  road  at  intervals  of  three  feet, 
each  end  of  the  sleeper  (under  the  string)  supported  by  broken 
stone,  rammed  in  pits  of  about  18  inches  cube,  to  prevent  de- 
rangement from  the  action  of  the  frost;  notched  to  receive  the 
string  piece  which  is  confined  to  its  place  in  the  notch  by  a  wood- 
en wedge;  upon  (he  string  is  to  be  sj>iked  the  iron  rail,  two  in- 
ches in  wid'h  by  half  an  inch  thick.  A  road  constructed  upon 
the  above  plan,  with  locust  sleepers,  and  pine  or  white-oak  string 
pieces,  will,  with  occasional  repairs,  answer  ail  the  purpose  of  the 
company  until  such  time  as  they  may  feel  justified  in  incurring 
the  additional  expese  of  a  double  track  of  more  lasting  materials; 
by  which  time  the  embankments  will  have  become  so  far  consoli- 
dated as  very  much  to  facilitate  the  construction.  There  is,  of 
course,  a  saving  in  expense,  by  adopting  in  the  first  instance,  those 
materials  for  the  construction  of  the  road  which  can  be  most 
readily  obtained.  The  timber  most  generally  in  use  for  strings 
is  pine,  either  the  Southern  or  Susquehanna.  I  have  seen  no 
timber  on  the  line  of  road  that  is  cop.sidered  equal  to  it  for  that 
purpose.  White-oak  might  be  procured  along  the  line  in  suffi- 
cient quantities  for  sleepers,  in  ca^e  a  supply  of  locust  could  not 
be  obtained,  and  it  could  be  used  to  advantage  perhaps  in  the 
strings,  but  for  that  purpose  is  considered  inferior  to  the  pine. 
In  localities  where  stone  abounds,  such  as  Flat  Rock  river,  Tan- 
ner's cieek,  &c.,  it  might  be  advisable  to  construct  parts  of  the 
road  with  the  wooden  suing  piece,  resting  on  stone  blocks,  con- 
fined by  iron  knees;  this  method  has  several  advantages:  it  affords 
a  better  drainage  lo  the  road  bed;  the  strings  will    probably  last 
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l€»nger,  and,  in  the  event  of  horse  power  being  the  mclive  power, 
it  would  save  the  expense  of  forming  the  liorse  path  of  broken 
stone. 

In  nnany  situations  it  will  be  found  expedient  to  vary  the  plan 
of  construction  a  little  to  suit  the  nature  oi- quality  of  tlie  ground, 
or  of  the  materials  used.  A  few  turnouts  will  answer  until  the 
trade  on  the  road  shall  have  become  established,  the  Company 
can  then  decide  whether  it  will  be  more  to  their  interest  to  con- 
struct an  additional  track,  or  whether  an  additional  number  of 
turn  outs  will  accommodate  the  trade.  The  following  statement 
will  show  the  relative  cost  of  a  single  track  of  edge  iail,  and  of 
flat  bar  and  sleeper.

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4.  COST  OF  GRADUATION, 

The  graduatioii  has  been  estimated  for  si  double  track  at  a 
width  for  the  road  bed  of  tii  (eel,  with  a  side  slope,  in  cuts  of  1 
tu  I.  and  in  embankments  of  14  to  1. 

For  the  convenience  of  calculation  the  line  is  divided  into  three 
divisions,  which  are  agoin  subdivided  into  sections  of  such  length 
that  the  excavation  and  embankment  may  balance  each  other  as 
jiearly  as  j3ossible. 

At  the  crossing  of  streams,  when  the  span  did  not  exceed  30 
faet,  a  simple  platform  bridge  has  been  estimated;  when  the  span 
was  greater,  the  estimate  has  been  made  for  Col.  Long's  patent 
frame  bridge. 

The  cost  of  graduation  of  the  first  division  extending  from  sta- 
tion 0  to  station  966,  at  the  head  of  Tanner's  creek,  a  distance  of 
19.41  miles  may  be  stated  as  follows:

The  results  of  the  surveys  for  a  Rail  Road  from  Columbus  to 
Jeffersonville,  which,  in  September  last,  you  did  me  the  honor  to 
entrust  to  me,  are  respectfully  submitted  in  the  following 

RGPORT, 

The  map  of  the  country  between  Columbus  and  Jeffersonville, 
demonstrates  to  the  first  glance  of  examination,  that  whatever 
minor  differences  may  exist  between  the  various  practicable 
routes  for  a  rail  road  connecting  those  points,  common  to  all 
will  be  the  necessity  of  overcoming  the  elevations  of  two  ridges. 
The  one,  that  which  separates  the  waters  of  the  East  or  Drill- 
wood  Fork  of  White  river  from  those  of  the  Muskakatack:  The 
other,  dividing  the  waicrs  of  the  Muekakatack  from  Ihoee  of  Sil- 
ver creek,  and  other  immediate  tributaries  of  the  Ohio. 
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Bounded  b}'  the?e  riuj^e?.  aiid  of  course,  crossing  the  direction 
of  (he  contemplated  road,  is  the  valley  of  the  Muskakatack  divid- 
t?d  into  the  vajiejs  of  the  Vernon,  Graham,  and  Stucker's  Forks. 
These  ''Forks''  unite  some  five  or  six  miles  westward  of  a  direct 
line  from  Columbus  to  Jeffersonville,  and  the  question  arises; 
ivhether  it  would  be  better  to  cross  the  valley  below  their  junc- 
tion, at  t!ie  expense  of  some  increase  of  distance;  or  to  cross 
them  separately  at  the  expense  of  the  ascent  and  descent  of  the 
ridges  dividing  them.  The  solution  of  this  question  is  depend* 
ent  upon  the  elevation  and  character  of  these  ridges,  the  peculiar 
nature  of  the  Muskakatack  valley,  and  the  position  in  the  valley 
of  those  points  at  which  access  to  it  and  egress  from  it  may  be 
most  fpHiible;  a  knowledge  of  which  must  be  obtained  by  actual 
examination  of  i]ie  ground. 

Tliroughout  tlie  whole  line,  tliis  is  the  only  doubt  of  other  than 
minor  importance,  which  is  to  be  solved:  Elsewhere,  the  geog- 
raphy of  tlie  country  directs  too  plainly  to  admit  of  error. 

The  valley  of  the  East  Fork  of  White  river,  upon  which  Co- 
lumbus is  situated,  preserving  for  a  considerable  distance  a  very 
favorable  direction,  is  to  bo  pursued  to  that  point  at  which  ob- 
servation shall  determine  the  propriety  of  relinquishing  it  and 
crossing  the  ridge  separating  it  from  the  Muskakatack.  This 
ridge  and  the  valley  of  (he  Muskakatack  being  crossed,  and  the 
elevation  of  the  ridge  wiiich  is  the  southern  boundary  of  the 
Muskakatack  being  attained,  the  valley  of  Silver  creek  conducts 
to  the  Ohio  three  miles  oelow  Jeff'ersonville. 

Thus  it  i$  seen  that  the  gcograpliical  divisions  of  {he  road  are 
three: 

1st.  The  Northern  or  East  Fork  Division. 
2nd.  The  Middle  or  Muskakatack  Division. 
.3rd.  The  Southern  or  Silver  creek  Division. 

DitTerence  in  facility  of  communication  with  the  markets  as 
they  at  present  exist  in  the  country,  in  population,  in  productive- 
ness of  soil  and  proportion  of  cultivation,  will,  by  creating  upon 
these  portions  of  the  route  a  ditFerencein  the  value  of  provisions, 
cause  upon  them  a  variation  in  the  cost  of  execution  of  similar 
work.  Therefore  in  the  estimate,  these  divisions  shall  be  ad- 
hered to,  and  also  in  the  description  of  the  route,  that  it  may 
accord  with  the  estimate. 

We  proceed  to  a  description  of  the  route  as  surveyed,  and  ex- 
planation o/  the  causes  which  induced  the  selection  of  the  ground 
which  selected,  in  preference  to  any  other. 

1st.  THE  NORTHERN  OH  EAST  FORK  DIVISION. 

The  commencement  of  tliis  division  is  Columbus.  Its  termin- 
ation is  the  summit  of  the  ridge  between  the  East  Fork  of  White 
river  and  the  Muskakatack.  Its  length  is  19  miles  960  yards. 
The  town  nf  Coinrn:)us  i>  situated  on  a  bluff  of  .^rnal]  elevation, 
{about  20  rcet)above  high  uatcr  mark  of  the  Eaf4  Fork  of  White 
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river.  Immcni.ilely  below  llie  town,  [Javr  creek,  a  Ptream  ofin- 
1  oiisiderable  eizc,  joins  iis  waters  with  those  ot'  the  East  Fork. 
Immedi.-.tcly  at  Columbus,  t!)e  line  descends  Irom  the  bhiii"  on 
which  the  town  is  situated,  and  enters  upon  the  alluvial  fiat,  here 
common  to  the  East  Fork  and  Haw  creek,  and  subject  to  inunda- 
tion by  the  wateis  of  both.  Within  the  first  mile,  Haw  creek  is 
crossed,  where  a  bridge  of  20  feet  will  be  required  to  vent  its 
waters.  Without  change  of  course,  the  line  continues  from  Haw 
creek  in  the  alluvial  bottom  of  the  East  Fork,  and  near  the  ter- 
mination of  the  third  mile  from  Columbus  crosses  Clifty  creek. 
This  is  an  important  stream,  and  drains  a  large  extent  of  country. 
It  will  require  a  bridge  of  120  feet  span.  The  course  still  un- 
changed and  itie  ciinracter  of  the  ground  remaining  the  same, 
the  line  next  encounters  Little  Sand  creek,  a  small  stream  which 
enters  the  East  Fork  near  the  termination  of  the  seventh  mile 
from  Columbus.  A  bridge  of  20  feet  will  here  suffice.  Imme- 
diately after  crossing  Little  Sand  creek,  it  becomes  necessary 
in  order  to  accommodate  the  linir  to  the  direction  of  the  valley  of 
(he  East  Fork,  to  make  a  slight  deflection  to  the  West,  whereby 
a  course  is  assumed  whicii  can  be  maintained,  without  variation, 
for  4  1-2  miles  to  a  point  10  L4  miles  below  Columbus.  Here 
the  high  land  approaches  nearer  to  the  stream,  and  a  second  bot- 
tom occurs,  which  being  entirely  above  the  reach  of  the  freshets, 
the  route  passes  over  if,  in  excavation  averaging  a  depth  of  about 
3  feet. 

*Jpon  this  second  bottom  the  town  of  Azalia  is  designed.  The 
line  passes,  on  the  ninth  milo,a  very  short  distance  west  of  it.  At 
the  end  of  the  tenth  mile,  this  second  bottom  falls  otTinto  the  low 
lands  bordering  Big  Sand  Creek.  This  stream  enters  the  East 
Fork,  near  the  commencement  of  the  eleventh  mile.  It  will  re- 
quire a  bridge  of  120  feet  span.  Shortly  after  crossing  Big 
Sand  creek,  it  is  found  that  tlie  high  ground  binds  more  closely 
npon  the  channel  of  the  East  Fork,  and  causes  in  its  course  a  con- 
Fiderable  variation  westward.  To  this  variation  the  line  is  accom- 
modated, and  runs  from  this  point  to  that  at  which  it  leaves  the 
valley  of  the  East  Fork  to  ascend  the  ridge  betv^een  it  and  the 
Muskakatack,  generally  immediately  along  the  foot  of  the  hills. 
Some  few  [loinfs  of  inconsiderable  length  occur,  at  which  the  al- 
luvial flat  disappears,  and  the  base  of  the  hills  is  washed  immedi- 
ately by  the  river.  At  these  points  the  side  cutting  which  will 
he  necessary,  is  of  small  extent,  and  being  entirely 'in  earth  easy 
of  excavation,  will  not  be  expensive.  Immediately  above  the 
vilJHge  of  Roikford,  whith  by  our  route  is  seventeen  and  one 
fourlh  miles  from  Columbus,  the  hill  recedes  from  the  river,  which 
immediately  below  the  village  it  again  approaches,  thus  forming 
an  alluvial  basin,  in  tbrm  approaching  a  semi-circle,  subject  to 
inundation  by  the  waters  of  the  East  fork  of  White  river.  The 
hue  runs  from  point  to  p(?int  of  the  hills  on  the  eastern  limits  of  the 
lowtipiaf;  of  cour?f.  in  embankment  but  preserving  a  good  »1- 
^nmc  nt,   wliicli  would  be  cntitclr  eacrificcH  iiy  ndlwrin;;  to  the 
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f.^ce  of  (he  biutf-.      A  ?liort  di'tacice  beiow    RucUrnrJ,  .-itid  13  l-:3 
miles  below  Coluiribiis,  ihvj    route  leaves  the   valley  u(  Ihe  East 
Fork  arui   comn^ences  the   a«ct":it  to  the    susnmii   between  thai 
stream  and  the  Miiskakalack.     This   ascent  is  facilitated  by  the 
valley  of  a  small  stream,  which   approaching   the   East    Fork  to 
within  a  sliort  distance  of  it,  sinks  and  discharges  itself  through  a 
subterraneous  channel.     That  part  of  its  valley  which  is  near  to 
the  low  lands  of  the  East  Fork  is  wide,  and  its  course  very  direct. 
Approaching  its  head  it  becomes  narrower  and  more  crooked,  with 
low  bliifl  l)anks,  which  gradually  recede  into  a  gentle  margin,  and 
at  last  entirely  disappear  in  the  Flat  Woods,  in  which  the  stream 
lakes   its    rise.     Throughout  its   whole  course    it  creates  on  the 
face  and  in  the  crest  of  the  ridi^ea  remarkable  indentation,  deep, 
and  bounded  by  long  and  gentle  slopes.       From  the  point  of  de- 
flection from  tlie  valley  ofthe  East  Fork,  the  line  is  straight    for 
the  distance  of  one  mile  nine   hundred  and  twenty  feet,  crossing 
the  Sinking  Branch  and  occupying  what  may  be  termed  its  second 
bottom,  until  it  reaches  the  flat  woods,  ihe  waters  t\om  wiiich  flow 
through  the  Sinking  Branch  into  the  East  Fork,  and  ihrough  some 
other  streams  of  about  the  same  size,  into  tlic    Muskakatack. — 
The  elevation  which  is   surmounted  in  this  distance  of  one  mile 
nine  hundred  and  twenty  feet  is  thirty-five  feet,  being  at  the  rate 
of  29.80,  say   30  feet   per  mile.     To  obtain    tliis  grade  and  pre- 
serve a   straight  line,  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  a  cut  half  a 
mile  in  length,  and  averaging  in  depth  ten  feet.     In  order  to  as- 
certain if  fhiti  fill  were  avoidable,  a  line  was  run,  following  strict- 
ly the  valley  of  the  Sinking   Branch  to  its  head,  and  connecting 
therewith  the  original    line.     The  result   was  the  ascertainment 
ofthe  fact,  that  the  cut  could  he  reduced  to  a  length  of  a  quar- 
ter of  a  mile,  and  an  ave.''age  depth  of  six  feef,but  at  an  expense 
of  distance  and  curvature  more  objectionable  than  its  execution. 
The  original  line  was  therefore  adopted. 

Having  thus  given  a  description  of  the  first  division,  which  in 
connection  with  the  maps  and  profiles,  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  suffi- 
ciently explanatory,  we  proceed  to  mention  &ome  general  facts 
touchinsr  the  whole  division,  and  briefly  to  compare  the  line  sur- 
veyed with  whatever  alternative  route  materially  differing  from  it, 
may  seem  to  have  existed.  It  will  be  perceived  by  reference  to 
the  profiles,  that  the  first  eight  mile?  of  the  line,  extending  from 
Columbus  below  little  Sand  creek,  is  for  the  m.ost  part  in  embank- 
ment, varying  in  height  from  0,00  to  10  i'vi't.  This  is  accounted 
for  by  the  fact,  that  within  this  distance  t!ie  principal  valley  re- 
ceives three  tributaries;  Haw  creek,  Clifty  creek,  and  Little 
Sand  creek,  all  of  vvhich,t[iou!^li  the  first  and  last  named  are  un- 
important stream",  have  broad  alhivial  valh-ys,  subject  to  inunda- 
tion. Betweer*  tliese  streams  the  course  3[  the  blulF  which 
bounds  the  immcdiatrvr^J|(-y  of  the  East  Fork,  is  uneven,  pio- 
jecting  in  points  and  receding  in  rove^•.  Afiy  line  run  upon  the 
face  of  this  blnif  would  be  rircuiious  and  compelled  to  the  fre- 
quent adoption  of  curves    of  .^hoit  radii,    and  cuts    through   the 
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pohii''.  Such  a  line  niight  Hvoid  the  eniLai.kinent  in  lljt^  botlorn 
of  the  principal  slream,  but  vkould  havr,  in  commoji  wlih  the  line 
:3urvejed,  to  encounter  ihat  acio.-ss  th<j  vullcvs  of  th<;  tributaiies, 
which  constitutes  a  large  proportion  of  the  whole.  1'his  portion 
of  the  line  surveyed  consists  of  a  tnn^ent  ot  seven  nr>iles;  and  de- 
flecting from  it  at  an  angle  of  but  10  deg.  another  four  and  a  half 
miles  in  length.  The  original  cost  ofconstruction  would  probably 
be  somewhat  greater  than  that  of  a  line  following  (he  blufl  cer- 
tainly far  greater  would  be  its  value  when  constructed. 

In  addition  to  the  bridges  over  the  larger  streanni?,  several  cuK 
verts  will  be  required  to  pass  the  road  over  small  branches,  par- 
ticularly on  the  portion  of  the  division  between  Big  Sand  creek 
and  Rockford,  where  tlie  line  runs  inimedi.'.telv  at  the  foot  or  on 
the  face  of  the  blutls. 

Good  building  stone  is  scarce,  and  will  have  (o  be  brought  to  the 
line  from  points  considernhly  distant.  This  trunsportafionwill  ma- 
terially enhance  the  cost  of  the  masonry,  but  not  to  such  a  degrueas 
to  justify  the  substitution  of  brick.  The  only  quarries  of  which  i:\- 
formation  was  obtained  are  on  Clifty  creek  about  twelve  miles 
above  our  crossing;  on  JMutton  Fork  of  Muskakitack  about  six 
miles  east  of  Rockford;  and  on  Rock  creek,  a  tributary  of  Big 
Sand  creek,  four  miles  east  of  Azalia.  The  twotirst  are  said  to 
afford  very  guud  stone.  The  stone  from  the  last  is  not  of  such 
quality  as  our  purposes  require.  It  is  soft  and  laminated,  rather 
than  stratified.  From  among  a  quantity  of  it  that  l;nd  been 
brought  to  Azalia,  some  fine  specimens  of  gypsum  were  obtained, 
which,  from  the  best  information  that  could  be  had,  does  not  exist 
in  sulHcient  abundance  to  make  it  an  article  of  trade.  At  Rock- 
ford the  bottom  of  the  river  is  an  unbroken  stratum  of  limestone, 
overlying  which  is  a  thin  stratum  of  slate.  White  oak  of  the 
largest  size  abounds  throughout  this  division. 

2nd.  ThcxMiddle  or  Muskakitack  division. 

The  commencement  of  this  division  is  the  summit  of  the  ridge 
between  the  East  Fork  of  White  River  and  the  M uskakitack.  Its 
termination  is  the  summit  of  the  ridge  dividing  the  waters  of  the 
Muskakitack  from  those  of  Silver  creek.  I'.s  length  is  27  miles 
800  yards. 

As  was  mentioned  in  describing  the  first  division  of  the  route, 
that  division  termiiiiitcs  in  flat  woods,  the  water  from  which  is 
drained  into  both  the  East  Fork  of  White  River  and  the  iMusk- 
kaitack.  The  line  of  the  second  division  adopts  the  valley  dcs- 
cending  to  the  Muskakitack.  This  valley  is  a  wide  alluvial  flat  de- 
scending so  gently  and  regularly  that  the  plane  of  tb.e  road  will 
l)e  almost  coincideiit  with  the  natural  surface.  For  two  and  a  half 
n)iles  from  its  head  it  runs  in  a  very  favorable  direction,  afiording 
a  route  of  straight  lines  connected  by  very  gentle  curves.  At  the 
termination  of  this  distance  (at  Cox's  ISiiil)  the  valley  loses  its  fa- 
vorable direction  and  bearing  away  to  the  east,  discharges  itself 
into  an  extensive  pond  formed  by  the  waters  of  iMutton  Fork  and 
Vcr/ion  Fork  of  Muskakitack.  At  Cox's  Mill  tlic  line  relinquishes 
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the  Taliey  and  bv  ;\u  ascending  gnideand  a  very  slight  cut  attaina 
in  OFie  third  of  a  mile  the  head  of  another  small  stream  of  similar 
character  to  the  last,  whiclilt  descends  by  a  straight  line  over  f;j- 
vorable  ground  and  reaches  in  one  and  a  lialf  rrnlcs  (he  alluvial 
botionris  of  Mutton  Foik  and  Vernon  Fork  of  A'uskakitack.  Im- 
mediatelv  at  the  commencemcrit  of  these  bottoms,  Mutton  Fork  is 
crossed,  requiring  a  brid^^e  of  (iO  feet  span.  Three  quarters  of  a 
mile  from  the  crossing!;  of  Mutton  Fork,  the  ground  between  them 
being  subject  to  inundation  tea  slight  depth,  the  line  crosses  the 
Vernon  i-'ork  at  Stanlield's  Mill.  Here  a  bridge  of  130  feet  span 
will  be  required.  About  8  miles  above  on  the  stream  is  a  good 
quarry  of  limestone,  the  bottom  at  the  crossing  is  of  slate,  and  a 
Saw  Mill  is  on  the  spot.  Immediately  after  crossing  the  Vernon 
Fork,  the  line  without  variation  of  course,  commences  the  ascent 
to  tile  table  land.  This  ascent  is  aflected  very  favoiabiy,  the  gen- 
eral direction  of  the  VeinonFork  being  oblique  to  the  route,  and 
the  slope  of  the  country  to  the  stream  being  gentle.  The  line  is  run 
upon  the  face  of  this  slope,  straight,  and  ascending  at  the  rate  of  30 
feet  per  mile,  until  an  elevation  is  attained  cf  25  feet  above  the 
valley.  This  is  found  to  be  the  greatest  elevation  between  the 
Vernon  and  Graham  Forks.  Tlie  country  between  them  is  per- 
fectly fiat,  except  where  broken  by  the  valleys  of  the  little 
branches  emptying  into  the  \  ernon  Fork.  These  branches  are 
numerous  within  tiie  first  three  miles  from  the  crossing  of  that 
etream,  and  their  valleys  give  to  this  portion  of  the  profile  an 
uneven  appearance,  but  being  narrow  and  shallow  the  whole 
amount  of  embankment  which  they  will  require  is  in  reality  but 
inconsiderable,  and  will  be  fully  supplied  from  the  slight  cuts  be- 
tween them.  The  number  of  these  small  streams  decreases  as  the 
distance  becomes  greater  between  the  route  and  the  Vernon 
Fork;  and  after  the  third  mile  from  the  crossing  of  that  stream 
only  two  of  thefn  occur.  These  are  called  Little  and  Big  Grassy. 
Where  they  are  crossed  they  will  require  slight  embankments, 
though  as  they  approach  their  termination,  their  valleys  in- 
crease rapidly  in  size,  and  would  constitute  obstacles  of  consid- 
erable cost  to  a  line  running  much  west  of  that  surveyed. 
The 'whole  distance  from  the  Vernon  to  the  Qraham  Fork  a 
little  more  than  eight  miles.  The  best  route  between  them  will 
not  materially  vary  from  a  straight  line.  The  valley  of  Graham 
is  about  10  feet  lower  than  that  of  the  Vernon  Fork.  The  line 
crosses  Graham  at  Pierson's  Mill,  (better  known  as  the  Slate 
Ford;)  where  the  channel  of  the  stream  is  immediately  at  the  foot 
of  the  bluff  on  the  north  and  liasalov/  alluvial  bottom  of  consid- 
erable width  on  the  south.  The  most  favorable  descent  to 
the  valley  of  the  stream  will  be  effected  by  cutting  the  bluflfand 
filling  the  valley  to  the  grade.  The  length  of  the  requisite  cut 
will  be  but  one  quarter  of  a  mile — its  greatest  depth  12  feet — its 
average  deoth  6  feet.      The  necessary  embankment  will  be    SOO 
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jards  lon^,  nnd  of  an  average  height  oi  84   Teft.      A  cheaper  grn- 
duation  might  bo  made  by  adopting  for  the  site  of  the  line  the 
lace   of  the  blutf,  I)Ut  it  would  involve  a  very  oblique    crossing  of 
ihe  stream  or  the  introduction  of  a  curve  of  shorter  radius  than  is 
ndmissible.     The  line  as  run  crosses   the  stream   nearly  at  right 
angles,  with  a  change  of  direction  on  approaching  it,  and  another 
on  receding  from  it,  both  of  which  are  effected  by  short  and  gentle 
curve?.     Tiie  stream   \vi!l   require  a    bridge  of  130   feet  span. 
The  bottom  is  of  slate,  affording  an  excellent  foundation,  a  quarry 
of  fine  limestone  is  on    the  bank  of  the  stream  six   miles  above, 
and  a  Sf»*v  Mill  is  on  tlie  spot.    The  line  across  the  alluvial   bot- 
tom of  Graham  is  straight,  and  reaches  the  high    grojjnd   at    the 
end  of  three  quarters  of  a  mile  formed  the  stream.    Immediately 
at  the  foot  of  this  high  ground  is  a  bayou  of  Graham,  which    will 
require  a  biidge  of  15  feet.     From   the  valley  of  Graham  tho 
line  ascen-ds  very  favorably  the  valley  of  a  small  branch,  the  head 
of  which  is  attained  in  the  distance  of  two  miles.     Here    a  short 
cut  will    be    neces'sary  through  the  crest  of  a    ridge  which  runs 
nearly  east  and   west  dividing   the  lesser  tributaries  of  Graham 
from  Huttoe's  Branch,  a  small  stream  the  course  of  which  is  from 
east  to  west,  and  its  valley  low  and   wide.     To  preserve  a  level 
giade   across  Huttoe's  Branch,   would  require   an  embankment 
one  and  a  quarter  miles  in  length  and  25  feet  high.    The  slope  of 
the  country  to  it  oa  either  side    being   gende,  the  grade  is  de- 
pressed and  an  economical  line  is  the  result.     This   stream   is  at 
times  swollen  by  rains  lo  such  a  size  as  to  require  a  bridge  of  20 
feet.      At  the  distance  of  one  and  a  quarter  miles  from  Huttoe's 
Branch,  Ihe  line  enters  upon  the  alluvial  bottoms  common  to  Flat 
Creek  and   Stucker's  Fork  of  ?f^IuskaUitack.     The  ridge  between 
Hutttoe's  Branch  and  this  valley  is    thirty  feet   high.     The  line 
across  it  is  straight — an    ascending    and  a  descending  grade,  re- 
quiring the  excavation  of   a  small  portion  of  the  ridge  and  the 
partial  elevation  of   both    valleys.     A  line  was   run  around  the 
point  of  this    ridge,  descending  the  valley  of  Huttoe's  Branch  to 
ilsjunction   with  the  valley  of  Stucker's  Fork  which  being  found 
to  involve  adrupt  curves  and  extensive  embankments,  was  aban- 
doned.    The  width  of  the  low    grounds  of   Stucker's  Fork   i» 
three  quarters  of  a  mile.    Theline  preserves  across  them  the  same 
course  with  which  it  enters  them,  crossing  at  the  footof  the  nor- 
thern bluff.  Flat  creek  with  abridge  of  20  feet,  and  at  the  footof 
the  southern  bluff  (near  Hubank's  house  and  the  ford  on  the  Vien- 
na and  Slate  Ford  road,)  Sturker's   Fork,  with  a  bridge  of  40  feet 
span.     The  general  course  of  Stueker's  Fork  from  its  source  to 
its  junction  with  Graham  is  but  little  north  of  west;  its  immediate 
course  for  about  two  miles  above  our  crossing  is  north-west   di- 
verging slowly  from    the   direction  of  the  route.     Between  two 
and  three  miles  above  our  crosr~ing,  PigeonRoost  Creek. a  stream 
heading  at  Pine  Lick  Gap  near  the  eastern  termination  of  the 
Knobs  and  running  east  of  north,  empties   into  Slucker's  Fork. 
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The  vallcja  of  Stucker'a  Fork  and  Pigeon  Rooet  are  ascended  hy 
a  fuccession  of  long  straight  lines,  connected  hy  gentle  curves. 
The  ground  occupied  is,  generally,  a  wide  second  bottom,  above 
highest  freshets  and,  with  the  exception  of  some  little  valleys  of 
branches,  requiring  culverts  and  slight  embankments,  is  almost  a 
perfect  natural  graduation.  Five  miles  from.  Stuckers  Fork,  the 
State  road  from  Lexington  to  Salem  is  crossed  about  half  a  mile 
west  of  Vienna,  and  about  one  and  a  half  miles  above  the  cros- 
Bing  of  the  State  road,  Pigeon  Roost  creek  is  crossed  (near  the 
house  of  Jackson  Gray)  by  a  bridge  of  20  feet  span,  for  t'ie  pur- 
pose of  assuming  the  valley  of  a  small  branch  which  comes  in 
from  the  south.  This  valley  is  narrow  but  very  straight  and  tho 
slope  of  the  hills  to  it  on  either  side  is  gentle.  It  aflfords,  in  every 
respect,  a  good  line,  and  conducts,  in  the  distance  of  one  and  a 
half  miles  from  its  mouth,  to  the  summit  between  the  Muskakitack 
and  Silver  creek  on  the  farm  of  Cams  Collins.  The  last  mile 
only  of  the  ascent  to  this  summit  v/ill  require  the  maximum  grade 
of  30  feet  per  mile.  With  that  exception  the  steepest  grade 
between  Stucker's  Fork  and  the  summit  is  not  quite  equivalent 
to  17  feet  per  mile,  and  that  is  continued  only  for  a  short  distance. 

Good  building  stone  is  scarce.  The  principal  quarries  are 
those  on  the  streams,  above  the  route,  which  have  been  mentioned 
already.     Throughout  the  division  the  finest  timber  is  abundant. 

Lines  of  levels,  run  along  the  crest  of  the  ridge,  dividing  the 
waters  of  Silver  creek  and  other  streams  flowing  directly  to  the 
Ohio  from  those  of  the  Muskakitack  and  other  tributaries  of 
White  River,  during  the  prosecution  of  surveys  to  ascertain  the 
practicability  of  effecting  a  communication  hy  canal  between  the 
waters  of  White  River  and  the  Ohio  at  Jtllersonville,  have  de- 
monstrated that  the  lowest  point  in  that  ridge  is  the  gap  through 
which  our  line  passes.  Its  position  is  tlie  most  favorable  possible. 
A  right  line  from  Columbus  to  JeflersonviUe  would  pass  but  one 
mile  to  the  west  of  it,  and  Stanfield's  Mill,  where  the  line  crosses 
the  Vernon  Fork,  the  Slate  Ford,  which  is  the  point  of  crossing 
the  Graham  Fork,  this  lowest  point  in  the  ridge  between  AVhite 
River  and  the  Ohio,  and  Jcffersonville,  are  not  one  fourth  of  a 
mile  from  the  same  right  line. 

A  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  this  point  was  of  m.uch  serriee, 
as  it  obviated  the  necessity  of  running  several  lines  whose 
only  utility  would  have  been  the  demonstration  of  their  inexpe- 
diency. 

As  for  a  line  crossing  the  Muskakitack  below  the  junction  of  the 
Vernon  and  Graham  Forks — tiiougii  from  the  geography  of  the 
country  it  may  seem  a  plausible  route,  yet  the  topography  de- 
clares against  it.  The  valley  of  the  Vernon  Fork,  which  such  a 
route  would  descend  for  fourteen  or  tifteen  miles,  is  uniformly 
very  low  and  overflowed  to  a  considerable  depth,  while  the  face 
of  the  hills  is  rendered  uneven  and  .".l-rupt  by  many  and  deep 
r'-ivincs.  Eik  Run,  the  on!r  sircain  comin;;  into  Muskakitack  from 
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the  south,  which  would  promise  egress  fronr)  the  valley  below  the 
junction, conducts  into  the  Knobs,  its  sources  interlocking  with  the 
heads  of  Big  Blue  River.  Egress  by  the  valley  of  Elk  llun  would 
therefore  be  impracticable,  and  a  line  crossing  the  [yiuskiikitacl; 
below  the  iu'sction  must  turn  to  the  east  and  follo^y  tlie  valley 
of  Graham's  Fork  uiilil  it  reaches  the  juiiclion  witii  Graham  of 
some  other  vaiiey  of  a  stream  ri!;ing  in  the  south.  None  how- 
ever occurs  until  Stuckcr's  Fork  has  emptied  into  Graham,  about 
one  mile  obDve  wiiich  point  and  about  six  mileseast  of  Lik  Hun, 
Ox  Fork  unites  with  Stucker's  Fork.  The  general  course  of  Ox 
Fork  is  nearly  north  and  south,  its  mouth  being  but  a  ftw  miles 
east  of  the  naerldian  of  its  source.  Its  vnllcy  coiiducts  into  the 
Knobs  where  its  sources  interlock  with  those  of  big  Blue  River. 
Between  o.\e  and  t'.vo  miles  east  of  Ox  Fork,  separated  from  it  by 
a  very  high  ridge,  is  iloney  Run,  a  siiort  stream  the  valley  of 
which  is  tjarrow  and  crooked,  and  its  source  several  miles  north 
of  the  heads  of  Silver  Creek.  About  two  miles  east  of  Honey 
Run  is  Pigeon  Ilo^st  Creek,  the  valley  of  which  is  ascended  by 
the  line  surveyed,  'i'hus  it  is  seen  that  to  cross  the  Mu^kaki- 
tack  below  tiic  junction  would  mvolve,  from  ti^.e  great  amount  of 
embankmer.t  necessary  in  the  valleys  of  Vernon  and  Graliam 
Forks,  a  more  expe."sive  graduation  in  proporiion  to  distance, 
while  the  increase  of  distance  would  be  much  more  than  equiva- 
lent to  the  ascending  grades  encountered  by  the  line  sur\eycd. 

3d.     The  Soatheni  or  Silver  Creek  division. 

The  com-mencenient  of  this  division  is  the  sumrr.it  of  t'le  ridge 
dividing  the  waters  of  the  Tiluskakitack  from  those  of  Silver 
Creek;  its  termination  is  the  bankci'  tiie  Ohio  River  at  Jeffcrson- 
villc.     Its  length  is  26  miles, 'JGT  yards. 

The  commencement  oi'  this  division  is  immediately  at  the  head 
of  a  branch  of  Silver  Creek.  The  line  was  lirst  run  descending 
the  valley  of  this  branch,  but  though  its  course  was  favorable  for  a 
short  distance,  it  was  f^iund  that  it  afterwards  ran  in  an  eastern 
direction  and  cutii!)g  through  high  bluffs  of  slate  and  limestone, 
became  narrow  atu!  crooked.  It  descended  also  too  rapidly  to 
admit  of  a  favorable  grade.  For  these  reasons  it  v/as  abandoned 
and  another  line  run,  which  descending  from  the  summit  at  the 
rate  of  30  feet  per  mile,  crosses  the  valley  of  the  first  line  and 
assumes  tive  foce  of  its  South-western  slope,  continues  on  the  face 
of  this  slope  as  for  as  the  direction  is  favorable,  and,  relinquish- 
ing it  where  its  direction  change?,  al'ains,  by  a  cutofone  ti^ird  of 
a  m.ile  in  length  and  average  de[)':\  of  about  seven  fc.pt^  the 
head  of  another  branch  of  Silver  Creek,  the  valley  of  which  is 
favorable  in  direction  and  grade.  Frj^m  this  poiiU  lo  within  six 
miles  of  Jeffersonville  the  line  is  in  the  valley  of  Silver  Creek. 
About  two  miles  from  its  head  (he  stream  cuts  through  a  bluff 
of  slate.  Here,  in  order  to  avoid  a  ?!iarp  curve  and  to  secure 
the  best  ground,  the  line  crosses  tlie  tiream  by  a  Bridge  of  20 
fecr,  and  from  fhi.^  pr.int    adhere?  to  it.s  vz-jtarn  side,   except  nt 
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three  places,  all  within  two  miles  of  this,  where  the  preservation 
of  a  good  direction  renders  it  necessary  to  cross  the  points  of 
bends  in  the  stream.  At  all  of  these  points  the  channel  can  be 
diverted,  and  the  necessity  for  Bridges  obviated.  On  the  eastern 
side  of  the  stream  are  several  very  high  and  long  slate  bluffs. 
Tho.se  v/hicli  occur  on  the  western  side  are  short  and  general- 
ly so  low  that  the  road  will  be  above  them.  About  four  miles 
from  its  head  the  stream  assumes  a  more  important  character,^ 
and  the  hills  receding,  allow  on  the  western  side,  the  formation  of 
alluvial  bottoms  of  considerable  width,  whicii,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  a  few  short  points  at  which  the  bluffs,  make  into  the 
stream,  extend  as  far  down  the  valley  as  it  is  occupied  by  the 
route.  This  alluvial  ground  is  the  site  of  the  line.  Near  the 
end  of  the  seventh  mile  from  the  commencement  of  the  division 
Caney  Fork  is  crossed,  requiring  a  bridge  of  20  feet  span.  Three 
quarters  of  a  mile  below  Caney  Fork,  Blue  Lick  Fork  is  cross- 
ed by  a  bridge  of  60  feet  span.  On  the  12th  mile  of  the  division 
the  stream  enters  the  limestone  stratum.  Within  one  and  a  half 
miles  below  this  point  it  will  be  necessary,  in  order  to  preserve  a 
^ood  direction,  to  make  two  sliglit  cuts  tlirough  points  ot  (he  hills. 
In  these  cuts  some  loose  lime  stone  v/ill  probably  be  encountered. 
The  elevation  of  the  line  is  such  that  the  solid  rock,  the  blutfs  being 
low,  wii)  most  probably  be  avoided.  On  the  15th  mile  of  the  di- 
vision Muddy  Fork  of  Silver  Creek  is  crossed.  Here  a  bridge 
of  109  feet  span  will  be  required.  From  Muddy  Fork  the 
line  continues  to  occupy  the  alluvial  ground  for  2  1-2  miles, 
when  it  becomes  necessary  to  encouiUer  some  cutting  in  the  hill 
side  in  order  to  secure  such  an  approach  to  an  abrupt  bend  in 
Silver  Creek  as  will  allow  the  line  to  pass  it  without  exceeding 
the  liinits  of  judicious  curvilure.  The  passage  around  the  *ipex 
of  this  bend  v/iil  require  a  curve  of  radius  not  greater  than  liOO 
feet,  and  a  cut  partly  through  lime  stone  400  yards  long  and 
eight  feet  in  average  depth.  The  deepest  part  of  this  cut  is 
through  the  narrow  ridge  which  constitutes  the  bank  of  Silver 
Creek  on  the  one  side,  and  Camp  Branch  on  the  other.  These 
streams  are  for  a  ver^^  short  distance  nearly  parallel,  and  not  more 
than  500  feet  apart.  Their  communication  is  subterraneous. 
From  this  bend  the  line  passes  for  1  1-4  miles  over  ground  some- 
what broken  by  lime-sinks,  and  requiring  embankment,  to  the 
point  at  which  Silver  Creek  is  crossed.  The  crossing  of  Silver 
Creek  is  favorable — the  banks  on  both  sides  being  above  high 
water,  and  composed  of  lime  stone  bluffs  which  will  require  but 
little  masonry  to  convert  them  into  perfect  abutments.  To  this 
point,  from  the  commencemerst  of  the  division,  the  distance  is  19 
miles  410  yards,  and  tha  whole  descent  156  1-2  feet. 

After  crossing  to  the  eastern  side  of  Silver  Creek,  the  alluvial 

bottom  of  that  stream  is  occupied  for  half  a  mile  to  the  mouth 
of  Lick  Branch.     Here  the  valley  of  Silver  Creek  is  relinquished, 

and  the  line  strikes  across  ihccountr'v  for  Jeffcrsonvillf,  distant 
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6  1-4  miles.  From  the  mouth  of  Lick  Brauch  the  line  will  be 
Btraight  for  nearly  3  1-2  miles,  passing  over  alluvial  ground  of 
uniform  surface,  and  requiring  but  little  labor  to  perfect  the  gra- 
duation. The  ascent  in  this  distance  is  17  feet,  overcome  by  an 
uniform  grade  of  4.93  feet  per  mile.  This  is  the  whole  elevation 
between  iSilver  Creek  and  Jeffersonville.  The  line  here  com- 
mences the  descent  to  the  Ohio.  This  descent  is  altogether 
20  1-2  feet  and  will  have  to  be  effected  in  one  mile  by  cutting  a 
bluff  and  elevating  the  plain  below  it  to  the  grade.  This  is 
owing  to  the  peculiar  fern:iation  of  the  country  which  falls  off"  to 
the  level  of  the  alluvial  plain  upon  which  Jeffersonville  is  situa- 
ted, not  as  it  ascends  irom  Silver  Creek,  by  a  long  and  genlle  slope, 
but  by  two  bluffs  or  benches,  which  appear  to  have  been  at  dif- 
ferent  periods  the  immediate  banks  of  the  river.  The  ground 
between  them  is  about  two  miles  in  width,  and  ascends  gently  to- 
loard  the  river,  as  does  also  the  ground  from  the  foot  of  the  sec- 
ond bluff"  to  the  edge  of  the  river  bank.  The  first  of  these  bluffs 
leaves  the  river  considerably  above  Jeffersonville,  and  extends  to 
Silver  Creek  three  miles  below.  The  descent  leaves  the  river, 
a  shorter  distance  above  Jeffersonville  and  extends  to  Mill  Run 
a  stream  which  enters  the  Ohio  between  Jeffersonville  and  Silver 
creek. 

The  line  descending  to  the  plain  between  these  bluffs,  crosses 
upon  that  plain  Mill  Run  by  a  bridge  of  20  feet  span,  and  the 
line,  as  surveyed,  with  a  view  to  descending  from  the  first  plain  to 
that  upon  which  Jeffersonville  is  situated  occupies  the  ravme  at 
Fischli's  Springs.  It  was  afterwards  ascertained  (hat  owing  to 
the  depth  to  which  the  flats  back  of  Jeffersonville  were  overflow- 
ed by  the  Ohio,  it  would  be  necessary  to  keep  vp  the  grade,  and 
embank  across  them,  and  that  consequently  a  better  line  than 
that  surveyed  would  be  a  straight  line  from  the  summit  between 
Silver  Creek  and  the  Ohio  to  Jeffersonville, which  leaving  Fischli's 
Springs  on  the  west,  would  give  greatei  distance  on  the  high 
ground,  thereby  increasing  the  amount  of  excavation  and  dimin- 
ishing the  embankment. 

The  termination  of  the  road  at  Jeffersonville  is  2  1-2  feet  above 
high  water  mark  of  the  Ohio,  and  IGO  feet  below  the  summit  at 
the  head  of  Silver  Creek. 

High  water  of  the  Ohio  at  Jeffersonville  is  183  feet  belov? 
Columbus  and  271.75  feet  below  Indianapolis. 

It  is  deemed  unnecessrry  to  insert  in  this  report  the  elevations  of 
the  principal  points  upon  the  line,  as  ihey  can  readily  be  ascer- 
tained by  reference  to  tlie  profiles,  or  the  grades,  which,  favora- 
ble as  they  are,  will  doubtless  be  improved  when  the  route  siiall 
be  subjected  to  the  critical  examination  necessary  for  a  location. 

Our  experimental  survey  has  demonstrated  that  in  no  case  will 
it  be  necessary  to  exceed  a  grade  of  30  feet  per  mile,  that  thii 
Vfillbe  required  for  but  a  very  ems!!  pioportioa  of  the  whole  dis- 


feuK*  and  that  throuwhoat  the  greater  portion  of  the  roeite  long 
grades,  of  geotie  inclination,  and  long  lev&ts  can  be  obtaioed  at 
little  cost. 

The  whole  distance  fr«m  Colunribus  to  the  Ohio  at  Jefferson- 
viMe  is  73  miles  800  feet— not  quite  9  miles  longer  than  a  right 
line  from  point  to  point. 

The  details  of  the  cost  of  graduation,  masonry,  bridging,  &c. 
Qpon  the  several  sections  of  (he  different  divisions,  are  exhibited 
in  the  annexed  tables,  the  aggregates  of  which  are  as  follows:

Your  ifistructioiis, date<ilUh  May,  1835,  cliiecting  aiiesannna- 
tion  to  he  rrjiicie  lor  a  railway  or  turnpike  road  from  Craw- 
fordsviUe  by  way  of  Greencastie,  iiloomington,  Bedford  and 
Saiem  to  New  Aib:tny,  together  with  the  probable  cost  of  con- 
structing eitiier  or  both  works,  have  been  compHed  with.  1  now 
offer  for  your  consideration  the  result  of  my  labour. 

Messrs.  John  P.  Paul,  and  Fitzhugh  Coyle,  assistants,  having 
reported  themselves  for  duty,  our  operations  commenced.  The 
first  few  days  operatioHS  caused  me  to  suspect  the  project  of  con» 
structinga  railway  to  be  impracticable.  Instrumental  examina- 
tion and  farther  progress  confirmed  me  in  my  impression. 

By  reference  to  the  maps  you  will  discover  that  the  road  in 
order  to  pass  through  the  points  prescribed  by  law,  necessarily 
passes  over  undulating  country,  crossing  water  courses  nearly  at 
light  angles,  thereby  occasioiiing  ascents  and  descents  entirely 
inadmissable  upon  a  rail  way,  which  could  only  be  removed  by 
long  deep  cuts  and  heavy  embankments,  the  cost  of  v/hich  would 
be  so  enormous,  as  to  render  any  idea  of  the  construction  of  the 
woik,  out  of  the  question. 

My  remarks  will  therefore  be  confined  to  the  turnpike  road, 
the  route  of  which  I  will  divide  for  the  convenience  of  reference, 
into  six  divisions;  these  are  agin  subdivided  into  sections  of  two 
miles  each. 

First  Division^  extends  from  New  Albany  to  Greenville,  12 
miles,  (wliicii  I  have  made  a  point  on  both  improvements  contem- 
plated in  that  section  of  the  State.) 

Second  Division  extends  fiom  Greenville  to  Salem — 19  miles. 

Tiiird  Division  from  Salem  to  Bedford-  33  miles. 

Fourth  Division  from  Bedford  to  Bloomington — 27  miles. 

Fitth  Division  from  Bloomington  to  Greencastie — 40  miles. 

Sjsth  Division  from  Greencastie  to  Crawfordsville — 28  miles. 
The  whole  distance  amounting  to  158  niilfs. 

FIRST  DIVISION. 
From  J^e  r  Aibanif  lo  Greenville — Lengih,  12.37  Miles. 

The  flat  land  of  the  Ohio  in  the  neighborhood  of  New  Albany, 
is  bounded  by  a  rnnge  of  hills,  termed  the  "Knobs;"  distant  where 
the  line  encounters  them,  2  miles  from  the  Ohio  river.fthe  height 
of  which  where  the  road  vvill  have  to  cross  it,  is  50Q  ieet  above 
low  water  mark.  Several  points  were  examined  with  a  view  to 
ascertain  (he  lowest  and  most  favorable  point  of  crossing,  which 
resulted  in  u  cuavictiori,  that  the  gap  occupied  by  the  present  New 
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Atbaijj  nnU  Vinccnrie.'?  road,  p^£^e^lH  by  Tar  the  niosl  Javorrible 
j^M-ouiui  for  that  purpose.  This  road  loijows  an  uiuliilaliiii;  ndt^c: 
bf'twcen  two  (iet-p  ravines  running  i:cnrly  parulicl  with  each 
oihcr. 

The  linti  o(  Survey  conimences  to  ascend  the  hill  near  Lfj- 
don's  (averrt  on  the  leit  of  the  old  road,  and  winds  along  the 
north  bank  of  the  southern  ravine,  half  way  to  the  top  of  the  hill, 
crosses  over  to  the  norlljern  ravine,  which  it  follows  lor  a  short  dis- 
tance, recrosses  to  the  southern  ravine,  and  follows  the  direction 
of  it  to  the  summit. 

The  graduation  will  be  along  the  side  hill,  and  in  some  instan- 
ces will  require  a  wall  to  support  the  embankment  on  the  lower 
j^ide.  A  ditch  on  the  upper  side,  and  small  culverts  constructed 
at  proper  intervals,  will  be  necessary  to  pass  the  water  under  the 
road.  Stone  being  convenient,  the  cost  of  the  masonry  will  not 
be  great.  By  making  a  cut  of  four  and  a  half  feet  en  the  sum- 
mit, we  are  enabled  to  overcome  the  elevation  at  a  grade  not  ex- 
ceeding three  degrees,  which  is  much  more  favorable  than  was  at 
first  anti'iipaled. 

The  valley  of  Silver  creek  makes  an  indentation  in  the  ridge, 
fi  few  mile  to  the  north,  but  it  is  believed  that  had  the  valley  of 
this  stream  been  pursued,  the  length  of  the  road  would  have  been 
considerably  increased  without  any  corresponding  advantage. 

The  country  between  the  Knobs  and  Greenville,  is  very  un- 
dulating, and  of  a  hard  compact  nature,  broken  by  Ijigand  Little 
Indian  creeks,  together  with  other  sxnaller  brandies,  requiring 
bridges  and  culverts,  the  cost  of  which  you  will  find  by  reference 
to  the  tables  .attached  to  the  report.  The  whole  cost  of  this  di- 
vision amounts  to  ,§;^'»6,090  65,  giving  an  average  of  ,^'2,917  59 
per  mile. 

SECOND  DIVISION. 

From  Grtcnvilh  to  Salem — Length,  iS.l'Z  Milts. 

The  line  on  leaving  Greenville,  bears  rather  more  to  the  north 
«nd  pas?cs  over  country  varying  but  little  in  its  characteristics 
trom  (haf  lying  between  the  Knobs,  and  Greenville,  crossing  Bear 
creek,  Blue  river,  and  iheir  tributaries  ;;t  right  angles  to  their 
courie,  which  will  render  the  road  more  undulating  than  could  bo 
desired,  but  no  difSculties  will  be  experienced  in  effecting  a  gra- 
duation within  the  limit  of  three  and  a  half  decrees.  The  land  is 
generally  heavy  timbered,  which  will  render  the  grubbing  some- 
what expensive.  Stone  for  the  road  is  found  generally  in  the 
hfH«  of  the  streams,  insu(ficient  quantities  for  the  masonry  that 
wili  be  required  on  this  division.  The  level  of  the  street  at  the 
court  hnuie  in  tiie  town  of  Salem  is  three  hundred  and  eighty-sevei, 
feet  above  low  watermark,  of  the  Ohio  river  at  New  Albany. 

The  wh>le  cost  of  this  division  amounts  to  ^o%67l  68  giving 
Rn  average  of  .$2,813  60  per  mile. 


TKIRD  DIVISION, 

Prom  Saltun  to  Bedford — Lcngih,  3'i=l'3  Miics. 

The  line  from  Salem  pursues  tha  route  of  the  Orlean'i  rosd  for 
six  Miles  crosisiiig  Blue  river,  which  requires  a  bridge  of  60  feef. 
chord,  then  changing  directly  more  to  the  north,  passes  through 
Bono,  crossing  the  East  Fork  of  VVIiite  river  at  Beck's  ferry,  fol- 
lows the  dividing  ridge  of  White  river  and  Guthrie's*  creek; 
crosses  Guthrie's  creek  at  the  county  bridge:  Leatherwood  creek 
Ht  Olmstead  Mill,  and  several  other  smaller  branches,  before 
reaching  Bedford.  The  width  of  White  river  at  Beck's  ferry, 
is  four  hundred  and  fifiy  feet,  three  arches,  one  hundred  and  fifty 
feet  chord  each,  will  be  sufficient  to  pass  the  water  at  all  seasons. 
The  foundations  for  the  ai)utirient'^  and  piers  of  th.is  work,  and 
also  the  abutments  and  piers  of  this  bridge  across  Guthrie's  creek 
require  to  be  well  timbered,  in  order  to  be  secure  from  any  ha- 
bility  !o  injury  from  freshets.  An  embankmesit  two  hundred  and 
fifty  yards  in  length  and  ten  feet  high,  extending  to  the  hilis  on 
either  side  of  the  river,  will  be  necessary  to  prevent  the  water 
from  llowing  round  the  abutments. 

The  level  of  the  bed  of  White  river  at  Deck's  ferry,  is  iI8 
feet  above  low  writer  mark  of  the  Ohio  River  at  New  Aibany. 
The  level  of  the  street  running  east  .nnd  wes(,  rtcar  the  court 
house  in  the  town  of  Bedford,  is  32S  feet  above  low  water  mark 
of  the  Ohio  river  at  New  Albany. 

The  whole  cost  of  this  division  atnounts  to  .S-133,2"20  88,  niving 
an  average  of  .|:4;M7  60  per  mile. 

FOURTfi  DIVISION'. 

Froin  Bedford  to  Bloominglon — Lengthy  26.79  Miles, 

The  line  pursues  a  course  west  of  north,  occasionally  vnrying 
its  direction  in  order  to  suit  circumstances,  towards  Bloomington, 
crossing  Salt  creek  at  Kelsey's  ferry,  Gullett's  creek.  Clear  creek, 
and  several  of  their  tributaries.  J  examined  the  country  adjoin- 
ing Clear  creek  (in  order  to  get  a  level  road)  and  compared  it 
with  the  estimated  route.  My  objections  to  the  valley  of  the 
creek,  arc,  ist.  The  course  of  the  stream  would  make  the  line  of 
the  road  two  miles  longer.  Second,  the  deep  ravines  putting  into 
the  creek  Irom  the  east  and  wpsl,  require  extensive  bridges  to  vent 
the  water  .it  some  seasons  of  tiie  year.  3d.  Steep  bluffs  of  rough, 
massive,  secondary  lime  stone  rock,  are  occasionally  encountered: 
these  all  enterej  into  the  calculation,  and  the  result  was  an 
entire  conviction  that  it  would  be  economy  to  appropriate  this 
money  in  cutting  down  the  ridges  and  filling  up  the  valley?, 
thereby  shortening  the  distance  and  placing  the  road  on  high 
ground,  secure  from  any  liabilities  (o  interruption  from  freshets  or 
"ther  casualties.  The  gradn  of  the  rosin  up  Salt  creek  from 
Shrficn  871 .  '.vliere  lite  pref.cnl  ro^id  conu  s  'n  co!(t;ict  witli  a  very 
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Rcecp  hilL  can  hr-  mide  easy  by  rontinuing  the  line  along  the  side 
hill  to  Station  SS4.  Occasionally  small  valleys  are  encouijtered 
which  may  be  fiiled  up  at  a  small  expense. 

The  level  of  the  street  running  north  and  south,  opposite  the 
court  house  in  (he  tovr'ii  of  Bloomingion,  is  419  feet  above  lo^v 
^vater  mark  of  the  Ohio  river  at  New  Albany. 

The  whole  cost  of  this  Division  a:nounts  to  .333,753  97,  giving 
an  avenige  of  ,^'3, 126  31  per  mile. 

FIFTH  DIVISION. 
From  Blooniingloii  to  Greencastlc — Lengfhj  40.2t2  .Miles. 

Leaving  Bloominfi;lon,  we  pass  over  an  undulating  country  for 
three  miles,  cross  Stout's  Braiich  of  Beau  Blossom,  which  re- 
quires a  bridge  150  fv.et  ciiord,  helorc  galising  the  dividing  ridge 
between  Beanbiossom  creek  and  Jack's  Defe;,it,^which  we  foUoiv 
until  within  half  a  mile  of  their  junction,  when  we  pass  over  to 
Jack's  Defeat  and  continue  on  the  right  bank  of  ihe  creek,  de- 
scending gradually  to  its  confluence  with  Beanblossom;  cros^ 
Beanblossom  creek,  leaving  the  village  of  Mount  Taber  one  quar- 
ter of  a  mile  to  the  east;  follow  the  valley  of  it  on  very  favoraide 
ground,  intersecting  White  river  half  a  mile  below  Gosport. 
The  bridge  across  White  river,  must  iie  six  hundred  feet  long,  and 
thirty-three  feet  high,  in  order  to  pass  the  water  that  occasionally 
floods  the  banks.  Much  attention  will  be  necessary,  in  putting  in 
the  fotmdation  for  this  work,  in  order  to  be  secured  from  freshets. 
Piles  driven,  and  cribbing  fashioned  in  the  best  manner,  must  bo 
resorted  to  as  the  natural  bed  of  the  stream  is  sand  (perhaps  quick 
sand  will  be  encountered.)  four  arches,  one  hundred  and  tit'ty  feet 
chord  each,  will  in  my  judgment,  be  necessary. 

Thence  the  iine^asses  through  Gosport,  and  follows  the  winding 
of  the  hills,  crossing  Eel  river,  Deer  creek  and  their  tributaries 
and  the  National  road  two  miles  east  of  Putnamville,  before 
reaching  Greencastle.  By  reference  to  the  m.-ip,  you  can  discov. 
ever  a  proposed  line,  differing  in  many  points  fron^  the  one  mark- 
ed  out  on  the  ground  for  which  due  allowance  has  been  made  in 
the  estimated  cost  of  construction. 

The  level  of  the  street  running  east  and  west  in  the  town  of 
Greencastlc  is  478  feet  above  low  v;  iter  mark,  of  the  Ohio  river 
at  New  Albany. 

The  wlioie  cost  of  this  division  amounts  to  §177,914  23,  ma- 
kingan  average  of  ,§4,424  27  per  mile. 

SIXTH  DiVISJON. 
From  Greencastle  to  Cratvfordsxille — Lengthy  27.^5  Miles. 

From  Greencastle.  the  line  pursues  nearly  a  north  course  o^'er 
ground  rendered  somewhat  broken   and  rolling  by  fh<^  W^lnTit 


fork  of  Eel  river.  Ramp,  Rrtccoon,  arid  I'attlesnakc  cr€eksi,"nli  o 
which  requirt;  bridges.  We  then  enter  what  is  tertned  the  Black 
Swamp,  at  a  point  about  eight  miles  south  of  Crawfordsville. 
The  character  of  tiie  soil  is  alluvial,  very  flat,  heavily  limberrd, 
and  covered  with  stariding  water.  It  will  be  necessary  to  raise  the 
road  three  feet  above  theiiatural  suriare  of  the  ground:  through 
this  swamp  and  cut  lateral  drains,  by  means  of  which  tiie  water 
ift  drawn  off  to  the  lieighboring  low  grounds.  The  swamp  extends 
to  a  point  about  two  miles  SDuih  of  Crawfordsville,  where  the 
country  becomes  more  nndulatiug,  the  line  of  survey  enters  the 
town  hom  the  south, and  is  terminated  at  the  court  house. 

The  level  of  the  street  running  nortli  and  south  opposite  the 
court  house  in  the  town  of  Crawfordsville,  is  393.50  leet  above 
low  Water  mark  of  the  Ohio  river  at  New  Albany. 

Whole  cost  of  this  division  amounts  to  |;87,7,56  72,  giving  an 
average  of  §3,151  05  per  mile. 

The  assessments  attached  to  this  report,  has  been  made  for  a 
road  thirty  feet  wide  on  top,  having  in  no  case  a  longitudinal  slope 
of  more  than  three  and  a  half  dcarees.  The  ground  is  to  be  well 
grubbed  and  cleared  torty  feet  on  each  side  of  the  centre,  making 
Hji  opening  of  80  feet;  and  have  ditches  of  such  form  and  dimen- 
sions as  will  ensure  the  drainage  of  the  road.

In  closing  this  communication,  it  may  be  proper  to  advert  to 
the  effect  the  contemplated  improvement  would  be  calculated  to 
exert  upon  the  future  prospects  of  this  part  of  the  Ktate.  Posses- 
sing a  soil  rich  and  productive,  and  a  population  industrious  and 
enterprising,  its  energies  are  now  subdued  and  its  advancement 
retarded  for  the  want  of  a  good  and  never  failing  avenue  to  mar- 
ket. Deprived  of  the  advantages  of  n  communication  by  water 
with  fhc  Ohio  nvcr,  the  cost   of  transportation  ovi^r  road*:  Avhich 
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are  rendered  impassible  for  loaded  teams  hy  e^'eiy  heavy  eboiTvirr 
16  too  great  to  aflford  a  fair  competition  with  article?  of  produce, 
nvhich  find  their  way  to  market  by  other  and  cheaper  channels. 
As  the  cost  of  transportation  decreases,  this  disparity  would  be 
lessened,  and  its  effects  upon  the  resources  of  the  country  would 
be  sensibly  felt. 

As  these  views,  however,  arc  such  as  must  present  themselveg 
to  every  reflecting  mind,  it  is  not  deemed  necessary  to  enlarge.

Sir — 

In  conformity  with  your  instructions,  dated  8th  Septennber,  di- 
recting us  to  make  a  survey  and  exploration  with  a  view  of  esti- 
mating the  probable  cost  of  constructing  a  McAdamized  Road  from 
New  Albany,  on  the  Ohio  river,  via  Greenville,  Fredericksburgh, 
Paoli,  Mount  Pleasant,  and  Washington,  to  A^incennes,  on  the 
Wabdsh  river,  we  beg  leave  to  report. 

One  party  (under  the  direction  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Collins,)  commen- 
ced operations  at  Vincennes,  on  the  25lh  September,  and  termi- 
nated their  survey  at  a  point  on  Lost  River,  about  ten  miles  west 
of  Paoli;  to  which  point  another  party,  (under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  E.  Watts)  commencing  at  New  Albany  directed  their  course, 
and  also  terminated  their  explorations.  The  distance  of  the 
whole  line  of  survey,  from  New  Albany  to  Vincennes  is  laid  off 
into  six  divisions,  which  are  the  distances  between  the  several 
towns  (or  points)  named  in  our  instructions — viz:  From  Vin- 
cennes to  Washington,  20.41  miles;  Washington  to  Mount  Plea- 
sant, 15.52  miles;  Mount  Pleasant  to  Paoli,  27.09  miles;  Paoli  to 
Fredericksburgh,  17.77  miles;  Fredericksburgh  to  Greenville, 
1 1.64  miles ;  and  Greenville  to  New  Albany,  12.37  miles.  Total 
distance  from  New-Albany  to  Vincennes,  104.80  miles.  For  the 
convenience  of  calculation,  subdivisions  of  two  mile  sections  are 
made.  We  submit  as  the  result  of  our  labour,  for  your  consider- 
ation, the  following  detailed  description  of  the  country  through 
which  the  road  line  passes;  together  with  the  estimates, c^^c,  com- 
mencing at  Vincennes  and  following  the  order  of  divisions  as  be- 
fore mentioned. 

I.  VINCENNES  TO  WASHINGTON. 

The  most  formidable  obstacles  occurring  between  these  points 
are  the  West  Fork  of  White  river,  with  the  bottom  land  on  each 
side,  subject  at  times,  to  an  overflow  of  several  feet;  four  miles 
from  Washington^  and  Montour's  pond,  an  extensive,  and  during 
a  great  part  of  the  year,  impassable  morass,  stretching  from  the 
mouth  of  Flat  creek,  its  northern  arm  many  miles  to  the  south. 
It  was  deemed  expedient  to  cross  this  swamp  near  its  northern 
extremity,  at  the  place  embanked  for  that  purpose  to  accommo- 
date the  travel  on  the  present  road;  and  upon  White  river.  Haw- 
ken's  Ferry  was  selected  as  the  site  for  a  bridge.  Between  these 
points  and  the  extremes,  no  difficulties  occur  to  dictate  any  con- 
siderable de\nation  from  a  straight  general  direction. 

From  Vincennes  the  line  of  the  road  is  direct  over  the  level 
prairie  on  which  that  town  is  situated,  to  station  21,  near  the 
house  of  Mr.  Kelso,  where  it  crosses  Little  Prairie  creek  and  fol- 
lows on  the  north  side  of  a  small  branch  of  that  stream  to  station 
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29,  in  the  old  road.  From  (iiis  point  it  is  straight  as  far  as  sta- 
tion 46,  and  thence  Tollows  the  course  of  the  road  on  very  favora- 
ble ground  to  its  crossing  over  Pursell's  Mill  creek,  from  which  a 
straight  line  ascends  the  main  ridge  between  the  waters  of  the 
Wabash  and  White  rivers  to  its  summit  at  station  73.  After  pas- 
sing round  Rose's  Hill,  and  crossing  a  small  branch,  a  straight 
hne  is  pursued  to  station  96,  and  thence  crossing  considerable 
valleys  near  Dayson's  and  Snyder's,  meet  the  old  road  at  station 
1120;  and  its  course  is  then  pursued  to  Fiat  creek. 

The  ascent  to  the  main  ridge  is  effeected  easily,  with  a  moder- 
ate grade  upon  ground  v/cli  drained  and  but  little  broken.  In 
descending,  however,  it  is  unavoidably  necessary,  to  encounter  a 
number  of  valleys  and  ridges  dividing  dillerent  streams  flowing 
into  I\Iontour3  pond.  The  necessity  for  doing  so  in  order  to 
maintain  the  proper  direction,  will  occasion  some  undulation  of 
grade,  which,  however,  can  easily  be  restrained  far  within  the 
limit  prescribed. 

From  station  150,  on  the  west  side  of  Flat  creek,  a  straight 
line  ascends  immediately  to  station  16.5,  the  summit  of  the  ridge 
dividing  the  v^illey  of  Flat  creek  from  that  of  a  small  stream  flow- 
ing to  the  south,  which  is  crossed  at  station  iCo,  and  passing 
over  a  ridge,  the  summit  of  which  is  near  the  house  of  Mr.  West- 
fall,  descendis  and  terminates  at  the  head  of  Steene's  Branch. 
The  valley  of  this  brancli  being  favorable  in  point  of  direction, 
and  ofering  an  easy  descent  to  the  V*'hite  River  bottom,  isfolIoM^- 
ed  to  its  mouth,  whence  the  line  is  direct  to  Hawkin's  Ferry. 

From  persoid  examination  and  the  best  information  obtainable 
from  persons  residing  in  the  neighboriiood,  possessing  accurate 
knowledge  of  the  country,  it  appears  that  a  stratum  of  sand  stone 
underlying,  in  all  probability,  a  great  part  of  this  section  of 
country,  which  it  is  very  desirable  should  be  used  for  a  bridge 
foundation,  makes  its  appearance  in  the  bed  of  White  river,  at 
three  points,  viz:  the  Ford  farthest  south,  where  the  bottom  is  a 
solid  rock,  used  in  time  of  low  water  by  the  travel  of  the  present 
road.  Hawkin's  Ferry,  a  quarter  of  a  mile  above,  used  by  the 
same  in  time  of  high  water;  and  a  singular  rocky  elevation  in  the 
overflowed  valley  known  as  Toms'  Hill,  about  one  mile  and  a  half 
to  the  north.  At  Toms'  Hill  it  is  by  no  means  certain  that  the 
rock  extends  the  whole  distance  across  the  bed  of  the  river,  and 
the  point  is  otherwise  ineligible,  inasmuch  as  it  would  occasion 
the  necessity  of  passing  over  a  deep  pond  or  slough  sever, d  hun- 
dred yards  in  width  on  the  western,  and  one  of  the  channels  of 
Prairie  creek  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  river,  besides  increasing 
the  entire  distance  across  the  river  bottom.  The  ford  presents 
an  admirable  site  for  a  bridge,  not  however,  essentially  superior 
to  that  at  Hawkins'  Ferry,  which  is  selected  from  its  olfering  the 
advantages  that  it  can  be  approached  on  ground  less  depressed 
beneath  i!io  overilov/,  and  its  being  situated  immediately  in  the 
direciion  between  tijc  opening  of  the  valleys  of  Steen's  creek  on 
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the  west,  and  Ha\vkin"s  creek  on  the  east,  by  means  of  which  the 
road  must  descend  to,  and  ascend  from  the  valley  of  White  river. 

From  the  Ferry  the  line  is  direct  to  the  foot  of  the  blufi'pomt 
south  of  Hawkin's  creek.  The  direction  of  this  creek  is  remark- 
ably favorable,  admitting  the  passage  of  the  road  on  either  side 
on  a  very  easy  grade  all  the  way  up  to  the  town  of  Washington. 

The  most  important  variation  from  the  route  of  the  old  road, 
occurs  between  White  River  and  Fiat  creek.  From  this  point, 
the  road  at  present  travelled,  bears  to  the  south,  passing  over 
three  considerable  valleys  in  its  progress  to  the  livcr  bluff,  which 
it  descends  very  abruptly  at  the  distance  of  one  mile  from  the 
Ferry. 

The  line  surveyed,  has  the  advantage  of  entirely  avoiding  two 
of  these  valleys,  and  crossing  the  other  within  a  short  distance  of 
its  source;  besides  which  the  ground  adm.its  of  lower  grade,  and 
the  distance  is  less  by  half  a  mile. 

The  economy  of  distance,  always  a  consideration  of  great 
vpeight,  is  peculiarly  an  object  of  importance  upon  this  division 
of  the  road,  from  the  fact  that  the  country  affords  no  stone  suita- 
ble for  McAdamizing,  nnd  the  nearest  point  at  which  it  can  be 
obtained  in  sufficient  quantities,  being  at  a  distance  so  great,  that 
the  expense  of  grading  the  bed  of  the  road  w^ill  bear  an  unusually 
small  proportion  o^  the  reft  of  the  work,  including  transportation 
of  stone,  &c. 

It  will  appear  by  the  prices  upon  v/hich  is  based  the  estimate 
of  the  expense  of  laying  the  metal  upon  the  bed  of  the  road,  that 
they  are,  for  the  most  part,  unusually  high  upon  this  division,  and 
it  is  deemed  advisable  to  give  the  data  upon  which  they  are 
founded,  in  order  that  the  resources  of  the  country  may  be  fully 
examined.  The  best  information  to  be  obtained,  states  the  dis- 
tance at  which  the  suitable  stone  can  be  procured  in  sufficient 
quantity,  to  be  about  thirty  miles  above  the  point  of  crossing  over 
the  West  Fork  of  White  River.  The  analysis  presumes  that 
the  hire  of  a  boat  worth  ,^150,  and  fifteen  tons  burthern,  will  be 
50  c.  per  day.  The  hire  of  hands  to  manage  it,  ^5  per  day; 
their  subsistance  §'1  per  day;  making  .f6  50.  That  one  trip 
can  be  made  in  four  days,  and  transport  seven  perches  of  stone  of 
twenty-five  cubic  feet.  The  expense  of  quarrying  will  be  40  c, 
making  the  cost  $4:  11  per  perch,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  bridge 
crossing  White  River.  A  team  of  six  horses  can  be  had  for  $5 
per  day,  and  haul  a  perch  of  stone  weighing  about  two  tons,  17 
miles  in  that  time,  or  at  the  rate  of  29i  c.  per  mile.  The  cost  of 
stone  at  the  river,  with  the  addition  of  the  cost  of  hauling  the 
average  distance, shows  the  price  per  perch,  upon  each  division, 
as  it  appears  in  the  tables  of  the  estimate. 

The  total  cost  of  graduation  upon  this  division,  amounts  to 
^121,901  31,  making  an  average  of  S5,972  62  per  mile. 

The  cost  of  covering  the  road  with  stone  amounts  to  ^449,- 
977  37,  or  an  average  of  ^•22,046  90  per  mile. 
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Whole  cost  of  this  division  of  the  road  when  completed  $571,- 
878  68,  or  an  average  of  $-28,019  53  per  mile. 

2.  WASHINGTON  TO  MOUNT  PLEASANT. 

Between  Washington  and  Mount  Pleasant  no  difficulties  occur 
throughout  to  divert  the  route  of  the  road  from  a  straight  general 
direction.  The  country  is  for  the  most  part  sufficiently  level,  the 
surface  of  the  ground  requiring,  in  few  instances  the  aid  of  art  to 
subdue  it  within  the  limit  of  grade. 

The  line  of  the  road  passing  through  the  main  street  of  the 
town  of  Washington,  and  continuing  a  straight  course  eastward, 
crosses  the  valley  of  a  small  branch  of  Hawkins'  creek,  and  pass- 
es over  a  depression  to  the  head  of  one  of  the  tributaries  to  Veal 
creek,  following  for  a  short  distance  in  %i  favorable  direction. 
From  this  valley  commences  the  ascent  to  the  main  ridge  over  the 
southern  declivity  of  the  Black  Oak  Ridge,  drained  towards  the 
south  by  the  tributaries  of  Veal  creek,  and  dividing  them  from  the 
waters  of  Paririe  creek  flowing  towards  the  norlh. 

This  ridge  is  followed  advantageously,  crossing  the  principal 
streams,  to  its  summit,  where  the  line  descends  into  the  valley  of 
a  branch  ofPairie  creek;  crosses  it  near  the  house  of  Mr.  Miller, 
and  again  rises  over  broken  ground  to  the  summit  of  the  main 
dividing  ridge  between  the  East  and  West  Forks  of  White  River, 
In  descending  upon  the  south-eastern  declivity  of  the  ridge,  the 
line  runs  for  several  miles  upon  the  head  waters  of  Hawk  creek, 
and  passing  over  a  succession  of  low  broad  ridges  and  streams 
flowing  towards  the  south,  rises  to  the  high  bluff  upon  which  is 
situated  the  town  of  Mount  Pleasant.  This  ascent  is  effected  by 
means  of  a  flat  spur  of  the  ridge,  and,  together  with  the  descent 
from  the  town,  following  a  ravine  falling  towards  the  south  to  the 
alluvial  bottom  of  the  East  Fork  of  White  River,  involves  an  in- 
crease of  distance  little  less  than  half  a  nnile,  in  order  to  preserve 
"the  grade. 

Upon  this  division,  the  average  distauce  of  transportation  of 
stone  is  less  than  6  miles,  ft  is  found  of  good  quality  and  in  great 
abundance  upon  the  East  Fork  of  White  River,  and  at  a  conven- 
ient distance  from  the  banks,  which  will  make  the  cost  of  this 
item  of  construotion  materially  less  than  the  same  upon  the  first 
division. 

The  total  cost  of  graduation  upon  this  division  amounts  to  $25,- 
634  82,  making  an  average  of  §1,651  72  per  mile. 

The  cost  of  covering  the  road  with  stone,  amounts  to  .$146,181 
50;  or  an  average  of^^.^lS  91  per  mile. 

Whole  cost  of  this  division  of  the  road,  when  completed, 
§171,-816  32;  or  an  average  of  $11,070  63  per  mile, 

3.  MOUNT  PLEASANT  TO  PAOLl. 

The  East  Fork  of  White  River  is  crossed  at  the  present  ferry. 
The  precise  point,  however,  (as  there  is  very  little  choice  of  site 
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in  regard  to  the  foundation  for  abridge)  must  be  determined  by 
future  surveys  upon  the  eastern  side  of  the  river,  that  it  may  fall 
in  with  the  direction  suitable  for  any  change  in  ihe  location  of 
the  road. 

In  this  distance  of  three  miles  from  the  river,  the  transverse 
direction  of  the  water  courses  imposes  the  necessity  of  crossing 
three  considerable  spurs  of  the  branch  ridge  dividii^g  the  waters 
Salt  creek  on  the  south,  and  the  more  immediate  tributaries  of 
White  River  on  the  north-east,  the  ascent  to  which  is  then  com- 
menced by  means  of  the  valley  of  a  branch  of  the  creek  crossed  at 
ftaioii  519,  and  attained  in  the  distance  of  one  mile.  The  course 
of  tliis  ridge  is  followed  with  some  deviations  upon  either  decli- 
vity which  the  ruggedness  of  its  character  suggest,  for  the  dis- 
tance of  nine  miles,  to  the  head  of  one  of  the  branches  of  Sul- 
phur creek.  This  branch  unites  witii  Sulphur  creek  in  the  dis- 
tance of  one  mile,  and  the  valley  is  pursued  favorably  to  station 
S92,  near  the  house  of  Mr.  Wilson,  and  thence  to  a  Bench  Mark, 
near  Mr.  Fos^ett's  and  about  two  miles  west  of  Lost  River 
Four  hundred  feet  from  Bench  Mark,  is  encountered  a  very  high 
liill,  the  ascent  and  descent  of  which  varies  from  4i  to  5  degs. 
thercb}'  causing  deep  excavations  and  heavy  embankments  to  re- 
duce it  to  the  required  grade.  About  a  halt  mile  from  its  east- 
ern base,  in  the  direction  of  our  line,  is  liOsl  River,  a  considerable 
stream,  and  requiring  a  bridge  of  290  feet  span.  Between  this 
point  and  Paoli,  a  distance  of  eight  miles,  the  country  partakes 
of  the  general  rough  character  of  the  division;  m  this  distance 
four  culverts  of  six  feet  span  eacti  wjll  be  necessary. 

The  rugged  surface  of  the  country  between  Mount  Pleasant 
and  Paoii,  requires  that  a  most  thorough  knowledge  of  its  features 
should  precede  the  ultimate  choice  of  the  route  of  the  road,  much 
more  so  than  the  short  time  allowed  for  the  completion  of  the  sur- 
vey would  admit.  The  line  surveyed  exhibits  a  section  of  the 
country  in  profile  which  demonstrates  the  practicability  of  obtain- 
ing grades  within  t)ie  limit  of  3  1-2  deg.  upon  a  route  very  direct; 
no  doubt  is  entertained,  however,  that  further  examination  will 
show  the  expediency  of  deviating,  in  some  instances,  very  consid- 
erably, from  its  course,  which,  though  perhaps  slightly  increasing 
the  entire  distance,  will  bring  the  expense  of  graduation  below 
the  present  estimate  upon  this  division. 

Very  good  stone  can  be  procured  at  some  points  immediately 
in  (he  vicinity  of  the  line.  The  average  distance  of  transporta- 
tion, howver,  will  be  about  three  miles.  Timber  o*"  very  good 
quality  is  obtainable  within  a  short  distance  throughout. 

The  total  cost  of  graduation  upon  this  division  amounts  to 
$168,086  89,  making  an  average  of  $-6,201  75  per  mile. 

The  cost  of  covering  the  road  with  stone,  amounts  to  ,^292,396 
50-,  or  an  average  of  ^10,793  52  per  mile. 

Whole  cost  of  this  division  of  the  road,  completed, 3460,484 
39;  or  an  average  of  ^16,993  27  per  mile.

4.  PAOLi  TO  rREDERICkSHUKG. 

The  towM  of  Piioli  is  bounded  on  the  east  by  high  hills.  The 
line  of  survey  in  some  cases  p^isses  round  them,  thereby  avoiding 
deep  excav.itions  and  high  embankments,  but  increasing  the  di- 
rect distance  somewhat. 

The  face  of  the  country  between  Paoli  and  Fredericksburg 
presents  a  remarkably  rugged  appearance,  and  would  require  a 
much  more  extensive  examination  than  our  limited  time  would 
admit,  before  a  satisfactory  location  of  the  intended  road  could 
be  effected.  After  leaving  Paoli,  the  country  for  six  miles  (to 
Hallowell'p)  is  rough,  not  so  much  so,  however,  as  to  oppose  any 
serious  diflicuUies  in  construction.  A  succession  of  small  hills 
constitute  its  profile.  Five  branches  are  crossed  in  this  distance^ 
each  requiring  i\  culvert  of  6  feet  span.  Stone  tor  their  construc- 
tion is  abundant.  After  leaving  HallowelPs,  in  a  distance  of  near- 
ly seven  miles  (to  Hardy's  store),  we  encounter  hills  of  an  eleva- 
tion nearly  equal  to  the  highest  knobs  in  the  vicinity  of  New-Alba- 
ny; some  of  them  will  require  much  labor  in  reducing  to  the  re- 
quired grade:  in  this  distance  one  culvert  of  ten  feet  span  will 
be  required.  From  Hardy's  store  to  Fredericksburg,  a  distance 
of  about  five  miles,  the  country  is  undulating,  and  presents  few 
difficulties. 

The  total  cost  of  graduation  upon  this  division,  amounts  to  $56^- 
483  01,  making  an  average  of  of  ^3,178  5o  per  mile. 

The  cost  of  coverinci  the  road  with  stone,  amounts  to  §94,454 
20:  or  an  average  of  .5"5,315  37  per  mile. 

Whole  cost  of  this  division  of  the  road,  when  completed,  a- 
n.ounts  to  $151,937  21,  or  an  average  of  $8,493  93  per  mile. 

5.  F^iEDERICKSBURG  TO  GREENVILLE. 

The  line  pursues  a  course  south  of  east  from  Fredericksburg, 
descending  into  a  valley  which  is  occasionally  overflowed  by  the 
waters  of  Blue  River,  and  will  require  to  be  raised  twelve  feet  a- 
bove  its  natural  surface,  by  an  embankment  connecting  a  bridge 
across  the  stream  with  the  side  hill  upon  which  the  town  is  situa- 
ted. This  embankment,  sixteen  hundred  feet  long,  and  also  the 
grading  c(  the  hill  in  the  town  of  Fredericksburg,  will  be  very  ex- 
pensive. A  more  favorable  place  for  crossing  Blue  River,  is  near 
the  old  bridge,  leaving  the  town  of  Fredericksburg  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  to  the  north.  Stone  and  other  materials  that  are  necessary 
for  the  construction  of  the  bridge,  may  be  found  convenient. 

From  Blue  River  the  ground  is  favorable;  occasionally  small 
'^l reams  are  encountered.  The  ridges  may  be  easily  redused  so 
iis  to  allow  the  grade  of  the  road  to  come  within  the  limit  of  3  1-2 
deg. 

The  total  cost  of  graduation  upon  tliis  division,  amounts  to 
$'12,500  55,  making  an  average  of  .$3,654  39  per  mile. 
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The  cost  of  covering  (he  road  with  stone,  amounts  to  $7,5,131,. 
00,  or  an  average  of  ,'§6,460  36  per  mile. 

Whole  cost  of  tills  division  of  the  road,  when  co/npieted,  .$1 17,- 
631:  65;  or  an  average  ®f  $*  10,1 14  75  per  mile. 

6.  GREENVILLE  TO  NEW  ALBANY. 

The  flat  land  of  the  Ohio  river,  in  the  neighborhood  of  New 
Albany  is  bounded  by  n  range  of  hills,  termed  the  Knobs,  distant 
from  the  river  where  the  line  encounters  them,  two  miles;  and 
their  summit  where  the  road  must  necessarily  cross,  is  500  feeta- 
hove  low  writer  mark.  The  country  between  Greenville  and  the 
iinobs  is  very  undulating,  and  of  a  hard  compact  nature;  broken 
by  Big  and  jjittle  Indian  creidcs,  together  with  numerous  small 
branches,  requiring  bridges  a;id  culverts,  the  cost  and  dimensions 
of  which  you  will  tind  by  reference  to  the  tables  attached. 

Several  examinations  were  made  with  a  view  to  ascertain  the 
lowest  and  most  favorable  poitit  o/ crossing  the  Knobs;  which  re- 
sulted  in   the  conviction   that.  th". gap  occupied  by  the  present 
New  Albjiny  and  Vincennes  road,  pxcsfiiiis ._b^_fa r  t he  most  favor- 
able-ground  for  that  purpose .     This  road  follows  an  undulatin£j 
ridge  between  two  deep  ravines,  running  nearly  paralellel  with 
each  otiier.     From  the  gap  near  the  summit,  we  follow,  on  the 
north  bank,  the  direction  of  a  southern  ravine  a  quarter  of  a  mile; 
cross  to  the  south  bank  of  a  northern  ravine,  following  it  a  short 
distance,  then  re-eross  to  the  north  bank  of  south  ravine  to  a  point 
about  half  w'ay  to  the  bottom,  and  from  thence  winds  along  until 
it  reaches   a  point  near  Layden's  tavern,  on   the  old  road;  this 
point  nearly  corresponds  with  the  general  level  on  to  New  Alba- 
ny, a  distance  of  two  miles.     The  graduation  will   be  along  the 
side  hill,  and  in  some  instances  will  require  a  waih  to  support  the 
embankment  on  the  lower  side,  a  ditch  on  the  upper  side,  and 
small  culverts  constructed  at  proper  intervals  will  be  necessary  to 
pass  the  water  under  the  road.     Stone  being  convenient  on  tliis 
division,  the  expense  of  the  masonry  and  stone  coverrnsj  will  be 
comparatively  sravall.     By  making  a  cut  of  four  and  a  half  feet  on 
the  summit,  we  are  enable  to  overcome  the  elevation  at  a  grade 
not  exceeding  3deg.,  which  is  much  more  favorable  than  antici- 
pated 

The  total  cost  of  graduation  on  this  division,  amounts  to  $'36,- 
090  65,  making  an  average  of  .^2,917  59  per  mile. 

The  cost  of  covering  the  road  with  stone,  amounts  to  $'81,906 
50;  or  an  average  of  |;6,621  38  per  mile. 

Whole  cost  of  this  division  of  the  road  when  completed,  amounts 
to  ,^117,997  15;  or  an  average  of  $9,538  97  per  mile. 

The  assessment  attached  to  this  report  has  been  made  for  a  road 
thirty  feet  wide  on  top,  having  in  no  case  a  longitudinal  slope  of 
more  than  three  and  a  half  dog.,  and  covered  with  stone  broken 
into  pieces  weighing  net  more  than  four  ounces.    The  bed  of  the 
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road  is  to  be  formed  nearly  flat,  having  a  slope  of  one  inch  in 
three  feet  from  the  centre  to  the  sides.  Twenty  feet  of  the  cen- 
tre to  be  covered  to  a  depth  of  three  inches  with  clean  stone  bro- 
ken as  above.  Second  year  an  additional  covering  of  three  in- 
ches will  be  put  on.  Third  year  three  inches  more  will  be  neces- 
sary, leaving  the  McAdamized  stone  covering  nine  inches  deep  at 
the  centre,  and  six  at  the  edges.  No  stone  to  be  used  but  such 
as  are  hard,  as  granite,  flint  or  limestone.

The  committee  on  elections,  to  whom  was  referred  certain  do- 
cuments and  evidence,  contesting  the  election  of  William  Elliott, 
who  was  returned  as  duly  elected  Senator  from  the  Senatorial 
District,  composed  of  the  county  of  Wayne,  respectfully  report: 

That  they  have  carefully  examined  the  documents  and  evi" 
dence, and  find  that  it  is  preferred  against  said  Elliott  that  he 
had  not  been  a  resident  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  for  two  years 
next  preceding  his  election,  and  therefore  not  eligible  to  be  elec- 
ted a  Senator  of  our  Slate  Legislature. 

It  is  proved  from  the  depositions  accompanying  the  charge, 
that  Elliott  had,  in  January,  1833,  removed  from  VVayne  county, 
in  this  State  to  Cincinnati,  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  where  his  family 
resided,  until  some  time  in  the  month  of  July,  following.  It 
clearly  appears  that  Elliott's  family  returned  to  Centreville, 
Wayne  county,  in  this  State,  in  July,  1833;  and  that  Elliott  him- 
self, some  weeks  previous  to  their  returning  to  Centreville,  rent- 
ed a  house,  with  the  avowed  determination  of  forthwith  remov- 
iBg  with  his  family  from  Cincinnati,  into  said  house.  His  famil}', 
it  is  proved,  were  actually  living  in  Centreville,  some  days  before 
the  August  election  of  1833-  that  EUiott  had  given  upon  the 
house  he  had  occupied  ir  ^'-  mnati,  before  the  August  election, 
and  consequently  was  no  ^  resident  therein:  nor  is  it  proven 
that  he  was  a  resident  of  Cincinnati,  or  any  part  of  Ohio,  so  late 
as  two  years  before  the  August  election  of  1835:  nor  is  it  conclu- 
fively  proven  where  he  was  on  the  day  of  election,  August,  1833. 
But  it  being  proven  that  he  had  rented  in  Centreville,  in  VVayne 
county,  in  this  State,  a  house  early  in  July,  1833;  that  his  family 
was  residing  therein  in  July,  1883,  we  cannot  do  otherwise,   in 


tlie  absence  of  further  evidence,  than  ronclufle  the  said  William 
Elliott's  place  of  residence  tor /tro  ytars  imtnediatejy  preceding 
his  election,  was  in  Centrevjlle.  Wayne  county,  in  this  State,  and 
report,  that  he  \\'as  constitutionally  eligible  and  duly  elected 
Senator.

I  am  directed  by  the  House  of  Uepresentatives,  to  lay  before 
the  Senate  a  copy  of  the  report  made  by  the  Commissioner  ap- 
pointed to  superintend  the  expenditure  of  the  fund  appropriated 
to  improve  the  navigation  of  the  Wabash  river. 

The  House  of  Representatives  have  passed  the  following  en- 
grossed bills  entitled  acts,  to  wit: 

An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Wa- 
bash and  Michigan  Rail  Road  Company,  approved  February 
2d, 1832; 

An  act  to  relocate  a  state  road  in  the  county  of  Orange  from 
Orleans  to  George  French's^ 

An  act  authorizing  Joseph  D.  Clark,  a  minor,  to  sell  real  es- 
tate; and 

A  joint  resolution  relative  to  preemptions  to  settlers  on  the 
public  lands  of  the  United  States,  within  the  state  of  Indiana; 

In  all  of  which  several  bills  and  joint  resoulution  they  ask  the 
concurrence  of  tl:ie  Senate. 

The  bills  in  the  message  No.  3,  4,  and  6,  and  the  joint  resolu- 
tion No.  12,  relative  to  pre-emption  to  settlers  on  public  lauds  of 
the  United  States,  within  the  limits  of  Indiana,  were  severally 
read,  and, 

Ordered^  That  they  respectively  pass  to  a  second  reading. 

Mr.  Tannehili,  from  the    committee   on  unfinished    business 
made  the  following  report:

No.  9,  to  amend  an  act  entitled, ''an  act  toencournge 
the  killiiii;;  of  wolves,"'  approved  Feb.  iOth,  lN3i,  was  read,  and 

Ordered  to  a  second  rending. 

Tii(;  l)il!,  J'io.  10,  declaring  certain  streams  therein  named, 
pu!)lic  highways,  approved  January  20,  1821,  was  read,  and 

Ordered  to  a  second  reading. 

The  resolution  on  the  subject  of  school  lands  was  taken  up, 
and  on  tlie  question,  shall  t!ic  resolution  be  adopted,  it  was  deci- 
ded in  the  negative. 

So  the  resohition  was  not  adopted. 

On  molion  ofiVIr.  Brady,  the  loilowing  resolution  was  adopted:

No.  8,  entitled  a  hill  to  repeal  the  act  entitled  "an  act 
to  amend  tiie  several  acts  regulating  the  jurisdiction  and  duliesof 
justices  of  the  peace  m  tiie  several  counties  herein  named,  approv- 
ed Februaiy  7, 1835,  so  fir  as  the  provisions  tiiereof extend  to  the 
counties  of  Orange  and  Washington,  was  read  a  third  time  and 
passed.

The  bill,  No.  6,  entitled   "a  bill  to  authorise  the  sale  of  a  cer- 
tain school  section  in  iMarion  county,"  was  read  a  thi<rd  time,  and

The  President  being  absent, 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Shaw,  Mr.   Morgan  took  the  chair. 
Leave  being  granted,  Mr.  Boon  introduced  the  following  reso- 
lution, which  was  adopted:

iMr.  VVhiicornb,  on  leave  granted,  introduced  the  following  re- 
solution: 

Resolved,  That  the  select  commitiee  to  whom  was  referred,  the 
Bubjcctof  (he  npportionnicnt  of. Senators  and  Representatives,  lor 
the  ensuing  live  }cars,  be  instructed  to  report  a  bill  tixing  the  ra- 
tio of  representation   at  votes  for   a  senatoiial  and 
votes  for  a  representative  district,  as  nearly  as  practicable. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Boon,  the  blank  was  filled  with  2000  for  a 
senatorial  and  iOOO  for  a  representative  district. 

On  leave  granted,  Mr.  Collett  introduced  the  bill,  No.  II,  en- 
titled 'S'l  bill  to  incorporate  the  Newport  Steam  Mill  company;" 

Which  was  read,  and 

Ordered  to  a  second  reading. 

The  President  laid    before   the  Senate   the  following  Report 
from  the  Commissioners  of  the  Wabash  and  Erie  canal: 

io  the   General  Assembly  of  the  Stale  of  Indiana: 

In  pursuance  of  the  duties  enjoined  by  law,  the  undersigned 
respeclfuiiy  l)(g  leave  to  report:  that  so  soon  as  the  season  would 
permit  they  (odk  measures  to  relet,  and  make  such  dis|)osition  of 
that  portion  of  the  Wabash  and  trie  Canal  which  lies  between 
I  i  untington  and  the  river  Aboite  as  was  necessary  to  complete 
the  same  by  the  4lh  of  July  last.  This  part  of  the  line  lies  along 
the  margin  of  wet  prairies  on  the  borders  of  Little  Riverand  was 
fiboul  fourteen  miles  in  length.  From  its  peculiar  situation  it  was 
sickly;  and  from  the  experience  of  the  last  yea I's  operations  it 
was  apparent  that  after  (he  waim  weather  would  set  in  of  July 
and  August,  it  would  be  difficult  if  not  impossible  to  have  this  part 
of  the  Canal  worked  with  a  competent  num'ner  of  laborers  with- 
out much  sickness  and  tjrcat  loss  of  human  lives.  The  measures 
4aken,  were  sufficient  for  the  purpose  Intended;  the  middle  divi- 
sion was  finislied  in  the  time  contemplated,  the  canal  filled  with 
water  and  on  the  3d  and  4th  of  July  navigated  with  boats  through 
the  whole  length  of  (his  division  of  thirty-two  miles.  That  part 
of  the  line  from  lluntmgton  to  Aboite  had  l^een  taken  at  prices 
loo  low  for  the  contractors  to  finish  without  loss;  and  from  the 
sickness  of  the  last  year,  the  higli  prices  of  provisions,  and  the  bad 
reputation  it  had  acquired  from  relettings,  was  necessarily  finish- 
ed .it  more  co:t  than  was  anticipated  when  the  woik  was  first  es- 
thm:i!ed. 

Tlic  middle  division  or  summit  section  of  the  eanal  which  was 
finished  in  July  last  embraces  the  high  dain  across  the  St.  Jo- 
seph's river,  one  guard  and  four  lift-locks.  For  want  of  bf^tter 
materials  the  lirst  three  of  these   lockj   are  built   of  wooJ,  the 
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iourth  is  a  combined  lock  made  of  hammer-dressed  stone  laid  ia 
dry  wall,  and  faced  with  plank  so  as  to  be  perfectly  tight  between 
the  walls.  It  has  been  a  mailer  of  much  regrel,that  wood  siiould 
have  to  be  used  for  structures  of  this  description  on  account 
of  their  liability  to  decay.  Wuch  esertion  was  used,  and  many 
examinations  made  wilh  the  hope  of  finding  suitable  building 
itone  in  the  vicinity  of  these  locks  but  witiiout  success.  During 
the  summer  some  few  breaches  occuncd  in  the  canal  banks  on  the 
St.  Joseph's  feeder-bluffs,  and  one  near  Mill  creek  on  the  main 
line.  A  rain  said  to  be  unprecedented  in  violence,  filled  the  ca- 
nal ntthis  point  frister  than  its  capacity  would  permit  such  an  ac- 
cumulation of  waters  to  be  discharged  broke  over  the  banks  and 
did  considerable  damage. 

This  took  place  previous  to  tiie  first  of  July,  at  which  time  Ihe 
middle  division  was  completed.  Since  then  the  navigation  of 
these  thirty  two  miles  has  not  been  interrupted  for  a  single  day. 
From  the  feeder  dam  to  the  first  lock  is  a  level  of  twcoty  miles  in 
length.  Filling  this  and  other  portions  of  the  line  with  waler 
tested  the  perfect  accuracy  of  the  engineers  in  its  formation.  No 
deviation  from  their  original  plan  is  any  where  perceptible  and 
the  whole  work  reflects  credit  on  the  ski!)  and  judgment  of  tlie  en- 
gineers who  have  planned  and  superintended  its  construction. 

Tliis  division  has  been  completed  and  kept  in  repair  to  the  pre- 
sent time  for  the  sum  of  §227,786  81,  being  .$8,1G3  16  less  than 
the  estimate  made  for  it  l)y  Josepli  Ric'geway  jr.  in  1830,  and  an 
averaize  cost  of  §7,177  00  per  mile. 

It  was  the  wish  of  the  board  to  have  put  under  contract  that 
part  of  the  canal  line,  from  near  Miamisport  to  Georgetown,  a 
distance  of  21  miles,  early  in  the  spring.  But  an  unusunl  scarci- 
ty of  provisions  not  only  on  the  line  i)'Jt  generally  over  the  slate, 
with  the  high  prices  at  v/hicli  the  re-kttings  above  Huntington 
were  taken,  induced  them  to  postpone  the  matter  until  tlie  15lh 
September  last.  Including  t!ie  amount  of  work  which  was  re-let 
above  Uuatington  there  must  have  been  about  §'100,000  worth  of 
work  under  contract  the  iirsl  of  April  last,  on  account  of  the  high 
prices  of  provisions,  if  the  line  from  ^Jiamisport  to  Georgetown 
had  then  been  let;  by  drawing  supplies  and  labor  to  that  quarter, 
the  contractors  on  the  old  line  would  have  been  compelled  to  have 
abandoned  their  contracts. 

That  part  of  the  line  which  was  re-let  in  ths  spring  was  taken 
at  more  than  double  the  rates  for  which  they  had  been  contract- 
ed for  at  the  first  letting.  The  prices  for  plain  earth  excavation 
when  first  put  under  contract,  was  generally  fiom  9  to  9  1-2  cents 
per  cubic  yard.  The  same  work  was  relet  in  the  spring  at  pri- 
ces varying  from  18  to  22  cents  per  yard.  From  llunlington 
westwardly  the  contractors  had  their  work  generally  for  earth  eji- 
cavHtlon  from  10  to  12  1-2  cents  per  cubic  yard,  and  liave  nearly 
finished  it  at  those  prices.  The  amount  was  large,  and  if  they 
had  b«cn  forc^'d   io  abandon  their  wcrk  in  the  spring,  under  ths 
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circumstances  whlcii  then  existed,  the  new  contrBctf  couid  not 
have  been  made  for  hiSS  than  50  per  cent,  on  the  prices  for  whiih 
this  pait  of  the  lino  has  been  finished.  The  nmount  of  the  old 
contracts  was  nearly,  a?  before  rem-irked,  ,?;  100,000  in  the  }-prin«, 
and  not  loss  tlian  ono-fiflh  of  this  work  wouUl  have  been  re-let, 
and  would  necessarily  have  cost  the  stale  from  ,§'35  to  40,000 
more  than  the  amount  for  which  it  has  been,  and  will  be  finished^ 

Whenever  a  portion  of  canal  line  is  put  under  contract,  oxpe* 
rience  fully  proves  that  laborers  who  are  at  work  on  the  old  lM;e, 
leave  it  in  great  numbeis  for  the  new  one.  i*ersoi)s  who  soil 
provisions  pursue  the  same  cours^^,  and  in  case  the  line  which 
was  let  in  September,  had  been  put  under  contract  in  the  spring, 
the  contractors  on  tlic  old  line/ould  not  have  tisiishod  their  woik; 
they  would  ha.'e  been  compelled  to  nh;indon  their  cotitract*, 
however  unwilling,  have  suffered  ruinon*  losses,  and  ihe  worlt 
which  is  now  finished,  have  cost  beyond  the  prices  which  havo 
heen  paid  for  it,  a  larj^e  amount.  Accoidin;;^  io  the  terms  of  the 
contracts,  the  line  v/estwardiy  from  lluntinglot)  wliich  was  let 
last  year,  in  May  and  July,  should  have  been  finished  by  the  10th 
of  November  last.  Two  of  Oie  dams  across  the  Wabash  river, 
at  Huntington  and  Lagro  b.ave  been  finished  in  a  very  satisfac- 
tory m,anner,  and  (he  tl'ird  one  below  (he  month  of  (he  Mississina« 
wa  is  in  a  great  state  of  f  (rwardness  and  left,  it  is  btdicVf^d,  in  a 
safe  condition.  The  earth  work  on  (his  part  of  (lie  line  is  very 
nearly  completed.  In  most  i::Ft,!iiC(s  u-herc  wooden  or  con'siiined 
locks  were  contemplated,  the  [d  ins  have  been  changed  and  hewn 
stone  suiJstituted  in  their  stead.  I'y  much  labor  in  making  ci- 
amisuitions,  several  quarries  of  excellent  stone  have  l)een  found, 
and  whenever  it  could  be  done  within  any  reasonable  expense 
the  l)0ard  h.ive  not  hesitated  in  making  the  change.  From  Hun- 
tington westwardly  to  the  termination  of  the  canal  letlings  in 
1834,  (here  will  be  four  wooden  and  eight  hewn  stone  locks. 
Below  this  point  stone  (.fa  suitable  quality  can  be  obtained  to 
build  all  the  structures  which  may  be  necessary,  and  avoid  the 
use  of  perishable  mateiials.  The  change  from  the  original  plan 
tocutstone  hasdelayed  tiie  contr  uction  of  these  locks;  they  no\r 
constitute  much  the  largest  part  of  the  unfinished  work  on  this 
part  oftlie  line.  With  some  effort  t'.ey  can  be  completed  and 
the  canal  filled  with  v.'ater  to  within  15  miles  of  Logansport  by 
the  1st  of  July  next. 

The  operations  on  the  Canal  have  been  as  succssful  dutingihe 
last  yearas  w;is  anticipated,  tiotwitlti;la;.ding  (he  scarcity  of  pro- 
visions and  (he  sickness  of  (he  season,  which  to  a  greater  or  less 
degree  prevailed  over  many  par(s  of  (he  state.  Along  the  line  it 
was  unusually  healthy,  and  the  amountof  la!)or  done  in  construct- 
ing the  Canal  during  the  present  year,  is  more  than  twice  the 
amount  done  durintr  the  last,  and  atlords  a  flattering  prospect  for 
the  speedy  and  successful  completion  of  the  whole  work. 

For  specific  detail  of  the  operations  on  the    \\'ab:ish  nnd  Efle 
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Cnnji!,  rffrrencc  is  leppectruliy  rnndc  to  the  report  of  Mr.  V^ir 
Isjim?, Engmoer  in  thief",  which  is  appended  to  ihi8  communica- 
tion and  miukcd  No.  I. 

The  last  si-e-!rioii  of  (lie  Lcgishilure  directed  surveys  of  Canal 
routes  on  rr.iniv  of  tlie  lending  natural  channels  for  internal  im- 
provcmenls  in  this  slate.  Eailyin  (lie  spring  and  during  the 
hitter  part  of  the  winltr,  nejioliations  were  set  on  foot  to  procure 
connpetenl  Eaj^Mnccrs  for  thi?  service.  Fronn  the  arrangements 
which  were  made  with  Mr.  Gooding  last  winter,  his  services 
were  procured  at  the  opc'ningof  the  spring.  A  party  was  then 
plared  under  liis  coirnnand  utid  sent  to  make  n  survey  south  from 
Indianapolis,  with  the  view  of  locating  a  Canal  line  from  that 
point  to  the  Drifwood  ft)rk  of  Wiiite  River,  thence  to  the  vailev" 
of  the  Muscr.tatiick,  across  it  and  Collins  Gap  in  the  Knobs,  to 
the  waters  of  Silver  Creek,  and  thence  to  .leflrv-'rsonville  and 
nrctind  the  Falls  of  the  Ohio.  This  work,  although  practicable, 
«nd  ovidenti}- ofthc  higiiest  utility  provided  it  should  have  been 
made,  was  considered  too  expensive  under  the  present  exigencies 
of  the  Stale,  and  after  pursuing  tlie  surveys  until  it  was  ascer- 
tained tluit  a  Canal  in  that  quarter  would  cost  thirty  thousand 
dollars  per  n»ile  fietwten  Indianapolis  and  Jeflersonvillc-,  it  was 
I^Mven  up  under  the  belief,  that  a  Riiil  Road,  wJK're  so  many  nat- 
ural impediments  liave  to  be  encountered,  would  possibly  be  the 
cheaper  ir.iprovemcnt,  and  the  !)est  calculated,  under  such  cir- 
f  umstancf  s,  to  advance  the  interests  oi  the  State.  The  Board 
fell  the  importance  of  this  survey,  and  made  many  examinations 
in  relation  to  it.  The  Fails  of  the  Ohio  is  the  natural  point  for 
the  trade  of  a  large  portion  of  our  Slate,  and  if  this  work  could 
have  been  constructed  by  introducing  the  water  on  the  highest 
ground  between  JeiFersonvillc  and  Albany,  keeping  Hbove  the 
Folid  rock,  and  locking  down  iu'o  the  river  each  way,  a  safe 
Kteam  boat  navigation  around  the  Falls,  free  from  the  washings 
and  dcposites  of  river  iioods,  might  have  heen  made  and  kept  in 
repair,  at  very  small  cost.  Such  a  work  could  not  fail  of  afford- 
ing profits,  as  the  annually  increasing  business  of  the  Ohio  will  in 
i\  very  short  time  swell  to  so  great  an  amount,  that  the  Canal  on 
the  Kentucky  side  of  the  river,  will  be  entirely  inadequate  to  pass 
the  commerce  of  the  country. 

Tlie  waters  of  Driftwood  are  sufBciently  elevated  and  abundant 
to  pass  Collins'  Cap,  and  supply  the  line  below.  But  from  the_ 
peruliar  foruiation  of  the  valley  of  Muscatatack,  it  is  rendered 
difficult  and  expeusivo.  This  valley  has  little  or  no  fall,  until  it 
meets  the  hills  and  mountain  country  which  bounds  its  limits. 
Contrary  to  most  river  vallics  frorn  the  streams  to  the  hills:  there 
is  little  or  no  inclined  plane.  In  carrying  the  Canal  around  the 
upper  section  of  the  valley,  a  succession  of  mountain  points  pro- 
jecting into  it,  v;itti  deep  ravliics  between  them,  had  to  be  en- 
countered, which  swelled  the  cost  to  tlie  amount  before  stated. 
Tiie  <jrf*'i[er  rf'gret  wa:=  fdt  ftorn   the  convirfion,  that  in  ti.mf  tbo 
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r«9ourcei  and  Trantsof  the  countrj  will  induce  the  cunetructioa 
of  this  work,  and  from  the  fact  that  the  country  through  which 
it  passes  is  rich  in  Iron  Ore,  prohat)ly  Co;*.!,  and  in  the  event  of  a 
puhiic  work  being  nnadc  in  that  quarter,  would  become  the  rich 
fnineral  district  of  the  State. 

From  the  great  amount  of  public  works  which  the  different 
itates  have  been  engaged  in  (he  present  year,  it  was  difficult  to 
procure  Engineers  to  make  the  surveys.  The  Board,  however, 
succeeded  in  procuring  the  services  of  Francis  Cleaveland  of 
Ohio,nnd  C.  T.  Whippo  of  Pennsylvania,  who  were  placed  at 
the  head  of  the  locating  parties,  the  former  on  that  portion  of  the 
central  Canal  lying  between  Indianapolis  and  Evansville,  and  (he 
latter  on  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal,  from  Lafayette  to  Terr« 
Haute.  Messrs. Gooding,  Cleaveland,  and  Whippo,  are  among 
the  most  efficient  Engineers  in  the  United  States,  and  have  super*- 
intended  the  construction  of  long  portions  of  Canal  lines  in  New 
York,  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio.  Mr.  Gooding  took  ch;irge  of  the 
routes  noth  of  Indianapolis  to  the  Wabash  nnd  Erie  Canal.  All 
of  these  gentlemen  have  had  much  experience,  have  spent  (he 
greater  part  or  all  of  the  last  ten  years  in  the  construction  of 
Canals,are  perfectly  acquainted  with  their  profession,  and  from 
their  thorough  acquaintance  with  every  thing  connected  wilh  (he 
fubject,  the  manner  of  making  public  works,  and  the  rffects  pro- 
duced by  them,  the  most  implicit  confidence  may  be  placed  in  the 
estimates  and  reports  they  have  presented.  It  has  been  i!ie  ob- 
ject of  the  board  to  engage  the  services  of  the  best  Engineers  in 
the  country,  and  to  have  none  in  theemploy  of  the  State  but  men 
of  acknowledged  reputation,  thoroughly  acquainted  with  their  pro- 
fession. From  being  fully  convinced  (hat  nothing  in  point  of 
economy  and  prudence  would  compensate  (he  evils  which  would 
result  from  placing  the  superintendance  of  (he  projected  works 
in  other  than  the  best  hands,  as  regards  plan,  manner  and  cost 
©/construction,  as  well  as  their  usefulness  and  durability  when 
built,  they  are  flatted  in  believing  that  they  have  been  fortunate 
in  procuring  such  selection,  and  feel  much  pleasure  in  being  able 
to  pomt  to  extensive  and  important  works  constructed  by  these 
gentlemen  in  several  of  the  states,  in  (he  best  manner,  as  practi- 
cal proofs  of  the  reputation  they  sustain. 

In  the  progress  of  the  surveys  they  have  used  untiring  industry, 
and  have  encountered  severe  labors  under  discouraging  circum- 
stances and  distressing  sickness,  occasioned  by  the  hardships  and 
exposures  which  the  nature  of  (heir  services  necessarily  imposed. 

That  portion  of  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Cannl  lying  between 
Fort  Wayne  and  the  state  line,  has  been  located  in  a  very  satis- 
factory manner  by  L.  B.  Wilson,  Esq.  acting  under  the  general 
direction  of  the  Chief  Engineer. 

To  aid  in  the  location  of  the  several  Canal  routes,  directions 
were  given  to  the  Engineer  in  Chief,  to  organize  a  random  level 
party,  who!>f  btxsinesg  it  should  ho.  fo  sscr^rtain  in  advance  ot  the 
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locating  pHrties,  the  comparative  height  of'difficult  points  oh  e«cii 
route,  and  of  the  several  gummits  and  the  streams  trom  which  a 
supply  of  water  must  be  drawn.     This  party  commencfd  opera- 
tions as  early  as  (he  season  would  permit,  and  has  carried  a  level 
on  the  proposed  Cana!  routes  from  Indianapolis  lo  the  Driftwood 
and  Muscatrttack  rivers,  thence  lo  ihe  waleis  of  Silver  Creek  and 
to  JefFersonville;  from  Indianapolis  across    the  various  summits 
to  Evansvillc;  and    in    Vniious  directions    north  of  Indi^.napolis, 
with  the  view  of  ascertaining  tlie  proper  point  of  junction  of  the 
centre  with  tlie  Wahash  and  Erie  Canal:  and  to  have  that  con- 
nection made  as  f-.r  eastwardly   as    the  formation  of  the  couritry 
Would  peimit.     l^evels  were  run  from  Indianapolis  up  Fall  creek, 
White   river,    Pipe  creek,  and  the    Mississinawa,  by  Pendleton, 
Andersontown,    Muncietovvn  and   Marion.     And  from  Muncie- 
(own  and  the  Mississinawa  ns   far  as  was  necessary  to  determine 
the  practicability    of  such   junction    of  the  two  (-anals  towards 
Fort  Wayne,  Huntington,  Lagro,  Wabash,  and  the  mouth  of  the 
Mississinawa;  and  with  the  view  of  ascertaining   the  practicabil- 
ity of  a  canal  across  a  largo  district  of  the  southern  portion  of  this 
state,  a  line  of  levels  was  also   run  along   the   summit  country  di- 
viding the  waters  of  White  River  and  the  Ohio,  from  Princeton 
in  Gibson  county,  to  Collins'  Gap,  near  Vienna  in  JScolt  county. 
These  random  lines  have  been  mostly  run  by  a  party  under  the 
charge  of  Andeison  Davis,  who  has  performed  this  service  with 
great  ability.     The  surveys  have  been  made  under  the  immedi- 
ate eonirol  of  the  E  igineer  in   Chief,  have  been  ot  great  advan- 
tage in  the  location  of   the  several  Canal    routes,  and  connected 
with  siuiilarones  made  by  Col.  Stansbury,  chief  of  the  Rail  Road 
Engineers,  have  been  the  means  of  oiilaining  correct  topograph- 
ical knowledge  of  the  greatest  part  of  the  State. 

For  details  of  the  surveys  which  have  been  made  during  the 
present  year,  under  the  directions  of  (he  Canal  Board,  refeiencc 
i«  respectfully  made  to  the  reports  of  the  Engineer  in  Chief,  and 
Messrs.  Wilson,  Gooding,  Cleaveland  and  Whippo,  which  are 
hen;unto  appended  and  numbered  from  2  to  6,  as  part  of  our  an- 
nual communication. 

From  the  examination  of  these  reports  it  will  be  perceived  that 
Canal  lines  have  been  surveyed  and  estimated,  from  Fort  Wsyne 
to  the  Ohio  State  line;  from  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal,  through 
the  rounties  of  Wabash,  Grant,  Delaware,  Madison  and  Marion, 
to  Indianapolis;  thence  south  through  Marion,  Johnson,  Morgan, 
Monroe,  Owen,  Greene,  Daviess,  Pike,  Gibson  and  Vanderburgh 
counties,  lo  Evansville  on  the  Ohio  River.  A  Canal  route  on 
the  border  of  the  Wabash  from  Lafayette  to  Terre  Haute,  and 
also  a  cross  cut  Canal  from  Terre  Haute  to  the  centre  Canal  nt 
the  mouth  of  Eel  River,  near  the  dividing  line  of  Owen  and 
Green  counties.  Although  this  last  route  was  not  authorized 
by  law,  the  country  appeared  so  favorable  for  such  purpose,  and 
the  object  of  so  much  importance  in  forming  a  general  plan  for 
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the  IrTiprovfmer.l  of  the  St^te,  th^t  ihe  /.icts  ol  thf;  c.iso  worr^  sul#- 
nulted  to  the  Executive,  who  heM  the  sniue  views  in  relation  to 
iU  importance,  and  advised  that  a  survey  should  ho.  \t\:\(\p.  inas* 
much  as  the  iai)or  could  ho  peirurmed  while  tiie  locating  party 
was  in  tlielield,  for  hail  the  expense  tijat  mu*t  necessarily  be  in- 
curred to  m  ike  the  examinations  aAer  they  were  dijttiiised,  so 
eoon  as  the  location  of  the  line  had  been  fiidshed  lo  Evai)sville, 
Anderson  Davis,  under  the  general  directions  of  Mr.  Cleaveland, 
proceeded  to  locate  and  estimate  this  line.  The  length  of  thia 
route  is 44mile,s,  and  coimects  in  a  very  good  direction,  the  ^V'a- 
bash  and  Erie  uith  the  Centre  Cfinal;  so  that  the  lalier,  fiom 
the  mouth  of  Eel  River  will  be  the  outlet  of  bot'a  works  to  the 
Ohio. 

That  such  a  formalion  of  country  should  be  found  that  would 
allow  a  Canal  to  i)fc  cairied  across  ihc  sifmrnit  ridges  between  the 
Waba-^h  and  tiie  Wiiitc  Rivers,  between  White  River  and  ihe 
I'atoka,  and  betvveeu  the  latter  and  the  Ohio,  is  at  least  extraor- 
dinary and  almost  without  a  parallel.  The  advantages  which 
will  accrue  to  the  st^ite  from  this  termination  of  the  Wabash  and 
Erie  Canal,  v>rill  be  found  in  diminisliin;;  the  length  of  that  w«rk, 
to  the  Ohio  river,  which  will  bo  much  less  than  could  be  obiaincd 
by  extending  it  down  the  immediate  valley  of  the  Wal)ash,  in 
bringing  a  great  commercial  thoroughfare  from  the  bonier  into 
the  interior  of  tlie  Stale,  and  terminating  it  at  Evansville  on  tlio 
Ohio,  which  is  well  situated  to  command  (he  trade  of  an  exten- 
sive fertile  country  and  become  a  large  commercial  town.  The 
foririation  of  the  country  north  of  Indianapolis  is  equally  well  ad- 
npted  for  a  connection  between  the  vallics  of  the  White  River, 
Mississinawa  and  Wabash  Rivers.  A  Canal  I'oute  from  India- 
napolis to  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  can  be  easily  made;  it 
can  be  taken  to  the  Alississinawa  by  any  one  of  several  routes, 
and  from  thence  may  be  connected  wiih  the  Wabash  and  Eiie 
Canal,  either  by  following  tlie  Mississinawa  to  its  mouth,  or  by 
carrying  it  across  the  point  of  land  between  the  VV^i bash  and 
Mississinawa  River=,  and  forming  the  junction  of  the  two  Canals 
near  the  town  of  Wabash. 

From  the  fortunate  circumstanccsin  the  physical  formation  of 
the  country,  tiiis  stale  is  as  susceptible  of  improvement  with  small 
expense  as  any  one  in  the  Union.  The  smgular  facts  of  being  a- 
ble  to  cross  the  ridges  dividing  the  waters  of  so  many  streams  in 
natural  depressions  would  apparently  indicate  that  tliose  chan- 
nels  were  formed  for  the  construction  of  Canals  to  accommodate 
the  transportation  of  the  bulky  products  of  a  fertile  grain  growing 
country. 

From  nn  inspection  uf  the  location  of  the  Canal  routes  on  the 
map  of  Indiana,  it  will  be  seen  that  a  Canal  can  be  made,  from 
the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  nearly  in  the  centre  of  the  state  lo 
Indianapolis;  and  that  it  approaches  at  Muiu  ietown  and  Ander- 
eontown,  within  from  25  to  40  milos  of  the    White  V/ater  Canal. 
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To  render  the  plan  p^rfocl  Tor  ths  improvement  of  the  s(fitc,  it 
is  reBpectfiillj  suggested  tlviia  connection  either  by  Rail  Iload  or 
Canal  between  these  works  be  made.  It'  tlie  formation  ot'  the 
country  v/i!l  peririit,  a  Canal  will  he  ths  best  mode  ofcciineetion: 
so  t!i,it  boats  c.ui  p:i>s  tVorii  one  route  to  tl;e  other  and  avoid  the 
neccssily  of  (ranrishii^ment  of  frt-i^ht.  VVitijoiit  pretending  to 
any  per.-on;'.l  knowledge  of  llie  country,  but  relying  on  tiie  map  a- 
lone  it  is  believed  that  a  Canal  route  may  be  found  practicahle, 
fi'om  some  point  near  Milton,  or  between  t!i;it  and  Connersville, 
to  pass  near  or  a  short  disliince  north  of  New  Castle  in  Henry 
county,  and  thence  to  the  Centre  Canal,  near  Andersontown  or 
JMuncietown,  as  may  be  found  best;  and  thus  unite  the  two  works 
in  a  good  general  direction,  without  increasing  the  distance  from 
the  White  Water  to  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal.  Such  a  work 
between  the  two  Can.als  would  have  necessarily  to  depend  on  ar- 
tificial reservoirs  for  its  suppiy  of  water,  and  by  locaung  it  as  far 
south  of  the  rid^^je  w'uch  divides  t!)e  ?tre;?m.s  falling  into  tiie  two 
W  hi te  Rivers,  as  New  Caslle  and  Anderspntown,  its  means  for 
a  competent  supply  would  be  greatly  inci'easei!  and  probably  ob- 
tained. At  this  time  tlie  state  has  several  eminent  Engineers  in 
her  employ,  and  as  the  importance  of  a  connection  between  these 
works  is  so  obvious,  the  propriety  of  havisig  authority  granted  to 
have  a  route  surveyed  and  located,  for  a  Canal  il'  practicable,  or 
a  ilail  Road  if  it  should  prove  otherwise,  is  respectfully  submit- 
ted. 

With  a  connection  between  th.ese  worics,  commercial  clianr.els 
would  be  fjrmed  from  the  Maliash  and  Erie  Canal,  through  the 
White  VVater  country  t»  the  Ohio  at  Lav/renceburgh,  and 
open  the  trade  oftl'ie  Periusylv^inia  Canals  of  Pittsburgh,  of  Cin- 
cinnati a.nd  the  Ohio  river,  into  the  interior  of  or.r  state.  Tiie 
Centre  route  would  leave  the  Wabash  and  Eric  Car.arat  nearly 
right  anj^ie'^,  and  pass  tiirough  the  valley  of  V\  liiie  River,  in  the 
richest  and  central  part  of  the  stnte,  to  the  Ohio  at  Evansville; 
would  flcjat  off  and  bring  in  the  immense  amount  of  annual  ex- 
port and  import  of  tills  extensive  country,  abounding  in  ?rgrlcul- 
tural  and  mii^eral  wealth;  while  tlie  Wabash  and  Erie  Canfil, 
taken  down  th;it  river  to  Terre-ilaute,  and  the- nee  connected 
with  the  Centre  route  in  Greene  county,  would  afihrd  to  the  wes- 
tern part  of  the  state,  the  racilitics  to  its  commerce,  which  (he 
fertilily  of  tlie  couiury,  its  great  trade  and  dense  population 
demand.  At  ii  lime  when  the  public  mind  appears  to  be  so  much 
occupied  in  devising  a  pl.ui  ff^v  pubhc  works  the  best  nd.-.pted  to 
the  interests  of  the  stat",  it  nriy  n')t  be  improper  to  invite  atten- 
tion to  these  three;  Eastern,  Centre,  and  Western  Canal  route.?, 
as  constituting  the  ijrf.'it  n;itur;i]  ootiines  oftlie  iirNf  |;lans  for  the 
improvements  best  suited  to  a  fertile  grain  growing  country;  and 
althougii  the  undersigned  are  far  from  helicving  that  these  Canals 
are  the  only  works  which  ii>e  state  sliould  construct,  tliey  ure 
clearU'  of  oninion,  thev  should  hold  the  first  place  in  the  fivstem 
'  F2'  ' 
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which  will  he  uUimntt'lj  found  best  for  the  great  interests  of  tiie 
country  to  adopt. 

Tliere  is  probably  no  '.vherc  to  he  'bund  a  more  productive 
country,  iiian  that  part  of  Indiana  through  which  these  Canals 
are  located.  In  point  of  fertility  of  soil,  the  lands  for  many  miles 
in  their  vicinity  me  unsurpassed,  and  for  many  years  to  come,  the 
business  of  its  inhabilanls  must  be  agriculture  a!)d  the  pursuits 
connected  with  it.  For  such  a  cousilry  Ihcie  can  he  no  better 
way  oC subserving  its  interests,  fiian  by  forming  for  it  the  nieatis 
of  cheap  and  easy  c;jnveyaiice  of  its  produclions  to  market.  As 
commi'rcial  channels,  the  chenpne?^  offreiglits  on  Canals,  render 
them  the  bf'st  mode  of  internal  improvement  for  a!)  agricultural 
people.  Tlicynre  made.lcept  in  repairand  navigatcd.hy thecorn- 
mon  labor  and  means  of  a  country,  their  uses  are  generr.l,  arid 
open  to  the  competition  of  community;  as  the  cxperise  of  liorscs 
and  boats  are  williin  the  means  of  persons  of  moderate  capilal; 
the  mop.eys  paid  for  freights, are  v/idely  difl'used,  £nd  returned  of- 
ten iti  exchanges  among  tl;e  people;  they  enliven  and  give  a  grea- 
ter degree  of  ar  livity  to  the  business  of  a  country  than  can  be 
done  by  any  other  kind  of  public  improvement.  They  add  to 
the  resources  of  a  cour^try  by  the  v.Titer  power  they  create,  the 
manufactories  they  are  the  means  of  introducing,  and  the  various 
kinds  of  employment,  business  and  occupations,  which  the  crea- 
tion ofalargp  amount  of  permanent  water  power  in  places  where 
it  can  he  used  to  the  besl  advantage, cannot  fail  to  produce. 

On  Ihe  Centre  Canal,  from  uciir  Andersontonm  to  Evansvilie, 
the  water  ponei- v.hich  will  be  created  at  the  locks  oiily,  will  be 
sufHcient  to  propel  GlSpair  of4i  fcetm.ill  stones;  and  at  Indian- 
opolis  a  cpiantity  for  manufacturing  purposes,  enough  to  diivo 
twenty  pair,  and  at  the  dams  betwtien  the  two  points,  more  tisan 
two  hundred  run  of  the  same  sized  mill  stones.  On  the  Ohio 
Canal'5,  the  v/ater  pcvcr  is  readily  leased  for  a  term  of  years,  at 
an  annual  rent  of  ;5"I;3{)  per  run  of  stone,  and  although  in  many 
phiccs  fiie  country  near  the  Canals  is  well  supplied  with  mill  pri- 
vileges, the  w;itcr  power  on  the  Canal  is  eagerly  sought  on  ac- 
count of  its  stability,  perfect  control,  superior  advantages  of  mar- 
ket, and  facilities  of  receiving  and  sending  otT  their  raw  materials 
and  manufactured  articles.  Admitting  that  within  tive  years  af- 
ter the  completion  of  this  Canal,  one  fourth  of  this  ouantity  should  . 
be  brought  into  use  for  prices  equal  to  t'lose  in  Ohio,  the  annual 
rent  would  be  §-31,4'>r>:  ifonehalf  in  ten  years,  $'C'2,S50;  three 
fourths  in  15  years,  $'9-1,275;  and  il'a!}  should  be  u?cd  in  twenty 
years,  it  would  yield  an  annual  reve:;uc  of  ,^125,700;  which 
would  (hen  be  a  sufficient  sum  to  pay  for  all  (he  repairs  which 
this  lino  would  require.  1"he  amount  of  rents  however,  is  but  a 
email  portion  of  the  advantages  wiuch  would  be  derived  from  iliis 
water  power;  those  v/ould  be  found  in  the  erection  of  miiis,  in  the 
establishment  of  manufactories,  in  the  various  cmp-loyments  v/hich 
it  would  call  into  action,  in  the  increase   of  wealth,  the  impnpta- 
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tions,  exportatioris,  and  business  oC  the  country;  vrhich  of  them- 
selves are  of  so  much  impcrhince  to  its  interests,  that  no  ordina- 
ry consideration  would  compensate  lor  their  loss. 

The  seciiu!)  of  counti y  aJjoitiiiig  the  southern  part  of  the  Cen- 
tral Caiiai,  Is  supplied  v.iih  extensive  beds  of  good  Coal,  which 
appear  inexhaustiide,  and  abounds  witii  many  indications  of  Iron 
Ore,  which  fiom  the  specimens  tliat  are  scattered  in  the  ravines 
and  beds  of  streams,  warrants  the  belief  that  for  richness  and 
quantity,  the  supply  will  be  sutticient  for  the  manufacturing  de- 
iniuids  of  the  slate.  The  trade  in  coal  fi-om  this  quarter  to  other 
parts  of  the  state,  where  it  is  not  found,  v.'ill,iti  a  tew  years,  be  of 
vast  rimount.  A  canal  from  its  cheapness  of  fricghts  would  accom- 
modate this  trade  better  than  other  mode  of  improvement;  and 
in  the  manufacture  of  iron,  where  heavy  water  power  is  so  essen- 
tial to  keep  in  motion  the  heavy  machinery  necessarily  used  for 
convertmg  the  ore  from  its  rav/  state  into  the  various  articles  for 
Vi'hich  it  is  used,  would  !)e  almost  indispen5a!)le  for  its  success. 

The  advantage  of  having  a  continuous  navii^aticn  from  Lake 
Erie  to  the  Ohio  river,  will  at  once  be  perceived.  And  the  fact 
of  l)eingable  to  mamtain  so  long  a  line  without  the  cosi,  expense 
of  time,  and  liability  of  derangement  in  the  transmission  of 
freights,  wliich  a  change  from  canals  to  rail  roads  would  necessa- 
rily produce;  will  give  tins  work  a  decided  advantage  in  carrying 
the  merchandize  from  the  eastern  cities,  to  the  states  soutii  and 
•west  of  us,  which  wiil  in  a  short  time  seek  this  route  as  tlie  chan- 
nel best  suited  for  the  convenience  of  this  trade. 

The  reasons  which  urge  tiie  construction  of  the  Wahash  and 
Erie  and  Centra!  Canals,  apply  with  as  much  force  to  the  While- 
water:  the  same  advantages  would  result,  and  the  same  benefits 
be  derived. 

The  advantages  of  a  canal  navigation  through  the  eastern, 
centre,  and  western  divisions  of  the  state,  can  hardly  be  appre- 
ciated in  unfolding  its  resources,  enhancing  its  weaitri  and  produ- 
cing a  general  slate  of  prosperity.  From  the  great  fertility  of 
the  country  through  wliich  they  would  pass,  they  could  not  fail 
of  becoming  profitable  in  the  receipt  of  toils;  and  in  a  few  years 
after  they  were  completed,  would  amply  repay  the  cost  of  their 
construction. 

For  a  country   so  strictly    agricultural,  and  situated  ar    our?, 
there  is  no  hesitation  in  tlie  minds  of  the  Board    as  to  the  utility 
of   construcli.'ig    ilicse  three  canals  in    preference  to    any  other 
kind  of  improvement,  for  the  district  of  country  through    which 
they  pass.     Th(fy  feel    this  opinion  sustained  ny  the   practice  of 
Ohio,  New  York,  and  Pennsylvania,  especially  of  the  two  latter; 
wheie  they  have  had  much  experience  and  have  made  many  ca- 
tialsand  rail  roads.   The  policy  pursued  by  these  states,  isdoubtcs 
the  true  one;  in  making  caiials   where  the    business  to  be  do 
on  them  is  mostSy  for  tlic  transportation  of  freights,  especially 
bulky  productions  of  the  soil,  and  whcte  they    can   b^  sup 
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with  water  without  difficulty,  and  in  making  rnii  ronds  bet-ncen 
places  wJicre  the  travel  of  passengers  is  great,  and  in  sections  of 
country,  which  iVom  their  formation,  will  not  admit  of  canals. 

The  cost  and  leiigih  of  the  several  main  iincs  of  canal  routes  as 
they  liave  been  iucaied  and  esiimated  during  the  tiast  season, 
are  viz:

On  the  route  north  of  Indianapolis  it  was  the  intention  of  the 
"Doaid  to  'nave  had  a  minute  survey  made  of  the  Fali  creek  route, 
which  service  they  will  endeavor  to  have  performed  as  soon  as 
the  weather  will  admit.  A  Canal  route  in  that  direction  would 
be  cheaper  than  by  White  River  a.nd  some  miles  shorter  provid- 
ed an  available  supply  of  v/ater  can  be  obtained. 

It  should  be  remarked  that  the  estimates  presented  on  each 
route  are  intended  by  the  several  Engineers  to  cover  the  cost  of 
permanent  and  substantia!  stone  work.  On  many  of  the  public 
works  in  the  country  the  first  eslimatcs  have  proved  only  suffi- 
cient to  complete  them  in  an  iniporfect  and  temporary  manner; 
in  consequence  of  which  large  additional  expenditures  have  been 
required  for  repairs  or  changes  of  plan  before  the  improvements 
would  answer  the  purposes'for  which  they  were  designed,  ^o 
such  result  can  be  apprehended  in  regard  to  these  canals.  The 
Ijnncipies  and  rules  adopted  for  ascertaining  the  quantities  of  the 
several  kinds  of  work  are  such  as  cannot  Aul  to  produce  a  quan- 
tity sufficiently  large,  and  in  estimating  the  various  structures  very 
little  timl>er  or  other  perishable  materials  hasbe(.n  calculated. 
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0;)th<^  whole  cxterit  of  canal  t^stimuted  there  will  be  HI Jj^t 
lock=irtViePipe  creek  route  between  White  River Bud  the  Mis- 
sissinawa  be  adooled,  ail  of  which  except  IG  have  been  estirr.aled 
of  cut  stone  masonry.

For  the  vc'S.t  year's  operations  it  will  be  oesirable  to  have  that 
part  of  {'k-  Wabash  and  Erie  canal  fionn  Georgetown  to  Lafay- 
ette put  under  contract  during  the  sea.on,  and  as  this  portion  of 
the  line  eaii)races  some  of  the  heaviest  work  on  tne  whole  length 
of  the  canal,  and  which  will  require  two  years  or  longer  fonts 
completion.  Unless  more  unfavorable  causes  should  operate 
njrainsl  such  measure,  than  there  is  now  reason  to  apprenend, 
this  heavy  work  should  be  let  early  in  the  spring;  and  the  re- 
mainder of  this  line  put  under  contract  in  lime  to  g,ve  the  con- 
tractors employment  so  soon  as  they  will  have  finished  the  work 
whi.h  was  let  in  1834.  That  part  of  the  canal  which  lies  be- 
tween  Fort  Wayne  and  the  Ohio  state  line  should  also  be  pul  un- 
der contract  soon  enough  to  have  it  ready  for  use,  as  early  as  the 
completion  of  that  part  which  lies  in  Ohio  shall  render  't  aval  la- 
b!e  (or  navigation  to  the  lake.  The  construction  of  the  Ohio  part 
of  the  Wabash  and  Erie  canal  has  evidently  been  delayed  in  con- 
sequence of  the  coruiicting  interests  oCOijio  and  Michigan  in  re- 
cord to  the  disputed  territory  bordering  the  mouth  of  the  Mau- 
mee  river;  and  as  that  question  will  be  probably  settled  by  Con- 
eres^durin'-its  present  session  on  the  admission  of  Michigan  into 
the  union,  ft  is  to  he  hoped  that  after  the  decision  of  this  question 
the  State  of  Ohio  will  speedily  complete  this  work  and  open  the 
canal  to  the  lake.  In  order  to  reap  the  advantage?,  which  will 
P>.ult  from  that  event,  the  propriety  of  having  authority  granted 
to'put  it  under  contract  whenever  any  deiiiute  action  by  Ohio 
shall  warrant  the  measure,  is  respectfully  suggested. 

The  Board  of  public  works  in  New  York  under  legislative  au- 
thority have  decided  on  enlarging  the  Erie  canal  to  /  feet  depth 
and  70  feet  width  so  as  to  admit  a  greater  amount  of  business  to 
be  done  on  it;  as  experience  has  fully  proved  that  its  present 
size  is  insufficient  for  the  annually  increasing  commerce  of  the 
country.  If  the  central  canal  should  be  constructed,  the  White 
Water  connected  with  it,  and  the  Wabash  ami  Erie  cana.  ex- 
tended to  the  Ohio  river,  from  the  great  fertility  of  the  country, 
and  the  immense  amount  of  freights  which  in  a  few  years  must 
necessarily  be  transported  on  it,  the  same  resu Us  may  be  appre- 
hended on  the  eastern  division  of  the  Wabash  and  Eric  canal, 
and  as  it  would  cost  much  less  to  construct  a  cana  of  suflicient 
capacity  in  the  fust  place  than  it  will  to  enlarge  it  after  it  is  irmde 
the  propriety  of  having  that  part  of  the  canal  lying  between  Fort 
Wayne  and  the  Ohio  State  line  increased  in  size,  provided  Ohio 
can  be  prevailed  on  to  enlarge  her  part  ot  the  hne  has  been  a 
Rubjectofsotuereilection  with  the  board    and  is  submitted  trith 
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thi  view  ofinviting  that  attfntion   to  the  suhjcrt  which  ity  raciiii 
may  demand. 

If  the  deliberations  of  (he  present  session  of  the  Goncral  As- 
seni'oly  should  result  in  (he  adoption  of  a  general  sy:«tem  of  inter- 
nal improvements  and  the  canals  he  autb.oiizcd  in  liie  three  j;;rand 
divisiuiiS  of  the  Stale  it  will  doubtless  be  the  true  porny  to  con- 
struct these  works  as  fast  as  a  prudent  regard  to  economy  will 
permit,  and  have  as  much  going  forward  in  the  different  parts  of 
the  state  as  can  be  put  under  contract  at  the  same  time,  without 
raising  the  demand  (or  lalior  and  provisions  to  such  an  extent  as 
would  render  the  construction  of  the  works  Soo  expensive. 

The  first  great  object  to  attain  s!iou!d  be  to  have  the  Wabash 
and  Eric  canal  finished  from  (he  lake  to  the  cultivated  part  of  the 
country  on  the  Wabash  river,  but  at  the  same  time  that  this  woik 
is  progressing  there  could  be  no  reasonable  objectnn  against 
the  carrying  on  the  \Vhite  Water,  and  the  Southen-i  portion  of 
the  central  canal.  Those  places  are  at  such  a  distatice  from 
each  other  that  lliey  would  not  interfere,  in  regard  to  labor  and 
provisions,  and  would  have  the  advantage  of  expodiiing  the  com- 
pletion of  the  pu!)lic  works  and  cquaiizint!;  the  benefits  derived 
from  disl)ur&inff  lar£;e  sums  of  moncv  in  a  more  jreneral  manner 
over  tiie  state. 

From  past  experience  we  arc  led  to  perceive  that  in  commen* 
cing  any  new  woik,  considerable  time  is  required  to  procure  the 
neces.-ary  artificers,  t(  ois,  aiid  mfiterials,  to  carry  it  on  and  that 
so  many  preparatory  measures  liave  to  be  taken  (hat  the  amount 
of  moni'y  disbursed  (he  first  year  on  any  new  woik  must  be  small. 

If  these  works  should  bo  cornm.enced,  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  for  the  White  Water,  and  se- 
venty-five  thousand  dollars  for  tiie  central  canal,  would  probably 
be  as  much  astlie  first  year's  operations  would  require. 

The'amount  of  work  on  the  Wabash  and  Erie  canal  for  the 
current  year  has  been  more  than  .§300,000  and  twice  as  much  as 
was  done  during  the  last;  each  year  produces  an  increase  of 
means  for  carrying  on  the  work,  which  in  the  nature  of  things 
must  continue  until  the  whole  shall  be  completed. 

For  the  operations  of  the  next  year  on  the  Wabasli  and  Erie 
canal  about  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  dolhirs  should  be 
provided;  believing  however  thr.t  the  liest  interests  ofour  public 
works  will  be  more  effcclually  served  by  authorizing  the  fund 
commissioners  to  contract  for  loans  at  any  time,  and  to  any 
amount,  which  the  favorable  state  of  the  money  market  and  the 
most  aduantageous  prosecution  of  our  works  may  warrant;  we 
hope  that  it  will  not  be  considered  as  travelling  beyond  the  pale 
ofour  duties,  if  we  remaik  that  in  the  states  where  they  hwvG 
had  the  most  success  in  the  construction  of  public  Avork?,  they 
have  constituted  boards  of  internal  improV(.'mcnls;  have  giverj 
ihem  discretion  to  place  under  contract  at  such  times,  and  power 
to  make  such  changes  on  any  line  of  caiial  or  Rail  lload   as  tbo 
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public  jifaod  required;  have  given  nuthoritj  for  loans  to  be  mndc 
fufficieiit  to  complete  any  work  they  may  have  authorized,  or  in 
other  words  in  giving  legislative  sHr.ction  Jor  the  canals  or  Rail 
Roads  wliichthf-'y  have  constructed. 

They  have  made  all  the  legislation  at  ov.ce  which  was  neces- 
sary to  carry  thcnri  iiito  ellcct  or  coinplete  them,  in  order  to  give 
their  progress  stabiHty  arid  success. 

Ill  presenting  the  estimates  of  these  canal  roulps  it  is  proper  to 
state,  tliat  the  surveys  determine  fully  their  entire  practicability, 
but  'jLibrc  they  are  pi'epared  for  construction  more  minute  exa- 
minations will  have  to  be  made  which  will  doubtless  siiow  the  ne- 
cessity of  minor  changes  in  ihc  location  of  the  several  lines,  which 
will  either  siiorten  their  distance  or  cheapen  their  cost.  The  en- 
gineers employed  during  the  season  have  done  an  immense  amount 
oflabour,  and  have  obtained  all  the  facts  which  are  necessary  for 
determining  the  genera!  plan  of  these  works.  And  v/e  must  here 
be  permitted  to  repeat  our  obliigations  to  J.  L.  Williams,  engi- 
neerin  chief,  for  the  valua!)le  assistance  he  has  rendered  in  devis- 
ing tiie  mannerof  our  operations,  and  his  services  in  the  perform- 
ance of  the  various  duties  connected  with  the  station  he  fills,  which 
have  ail  !)een  of  the  most  satisfactory  character  and  give  addi- 
tional evidence  of  hig  untiring  industry  and  zeal  to  promote  the 
interests  of  the  stcite.  ■ 

The  great  amount  of  labour  and  the  wide  field  over  which  our 
operations  have  been  extended  during  the  last  year,  has  prevent- 
ed the  return  of  our  receipts  and  accounts.  A  deta.il  of  the  mon- 
ied  transactions  of  the  year  is  therefore  omitted  and  will  in  a  short 
time  be  made  the  sui))ect  of  a  special  report.

To  the  Board  of  Canal  Commissioners : 

GeXTIvEMEX — 

That  portion  of  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal,  extending  from 
the  head  of  St.  Joseph's  Feeder  to  a  point  near  the  mouth  of  Lit- 
tle river,  generally  termed  the  middle  division,  having  been  com- 
pleted and  filled  with  water,  the  undersigned  deems  it  proper  to 
present  a  description,  somewhat  in  detail,  of  the  v;irious  mechan- 
ical structures  which  have  been  erected,  in  order  that  those  on 
wlicm  the  care  of  superhntending,  preserving,  and  repairing  the 
canal,  will  hereafter  devolve  may  be  put  in  possession  of  the  re- 
quisite information.  And  with  a  v;ev/  to  the  same  object,  accu- 
rate drawings  of  the  most  important  work'^,  have  been  made  and 
are  hereTr ilh  submitted . 
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The  mecliauicnl  structures  on  this  line,  consist  of  the  St.  Jo- 
eeph  darn,  one  guard  lock  at  the  head  of  the  feeder,  which  serves 
at  once  to  regulate  the  flow  of  water  and  to  connect  tiie  naviga- 
tion of  the  St.  Joseph  with  (hecanai;  fourhft  locks,  overcoming 
a  total  ascent  of  35  feet;  tive  sm;ill  aquiMiucts;  nineteen  culverts; 
one  framed  waste  weir,  and  six  road  l)rid^es. 

The  want  of  building  sionc  on  this  divisioii,  has  involved  the  ne- 
cessity of  using  limber  ni  the  construction  oi  most  of  these  works. 
But  the  fou!id:!lioi)s  of  sucii  as  are  subject  to  decay,  have  been  so 
formed  as  to  receive  a  stone  supeistructure,  when  the  time  for 
re-building  tliem  shall  come.  Tiie  opening  of  the  canal  to  the 
fine  quarries  on  the  Wabash,  will  atford  the  means  of  bringing 
the  stone  to  the  point  wher^  they  m;iy  be  required,  at  a  moder- 
ate cost,  and  by  having  the  n\.iieri:ils  properly  prepared,  peima- 
ncnt  stone  siruciures  may  be  substituted  (or  the  perishable  ones, 
with  but  little  intenuption  to  navigation. 

The  St.  Joseph  dam,  upon  which  th.e  practicability  and  suc- 
cess of  the  canal  wholly  deper.ds,  has  been  from  necessity  con- 
structed at  a  point  where  the  bed  of  the  river  is  composed  en- 
tirely of  sand.  The  foundation  of  the  dam,  to  the  height  of  sev- 
en feet,  has  been  formed  0/  unhewn  trees  50  to  70  feet  in  length, 
laid  wiih  the  current,  the  tops  being  pinccd  up  stream,  and  the 
whole  resting  on  a  hiyer  of  (ine  brush.  The  upper  layers  of 
trees  are  drawn  !)ack  so  that  their  lovver  ends  present  a  succession 
of  benches  cr  platforms,  which  form  a  sui'-stantial  apron  to  re- 
ceive the  descending  Hoods.  On  tins  foundation  of  brush  and 
trees,  a  crib  Ik-.s  been  erected  10  feet  high  with  40  feet  base  slo- 
pii'g  on  holli  sides,  tilled  with  stone  and  covered  withi  six  inch 
plank.  The  dfim  is  made  eompleteiy  watertight  by  a  bardc  of 
gravel  and  sr.nd  (the  coarsest  maieriii!  th;it  could  be  olitnined) 
placed  a!)ove  the  crib,  45  feet  v/ide  on  the  top  and  about  75  feat 
at  the  base.  To  prevent  (Iiis  gravel  from  being  removed  by  the 
floods,  its  whole  upper  surface  has  been  covered  with  stone  and 
brush.  A  quantity  of  large  round  stone  gathered  from  the  bed 
of  tlie  river,  or  found  in  excavating  the  car.al,  has  also  been  pla- 
ced bclow"  the  dam  as  an  extension  of  the  apron.  The  whole 
base  of  the  dam,  including  apron  and  gravelling,  is  about  170  feet; 
its  height  from  low  water  15i  feet,  and  from  bed  of  river  17 
feet;  and  its  length  between  abutments  230  feet.  The  abut- 
ments are  iormcd  of  hewn  iiinber  put  together  in  the  form  of 
cribs,  and  filled  with  gravel:  they  arc  110  feet  in  length,  20  feet 
in  width  ;ind  25  feet  in  heig!it.  The  wiioie  cost  of  this  dam,  in- 
cluding tile  expenditure  made  i)y  the  superintendent  in  repair- 
ing and  securing  up  to  the  30ih  Novtm^ber  hist,  is  fifteen  thousand 
three  hundred  and  ninety  seven  c'ollars. 

In  my  report  of  Gih  December,  1833,  the  belief  was  expressed 
that  stone  suitaldefor  combined  locks  could  be  found  in  the  vicin- 
ity where  most  of  tloc  locks  were  located,  but  this  anticipation  has 
not  been  fully  realized.      After  much  examination,  Ftone  of  ao  in- 


fetior  qunVity  wasobt.iitied  in  the  vicini'}  of  Ilunllngton  sufficient 
for  the  wails  of  oae  lock  and  tiie  abutments  of  two  small  aque- 
ducts. 

Locks  Nos.  I,  'i  and  3,  together  with  the  guard  lock,  have  been 
coii>tructeil  untisely  of  timber,  but  will  doubtleS'S  be  rcpUfcd 
without  stone  whc!!  the  timber  shall  decay.  Lock  No.  4  has 
been  built  of  stone  and  wood  combined — the  wails  being  formed 
of  dry  mnsonry  and  of  sufficient  strength  to  resist  the  pressure 
of  the  adj  ining  embankment,  and  made  water  tight  on  the  face 
by  a  doa!)le  lining  of  plank  secured  by  iron  rods.  For  locks  Nos, 
2,  3  and  4,  a  solid  rock  foundation  was  obtained — the  other  locks 
rest  on  a  sand  or  cl;iy  foundation  made  secure  by  a  platform  of 
hewn  timber  covered  with  three  inc'i  plank.  The  aqueduct 
irnnks  are  all  formed  of  timber.  The  abutments  for  the  Bull 
Creek  and  Flint  creek  anuedacts,  are  of  hammer  dressed  mason- 
ry. Those  at  Aboite,  Spy  run  and  Beciiet's  run  are  built  ot  tim- 
ber. Flint  creek  aqueduct  rests  on  a  solid  rock  bottom.  All  the 
other  aqueducts  are  built  on  sand  or  gravel  bottom,  but  are  made 
eecure  by  a  platform  of  hewn  timber  extending  over  the  whole 
space  between  (he  abutments  as  well  as  under  thern. 

For  streams  not  larger  than  these,  culverts  should  generally  be 
prefi;rred  to  aqueducts,  where  suitable  materials  citn  be  found  for 
their  construction,  and  where  the  level  is  sufficiently  high  to  ad- 
mitof  that  form  of  structure.  And  as  these  %vorks  will  probably 
be  re-built  with  stone,  the  propriety  of  changing  (he  form  of  struct- 
ure at  Spy  run  and  Becket's  run,  from  an  aqueduct  to  an  arched 
culvert,  is  here  suggested.  At  the  other  streams  above  named, 
the  level  is  so  low  as  to  make  an  aqueduct  with  a  wooden  trunk 
the  most  suitable  structure,  inasmuch  as  less  space  is  required 
for  this  than  an  arch. 

Of  the  culverts  on  this  division,  14  have  been  so  constructed  as 
lobe  at  all  times  f=ubmergcd  in  water,  and  may  therefore  be  con- 
sidered no  less  durable  than  if  built  of  stone.  The  remaining 
five  are  partly  exposed  to  the  air,  and  will  except  the  founda- 
tions, be  suliject  to  decay. 

The  waste  weir  at  Marias  Du  Perches  is  so  constructed  that 
only  the  frame  work  will  decay — the  foundation  being  below  wa- 
ter. This  structure  is  150  feet  long  and  has  ten  sliding  gates  3i 
feet  square,  which  are  hoisted  in  tinrje  of  floods.  It  is  designed 
principally  for  the  passage  of  the  steam  near  which  it  is  located 
but  will  also  answer  a  valuable  purpose  in  discharging  the  surplus 
water  of  the  summit  level  which  may  collect  from  other  sour- 
cef. 

The  bridges  have  been  built  two  feet  higher  than  those  on 
moit other  canals  in  the  countr}',  so  that  they  will  interfere  but 
little  with  the  convenience  of  passengeis. 

The  outer  slope  of  the  embankment  at  the  St.  Joseph  Bluff, 
hfts  been  protected  from  the  abrasion  of  the   river  by  means  of 
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hrbsh  connected  with  the  bank  according  to  thn  oHginal  plan. 
But  this  protection,  though  sufficient  for  a  few  years,  will  soen  de- 
cay, and  its  place  must  be  supplied  with  stone,  wiiich  can  now 
be  cheaply  ohfjiined  by  the  canal. 

The  total  'cost  of  liiis  division  of  the  canal,  including  all  re- 
pair:-, up  to  the  30th  November,  last  iiicludins;  also  the  sum  of  §2,- 
000  for  giavelling  the  (owing  path,  and   for  other  small  items  of 
works  not  yet  completed,  may  be  stated  as  follows,  to  wit:

Which  gives  an  averat;;?  of  7,177  dollars,  nearly  per  mile,  in- 
cluding all  expenses.  During  the  past  season,  the  work  on  that 
portion  of  tliC  line,  extending  from  the  mouth  of  Little  Blue  riv- 
er to  Lafountain's  creek,  has  progressed  with  a  degree  of  ener- 
gy and  uniform  success,  wh.ich,  considering  (he  high  piices  that 
have  been  paid  for  provisions  and  labor,  is  higldy  creditable  to 
the  contractors.  Thirty  five  sections,  amounting  in  all  to  17 
miles  59  chains  h;ive  been  completed  and  received;  five  others 
amountiti^  to  2  miles  45  chains  require  Mtic  more  than  (he  trim- 
ming of  the  l)anks  to  finisii  th.em,  and  the  remaining  thirty  two 
sections  are  generally  in  a  forv.ard  state-. 

.J  Dam  No.  L.  situated  liajfa  mile  bchnv  the  mouth  of  Little  riv- 
er, and  dam  No.  2,  half  a  mile  below  the  mouth  Salamonia,  have 
been  completed.  The  most  difiicult  part  of  the  foundation  of 
dam  No.  3,  below  the  mouth  of  Missij^sinnewa,  has  been  laid  and 
secured;  (he  abutments  nearly  complelerl,  and  (lie  materials  for 
the  body  of  (he  dam  prepared.  All  (hese  dams, excepting  about 
half  of  tiio  one  last  named,  are  built  upon  a  solid  sock  foundation, 
and  from  the  care  taken  in  constructing  then*,  great  confidence 
is  feh  in  their  duribility. 

Less  progress  has  been  made  in  the  construction  of  Locks  than 
any  other  part  of  (he  work  on  this  portion  of  the  line.  Four  of 
the  locks,  have,  however  been  nearly  completed;  the  foundations 
of  four  others  arc  placed,  and  materials  for  remaining  six  partly 
prep.'ired. 

it  is  a  matter  highly  interesting  to  tl^e  state,  (hat  within  the 
^Jast  season  excellent  limestone  quarri<*s  have  been  discovered  con- 
venieiit  to  the  line,  where  from  previous  examinations  it  was  sup- 
posed thai  the  locks  would  nccessaiiiy  b^  censtructed  of  lc«s  du- 
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rable  materials.  AU  the  locks  within  reach  of  these  qaarries, 
are  now  being  constructed  of  cut  stone  masonry.  And  although 
the  change  of  plan  has  caused  some  delay  and  will  increase  the 
cost  of  the  A'ork,  yet  the  interests  of  the  state  must  ^e  greatly 
promoted  thereby.  Further  experience  and  observation  have 
confirmed  the  correctness  of  the  opinion  heretofore  expressed, 
that  cut  stone  locks  are  in  the  end  most  economical,  though  the 
first  cost  may  be  much  greater.  If  the  quarries  which  have  been 
discovered  should  equal  present  anticipations,  fourteen  of  the 
twenty  three  locks  between  Fort  Wajne  and  Georgetown  will  be 
built  of  cut  stone  masonry;  one  of  stone  and  wood  combined,  and 
the  remaining  eight  entirely  of  wood. 

The  whole  length  of  the  line  from  section  50,  near  the  mouth 
of  Liitle  river  to  section  122,  near  Lalountain's  creek/:s  35  miles 
30i  chains,  and  if  finished  under  existing  contracts  will  cost  the 
sum  of  $-160,S38  00,  making  ar^  average  cost  of  §'13,024  nearly, 
including  superintendence. 

On  the  line  which  \^.!S  put  under  contract  in  September  last, 
extending  fro.n  section  122  to  section  163,  near  Georgetown,  ope- 
rations have  been  commenced  and  are  now  progressing.  Tliis  sub- 
division is  20  miles  and  66  chains  in  length,  embracing  six  Ijocks, 
and  one  Aqueduct  over  Eel  river,  and  will  cost,  if  completed,  un- 
der existing  contracts,  near  the  sum  of  $211,813,.  averaging 
$ll,75S  per  mile. 

The  three  sections  east  of  the  Middle  Division  extending  from 
the  mouth  of  the  St.  Joseph  and  the  St .  Mary's  river,  .and  through 
Fort  Wayne  to  the  junction  of  the  St.  Joseph  and  the  St.  Mary's 
are  nearly  completed.  This  portion  of  the  line  embraces  one 
mile  61  chains,  and  will  cost  about  the  sum  of  $28,700. 

By  adding  together  the  several  divisions,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  total  length  of  line  which  has  been  pl.iced  under  contract,  ex- 
tending fronn  the  junction  of  the  St.  Joseph's  with  the  St.  Mary's 
to  Georgetown, on  the  Wabash,  including  the  St.  Joseph's  Feed- 
er is  89  miles  56i  chains,  and  that  the  whole  cost,  if  the  present 
contracts  be  fulfilled,  will  amount  to  about  the  sum  of  ^'962,168, 
including  the  probable  cost  of  superintendance,  wtiich  gives  an 
average  cost  of  |;l0,726per  mile. 

From  the  estimates  here  given,  together  i^'ith  those  presented 
in  former  reports,  an  estimate  can  be  made  of  the  whole  line  of 
the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  to  the  original  termination,  which 
may  be  received  as  a  nearer  approximation  to  the  actual  cost 
than  any  heretofore  presented:  it  may  be  stated  as  follows,  to  wit:

Which  gives  an  average  §11.017  per  mile. 

In  this  estimate  of  distance  and  cost,  the  St.  Joseph's  Feeder 
is  included.  Deducting  the  Length  of  thi?  Feedei-,  and  there 
will  remain  122  miles  70i  chains,  as  the  total  lenfjth  of  the  main 
line  from  (he  east  line  of  tiic  State  to  tlie  ])oiat  selected  for  the 
termination,  about  three  miles  above  the  moiitli  of  the  Tippeca- 
noe. 

It  will  be  observed  that  where  two  plans  of  location  are  under 
consideration,  the  cost  of  the  cheapest  otte  has  been  included,  in 
making  up  this  estimate.  Should  the  lower  level  be  adopted  on 
the  Maumee,  near  the  State  line,  or  should  the  Wabash  be  cros- 
sed oil  an  Aqueduct,  the  cost  will  be  somewhat  increased.

To  the  Board  of  Corxal  Commissioners, 
Gentlemen — 

The  undersigned  having  been  directed  by  an  order  of  )-our 
Board,  dated  llth  iMaich  last,  to  take  a  general  supervision  of 
the  various  canal  surveys  authorized  by  the  act  of  the  last  General 
Assembly,  approved  February  6,  1835,  begs  leave  (o  report. 

That  at  the  commencement  of  this  important  and  responsible 
duty  it  was  deemed  essential  in  the  first  place  to  ascertain  the  ele- 
vation of  the  various  summits  to  be  overcome  on  the  several  routes, 
compared  with  the  streams  relied  upon  for  the  supply  of  water, 
in  order  that  the  gener;-.l  princij)les  which  should  guide  each 
survey  might  be  correctly  marked  out  without  delaying  the  loca- 
ting parties.  With  a  view  to  this  ol.ject  a  random  level  party  was 
organized  at  as  early  a  day  as  practicable  after  tlie  reception  of 
the  order,  and  has  "since  that  time  been  constantly  employed  in 
advance  of  the  locating  parties,  and  go-urally  in  conjunctiori 
with  them.  This  party,  in  the  fullilme.ni  of  the  duties  j^ssigned 
it,  has  carried  a  level  over  a  large  portion  of  the  Slate  amounhng 
in  the  whole  extent  to  about  ;ix  hundred  miles,  and  has  collected 
a  variety  of  information  in  regard  to  the  comp'-uative  elevation  of 
the  several  portions  of  our  territory,  which  has  been  of  much  im- 
portance in  conducting  the  surveya,  and  which,  uddfd  to  what  has 
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been  coiier  (ed  hy  other  parties  employed  in  surveying  Canals  and 
Hail  Roads,  wili  malce  up  a  mass  of  fads  in  relation  to  the  topo- 
graphy ot"  the  State,  Avhicli  i:annot  but  be  highly  iutertstiiig  and 
important. 

'i'he  random  levol  party  has  generally  hecn  under  the  charge 
of  Mr.  Andcrton  Davis,  who  lias  conducted  its  operations  wilh 
great  ind II Sit ry,  efjjcicncy  and  accuracy. 

Tlic  fact  lh;it  [ha  Bo;ird  were  so  fortunate  as  to  obtain  the  ser- 
vices of  experienced  Engineers  to  survey  the  seviM'al  routes,  has 
rendered  il  \vh  >!ly  un::ecessr5ry  r.)r  me  to  take  that  parlicular 
charge  of  the  locaLio!i  and  esliniate?  of  these  lines  wliicli  was  con- 
templated at  the  date  of  the  order  above  named.  The  supervis- 
ion which  I  have  exercised  has  been  confined  chiefly  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  tiic  general  oiinciples  or  pi;in  upon  which  each  sur- 
vey should  be  conducted,  and  to  the  direction  of  those  prelimina- 
ry exfiminations  necessary  to  this  object,  leaving  the  particular 
direction  ot"  eacli  survey,  and  the  ascertainment  of  the  quantities 
of  tj)e  various  items  of  work  necessary  to  the  construction  of  a 
Canal,  entirely  wilh  the  Engineers  whom  the  Board  had  placed  in 
charge  of  the  locating  parties.  The  Board  are  respectfully  re- 
ferred to  t!ie  reports  of  these  Engineers  for  the  cost  of  each  route, 
and  also  for  n  more  minute  description  of  the  various  lines  than 
will  be  attempted  in  tliis  report. 

It  is  proper  here  to  remark  that  from  the  limited  time  allowed 
for  the  completion  of  such  extensive  surveys,  passing  as  they  do 
through  a  country  wiiere  no  previous  examinations  of  the  kind 
had  been  made,  as  well  as  for  the  hindrances  occasioned  by  sick- 
ness in  the  several  parties,  it  cannot  be  supposed  that  the  very 
best  plan  or  the  cheapest  route  has,  in  every  instance  been  adop 
ted.  The  Pj^ngineer  who  may  be  charged  with  the  constructior 
of  these  works  will  doubtless  be  enabled,  by  a  more  minute  exanri- 
ination,  to  make  some  improvement  in  the  plans  and  lorations. 

Some  of  the  leading  principles  which  liave  governed  in  direc- 
ting the  survey  9  and  iaeslimaling  the  cost  of  the  Canals  may  be 
stated  as  follows: 

1st.  The  liimensions  of  the  Canal  as  estimated  are  40  feet  vfide 
at  surface  of  the  water,  28  feet  at  bottom,  with  4  feet  depth  of 
water — the  locks  90  by  15  feet  in  the  chamber,  corresponeling 
with  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal,  wilh  which  these  lines  are  de- 
signed to  connect. 

!2d.  The  location,  plans  and  esiimates,  have  generally  been 
made  with  a  view  to  the  most  perfect  and  permanent  canal,  in 
order  to  diminish  the  cost  of  future  repair?. 

3d.  Vv'hile  the  opening  of  a  navigable  communication  is  the 
main  object  for  winch  canals  are  constructed,  yet  the  creation  of 
valuable  water  power,  to  advance  the  manufacturing  interests  of 
the  country,  is  deemed  so  important  that  it  has  been  const^nll^, 
l^ept  in  view  ir>  these  locations  and  plans.  ! 
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4th.  The  requisite  supply  of  water  for  leakage  and  evapora- 
tion has  been  rated  at  100  cubic  feet  per  minute  for  each  mile  of 
canal,  to  which  must  be  added  on  each  summit  section  the  neces- 
sary lockage  walor. 

5th.  VVherea  sufficiency  of  water  cannot  be  obtained  during  the 
driest  seasons  from  the  natural  flow  of  streams  the  deficiency 
may  be  made  up  by  constructing  artificial  reservoirs  if  suitable 
situations  can  be  found,  in  which  the  flood  water  of  ihe  wet  sea- 
eon  may  be  retained  to  be  drawn  out  when  needed. 

6th.  Alih.ough  reservoirs  answer  lully  the  purpose  of  supplying 
Canals,  yel  they  are  not  free  from  objections,  and  should   be  avoi- 
ded if  any  other  means  of  supplying  the  canal  can  be  found  even 
though  the  length  and  cost  of  the  line  may  be  increased  thereby. 
,■'■'""  In  order  to  ascertain  the  quantity  of  water  furnished   by  the 
/       various  streams  at  the  points  from  which  they  may  be  introduced 
I        into  the  canals,  measures  were  taken  to  have  them   accurately 
\       guaged  during  the  driest  season,  the  results  of  this   measurement 
V     are  as  follows:

Most  of  these  measurements  ^'ere  made  by  the  several  Engin- 
eers engaged  on  the  different  lines,  but  a  part  of  them  by  a  mem- 
ber of  your  Board,  whose  valuable  assistance  at  a  time  when  the 
Engineers  were  unable  from  sickness  to  attend  to  this  duty,  it  is 
proper  here  to  acknowledge. 

Survey  for  a  Canal  from  Indianopolis  to  Jeffersonville. 
By  an  inspection  of  the  maps,  it  will  be  seen  that  route  propos- 
cd  for  this  improvement  does  not  run  in  a  direction  parallel  with 
the  principal  vallies  wiiich  drain  the  country,  and  which  always 
present  the  most  natural  location  for  c^mals,  but  on  the  contrary, 
its  course  is  nearly  at  right  angles  to  these  valiies,  making  it  ne- 
cessary to  cross  the  dividing  ridges  which  separate  them.  A 
canal  route  so  situated  necessarily  requires  a  more  critical  exami- 
nation and  involves  greater  responsibility,  in  deciding  the  ques- 
tion of  practicability  than  ordinary  cases. 

Two  summits,  or  dividing  ridges,  were  to  be  overcome  on  this 
route;  the  first  being  the  table  land  which  divides  the  waters  of  the 
West  fork  of  White  river  from  those  running  into  the  Driftwood  or 
East  fork:  the  other  the  high  ridge  separating  the  waters  of  Silver 
creek  from  the  valley  of  the  Muskakifack.  The  summit  first 
named  may  be  designated  as  the  Young's  creek  summit,  and  the 
other  the  Silver  creek  summit.  To  ascertain  the  relative  height 
of  these  summits,  and  the  streams  from  which  a  supply  of  water 
must  be  obtained,  was  the  first  object  of  the  examinations.  A 
level  was  commenced  in  Washington  street,  Indianapolis,  and 
continued  across  to  the  waters  of  Young's  creek,  a  branch  of 
Driftwood,  and  thence  up  the  valiies  of  Blue  river  and  Sugar 
creek.  By  this  level  it  was  ascertained  that  the  greatest  depres. 
sion  in  the  dividing  ridge,  is  near  the  farm  of  Isaac  Smock,  ten 
miles  south  of  Indianapolis;  that  this  depression  is  eighty  five 
feet  above  Indianapolis,  and  that  by  cutting  twep.ty  feet  deep  on 
the  summit,  feeders  may  be  brought  into  the  summit  level  from 
Blue  river,  at  a  point  four  miles  above  ShclbyviHe,  and  from 
Sugar  creek  two  miles  above  the  Michigan  road;  and  in  this  man- 
ner the  water  of  these  streams  may  be  made  available  for  the 
supply  of  the  canal  in  either  direction  from  this  summit. 

Having  thus  determined  the  plan  upon  which  the  canal  across 
this  summit  must  be  constructed,  it  was  deemed  advisable  before 
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ranking  a  defiaite  survey  here,  to  proccnd  to  tltc  Silver  creek 
summit,  where  greater  difficulties  were  anticip.'ilcd.  The  coun- 
try lying  south  of  tiie  Muskakatack,  is  g«ner;i!!y  rr-uch  elevated 
above  the  valley  of  that  stream,  niui  presfotsa  formidatile  barrier 
to  the  coiistruclioii  of  a  canal.  x\rier  minute  exa:nia;itioi!,  the 
^reatf:st  depression  in  this  lidi^c  was  found  to  be  on  the  farm  of 
Cn.rnes  Collin^is,  about  four  miles  so^Mh  of  Vienna.  The  Pint: 
Lick  gap,  through  which  llie  road  Aom  Brownstown  to  Charles- 
tcwn  passes,  was  thought  by  some  to  be  the  lowest,  but  on  exam- 
ination with  the  level  was  found  to  be  ninety-two  feet  higher 
than  the  one  ju?t  named-  Colli n^s*  gap  was  therefore  selected 
as  t!ie  route  of  the  stiivey,  and  a  level  assumed  for  the  bottom  of 
the  canal,  which  would  give  48  feet  cutting  on  the  summit,  and 
which  is  127  feet  below  t!)e  Indianapolis  level.  The  distance 
from  proper  cutting  on  one  side  of  the  ridge  to  the  same  on  the 
other,  was  found  to  be  over  one  and  a  half  milts.  The  earth  to 
be  excavated  is  supposed  to  be  clay. 

After  deter/niiiiiig  the  proper  Ifvcl  for  tins  summit,  aline  of 
levels  was  run,  p.is^ing  down  the  Tigeon  fork  of  ^luskakatack 
by  Vienna,  the  Sl;ite  Ford,  Stanfieid's  mill  ar)d  flockford,  and 
thence  up  the  Driftwood  fork  to  a  point  where  that  stream  was 
found  high  enough  to  pass  over  the  Silver  cretfk  summil,  which 
proved  to  be  near  the  mouth  of  Little  Sand  creek  about  eight 
miles  below  Columbus,  The  surface  of  the  East  fork  of  Muska- 
katack at  the  State  Ford  was  found  to  be  58  feet-,  the  Wast  foik 
at  Stanlield's  mill  4G  feet,  and  the  Driftwood  at  Rockford  23  feet 
below  the  Silver  creek  summit  level.  All  the  branches  of  the 
Muskakatack  have  wide  valleys,  and  as  liiey  are  much  below  the 
proper  level,  the  construction  of  a  canal  across  them  would  be 
very  expensive. 

For  the  supply  of  this  summit  and  (he  line  sout'i  of  it,  no  aid 
can  be  drawn  from  tiie  Muskakatack.  That  stream  lies  too  low 
for  this  purpose,  and  even  if  it  were  hig>!er,  it  is  not  sufficiently 
durable  to  be  of  any  service.  No  situation  favorable  for  a  re- 
servoir, and  high  enough  to  command  the  summit,  has  been  dis- 
covered on  the  south  side  of  the  Muskakakatack.  The  mouth  of 
Eig  creek  was  examined,  but  the  valley  was  found  too  narrow 
and  its  situation  too  remote  to  be  relied  on.  The  surface  of  Big 
creek  two  miles  above  its  mouth,  is  iive  feet  below  the  sumnut 
level. 

To  conduct  the  waters  of  the  Driftwood  across  the  INIuskaka- 
tack  valley,  on  a  level  higli  enough  to  command  the  Silver  creek 
f*ummit,  must  involve  a  heavy  expense,  and  yet  it  seems  very  evi- 
dent that  this  is  the  only  practicable  plan  tor  the  supply  of  this 
eanal. 

The  general  prmciples  which  should  govern  the  suruey,  having 
been  thus  settled,  a  more  definite  examination  was  commenced 
near  the  mouth  of  Little  Sand  creek,  and  continued  as  far  as  the 
head  of  Silver  creek,  passing  near  Rockford,  the  Slate  Ford,  and 
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Vienan.  Mr.  Gooding,  the  Engineer  who  had  charge  of  this 
survey,  reports  that  (he  pariiciilnr  location  of  the  line,  shows  the 
ohstacles  to  the  constructiDn  of  i\  canal  to  be  very  great.  The 
deep  cut  eacountered  in  passing  from  tho.  JJriftvi'ood  vnliey  to  the 
Mu3kuk:i!:ick — ihe  i'sigh  embnukmfnts  ijeccssary  in  crossing  tho 
v.irious  Tories  of  the  latter  siream,  und  the  deep  cut  on  Silver 
creek  biiinmit  are  the  mobt  conr-idcrabie  tiifjicuiLies.  Mr.  Good- 
j:;g'^  estiinule  lor  45  miles  '-vjuch  ho  located,  including  this  ex- 
pciisivc  woric,  friiis  iitile  short  of  .'s'"i,5l30,0!.;0.  The  remaining 
porlion  of  the  11. iC  inciuniuf;  iificen  rr:iies  of  i'ceder,  would  bo 
equal  to  ninety  nnilcs,  which  at  l'J,OGO  uoiiars  pei  mile,  would 
cost  Lii3G,-n}i)  dollijrs.  Adding  these  sums  together,  we  have 
3,53J,03J  doh'arsj  as  the  pro.bri!)!e  cost  of  the  canal  from  Indiana- 
polis to  Jcffcrsoiivillc,  a  distance  of  eibout  i'20  miles,  averaging  a 
illtle  less  than  3lj,030  pf^rmile. 

It  is  generally  true  liiat  a  canal  which  is  expensive  in  its  con- 
struction wiii  require  expensive  annual  repairs,  especially  if  the 
costly  character  i)c  given  to  it  by  deep  cultings  and  high  em- 
br'inkinents,  as  is  ihe  case  on  this  line.  The  slips  and  washings 
which  would  occur  with  the  going  out  oftiie  fro?t,  at  tiie  several 
deep  cuts,  as  well  as  in  the  very  !dgh  em!?ar>kment3  across  the 
branches  of  the  Muskakatack,  would  swell  the  cost  of  repairs  on 
this  line,  beyond  that  of  ordinary  can.ils. 

The  law  under  whicii  this  survey  was  made,  requires  that  if  a 
canal  be  found  impracticable,  a  rail  road  shall  besurvey'^-d  on  th? 
same  route.  Tlie  question  of  practicai)Hit3',  it  will  be  perceived, 
depends  wholly  upo^i  the  quantity  of  water  passed  by  the  Drift- 
wood at  the  point  where  it  lies  high  enough  to  command  the  Sil- 
vej  creek  sunimi!.  The  stream  was  not  guaged  at  that  place, 
but  from  measurements  made  at  other  points  higher  up,  there  is 
every  reason  to  believe  that  a  sulriciency  of  water  for  the  canal 
miglU  be  obtained,  A  canal  on  this  route  cnnnof,  therefore,  be 
pronounced  physically  impracticable,  yet  the  cost  of  construc- 
tion and  the  probalde  cost  of  repairs  when  completed,  were 
found  to  be  so  great  that  it  could  hardly  be  considered  a  feasible 
or  judicious  improvement,  if  viewed  with  reference  to  the  present 
condition  of  the  country,  and  the  improvements  of  another  khid 
which  may  be  adopted  as  a  su!)stitute,  and  for  wliich  the  forma- 
tion of  the  country  is  well  adapted.  From  these  considerations, 
it  was  supposed  that  the  intention  of  the  law  would  be  more  fully 
accomplished  by  suspending  the  survey  for  a  canal,  in  order  that 
an  examination  for  a  rail  load  might  he  made. 

in  th.e  course  of  these  examinations  it  has  been  ascertained  be- 
yond doubt,  tliat  so  much  of  this  canal  as  lies  between  Indiana- 
polis and  (/olumbus, or  Kockford,  may  be  constructed  at  ordinary 
cost.  A  branch  canal  from  Shelbyvilie  to  intersect  the  V/hite 
river  canal  at  or  near  Indianapolis,  is  also  practicable  at  a  mod- 
erate expense. 

H2 
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Although  the  cost  c>f  the  cnnnl  from  Indianapolis  to  Jefferson- 
vUic  may  bG  considered  loo  groat  to  be  erscountarecl  at  the  pre- 
sent time,  and  in  the  present  condition  of  the  country,  yet  ttiosc 
who  look  forward,  and  justly  aj-preciatc  the  mrtgnilude  of  ilie  in- 
terests involved,  and  the  threat  advances  which  must  take  place 
in  the  weakh  and  commercial  inteiests  of  the  country,  will  not 
think  it  an  unwarrantable  anticipation  to  suppose  that  the  time 
may  come  when  the  wants  of  the  country,  and  the  object  to  be  ac- 
complished will  jtjsliiy  l!:e  conslruction  of  tlje  woiU.  This  im- 
provement has  been  coMsidered  more  interesting  (o  Indiana  from 
the  consideration  that  it  would  afford  the  means  of  avoiding  the 
tax  which  the  Falls  of  tlie  Ohio  must  ever  impose  upoii  the  ccm- 
meiceof  that  rlwer.  The  proper  plan  for  teiminaling  tiiis  canal, 
\veuld  be  to  make  two  connections  v.'ith  the  Ohio,  one  entering 
at  the  head  of  the  Falls,  for  the  conveyr.nce  of  the  trade  from  tlie 
cast,  and  liie  other  uniting  with  the  river  belov/  the  falls,  for  the 
trade  of  the  south  and  south-west.  By  such  a  connection  the  ob- 
struction at  the  fails  would  be  entirely  overcome,  so  fur  as  the  in- 
terior ofindiaiiuis  concerned. 

Surveij  from  ladianapoUs  to  the  IVahash  and  Eric  Canal. 

The  responsibilities  connected  with  this  examination,  were 
greatly  increased  from  the  fact  tiiat  neither  in  the  law  authori- 
zing tlie  survey,  nor  in  the  order  of  your  i'oard,  was  there  any 
particular  point  named  for  its  connection  wilh  (he  Wabash  and 
jCrie  Canal.  As  th.echiel"  purpose  tor  which  this  improvement  is 
required,  must  be  to  open  to  the  central  and  easleiri  poition  of 
the  State,  a  navigable  communication  to  a  northern  market,  the 
propriety  of  intersecling  the  Wabash  and  Erie  canal  as  far  east  as 
practicable,  so  as  to  di.ninish  the  distance  to  Lake  Eric,  seemed 
to  he  undeniable. 

The  route  by  Muncietown  to  Fort  Wajne,  if  practicable,  would 
lorm  a  more  direct  communicalioii  than  any  which  has  been  pro- 
posed, and  was  therefore  deemed  worthy  of  examination,  r.!- 
thougli  the  formal  ion  of  tlie  country  after  leaving  the  valley  of 
White  jliver  was  known  (^  be  unfavorable  for  a  canal,  inasmuch 
as  the  main  valleys  winch  ;-*iain  it.  rur^  transversely  with  the  di- 
rection of  tlie  route.  A  level  was  carried  from  the  Mississinawa 
in  the  direction  to  Fort  Wayne,  as  far  as  the  Wabash,  by  which 
the  relative  height  of  the  streams  and  the  summits  or  table  land 
which  diside  them  was  ascertained.  Levels  were  also  run  up 
the  Wabash,  the  Saiamonia,  and  along  the  Mississinewa,  in  order 
to  ;i-:ccrtain  the  probable  length  of  the  feeders  from  these  streams, 
ncces-^ary  to  supply  the  seveial  summits  with  water. 

From  tliese  examinalicins,  it  was  ascertained  that  (he  summit  or 
tableland  between  the  Mississinewa  and  Salamorija,  is  aboat  112 
<ect  nhove  (he  f:>rmer  stream,  and  that  to  supply  a  canal  on  this 
•mmmit  with  water,  allowing  it  to  be  cutdown  twenty  feet,  would 
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require  a  feeder  from  the  MississineTv'a  nbout  fifteen  miles  in 
lengcli.  This  summit  betrvseen  the  Sahimonia  n.nd  the  Wabash, 
was  found  to  be  So  (net  above  the  Sahimonia,  and  the  lengtli  of 
feediic  to  supply  it  from  that  strerim,  about  twenty  miles.  The 
ex  ict  JKii^ht  of  ih.G  table  luid  wliic'i  ''.ividcs  th.f^  \v;ik'rs  of  fh.e 
"\V,ibas!i  fcom  thc:c  of  ihe  St.  Mriiv?,  was  not  asccriaisicd.  but 
Siipposing  its  r^litivG  eLvaiion,  v/iih  reg.uu  to  tiie  strc.inia,  to 
coi-respoiiu  vvith  die  siiijinsit  ia.^L  df.'scriljrd,  the  feeder  from  the 
W-ibash  to  supply  it,  could  not  be  sliortcr  tli;in  t'-.e  ojie  f.om  ibe 
S^ilarnonia.  Th.c  ag^^reunto  of  the  ft^'^dor?,  ii  will  be  pf.'rctiived. 
nearly  equals  iii  iet-i^iin  i\\r  m.'A'A  !:;"i;:  v.r.i^li  ih<^y  aie  designed  to 
supply.  The  requisite  supply  of  v.'ater  fu:- this  route  is  increas- 
ed, fram  tiie  fact,  ti.at  in  liie  plrin  of  the  canai^  (here  would  be 
three  separate  summit?:,  on  each  of  whicis  tDe  onJlnary  quantify 
of  lockaije  water  would  be  required.  And  \yhcn  it  is  reeoilectod 
thai  the  wiioie  supply  of  water  during  ti)e  dry  season,  not  only  for 
the  main  line,  but  also  for  the  feeders,  must  be  drsrvn  from  artifi- 
cial reservoirs,  as  will  be  seen  from  ilie  forcgr)ing  nisasurerr.ent 
of  the  streams,  tlie  impracticability  of  constructing  a  canal  on  this 
route  must  be  apparent. 

The  Missisjinewa  river  being  the  largest  and  most  durable 
stream  in  this  section  of  the  state,  leading  towards  the  Wabiish 
and  Erie  Canal,  it  appears,  evident  that  tiie  deep  valley  which  it 
has  formed  in  the  face  of  the  countiy,  and  in  which  all  the  waters 
of  this  region  accumulate,  nviM  present  (iie  most  advatitageous 
route  for  (his  canal,  notwithstanding  ils  direction,  is  not  exactly 
such  as  wouhJ  !)e  desirable.  And  from  the  examinatioiis  which 
have  b'jen  m  ide,  no  point  has  been  discovered  where  (he  canal 
can  leave  tliis  valley  until  it  rer.chcs  the  neighborhood  of  Marion 
in  Grant  county,  whore  Van  5trc;;im  iias  received  so  much  acces- 
sion, that  with  some  aid  from  the  reservoirs  on  Wliitc  rivern  suf- 
fici(;ncy  of  water  may  be  provided  to  supply  tiie  canal  across  the 
tal)le  lasul  i)Ktween  the  iMississinewa  and  the   \Vai)ash. 

From  Marion  to  tlie  Wabasli  a!ul  Erie  Canal,  two  routes  have 
been  surveyed — one  following  the  immediate  valley  of  the  Missis- 
sinew  i  to  its  mouth — (he  other  crossing  (iie  ridge  between  the 
J\Iis-issinewa  and  Treaty  creek,  a  branch  of  the  ^Vabash,  and 
thence  down  this  creek  to  (he  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal;  both  of 
which  routes  are  practicable.  The  Treaty  creek  route  if  found 
to  be  more  costly  than  the  other,  by  the  sum  of  ^'91,427  35,  but 
possesses  a  very  important  advantage  m  the  fact  that  by  ir.terscc- 
ting  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  iurther  east,  it  would  reduce  the 
distance  to  L'dce  Erie  211  miles. 

[lavinfj  t!uis  ascertained  fliata  praclitable  route  for  the  north- 
ern portion  of  the  line,  may  he  found  llirough  the  deep  indenta- 
tion formed  by  ilie  iMississinewa,  the  diiikiilties  which  might  be 
presented  elsewhere,  remaitied  to  he  considered.  From  the  point 
where  the  line  shall  intersect  the  White  river  to  Indianapolis,  no 
doubt  has  at  any  lime  been  entertained  of  its  entire  practicability.

Bat  the  principal  d':f5culty  to  be  overcome  in  constructing  a  ca- 
nal from  Indiamipolis  to  the  Wabash,  Is  to  be  found  in  furnishing 
a  suOicient  supply  of  water  for  the  summit  section,  extending 
from  White  river  to  tlie  Mississinewa.  And  in  order  that  the 
most  advantageous  route  for  ihis  portion  of  thccnnal,  nriny  be  se- 
lected,all  tlvc  Kicis  in  rcl.r.iori  {c>  Ihonucilion  have  I'oeri  collect- 
ed, whicii  the  iiiTiiled  time  v.'ouul  allow. 

Tile  itw  wiiich  autiyjriz.'S  thissurvey,  taken  in  connection  with 
the  supph^mental  act,  seems  to  require  that  .Mur:cieio\vn  l;emade 
a  point  if  possible — but  if  a  canal  by  that  place  he  found  imprac- 
ticable, that  some  other  route  he  surveyed.  In  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  the  law  the  examinations  were  comnienced 
at  Muncietov/n  early  in  the  spring.  By  the  ratidom  levels  which 
had  previously  been  run  alon^the  dividing  ridge  between  White 
river  and  the  Mississinewa,  it  had  been  ascertained  tliat  a  favora- 
ble depression  in  this  ridge  was  to  he  found  near  Muncietown- 
and  r^.iso  that  another  depression,  77  feet  lower  than  this  one, exist 
ted  near  Palmer's  on  the  head  of  Pine  creek.  It  was  at  once  ob- 
vious that  the  practicabilKy  of  the  A^jncitjtown  route  must  dc- 
psrid  vviiolly  upon  the  quantity  of  water  furnished  by  the  stream- 
in  that  vicinity;  and  as  tliis  fact  could  not  be  determined  until 
the  season  of  lo^v  water,  which  usually  comes  late  in  l!ie  sum- 
mer, and  as  the  informaiion  received  from  the  inhabitants  and 
froip  other  sources,  was  such  as  to  nffl^rd  reason  to  question  the 
practicability  of  the  route,  it  was  deemed  advisii^jle  to  have  exa- 
minations progi'essing  on  other  routes  simultaneously  with  this. 
From  Andersontown  on  vMiire  river  to  tiio  mouth  of  Deer  creek 
on  the  Mississiiiewa,  five  mile?  above  Marion:  tv.-o  routes  have 
therefore  been  surveyed  and  estimated — one  by  the  way  0/  Mun- 
eietovip,  and  tlie  other  by  Palmer's. 

Tlie  advanlajies  of  the  route  last  named,  over  that  by  Muncie- 
town,  are,  that  it  is  2(3  miles  75  chains  shorter,  has  less  lockage 
by  154  feet,  and  will  cost  less  by  the  sum  of  ,Sl{)i,l32  22. 

Whatever  route  may  be  adtipled  across  this  summit,  the  sup- 
ply of  v.ater  in  the  driest  seasons,  must  be  furrii?!ied  in  part  by  re- 
servoirs. For  the  supply  of  the  summit  section  on  the  upper 
route,  a  reservoir  site  was  selected  in  the  bed  and  valley  of  \\  bite 
river,  a  short  distance  above  Muncietown;  for  the  lower  or  Pipe 
creek  ronie,  a  reservoir  will  be  formed  on  the  wet  prairie,  which 
lies  between  Andersontown  and  iV'ndicton.  I  hav(;  united  with 
Mr.  Gooding  in  the  selection  of  fue^e  reservoir  sites,  and  on  the 
computation  of  dcmarul  and  supply  for  these  routes,  contained  in 
his  report  to  the  Board,  and  1  ivillingly  express  my  coticurrence 
in  the  opinion  tiict  tlie  resources  for  watrr  are  ample,  and  that  the 
plans  for  supplying  the  canal,  are  entirely  practicable  and  feasi- 
ble. 

From  Palmer's  on  the  Pipe  creek  summit  to  Strawtown,  a 
route  six  or  seven  miles  shorter  than  the  one  surveyed,  might  be 
obtained  by   continuing  the  main   line  down  the  valley  of  Pipe 
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creek,  and  interaecling  the  White  lirer  valley  near  the  mouth  of 
that  stream;  hut  upon  this  plan,  eleven  irales  would  be  added  to 
the  length  of  the  ».  hile  river  ieeder,  and  the  total  lengtk  of  line 
to  be  supplied  with  water  from  the  sumoiit  level  would,  there- 
fore, l)c  consldera!)ly  inrreaecd.  This  plin  may  be  deemed  wor- 
thy or<'xamiiialion  in  the  (iii.il  iocation  of  t'le  line. 

Another  deviation  i'rom  the  line  surveyed  between  Anderson- 
town  and  IndianapoH?  has  beer:  proposed,  passing  down  the  val- 
ley of  Pal!  creek.  Th.e  a(lv.'.ntai;es  w'lich  may  be  urged  in  favor 
olthistoute  ovcrtheone  do'vn  "^V'lite  river,  are,  that  it  would  be 
shorter  by  seven  or  eight  miles,  and  tliat  it  wouhl  probably  cost 
much  less.  On  tiie  oilier  !iend,  it  may  be  objected  to  this  louie, 
when  compared  with  the  other,  that  it  has  much  less  water  for 
its  supply — Fall  creek  affording  but  litlie  over  one  fourth  the  wa- 
ter found  in  White  river,  and  if  prnclicable  at  all,  must  be,  to  a 
much  greater  extent,  dependent  upon  reservoirs.  A  further  ob- 
jection may  be  seen  in  the  fact,  th;'.t  the  construction  of  a  canal  a- 
long  the  valley  of  Fall  creek,  would  rather  diminish  than  increase 
the  natural  manufacturing  advantages  of  the  country:  while  on 
the  ^Vhite  river,  much  valuable  water  power  will  be  created  by 
the  canal.  The  construction  of  a  canal  along  the  valley  of  a 
large  stream,  on  which  the  erection  of  dams  is  so  expensive  as  to 
discourage  individual  enterprise,  generally  adds  greatly  to  the  ef- 
fective water  power  of  the  country,  and  censequently  promotes 
all  its  manufacturing  interests;  wlnlo  if  the  stream  be  small  in  its 
natural  state,  easily  controlled,  as  is  the  case  with  Fall  creek,  the 
diversion  of  its  waters  for  the  purpose  of  feeding  a  canal,  docs  not 
increase  the  amount  of  water  power  but  rather  diminishes  that 
which  may  already  exist. 

The  limited  time  ajlovfed  for  these  surveys  did  not  admit  ot 
more  than  a  par'i:;!  examination  of  the  Fall  creek  route.  The 
decision  of  questions  like  this,  and  the  one  presented  by  the  sug- 
gested deviation  on  Pipe  creek, cannot  be  made  correctly  without 
ample  lime  for  investigation,  and  it  is  tlierefore  believed  that  these 
subjects  belong  more  appropriately  lo  those  who  may  be  entrusted 
with  the  consiruction  of  the  canal,  than  to  the  Kntjineers  who 
make  the  prtliminary  surveys.  Those  who  have  directed  these 
surveys,  in  the  various  sections  of  (he  state,  have  been  impress- 
ed with  the  belief  that  their  legilimate  o!)ject  vv'as  to  deter- 
mine that  a  practicable  route  could  he  found,  and  to  ascertain 
the  probable  cost,  rather  than  to  decide  upon  the  precise  loca- 
tion of  these  v/orks. 

In  order  that  the  Engineer  in  charge  of  this  survey  ^hould  be 
made  acquainted,  at  as  early  a  day  as  practicable,  with  the  pro- 
minent features  of  the  country  lying  souMi  of  White  river,  Mr. 
Davis  was  directed,  in  the  month  of  July,  to  repair  with  his  party 
to  Prmceton,  and  commence  and  continue  a  level  along  the  ridge 
which  divides  the  waters  of  the  Patoka  from  those  of  the  Ohio,  as 
far  east  as  the  centre  of  Dubois  county;  thence  across  the  Patoka 
valley  and  down  the  ridge  separating  to  Patoka  front*  White  river,

for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  greatest  depression  in  ihese 
ridges.  After  selecting  the  lowest  gap,  he  was  instructed  to  as- 
sume a  level,  tor  bottom  of  (anal,  which  would  give  twenty  feet 
cutting  on  the  summit  ridge,  and  to  continue  ih.is  level  to  the  forks 
of  Wiiite  river,  a:)d  thence  up  bolli  hranciics  of'lial  p'ream,  iin- 
til  the  water  was  fourid  high  cnougli  to  command  t!ie  summits. 
B}'  rhcse  Icvch  it  w;is  found  tliat  th(!  fail  in  the  West  I'^oik  is 
greater  liian  iliat  in  the  Kast  Fork,  and  conjf'n'^ently  that  a  sup- 
ply of  water  cnuhl  be  mora  readily  obtained  froui  tlic  former 
stream,  wiiicii  in  tiie  upper  part  of  Daviess  courity,  was  found  high 
enough  to  command  the  the  Paloka  and  Pigeon  suiriUii'.s — and 
thu5  llic  practicability  of  Ihc  canal  from  Itidiauapohf)  to  Evans- 
vilb',  was  (u!]y  j-.sct  ilaiticd. 

The  nio*t  considerable  obstructions  on  this  route  are  the  deep 
cuts  through  the  ridge.-,  op  the  north  and  south  side  of  the  Po'.o- 
kn,thehigl»  em!)ankmeiit  across  the  valUy  of  that  stream- and  the 
crossing  of  the  East  Fork  of  While  River.  These  will  swell  the 
cost  of  construction  and  repairs. 

Survey  from  the  Wahnsh  and  Erie  Canal  nt  Terre-Haule  to  the  Cen 
tral  Canal  at  the  movth  oj  Eel  River. 

From  the  examinations  ^vhich  have  been  made,  it  appears  that 
the  summit  between  the  heard  branches  of  Honey  creek,  a  tri- 
butary of  ilie  SVal)as!i,  and  the  waters  of  Eul  river,  a  branch  of 
White  river,  is  only  3()  feet  above  the  surface  of  Eel  river,  at  its 
great  western  bend  in  ("lay  county.  By  cutting  down  this  sum- 
mit '21  feet  and  constructing  a  Feeder  from  Eel  river,  about  three 
milesin  leng!h,  Hie  waters  oftliis  stream  may  be  made  available 
for  the  supply  of  this  summit,  as  well  as  the  lower  levels  of  the 
Canal.  Whether  the  natural  flow  of  the  stream  is  sufficient  at 
the  lowest  stage  to  supply  the  whole  extent  of  the  Canal,  is  a 
que?tio[i  that  has  not  l)een  fully  ascertained,  though  from  the  best 
information  that  can  be  obtained  it  is  believed  to  be  adequate. 
The  V;  lley  is  represented  to  be  fivorable  for  the  formation  of 
Reservoirs,  so  that  tlie  deficiency,  should  there  be  any,  could  be 
made  up  in  this  way.  From  the  {ac{?  reported,  there  is  therefore, 
sufhcient  evidence  of  the  practicaliility  of  connecting  the  NViil)ash 
and  Erie  Canal  with  the  proposed  Central  Canal  by  this  route, 
thus  making  the  lower  part  of  the  Central  Canal  the  common 
outlet  for  the  trade  of  both  the  White  River  and  Wabash  valleys. 

The  length  of  this  Canal  from  Terrc-Haute  to  the  Central  Ca- 
nal is  43i  miles.  The  descent  from  the  summit  level  to  the  level 
of  the  Wabash  and  Eric  Canal  at  Terre-llaute,  is  89  feet,  and  to 
the  Centred  Canal  3.0  feet,  making  the  total  Lockage  1'24  fi^et. 
The  total  cost,  including  Feeders,  is  estimated  by  Mr.  Davis,  the 
Engineer  who  made  the  survey,  at  §629,631  65,  which,  taking 
the  length  of  the  feeder  into  the  account,  will  give  ^13,5^40  46, 
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as  the  average  cost  per  mile.     The   locks  and  other   mechanical 
structures  are  estimated  oi'permanent  stone  masonry. 

Survey  of  the  Wabash  cud  Eric  Canal  from  Fori  Wayne  to  the  Stale 

line. 

The  general  features  of  (he  JMnumee  valley  are  found  to  be 
different  from  mof-t  of  the  main  valleys  of  ihe  country.  The 
high  hills  and  abrupt  unduhilions  wiiicii  are  usually  found  bor- 
dering valleys  like  tuis,  are  not  seen  here,  but  on  the  contrary 
the  level  taMe  land  comes  in  many  places  directly  to  the  streams. 
The  immediate  valley  is  narrow,  and  the  river  in  passing  through 
it  very  frequently  comes  in  contact  with  (he  high  land,  forming 
washed  baiiks  along  which  t!ie  construction  of  a  Canal,  if  on  a 
low  level,  will  be  attended  with  great  expense.  But  the  washed 
bunks  or  bluffs  are  not  in  any  case  vcMy  high — the  most  of  (hem 
rising  only  30  or  35  feet  above  the  watei-,  and  so  long  as  a  level 
can  be  maintained  hi<ih  enougii  to  command  these  bluffs,  a  very 
cheap  and  safe  line  can  be  obtained. 

To  what  extent  the  high  level  can  be  preseved  in  descending  the 
Maumee  valley,  depends  wholly  upon  the  plan  which  may  be  adopt- 
ed forsupplyingtlie  C^anal  with  water.  Thesupply  whichcan  pro- 
perly be  dra-vn  east  from  the  summit  level  after  passmg  the  ne- 
cessary quantity  weslvvardh,  will  probably  be  exhausted  by  the 
time  it  reaches  the  vicinity  of  the  State  line.  In  order  to  avoid 
the  heavy  cost  and  circui.ous  location  which  will  be  involved  if 
the  line  be  dropped  down  to  the  level  of  the  Maumee  river,  to 
receive  a  Feeder,  the  plan  of  supplying  the  canal  by  means  of 
reservoirs,  has  been  proposed.  Whether  the  saving  of  expense 
will  justify  the  adoption  of  a  less  perfect  mode  of  supplying  the 
canal, is  aquestion  which  can  be  more  proj)erly  settled  aflerfurther 
examinations  shfdl  have  been  made,  and  when  all  the  important 
considerations  having  a  bearing  upon  it  are  properly  appreciated. 
While  it  is  evident  that  the  liigii  level  has  important  advantages, 
and  should  be  preferred  if  an  adequate  supply  of  water  can  be 
provided,  it  is  nevertheless  certain  that  these  advantages  should 
not  induce  a  location  wliich  would  in  any  degree  affect  the  use- 
fulness of  the  work,  especially  when  it  is  (onsidered  that  the 
Wabash  and  Eric  Canal  must  form  the  outlet  for  the  trade  of  an 
extensive  country,  embracing  the  greater  part  of  Indiana  and  a 
portion  of  Illinois.  Indeed,  when  we  consider  the  great  augmen- 
tation of  business  which  the  Canal  must  receive  as  it  approaches 
the  L;ike,  through  the  vjuious  projected  improvements  destined 
to  coiinect  with  it,  there  would  seem  to  be  a  propriety  in  enlarg- 
ing the  dimensions  of  the  eastern  section,  as  has  been  suggested, 
rather  than  to  diminish  its  capacity  by  making  it  dependent  upon 
a  limited  or  uncertain  supply  of  water.  The  important  questions 
connected  with  this  location  cannot  be  properly  determined 
without  a  full  knowledge  of  the  line  and  all  its  dependencies  and 
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connections,  from  the  eummit  to  the  mouth  of  the  Auglaize,  in 
Ohio;  and  for  this  reasryn  it  is  obvious  that  there  should  be  co- 
operation between  the  Engirieers  of  Ohio  and  those  who  may  be 
charged  with  the  locaiiou  in  this  Siate. 

A  careful  survey  and  cstitnaii'  from  Fort  Wayne  to  the  State 
line  Iir.5  l;cL'n  nnrh'  by  L.  B.  Wilson,  Esq.,  acting  generally  under 
my  advice,  whose  report  is  rfspectniliy  rcferrrul  to  for  the  parii- 
cuhirs  of  thi'  locaiioa  ar.d  :br  the  cn^t  of  tiie  canal.  One  line  h.-.9 
been  nia  npon  the  prinrmle  of  niJiintaining  a  hi^h  level  for  ihe 
whole  distaaco,  and  anolb'.'r  upon  ihe  plan  oi  taking  in  a  Feeder 
at  the  ''Bali  Rapids,"  five  miies  above  the  State  line. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

In  connection  with  the  examinalions  made  in  the  south-west- 
ern part  of  the  State,  the  level  was  continued  from  Duhois  county 
along  the  ridfi;e  which  divides  the  waters  of  the  East  Fork  from 
those  of  the  Ohio,  as  f.ireast  as  Scott  county.  This  ridge,  which 
stretches  itself  parallel  vvilli  the  Ohio,  and  ner.rly  across  the  whole 
breadth  of  the  Stale,  is  generally  --o  elevated  as  to  present  a  for- 
midaole  barrier  to  t!ic  construction  of  canals  from  the  interior 
direct  to  Ihe  Oliin.  Excepling  on  the  Jtffersoriville  survey,  there 
is  no  practicable  route  for  a  canal  from  tiie  White  Iliver  valleys 
to  the  Ohio  river,  crossing  tiiis  ridge  farther  east  than  Pike  coun- 
ty— Rail  Roads  or  Turnpikes  are  the  only  improvements  of 
which  this  section  ofthe  Slate  is  susccptihle. 

On  the  route  along  whicli  the  level  was  carried  from  the  east 
line  of  Pike  to  the  centre  of  ^vott  county,  the  lowest  point  on 
the  dividing  ridge  is  at  Collings'  Gap,  on  the  line  of  the  Jtfferson- 
ville  survey,  which  is  80  f^et  below  Indianapolis;  the  next  lowest 
poiiit  is  near  the  line  between  NVashington  and  Orange  counties, 
and  is  49  fefet  above  the  same  place;  and  the  highest  point  dis- 
covered by  any  ofthe  examinations  in  this  part  of  the  State 
which  is  eight  miles  west  of  Vienna,  on  the  road  to  Salem,  it 
299  feet  above  Indianapolis.  This  point  is  60  feet  higher  than 
Muncietown,  and  is  supposed  to  be  nearly  on  a  level  with  Win- 
chester in  Randolph  county,  v.'hich  is  doubtless  the  most  elevated 
county  in  the  Slate. 

In  the  course  ofthe  examinations  which  have  been  made  during 
the  past  season,  with  a  view  to  the  internal  improvement  of  the 
Slate,  many  facts  have  been  collected  in  regard  to  the  general 
formation  ofthe  country,  the  comparative  elevation  of  various 
prominefit  points,  the  descent  ofthe  slieams,  &c.,  which  besides 
serving  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  obtained,  will  be  of 
some  importance  in  regard  to  the  geological  investigations  which 
may  hereafter  be  made.  That  Indiana  has  within  her  territory 
Valuable  mineral  resources,  which  when  fully  developed  and 
made  subservient  to  the  wants  ofthe  country,  will  form  an  im- 
portant addition  to  the  wealth  ofthe  State,  there  is  every  reason 
lo  believe, 


But  these  minenii  riches  will  remain  in  a  great  degree  un- 
known, until  the  importance  of  this  subject  shall  be  so  far  appre- 
ciated as  to  comniariii  for  it  a  more  thorough  investigation  than 
has  vet  been  given.  And  v/hen  this  investit^ation  of  the  mineral 
and  geological  cfiaracter  of  the  Slate  shall  be  made,  whether  it 
be  conducted  bf  public  or  private  enterprize,  it  is  supposed  that 
a  knowledge  if  these  comparative  elevations  caii  be  usefully  ap- 
plied to  the  subject.  And  in  order  that  they  may  be  preserved 
as  a  matter  of  convenient  leference,  a  table  of  altitudes  is  now 
in  preparation  and  will  be  presented  in  a  few  days  as  a  special 
report.  This  table  embraces  such  pomts  as  were  considered 
most  important  to  the  object,  and  gives  at  one  view  their  altitude 
with  rc;iard  to  the  plain  on  which  thecapitol  of  the  Stale  is  built, 
high  water  mark  of  the  Ohio  at  the  head  of  the  Fails,  Ihe  surface 
of  Lake  Erie,  and  the  tide  water  in  the  Hudson. 

For  a  large  portion  of  these  facts,  the  State  is  indebted  to  Col. 
Rtansbury,  the  principal  Engineer  of  the  Rail  Road  surveys,  who 
has  zealously  united  with  me  in  the  compilation  of  this  table.

In  obedience  to  yours  instructions  which  were  based  upon  an 
act  of  the  h;s';  Legislature,  directing  me  to  make  a  location  of 
that  paic  oftiie  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  which  lies  between  Fort 
V/jiyne  and  the  State  of  Ohio:  and. also  to  lun  a  line  diverging  at 
a  point  in  the  line  conteaiplated  in  the  foregoing  directions,  with 
a  view  of  dropping  dowi^.to  take  in  a  Feeder  at ''Bull  Rapid::-,''  and

That  in  compliance  with  thi^se  instruciions,  the  survey  was 
commenced  at  the  eastern  end  of  soctior."  No.  3  east,  at  preseiit 
undnr  the  pro;^ress  of  construction,  and  continued  along  the  bluff 
of  the  Maumeo  river,  a  distance  of  half  a  mile  to  a  point  where 
the  river  recedes  from  the  higli  ground,  thence  along  the  nor- 
thern slope  of  the  hiii,  or  high  ground,  crossing  Taylor's  and  Col- 
man's  runs,  whose  valleys  present  ib.c  only  broken  feature  in  this 
division  to  Lock  No.  1  east.  Here  the  summit  section  termin- 
ates, beincj  3'3  miles  and  15  chains  in  length,  including  the 
12 
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length  of  Ihc  St.    Jo?cph's    Feeder,  an*?  extendi  5  miles  nml  3d 
ch.'iins  ertsl  of  the  mouth  of  ttiis  Feeder. 

From  Lock  No.  i,  the  line  passes  over  a  coiuitry  of  very  gen- 
tle incliuistion  to  the  north,  a  distance  ot  4  miles  'J'J  chains  to 
liock  No.  2,  crossincr  Mcintosh's,  Six  and  Seven  Mile  creeks, 
whose  valleys  are  narrow  and  depressed  tenor  fifteen  feet  below 
the  level  of  the  adjacent  country,  hence  to  the  S(ate  line,  the 
country  is  peculiarly  favorable  to  Ihe  construction  of  a  cheap 
canal.  The  deep  ravines  through  which  the  wetlands  are  drain- 
ed to  the  river,  present  the  only  obstauctions;  and  these  are  short 
and  mostly  crossed  at  their  head?.  Lock  No.  3,  has  been  located 
35  chains  west  of  the  State  line.  The  whole  line  ha?  been  mark- 
ed  and  laid  ofi'into  sections  of  convenient  length  preparatory  to 
its  being  placed  under  contract. 

As  the  country  bordering  on  the  Canal  line  is  but  sparsely  in- 
habited, a  large  amount  of  surplus  produce  cannot  be  expected 
for  the  consumption  of  those  employed  in  constructing  the  work: 
and  as  the  excess  over  that  furnished  by  the  inhabitants  must  be 
brought  from  the  more  densely  populated  parts  of  the  Stale,  or 
from  the  State  of  Ohio,  the  cost  of  the  work  has  in  consequence 
been  estimated  at  prices  equal  to  about  iO  per  cent,  upon  those 
paid  for  similar  work  executed  upon  the  line  heretofore  comple- 
ted, or  upon  that  which  is  in  progress  of  construction. 

Stone  of  j.uita!)le  quality  for  building  is  net  found  in  this  por- 
tion of  the  Stale;  the  estimates  are  consequently  based  upon  the 
supposition  that  wood  will  be  used  in  the  construction  of  both 
Locks  and  (Adverts,  liut  as  the  Canal  will  be  completed  from 
Fort  Wayne  to  the  vicinity  of  the  Wabash,  where  good  stone  can 
he  had,  before  these  Locks  will  be  constructed,  the  propriety  of 
erecting  them  of  wood,  may  be  very  queslionablc.

This  includes  three  Lift  Locks,  eight  feet  each,  a  Dam  and  Guard 
Lock. 

The  greatcost  of  this  subdivision  is  not  cliargeable  alone  to  the 
construction  of  the  Dam  and  Locks.  A  d<im  of  10  feet  in  height 
was  supposed  (o  be  the  most  favorable  elevation,  and  to  lock  down 
to  the  most  desirable  position  for  its  erection,  deep  excavations 
had  to  be  encountered:  and  besides,  the  canal  bank  below  that 
point  must  necessarily  be  placed  at  the  ba.-^e  of  the  high  M-ashed 
blulfofthc  Maumee,  which  requires  protection  from  abrasion  by 
the  floods,  fora  distance  of  2  12  miles.  It  may,  however,  be  found 
cheaper  to  erect  the  Dam  10  or  15  chains  below  its  present  site, 
and  to  raise  it  two  or  three  feet  higher,  by  Avhich  the  deep  exca- 
vations could  be  avoided,  and  the  quantity  of  embankment  les- 
sened: but  the  protection  would  still  be  re(|uired.  The  proprie- 
ty of  this  change,  however,  can  only  be  ascertained  by  more  mi- 
nute examination,  wliich  will  no  doubt  be  made  before  the  line 
shall  be  put  under  contract. 

If,  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  this  work,  a  prospec- 
tive view  be  taken  of  the  probable  amount  of  trade  which  will  ac- 
cumulate at  Fort  Wayne,  seekinj^j  in  that  direction,  an  outlet  to  a 
northern  market;  after  the  dormant  wealth  of  the  Wabash, 
White  River  and  Wiiite  V'»'";iter  valleys  shall  have  been  develop- 
ed, true  policy  would  seem  to  require  its  enlargement,  in  itsjon- 
m.7n/  cnnstructioa  to  the  dimensions  suited  to  the  wants  of  the 
country,  ten  years  after  the  Canal  shall  have  been  opened  to  the 
Lake.  But  these  are  suggestions  called  forth  by  the  anticipated 
wealth  of  the  country  and  not  tlemanded  by  your  instructions. 

Mere  with  you  will  receive  the  Map,  Profile,  and  estimates  of 
the  routes,  ail  of  which  are  respectfully  submitted.

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To  the  Board  of  Canal  Commissioners  of  the  Slate  of  Indiana, 
Gentlemen — 

l^hc  undersigned  having  completed  the  surrey  of  tliat  portion 
of  the  Central  Canal  route  between  Indianapolis  and  the  Wabash 
and  Erie  Canal,  witli  which  he  was  charged,  and  finished  the  esti- 
mates of  cost  relating  thereto,  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following 

REPORT. 

From  the  data  tlial  had  been  obtained  by  previous  examination 
it  was  deemed  advisable  to  survey  a  route  across  the    summit   be* 
tween  White  river  and   the  Mississinewa,  leaving   the  valley  of 
the  former  near  Andersontown,  and  intersecting  the  latter  at  the 
mouth  of  Deer  creek,  about  five  miles  above  Marion. 

To  supply  this  part  of  the  canal,  it  was  evident  that  an  artifi- 
cial reservoir  would  be  required,  as  the  quantity  of  water  in 
White  river,  (the  only  available  stream  of  any  magnitude,)  at  the 
point  where  a  feeder  must  be  taken  out  to  command  this  level, 
would  be  wholly  inadequate  for  this  purpose  during  a  considera- 
ble part  of  the  season.  For  this  reservoir  a  favorable  site  was 
found  in  a  prairie  lying  between  While  river  and  Fall  creek,  in 
the  vicinity  of  Andersontown.  Its  peculiar  advantages  consist  in 
the  depth  to  which  it  may  be  covered  without  overflowing  the 
timber  land  that  surrounds  it,  the  tenacity  of  its  soil,  and  its  vicin- 
ity to  the  summit  level  to  be  supplied  from  it. 

This  reservoir,  will  be  formed  by  making  a  bank  at  the  north 
end,  36  chains  long,  and  from  12  ro  26  feet  high,  and  at  the  south 
end,  33  chains  long  and  from  9  to  32  feet  high,  besides  about  thiity 
thousand  cubic  yards  of  embankment  to  prevent  the  water  flowing 
back  at  several  points  on  the  sides.  The  banks  will  be  ten  feet 
wide  on  the  top — have  a  slope  of  1.75  base  to  one  foot  perpendic- 
ular, and  be  raised  five  feet  above  top  water  line  in  the  reservoir. 
To  protect  them  from  the  ravages  of  such  animals  as  will  be 
likely  to  occasion  breaches,  a  wall  of  two  inch  plank  has  been  es- 
timated in  the  centre,  extending  from  two  feet  below  the  base  of 
the  bank  to  one  foot  above  top  water  line.  Some  protection  will 
also  be  required  to  secure  them  from  injury  by  the  surf,  but  the 
expense  of  planting  trees  or  shrubs  adapted  to  this  purpose, 
will  be  trifling,  and  it  is  believed  that  no  other  protectibn  will  be 
required. 

The  available  depth  of  water  after  deducting  for  loss  by  Cfap- 
oration,  will  be  about  fourteen  feet,  and  the  area  included  in  the 
reservoir  1400  acres. 

Afany  of  the  most  important  objections  to  artificial  reserroiri 
in  general,  are  Jiot  applicable  to  thi?,  and  since  it  became  neces- 
sary to  derive  a  eupply  during  «  part  of  the  season  irom  such  s 
source,  or  pronouce  the  canal  impracticable,  it  is  a  matter  of 
rwuch  gratitication  that  iio  fivorable  a  place  for  this  purpose  Hm 
been  found. 
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The  land  which  will  he  covered  with  wnler,  h  mostly  wet 
prairie,  anil  to  convert  it  to  this  use  would  be  less  injurious  to  the 
agricultural  interests  than  would  be  the  case  were  it  more  valua- 
ble; the  banks  will  not  oe  exposed  to  the  force  of  a  current  that 
would  endanger  them  if  built  across  the  valley  of  a  stream,  and, 
from  the  fact  that  but  a  small  part  of  the  area  covered  by  water 
will  ever  be  exposed  to  the  rays  of  the  snn  after  the  quantity  of 
water  in  the  reservoir  shall  have  been  reduced,  it  is  believed  that 
it  will  not  prove  in  the  least  deleterious  to  the  health  of  the  in- 
habitants in  the  vicinity.  -' 

The  excess  of  evaporation  over  the  rains  during  ihe^s^ason, 
that  there  will  be  such  an  excess,  is  calculated  at  18  inches  from 
the  whole  surface.  This  calculation  is  founded  Upon  experi- 
ments made  in  various  places  upon  much  smaller  surfaces,  and 
when  it  is  considered  that  the  proportion  is  much  greater  from 
•mall  than  large  surfaces,  this  estimate  is  deemed  fully  sufficient 
to  cover  the  whole  loss. 

The  reservoir  will  contain  after  this  deduction  765,399,000 
cubic  feet  of  available  water,  and  without  such  deduction,  or 
when  filled,  853,008,000  cubic  feel,  which  quantity  may  be  intro- 
duced through  tlie  feeder  in  sixty  days.  The  certaintity  of  se- 
curing the  requisite  supply  is  much  greater  in  this  case  than  it 
would  be  if  all  the  ilooris  of  the  stream  relied  upon  as  a  feeder, 
were  barely  sulScient  for  the  purpose;  for  in  th;itcase,  if  a  breach 
should  occur  either  in  the  banks  of  the  reservoir  or  the  feeder 
leading  to  it  daring  the  season  of  the  floods,  the  necessary  supply 
could  not  be  provided,  and  navigation  might  be  interrupted  for 
some  length  of  time  in  consequence. 

But  here  no  such  danger  could  exist,  for  White  river  would 
furnish  an  excess  towards  fining  the  reservoir  for  more  than  half 
the  year;  and  should  a  breach  at  any  time  occur  that  would  re- 
quire a  few  weeks  to  repair,  there  would  still  be  time  sufficient  to 
provide  an  adequate  supply. 

The  waters  of  Fall  creek  may  also  be  introduced  into  the  re- 
servoir if  necessary,  by  a  short  feeder,  but  no  survey  and  estimate 
of  it  was  made,  as  it  was  nut  deemed  absolutely  essential,  and 
time  did  not  permit. 

The  whole  line  of  canal  as  surveyed,  has,  for  the  sake  of  pers- 
pecuity,  been  divided  into  several  different  divisions,  each  of  which 
will  be  separatel)  described. 

DIVISrOA'' J^O.  :i—or  Pike  Creek  summit. 

This  division  will  include  the  reservoir  described,  the  feeders 
connected  with  it,  and  the  main  line  from  Andersontown  to  Deer 
creek  on  the  Missisainnewa,  and  embraces  that  portion  of  Canal 
where  the  greatest  artificial  supply  will  he  required. 

The  whole  length  of  the  feeder  from  the  dam  across  White 
river  where  it  is  taken  in,  to  the  reservoir  is  131  mile?.  At  the 
distance  of  11  miles  17   chains    from  the    head  of  feeder,  the 
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freder  to  the  reservoir  diverges  from  the  navigahlo  one,  iuteiscc- 
ting  the  main  line  near  Andersontown,  and  two  miles  twenly-thiee 
chains  further  enters  an  arm  of  the  prairie  in  which  the  reservoir 
is  formed.  The  navig.ib'.e  feeder  from  the  dam  above  mentioned 
to  the  intersection  of  the  main  line  near  Andersontown,  is  13 
miles  3  chains — 11  miles  17  chains  being  coincident  lo  the  feeder 
supplying  the  reservoir.  Near  yVndersontown  the  feeder  decends 
l9.S5feet  by  two  locks,  to  the  I'ine  creek  summit  level,  and  im- 
mediately below  the  feeder  from  the  re&crvou'is  admitted  into  the 
canal.

From  this  calculation  which  it  is  believed   will   be  found  very 
nearly  correct,  it  will  !)e  seen  that  there  v/i'l  t-ie  a  surplus  remain- 
itig  in  the  reservoir  capable  of  supplyjng  a  further  demand. 
The  cost  of  this  division  is  greatly  increased  in  consequence  of 


the  necessity  of  constructing  a  reservoir  ©u  the  side  of  the  river 
opposite  to  that  upon  whicli  tise  supply  is  required,  and  crossing 
on  a  level  so  higli  u3  to  render  the  a<|ueduc.t  across  the  river  and 
the  £iiio.:nkrr,eiit  acro.-s  thf^  bottom,  \e.ry  oxpenf.iv-e»  Another 
large  item  of  expense  is  t'le  cost  of  (iie  feede:'  to  fi!!  the  reservoir. 

In  order  to  susLain  a  level  cuHicicntly  high  for  the  purpose, 
much  heavy  embankmeni  Aiil  be  requireci  to  form  (he  feeder 
along  the  slope  of  the  high  ground  that  slcir'is  the  valley,  whicli  is 
in  niaiiy  places  very  abrupt.  At  several  points  biuifs  or  washed 
banks  are  passed,  where  the  towing  path  as  in  all  similar  cases 
hereafter  mentioned  in  this  report,  wiil  beparlly  or  wholly  built 
in  tlie  river,  and  the  slope  of  tiie  bank  exposed  lo  the  force  of  the 
current,  prelected  by  a  covering  of  stone  udiere  such  material 
can  be  found  within  a  convenient  distance,  and  in  other  places  by 
brush. 

The  country  between  the  valleys  of  White  river  and  the  Mis- 
sissinewa  is  generally  quite  favoraldc  to  Use  construction  of  a 
canal.  Theoi-dy  streams  of  as^y  magnitude  between  these  rivers 
crossed  by  the  li!ie,are  Killbuck  and  Pipe  creeks,  the  former  of 
which  is  crossed  about  three  miles  above  its  junction  with  White 
river,  and  the  latter  about  fourteen. 

The  most  expensive  portions  of  earth  work  on  the  main  line, 
are  (he  embankments  across  ihe  valk-ysof  White  river,  Killbuck, 
and  Pipe  creek;  and  (he  deep  cutting  through  a  wet  prairie  be- 
tween the  latter  streams,  and  one  of  a  similar  kind  siear  Palmer's. 

All  the  stone  work  on  tins  division  wiil  be  expensive,  as  no 
quarries  within  a  convenient  distance  have  been  discovered,  from 
which  stone  of  a  suitable  quality  for  building  structures  on  the 
canal  can  be  procured.  The  locks  on  the  navigable  feeder  at 
Andersontown,  and  those  at  the  north  end  of  the  summit  near  ihe 
mouth  of  Deercreek,  are  all  estimated  of  cut  stonoo  The  aque- 
ducts across  White  river  and  Killbuck,  will  be  built  v/ith  hammer- 
dressed  stone  abutments  and  piers,  and  wooden  superstructures. 
Pipe  creek  will  be  crossed  by  a  wooden  culvert  of  24  feet  chord.

DIVISIOjY  /VO.  2—Muncielozcn  Summit. 

This  division  commences  at  the  head  of  the  feeder  that  sup- 
plies the  A'lUlersonlown  reservoir,  (hence  rm  jMuncietown  across 
the  Summit  to  the  Mississinewa,  and  thence  down  the  valley  of 
that  river  to  t!ie  mouih  of  Deer  cree^:,^^■hcro  it  intersects  the  line 
that  crosses  Pike  creelt  summit  above  described. 

This  portion  of  the  canal  as  well  as  the  preceding,  v.ill  require 
the  aid  of  an  artificial  reservoir  to  a  very  considerable  extent. 
White  river  uill  barely  furnish  the  necessary  supply  for  i'ie  canal 
in  ijs  immediate  valley  duriiig  several  months  in  summer  and  au- 
tumn, and  the  minimum  discharge  of  the  Mississinowa  at  the 
point  where  tiie  canal  line  first  iritersects  it,  is  extremely  small — 
altogether  msuthcient  toafJord  tiie  necessary  supply  for  the  canal 
for  some  distance  below,  it  is  presumed,  iiowevcr,  that  White 
river  and  the  Mississinewa  v/ill  allbrd  a  permanent  supply  for 
the  whole  of  this  division,  except  for  wn  average-  distance  of  20 
miles  for  120  days  in  a  year.  In  August  and  September,  an  arti- 
ficial supply  would  probably  be  required  for  a  gicater  distance; 
ill  July  and  October,  less.  A  reservoir  to  mrdcc  up  tlie  re- 
quisite supply,  can  be  formed  in  the  valley  of  Vviute  river,;",  short 
distance  above  Muncietown.and  a  prairie  taken  m  connection,  ex- 
tending in  iiie  direction  of  the  canal  line  across  the  summit.  The 
manner  of  consiructir.g  it  will  be  to  buildadanj  across  the  river 
three  hundred  feet  long  and  Iwenty-cigi.t  feet  hiiih  from  the  river" 
bed  wliich  is  here  composed  of  rock;  and  a  banic  across  the  valley 
varying  in  height  from  20  to  28  fectfora  distance  of  fifiy-two 
chains.  The  v/hole  length  of  ba:ik  required  at  the  south  en.d  of 
.the  reservoir  is  eighty-one  chains,  and  at  the  north  end,  or  across 
the  prairie,  twenty  one  chains.  The  latter  bank,  however,  will 
be  light. 

These  banks  like  those  of  ttie  Andersontown  reservoir,  will  be 
raised  five  feet  above  the  surface  of  the  water  in  the  reservoir, 
-and  protected  in  a  similar  manner. 

Tije  dam  v.'iil  be  i)uilt  by  laying  a  foundation  of  trees  eight 
feet  in  thickness,  upo:^  u'liicli  crib-work  in  the  form  a  of  roof  with 
slopes  of  two  and  a  liair  feet  base  to  one  foot  pci  j)end!cui;ir  on 
each  side,  filled  willi  sloi-e  and  covered  with  six  inch  planlc,  will 
be  raised  twenty  feet.  A  b.cavy  bankof  gravel,  (or  common  (arfli, 
with  a  coveringof  stone  if  gravel  cannot  be  procured.)  must  be 
placed  on  the  upper  slope  extending  some  distance  up  the  stream, 
Vo  give  additional  security  to  t'ui  dam  and  prevent  as  much  as 
possi')le  the  leakage  that  so  great  a  pressure  would  be  likely  to 
occasion. 

A  feeder  dam  for  the  line  below  the  summit  level,  in  the  pool 
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of  which  the  canal  will  cross  the  river,  will  be  constructed  a 
short  distance  hclow  the  reservoir,  lo  save  the  water  that  may 
leak  fro.Ti  it  or  flow  over  the  dam  above  described  at  certain  sen- 
sons  of  the  year;  and  lliis  will  r.'iise  the  svaler  over  the  tree  foun- 
dation of  the  reservoir  dam,  at  the  same  time  preserving  it  from 
deeay  and  reduciiig  tiie  pressure  by  diminishing  the  height  ofthj^ 
cohimn  in  tlic  pool  above. 

The  feeder  d;iin  v.'ili  be  bnilt  in  the  same  nnaner  as  the  one  for 
the  reservoir,  with  the  ex-.eplion  of  tiic  iree  foundation,  the  crib 
v/ork  i)e!ng  commenced  on  the  rock  bottom  of  the  river.  The 
abutments  of  both  dams  are  estimated  of  timber. 

The  site  selected  for  this  reservoir  is  not  so  favorable  as  could 
have  been  nislied,  but  is  the  best  that  could  be  found  to  supply 
the  summit  on  this  route.  The  bank  across  the  bottom,  and  the 
dam  across  the  river,  wiil  always  be  exposed  to  danger  in  time  of 
floods  from  the  large  quantities  of  ice  and  drift  that  will  be  brought 
down  by  the  current.  In  order  to  secure  a  quantity  of  water 
sufficient  to  supply  the  demand,  a  large  body  of  good  land  must 
be  covered  wit!i  v/ater  when  the  reservoir  is  filled,  a  great  portion 
of  which  will  again  be  loft  dry  uhen  the  water  in  the  reservoir 
is  but  partly  drawn  off.  Numerous  depressions  extending  a  con- 
siderable distance  from  the  main  body  of  the  reservoir  will  be 
filled  by  water  during  a  part  of  the  se.'ison,  rendering  the  lands 
that  they  intersect  less  valuable;  and  it  is  feared  that  the  exposure 
of  so  m.uch  land  to  tlie  rays  of  the  sun  dusing  the  warmest  part  of 
the  summer,  that  had  been  previously  under  water  and  must  be 
covered  with  partially  decayed  vegetation,  would  prove  prejudi- 
cial to  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  residing  in  its  immediate 
neigh!)orhood. 

The  reservoir  in  tlie  prairie  and  river  bottom  will  cover  an 
areaof'2,44G  acres.  These  ;ire  objectionable  features,  but  it  is 
believed  that  reservoirs  are  r.ow  in  use,  and  h;ive  been  used  as 
sources  of  supply  for  many  years,  in  situations  less  favorable  than 
the  one  at  Muncie'.own. 

This  reservoir  will  contain  after  deducting  the  same  for  loss  by 
evaporation,  as  in  the  one  at  Anderson  town,  viz.  18  inches  in 
depth  from  tlie  whole  surface,  C.  ft.  685,745,000

The  line  from  the  head  of  the  Andersontown  reservoir  feeder 
lo  the  point  where  it  crosses  White  river  in  the  pool  of  the  feeder 
dam  just  below  the  reservoir,  is  the  cheapest  part  of  this  division. 
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the  ground  being  generally  quite  favorable.  From  White  Riv- 
er to  the  Mississinewa  the  line  will  be  expensive,  much  deep  cut- 
ting and  iicMvy  embankment  being  jequired  to  form  the  canal  a- 
long  the  side  of  the  reservoir  in  (he  prairie.  Alter  crossing  (he 
river  the  canal  rises  to  the  summit  hncl  by  a  lock  of  6i  iect  lift. 
Above  this  lock,  or  on  the  summit  level,  the  surface  c-f  water  in 
the  reservoir,  ^vhen  tilled  will  be  17  feet  above  tise  bottom  of  ca- 
nal. 

The  route  surveyed  intersects  the  iMissi«sinewa  a  sliort  distance 
below  Boyle's  mill,  and  at  the  point  of  intersection  a  feeder  is 
taken  in,  by  making  a  dam  across  the  river,  sim.ilar  to  the  one  he- 
low  the  reservoir  at  Muncietown.  From  this  point  lo  the  inter- 
section of  the  line  surveyed  across  Pipe  creek  summit  at  the 
mouth  of  Deer  creek,  the  route  is  aiotip;  (he  left  bank  of  the  Mis- 
eissinewn,  at  no  place  lerwino;  (he  river  fiir  any  considerable  dis- 
tance. The  necessity  of  taking  in  feeders  frequently  renders  this 
part  of  the  line  considerably  more  expensive  than  it  would  other- 
wise be.  In  addition  to  the  dams,  head-gates,  &c.,  the  necessi- 
ty of  keep  inga  low  level  greatly  increases  the  quantities  and  the 
cost  of  excavation  and  embankment.  There  are,  also,  several 
expensive  sections  of  blufT?  wh^'re  it  becomes  necessary  to  build 
the  towing  path  in  the  river  and  protect  (he  outer  slope. 

One  of  these  biiJlTs  is  passed  in  tlie  pool  of  a  dam  wliich  consid- 
erably diminishes  the  cost.

Examinalioii?  v/ci-e  ro-^Je  with  a  view  to  intersect  the  canal  at 
Lagi-o,  or  some  point  f'.rihsr  east  than  t'lat  at  which  the  survey 
was  terminated,  but  no  Hnorabie  depression  was  found  except  that 
formed  by  Treaty  creek.

stance. I'lk bout  fjur  miles  below  JMarion  a  fivorable  depre??io:i 
commences,  thrnu^^h  w!i;c!i  the  route  p.'isscs  back  of  Connei'''s 
Blutf,  antl  a  clieap  line  is  oblainod  to  Ihc  southern  boundary  of 
the  Great  Mijimi  Keserve,  snov.  aitcr  crcssins;  which  the  canal  de- 
scends to  (he  river  and  enters  ibe  pool  of  a  dam;  tliis  being' the 
second  of  p.  seriesof  dams,  (llic  iJr-^t  being-  at  the  mouth  of  iJeer 
creek),  v/!iicii  forrr,  slack  v/ iter  nrivi;j;-ition  in  all,  8  miles  6l> 
chains,  and  !)y  mer.ris  of  which  some  of  the  most  formidable  blufG 
on  the  river  are  passed  by  coiistrucling  a  towing  path  at  theis- 
base. 

On  that  portion  of  (lie  line  where  slack  water  is  introduced,  an^ 
independent  canf>l  could  only  be  made  at  an  enormous  expense, 
and  tiiough  a  very  great  saviiig  in  cost  will  be  elTected  by  substi- 
tuting slack  water,  it  ma}'  periiaps  be  considered  a  less  perfect  im^- 
provement.  Its  disad-janiagcs  when  connected  with  a  canal,  as  io' 
this  case,  are  in  tl)e  frequent  changes  from  one  to  the  other,  p.nd 
the  consequent  change  of  towing  path,  in  the  nunvber  of  guard 
locks,  and  in  the  danger  to  wiiicli  boats  may  be  exposed  in  th« 
time  of  ftoods. 

The  advantages  of  this  mode  of  improvement,  and  especially  ii> 
this  instance,  may  be  found  in  the  immense  water  power  create<t 
at  the  dams  and  locks,  and  in  the  greater  case  with  wliich  boats 
m'jy  be  moved  in  a  large  pool  in  an  ordinary  stage  of  water. 

The  dam?  will  all  be  founded  on  a  rock  bottom  and  built  in  ?t 
permanent  manner  with  good  stone  a!)utment«, and  may  be  consid- 
ered as  secure  as  any  similar  structure?  can  be  made. 

For  several  miles  above  the  termination,  a  good  and  chcfip  Ime 
'\s  obtained,  the  character  of  the  valley  having  entirely  changed, 
presenting  instead  of  n  regular  succession  of  precipitous  rocky

DIFISIO.r  .YO.  4r—Terniinating  near  Wabash. 

This  route  coincides  ivith  the  division  last  described,  from 
Deer  creek  to  Marion.  But  below  JSiarion  there  is  a  dliTerence 
of  9  fpctinllie  levels,  though  tiie  two  routes  are  near  each  other 
for  five  miles  further. 

The  level  of  the  canal  at  the  upper  end  of  this  division  is  kept 
up  until  the  depression  formed  by  Treaty  creek  admits  of  de- 
scent towards  the  Wabash,  and  the  necessity  ©f  maintaining  this 
level  so  as  to  reduce  as  much  as  practicable  the  deep  cutting  be- 
tween the  Mississinewa  aiui  Treat}  creek,  adds  gieaiiy  to  tiie  ex- 
pense of  passing  the  i}liitr  just  liclow  Maiion  and  cmssiijg  the 
Mississinewa  river.  The  point  of  crossing  is  about  tive  mile?  be- 
low iMarion,  or  ten  miles  from  tlie  upper  end  of  division.  The 
crossing  will  h(;re  be  effected  by  means  of  an  aqueduct  (on  a  lev- 
el 4*2  feet  above  low  water  in  tlie  river),  the  abutments  and  piers 
of  which  will  be  built  of  hammer  dressed  stone  masonry,  and  the 
supeistruclure  of  wood.  The  valley  at  tliis  point  is  narrow,  but 
tlie  embp.nlcment  for  a  short  disiatice  very  heavy,  and  the  whole 
line  to  the  Wabasli  and  Erie  Canal  rxpe/isive. 

The  canal  route  leaves  the  valley  of  the  JMississinewa  near 
Shinglemashea's  village, about  two  miles  below  the  point  of  cross- 
ing and  the  Deep  Cut  commences,  which  extends  to  Tecina's 
creek.  The  length  of  the  deep  cut  is, 30  chains,  and  the  average 
deplli  '20  feet.  From  Tocina's  to  Treaty  creek,  a  dist?- cc  of  a- 
bout  seven  miles,  the  cutting  varies  frt<m  six  to  fifteeii  feet,  ex- 
cept in  tliC  depression  caused  l)y  Grant's  creek  and  a  number  of 
small  I)ranches.  Tiie  soil  in  which  this  deep  cutting  is  neccs- 
sar}'  appears  to  be  principally  composed  of  clay. 

About  fifteen  nnles  from  Marion  tiic  line  intcrspcts  Tro.nty 
creek,  down  the  valley  of  which  it  continues  to  the  Wabash  fact- 
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toms.  locking  down  rapiJly  to  conform  to  the  descent  of  the  creek. 
The  whole  amount  of  lockngG  from  (he  intersection  of  Trenty 
creek  to  the  pool  of  the  dam  at  (he,  point  of  crossing  Wnbrtsli  riv- 
er, is  117  feet.  Tile  river  ii  here  crossed  us  at  tiie  1  >\vtr  termi- 
nntion,  by  mcrir.s  of  a  tou'in:^  p;ith  iiridixe.  The  (Imhi  Vt'liich 
forms  the  pool  for  crossing,  wii!  be  i)uilt  al)out  !i;\lf  a  mile  below, 
ticar  n  stone  quarry,  and  will  be  foymed  ofcrii)  work,  in  tiie  man- 
ner heretofore  described,  resting  on  a  (bundalion  of  trees  and 
brush  (liroe  feet  in  thickness,  v/hieh  will  be  placed  below  low  wa- 
ter in  the  river. 

The  Canal  will  connect  with  the  Wab.ish  and  Eric  Canal  near- 
ly opposite  (he  rnouth  of  Treaty  creek,  by  means  of  two  ascend- 
ing locks,  t!'.e  total  lift  of  which  is  14.2  feet.

It  will  be  seen  that  this  route  is  11  miles  l^ch.ainss/ior/er  than 
the  one  down  the  valiey  of  the  iVIissinsinev/a,  and  v.'ill  cost  ^^91,- 
42?  35  more.  But  to  this  difference  'in  the  lenyjth  of  fhe  two 
lines  sliould  he  added  Ihe  diatancM  betv>'ecn  Peru  and  Wabash, 
the  two  points  of  intersection  on  the  Wabash  and  Eiie  Canal,  in 
order  to  give  (he  i  oir.I  diiference  to  Lake  I'h-ie,  or  the  eastern 
market.  Tiiis  bcinn;  15  miles,  the  total  difft^rence  will  be  26 
miles  12  chains.  The  important  saving  in  distance  cfiected  by 
tills  route  should  I>e  dwly  considered,  as  this  canal  will  probably 
form,  at  no  dis(;int  period,  ihe  principal  channel  of  commerce  for 
a  large  and  fertile  portion  of  the  JState. 

An  objection,  however,  to  this  route,  (Iiciigh  by  no  menns  an 
insurmountable  one,  exists  in  the  deticiency  of  (he  supply  of  wa- 
ter furuisiied  by  the  Mississincua,  The  riverat  the  point  where 
the  feeder  is  taken  in  belov/  ihc  mouth  of  Deer  cteck,  will  alFord 
a  sufficient  supply,  except  about  GO  days  in  a  ycai,  when  it  must 
be,  in  pa  it,  drawn  from  an  arlifLcinl  reservoir. 

The  whole  water  nf  the  river  wii!  be  required  for,  probably, 
!20days  m  e;ich  season,  and  this  diver.^on  of  t'ie  water  from  its 
natural  course  will  injure  the  mills  tor  poine  disi;5iu:e  Ixdow;  but 
it  is  believed  that  this  loss  wi!!  be  'v.\  [;art  or  whni'y  made  up  hy 
the  water  power  created  durisig  a  part  of  the  season  at  the  locks 
in  the  valley  of  Treaty  creek. 

To  ascertain  what  supply  from  an  artiiicial  source  would  he  re- 
quired, guagcs  were  made  of  the  Missis&inewa  at  several  dil?t;rcnt 
times  duiiiig  Ihe  pasl  season,  near  the  point  v/here'he  il^ederwill 
be  taken  in  for  this  route;  end  from  tJje  rssults  obtained  it  is  be- 
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Tievci  that  It  will  be  safe  lo  assume  1400  cubK;  feet  per  minute 
as  the  average  discharge  during  the  60  days  that  there  will  pro- 
bably be  a  delicieiicy.

Should  the  route  by  Muncieto-.vn  be  adopted  instead  of  thai  by 
Pipe  creek  summit,  it  will  be  necessary  to  enlarge  the  jMuncie- 
town  reservoir,  by  inereasing  the  height  of  the  dam  and  bunks 
which  form  it,  or  to  encounter  the  expense  of  making  another 
small  one,  probably,  in  the  valley  of  the  .Mississiuewa.

DIVISION  JVO.  I — Belzoeen  Anicrsonlozon  and  Indianapolis, 

This  division  extending  from  the  soulii  end  of  the  Pipe  creek 
summit  level  near  Anderso!itown,  to  the  connection  with  Capt. 
Cleveland's  line  in  the  souih-west  p.irt  of  Indianapolis,  receives 
its  whole  supply  of  water  (except  in  descending  from  the  sum- 
mit), from  White  river,  and  is  located  in  its  immediate  valley. 
T'leee  fcL'ders  are  introduced  on  this  portion  of  the  canal,  which 
will  not  only  furni?:!  an  ample  supply  for  all  the  purposes  of  nav- 
igation, but  admit  a  surplus  tb.at  will  afford  a  large  amount  of  wa- 
ter power  at  each  of  the  locks  in  its  passage  down.  The  first  feed- 
er will  be  introduced  just  below  Andersontown:  the  second,  17 
miles  GO  Cii:rui3  below  the  first,  and  the  third  and  last  at  Eroad 
Hippie,  20  miles  38  ciiains  below  the  second,  and  8  miles  77  chains 
above  vVashington  street,  Indianapolia. 

The  chief  o!)sta'.les  to  the  construction  of  a  canal,  not  only  on 
this  division,  but  o-i  all  the  route  or  routes  sa.veyed  in  the  val 
leys  of  Wliitc  Jliver  and  the  JMiscisfincwa,  a^.^  the  bluffs  or  wash- 
ed banks  that  will,  gencriilly,  render  thtj  sections  of  canal  oa 
wliicli  ther  occur,  very  expensive. 
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These  bluftsare  mosUj  composed  of  clay,  (except  on  a  portion 
of  the  MUsissinawa  where  llicy  are  partly  rook)  and  vary  in 
height  from  30  to  GO  feet.  They  are  all  so  similar  ia  character 
that  a  particular  descriplion  of  each  is  deemed  unnecessary. 

"^Vilh  the  exception  of  tlie  obstacles  above  named,  the  route  on 
this  division  is  remarkably  favorable.     Few  streams  of  any  mag- 
nitude are  crossed  by  the  line;  Stony  creek  and  Fall  creek  beir;g 
the  principal,  and  the  plain  earth  work  is  very  light.     The  most 
expensive  excavation  is  cncoantered  in  order  to  pass  back  of  some 
of  the  biulls  instead  of    forming    the  canal  at  their    base.      The 
deepest  cet  of  this  kind  is  a    short   distance   above  Strawtown, 
where  a  long  and  difiicult  bluff  is  thus    avoided.     The  most  ex- 
pensive full  embankment  v/iil  be  across  the  bottom  of  Fall  creek. 
The  line  as  surveyed,  passes  thorough  or  very  near  all  the  towns 
on  the  route.     Through  Indianapolis  a  line  of  levels  was  merely 
run  to  connect  with  Capt.  Cleveland's  in  the  lower  part  of  town, 
and  to  estimate  the  cost;  but  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  v.'!thout 
materially  increasing  the  cost,  the  canal  may  be  located  through 
any  part  of  this  flourishing  seat  of  government. 

It  may  hereafter  be  deemed  a  matter  of  expediency  to  mrHc^ 
the  canal  from  broad  Ripple  to  Indianapolis  of  larger  dimensions 
than  ordinary,  to  give  a  greater  anjount  of  water  power  at  this 
important  point  than  could  otlierwise  be  given  without  creating 
too  strong  a  current  in  the  canal.  Jiut  a  canal  of  the  size  that 
this  is  estimated,  will  pass  all  the  water  that  flows  in  the  river  at 
its  lowest  stage,  and  give  a  surplus  of  «t  least  5080  cubic  feet 
per  mmute  at  Indianapolis,  where  the  fall  from  the  surface  of  the 
water  in  the  canal  to  the  low  water  of  White  river  will  be  36 
feet. 

Between  the  fiseder  at  Andcrsontown  and  Broad  Ripple,  tlTere 
are  16  locks  and  122  feet  of  lockage,  and  it  will  be  safe  to  calcu- 
late on  passing  "3,200  cubic  feet  per  rninuteat  each  of  these  locks 
duriag  the  lowest  st^ge  of  water.  No  estimate  of  the  value  of  the 
water  power  created  on  this  division,  w'lH  here  be  made,  but  it  may 
bo  seen  at  a  glance  that  it  v/ill  be  immense.

As  the  principal  cbject  of  tl?e  survey  appears  to  have  been  to 

determine  the  practicability   of  making  a  canal  to    connect  the 

vaiiey  of  "Vyhile  river  v/ith  the  Wauash  and   Eric  Canal,  and  at 

the  same  time  to  accomr.iodr.te  ^luncie'-ovvn,  and   to  collect  such 

facts  as  might  govern  a  future  location,  these   various  plans   arc 

presented  in  order  ta  e;nbody  those  f^cts  in  different  fornrij^.     But 

these  plans  do  net,  in  all  re?pects,  show  a  fair  comparison  oi  tne 

dilTereiit  dioisions  taken  to  form  a  connected  line.     Structures  of 

equal  permanency  ati-d  value  have  not  been  estimated  on  all  the 

various  portions  of   t!ie    routes  surveyed  in    consequence  of  the 

impossibility  of  procuring  suitable  materials  without  an  extrava- 

gar.'t  cost.     On  .division  No.  j,   13  locks    are  estimated  of  wood, 

and  23 on  Divisiiin    No.  3,  whilst  on  Division  No,    2,  atid   both 

routes  of  Division  No.  4  a//,  tlie  principal  structures  will  be  bu'.lt 

of  durable  stone  masonry. 

An  additional  expenditure  will  I)e  nccecessr'.ry  to  protect  the 
embankments  formed  along  tlie  h-^z-e  of  the  iiduff^  on  Division  No. 
1  and  No.  3  after  the  canal  siiall  liavc  been  completed  13  or  3 
years,  the  protection  at  present,  except  in  ?i  fev.'  ir.stances,  being 
estimated  of  brush.  This  !;Ir.d  of  protection  will  secure  the  em- 
bankments until  stone  can  be  cheaply  taken  to  the  places  re- 
quired on  tlje  canal  to  protect  in  a  pcrmaner.t  manner. 

For  particulars  not  give!)  in  the  body  of  tlie  report,  reference 
may  be  had  to  the  ahstracb  of  Dkhions  whicii  v/ill  show  the 
lengthy  cost,  and  quaJily  of  work  of  the  ditlerciit  sections  or  subdi- 
visions into  which  tlio  whole  line  bias  been  divided.

Indianapolis  soutli  to  the  Ohio  river,  uud  have  the  Honor  to  EuLriiit 
in  relation  thereto  the  following 

REPORT. 

From  ihe  comniPnceinent,  near  the  State  House,  to  the  head  of 
section  18,  iieing  Division  No.  1,  the  line  passes  nrsostij  throug'i  a 
\vidf>  alluvial  hoLtom,  whicii  presents  many  faciiitics  for  the  iavor- 
able  location  of  ::  caual.  In  nriaking  choice  of  the  levels  best  ad- 
apted to  the  character  of  the  country,  it  v/.ts  deemed  .idvisable  io 
select  those  nearly  coinciding  with  the  extreme  high  v,-aier  line 
of  the  river;  thereby  avoiding  tlic  irregularilies  in  direction  and 
level  of  the  more  elevated  country,  and  placing  the  line  upon 
an  uniform  surface,  where  the  course  might  be  more  direct,  and 
the  earth  to  be  removed  of  a  lighter  character.  The  same  rea- 
sons have  also  governed,  in  5>onie  degree,  the  location  of  the  line 
in  other  parts  of  the  valley  below. 

On  this  division  there  arc  nine  lock5jV.'i'h  an  f»ggregate  lift  of 
81  feci ;  being  a  gr'^atcr  amount  of  lockage  than  on  any  other  por- 
tion of  ihe  line  of  the  zixraz  length.  This  brings  [Uq  level  down 
to  within  Isvo  feet  of  thesurfacc  of  low  water  in  the  river  at  the 
foot  of  the  bhhfs.  At  thispoiiit  it  is  proposed  to  introduce  a 
feeder  by  a  cut  of  , 5  chains  in  lerigti!,  and  a  dam  of  7  feet  in 
height.  By  means  of  a  guard  locic,  which  is  estimated  at  the 
head  of  tl)e  feeder,  a  coinmunicatloa  with  the  canal  will  be 
opened  to  Ihe  couiUryon  the  west  side  of  the  river,  throug'i  the 
pool  of  the  dam.  By  a  change  in  the  location  of  loclcNo.  9,  the 
feeder  might  be  introduced  froni  a  point  higher  up  tlic  river  by  a 
very  low  darn.  This  would  increase  the  length  of  the  feeder  as 
well  as  the  cost  of  the  line  along  Ihc  bluffs,  but  it  is  worthy  of  ex. 
arriination  and  may  be  Ihe  prefera;:)lo  plan. 

The  blutron  this  division  is  tiie  longest  ontheline;  being  93 
chains, or  nearly  U  miles.  There  are,  hov.'ever,  only  51  chains 
requiring  protection,  and  for  much  of  the  distance  a  low  bottom 
intervenes  between  the  hill  and  river, of  sufiicient  width  for  the 
base  of  the  tow  path.  An  exsensive  bed  of  sand  stone  in  strata  of 
different  thicknesses,  alternating  witli  shale,  is  laid  bare  by  the 
river  near  the  foot  of  the  bluifs,  formirig  a  vulnable  quarry,  and 
one  which  is  extensively  worked.  The  material  for  forming  the 
tow  path  is  abundant,  find  consists  of  saau  and  gravel,  with  some 
clay  aud  fragmeats  of  rock.

Wiierevcr  stor.o  is  rr.adc  use  of  on.  this  divisionit  must  nocps- 
sarily  be  obtained  fiom  the  quarry  at  the  blulTe,  or  further  up  on 
the  west  side  of  tliC  river.  This  circumstance  will  (end  rnatcri. 
nlly  to  increase  the  cost  of  the  woik.  In  order  (o  diminish  this 
inrrensed  expenditure,  as  f;ir  as  prudence  will  juslily,  it  is  pro- 
posed to  employ  rvood  only,  at  the  two  first  crossings.  Tiiis  can 
be  replaced  wiiii  £tcne  hereafter,  rviUiout  great  expense,  as  the 
foundations  T^'iil  in  the  first  instance  be  so  arranged  as  to  admit 
of  a  stone  structure  of  the  t^ame  size  aiid  form. 

In  the  construction  of  the  locks,  however,  both  on  (his  division 
and  on  all  otiier  parts  of  the  line,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  esti- 
mate  stoi?e  ^''^•cn  ;U  censidera'.We  cost,  and  it  is  perhaps  questiona- 
ble vvheihcr  true  economy  would  not  dictate  the  same  course  in 
relation  to  (he  other  structures. 

To  avoid  the  necessity  of  passing  along  the  face  of  (he  blulTg 


.    toyah  thence  following  the  valley , 

and  inten-eciinfjihe  present  line  !ienr  the  crossing  of  that  stream 
at  the  (bot  of  the  blulls.  On  this  plan  Hie  embarikment  and  pro- 
tection in  ihe  river  would  be  avoided,  and  the  location  of  4  locks 
changed  to  a  point  near  which  the  stone  required  in  (heir  con- 
structio'n  could  be  obtained.  By  keeping  up  the  level  below 
lock  No.  4,  at  Ihie  foot  of  the  "Big  Hill,"  the  ridge  could  be  pas- 
sed v/iih  about  15  foet  cutting  in  the  deepest  part;  but  much 
heavy  embankment  woul.'l  be  encountered  in  the  line  above,  and 
its  length  would  be  considerably  increa'-ed.  The  liability  to  ac- 
cident would  also  bo  as  groat  as  (lie  heavy  em.bankmenls  across 
ihe  valleys  as  at  the  embankinents  in  iiie  river,  and  with  the 
deep  cut  through  the  ridge,  it  is  donltful  whetiierthe  diminished 
cost  of  the  locks  would  be  equivalent  to  the  increased  expense  cf 
the  earth  work. 

The  ntjgrciTate  cost  of  this  division,  comprising  17  miles,  is 
|225,2ili"(i0ror,^;l3,248  03  per  niiic.  And  it  may  here  bo 
proper  to  remaik,  iiiat  in  this,  as  in  tlic  other  divisions  that  fol- 
low, I  iiave  added  io  the  estimated  cost  of  construci.ion,  n  con- 
tingent amount  of  ten  per  cent,  (c  cover  lliC  cost  of  superinten- 
dancc  and  fur  unforseen  cxpendiiuro?. 

The 2'Z  Dzii's/.';?-4  of  the  line  extends  from  the  head  of  sectior» 
18  to  the  foot  of  section  50,  inimecJiateiy  belo\y  the  second  feeder, 
and  comprises  33  xnilea.     The  first  stream  crossed   on  thi^  divi*- 


ion  Is  Croaked  creek,  which  is  pa«g4d  in  the  peol  of  a  dnm  40  fee* 
in  length.     The  ncxl  is  StoUs^  creek,  u  tributary  of  considerable 

»ag  .itndc,  which  is  passed  on  an  aqueduct,  wiih  a  borizoiilal 
woodeu  trunk,  in  two  re.iches  of  38  feet  spaa.  C/ecrcrrfyfe,  a  small 
but  (lurablc  stream,  is  passed  op.  a  sioae  .-ircli  of  iS  feet  ci^ord. 
Haifa  m\\.i  below  this  slrcam,  llic  line  readies  BluJj'jS'o.  '2,  wlucli 
preschts  some  unravorai)'e  featine;.  At  tiie  upper  end  of  this 
bluiT,  trie  river  Ims  laid  bare  a  stratum  of  shale,  gu  which  lesis  r\ 
a  deep  hed  of  clay,  forming  the  principal  portion  of  tlic  hill,  and 
which  appears  evidently  to  liave  slipped  at  dilTerent  times  in 
large  masses.  By  Ihrov/ing  the  tow  path  so  far  into  the  river, a« 
not  he  under  the  necessity  of  cutting  deeply  into  the  lull,  it  can 
probably  be  passed  witl^out  serious  d.uigcr  from  slips.  Passing  by 
a  sliort  sand  Bluff  No.  3  requiring  Ivyelve  chains  of  protection, 
the  line  on  section  32  strikes  tlie  west  side  of  the  town  of  Mar- 
tinsville, and  three  miles  {urther  down  crosses  Big  Luhan  creek 
nn  Iv/o  semi-circular  arches  of  20  feet  chord.  Immediately  after 
crossing  this  stream,  the  line  enters  a  gap  in  t!)c  n:,ain  upland  but 
little  elevated  above  the  river  bottoms.  Here  as  well  as  in  two 
other  places  bcbv,',  nature  has  siiigularly  opened  away  for  the 
passage  of  a  canal  through  a  deep  narrow  depression  in  the  main 
land,  thereby  insulating  a  high  and  rocky  bliifTwhich  is  washed  by 
the  river,  and  which  it  would  otherwise  ne  difficult  and  expensive 
to  pass.  The  next  stream  met  with  is  little  Indian  creek,  which 
is  passed  on  an  arcti  of  'JO  feet  chord,  and  a  short  distance  below 
is  BhitTNo.  4,  at  Evilsiznr'smill.  Here  the  river  for  a  short  dis- 
tance has  cut  into  a  deep  stratum  of  thinly  laminated  sand  stone, 
passing  into  shaie,  which  disintergates  by  exposure.  This 
forms  part  of  the  bed  of  the  strea.m;  and  th.e  tow  path  which  will  re- 
quire iOcliainsof  protection  rests  principally  upon  it.  Bluff  No. 
5  is  a  short  one,  requiring  only  6  ciiams  of  protection.  Bryant's 
creek  is  crossed  ^n  an  arch  of  16  feet  chord.  At  Bluff  No.  6  the 
river  again  cuts  into  a  stratum  of  sand  stoiie  and  shale,  which  also 
forms  part  of  the  bed  of  the  stream.  The  material  for  forming 
the  tow  path,  is  a  sandy  loam  lying  above  the  rock  and  showing 
no  inclination  to  slip;  27  chains  of  protection  will  here  be  need- 
ed. Biuii  No,  7  immediately  below  Bi'anch  run,  vv^hich  is  crossed 
on  an  arch  of  16  feet  chord,  is  similar  in  character  to  tliose  above. 
The  rock  which  is  of  the  same  useless  kind,  is  somewhat  higher 
and  presents  a  perpendicular  face  (o  the  river  of  15  or  20  [cet. 
Above  Itiis  rock,  however,  and  nearly  at  the  top  of  the  hill,  is  a 
belter  quality  cf  soft  sand  stone  in  suitable  strata  for  building; 
Limestone  of  a  goorl  quality  is  also  al)undant  near  here.  This 
blulf  will  require  37  chains  of  protection.  A  short  distance  be- 
low this  isBluffNo.  8,  which  is  a  limestone  contai:-;ing  fossil  re- 
mains, and  will  require  9  chains  of  protection.  About  a  mile 
below  this,  and  not  far  above  the  town  of  Gosport,  is  Bluff  No.  9, 
which  is  longer  than  those  above,  and  owing  to  a  scarcity  of  earth 


will  be  more  esoensive.  In  other  respects  it  reeembies  them, 
having  a  shallow  and  rocky  shore,  and  will  require  33  chains  of 
protection.  Bclo\7  llic  town  of  Gosport  the  line  crosses  Bean 
Blossom,  one  of  the  largest  class  ol  triuutarip«.  Across  (his  stream 
it  is  proposed  to  const' uct  ar.  aqueduct,  v/ith  a  wooden  trunk  in 
three  reaches  of  30  leet  span.  Slor;r- of  a  good  quahty  are  a- 
bundrtnt  in  llie  imnitdi.iie  neii^liboiliood.  Three  qua.ilcrs  of  a 
ii'iile  below  this  is  BlulF  No.  10,  \vhich  (liiTers  in  seme  pr.rlicuhirs 
from  those  al»ove;  the  river  does  not  wash  the  rock  for  the  whole 
length  of  the  biuff,  and  in  places  the  water  is  deep.  There  is 
good  materird  fur  the  towlna;  path  v.ddch  will  require  32  chains 
of  protection.  On  this  section  which  is  last  in  the  division,  it  is 
proposed  to  introd'.ice  a  second  leeCiev  from  the  river  liy  a  dam  of 
six  or  seven  feet  in  height  above  low  water,  and  as  the  jinc  ap- 
proachc_s  near  the  river,  a  cut  v/ill  not  be  necessary,  their  beiiig 
barely  room  for  (he  guard  lock,  which  it  is  proposed  to  con- 
struct, to  connect  the  car.al  v/ith  the  country  en  the  west  side  of 
river. 

On  this  division  there  arc  ten  locks  with  an  ajrirreeate  lift  of  S7 
feet. 

Besides  (he  eight  slreairs  enunnerated  above,  there  are  52 
others,  wliich  are  passed  on  stone  culverts  of  G,  8  and  12  feet 
thord.  " 

The  9  bluffs  described,  comprise  an  aggregate  length  of  19^ 
chains,  or  nearly  2i  miles  rcoairing  protection  from  the  river. 

The  whole  coft  of  this  division  is  :S,-3G6.032  51,  or  §11,091  S9 
per  mile. 

Division  No.  Scsiends  from  tiie  head  of  section  51  to  station 
3186  on  section  120;  which  is  the  commencement  of  the  summit 
level,  and  rontai;is  G9  miles  and  3G  chains. 

On  the  first  section  of  this  division  are  BlufT^No.  II  and  12, 
composed  in  part  of  a  lime  stone  rock,  containing  gredes  of  pure 
carbonate  of  lime  and  chrislnlizcd  quartz.  Their  base  is  washed 
by  the  river,  [lie  rock  extending  under  the  water  and  forming  a 
solid  base  for  the  tow  path.  The  water  is  generally  shallow  near 
the  shore,  and  tiie  bank  is  thrown  into  the  stre--  in  lO  avoid  the  ne- 
cessity of  a  jj;reater  amount  of  rocic  excavation.,  than  will  bo  suffi- 
cient for  the  protection,  which  on  both  blufis  will  be  25  chains. 
One  mile  below  ti)ese  and  of  the  same  character  is  BiuiT  No. 
13,  requiring  13  chains  of  protection.  Nearly  a  mile  further  down 
is  BlutTNo.  14  opposite  the  town  of  Brli^.'orsville  and  is  of  a  more 
formidable  character  lh;in  the  last.  The  reck  is  jnore  solid  and 
'n  strata  of  viivious  thicknesses.  The  waier  in  some  places  is 
deep  near  the  shore  and  the  river  bears  hard  agianst  the  bank, 
requiring  a  strong  prolection  of  17  ch.ains.  Below  this  JMcCor- 
mick's  creek  is  passed  on  an  arch  or  I'S  feet  span.  BiufTNo.  15  is 
opposite  (htj  town  of  Spencer  and  presents  no  great  difficulty. 
The  rock  here  is  a  good  lime  stone,  in  suitable  strata  ior  buildiug, 


a  portion  of  which  must  nece«sarily  be  escavatrd  and  may  be 
used  hi  some  of  the  structures  on  the  section,  or  lor  protection  if 
required.  Bhiff  No.  15  iTTo  iniles  bciow  Spencei  is  Hght,  requir- 
ing but  three  chains  of  protecUon.  The  iine  on  sections  02,  63 
and  84  ni^ain  passes  through  a  glade,  leaving  t\vo  high  and  very 
rocky  blnih  between  it  and  the  river.  Ai  Blnff  No.  17  the  river 
bears  hard  against  the  banic,  makirig  10  ci)aiiis  of  protection  ne- 
cessary, whicli  will  be  takeri  from  the  rock  excavation.  Raccoon 
creek  is  crossed  by  an  aqueduct  witli  one  reach  of  36  feet.  Two 
miles  further  down  the  line  passes  Bhiff  No.  18  requiring  only  5 
chains  of  protection, and  on  section  70,77,  and  78  it  passes  for  the 
third  time  through  a  depression  leaving  a  large  extent  of  high  and 
broken  country  to  the  right.  Tlirough  this  glade,  and  on  to  sec> 
tionS5,  a  distance  often  miles  the  line  passes  over  a  fiiic  alluvial 
bottom  not  far  from  the  hill  iav/hich  sand  stone  is  ahuiidant  and 
mineral  coal  appears  to  exist  in  large  qnantities.  On  the  last  men- 
tioned seclion  about  one  niile  below  Bioomneid,  is  Bluif  No.  19, 
which  presents  a  sloping  face  fo  (he  river  of  nearly  width  suffi- 
cient for  the  base  of  the  baidc,  which  v;i  11  require  18  chains  of 
protection.  Two  miles  below  this  the  line  passes  Richland  creek, 
a  large  and  rapid  stream  on  an  aqueduct  with  2  reaches  of  34 
feet  span.  BluSs  Nos.  20  and  31  are  generally  rocky,  presendng, 
in  some  places,  a  perpendicular  f'ce  of  15  or  20  feet  to  the  river. 
The  rock  escavaiion  will  form  the  protection  which  will  be  24 
chains  hi  length.  D('an"'s  creek  is  passed  on  an  arch  of  18  feet  chord. 
At  Bluif  No.  22,  the  river  has  cut  nearly  half  its  width  into  shelly 
sand  rock,  forming  a  solid  h:>se  for  the  tow  path  in  the  river;  21 
chains  of  protection  will  be  needed.  At  this  place  it  is  probable 
that  the  third  and  last  feeder  will  be  introduced,  to  supply  the 
canal  to  the  Ohio  river.  Passing  below  this,  the  hne  crosses 
Slinkard's  creek  on  at>  arc!;  of  24  feetcliord,  and  enters  immedi- 
ately into  a  country  of  barrens  and  prairie,  through  which  with  the 
exception  of  the  stone  work,  a  very  direct  and  cheap  line  can  be 
traced.  Prairie  creel:  is  paised  on  an  aqueduct  v»*ith  two  reaches 
of  30  feet  span.  Blulf  No.  23  is  short  and  will  require  but  eight 
chains  of  protection.  On  thisdivision  andin  the  neighborhood  of 
Washington,  a  route  was  suggested  which  would  better  accom- 
modate the  interests  of  that  place,  but  which  time  did  not  permit 
to  examine  with  the  level.  The  route  alluded  to,  would  diverge 
from  the  present  line  about  five  mil^s  above  Washington,  and 
taking  a  more  eastwardly  direcilon  pas^  into  town  near  its  wes- 
tern side.  A  deep  cut  would  be  encountered  before  reachmj^ 
the  place,  after  which  the  line  wculd  turn  abruptly  to  (he  right, 
and  intersect  the  present  one  at  or  near  the  crossing  of  the  Vin- 
cennes  road. 

In  addition  to  the  streams  mentioned  on  this  division,  there  are 
38  others  crossed  on  culverts  from  6  to  16  feet  chord. 

The  Muffs  enumerated  will  require  an  aggregate  protection  of 
150  chains,  or  1-7  miles. 
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The  aggregate  lockage  o&  this  divition  is  H2  feet  distributed 
aajong  14  locks. 

The  aggregate  cost  is  $629,C01  37,  and  ,$9,065  53^  per  mile. 

Divisica  No.  4,  beiiijT  the  summit  level,  exler.ds  from  staiioa 
31SG  io  the  Ibot  of  section  150,  t!ie  end  of  deep  cuttin-^:  en  the 
Pigeori  burrarill;  a  disiaiico  of  36.55  mile?,  and  includes  the  most 
diiJicult  arid  expensive  portion  of  thf  line. 

The  first  stream  on  this  division  is  Veal's  cree'tf,  crossed  on  an 
nrch  of  30  feet  chord:  and  immediately  below  is  IIMY  No.  24, 
composed  in  part  of  lime  sto!:e,  shale  and  ec-il;  the  latter  in  a 
thick  stialum'j  but  of  inferior  quality.  The  bank  '.vill  be  throwi. 
bullitile  into  (he  river,  and  will  require  ten  chains  of  protection. 
The  next  Bluff  No.  25  will  require  no  protection.  Passing  on 
through  an  aiiuvial  bottom,  and  occupying  for  nearly  two  miles, 
the  road  leading  from  *^»'ashington  to  Pctersburgh,  the  line 
strikes  the  East  Fork  of  White  river,  near  the  Ferry  and  about 
half  a  mile  above  its  junction  v/iLh  the  West  Fork.  It  is  propos- 
ed to  cross  this  stream  on  an  aqueduct  with  two  stone  abuimcnta 
and  7  piers,  40  feel  in  height  above  the  foundations,  surmounted 
by  a  wooden  trunk,  simply  braced,  and  m,  reaches  of  4G  feet  span; 
making  a  total  clear  w;Uer  way  of  368  feet.  Without  atiemp- 
ting  to  discuss  the  comparative  merits  cf  different  structures  for 
crossing  large  streams,  it  rrwiy  not  be  improper  here  to  remark, 
that  this  kind  of  trunk  has  been  adopted  from  the  belief  that 
experience  has  proved  it  lobe,  ail  things  considered,  the  cheapest, 
the  most  recure,  and  the  most  easily  repaired.  A  high  poiat  oa 
the  sout'a  side  of  the  stream,  with  a  rock  bottom  nearly  1-3  the 
distance  across  will  favor  the  security  of  the  v/ork,  as  well  as  its 
economical  construction.  After  crossing  this  stream,  the  line 
inclines  westward  down  the  valley  of  tlie  mam  river,  n.dhcring 
closely  (o  the  face  of  the  hills,  crossing  some  deep  valleys,  and 
passing  Bluff  No.  26  where  the  tow  path  will  be  thrown  partly 
into  the  river,  and  will  require  12  chains  of  protection.  Soon 
nfter  passing  this  bluff,  the  line,  as  surveyed,  was  taken  up  a  deep 
ravine  and  crossing  a  narrow  ridge  passed  tiirough  the  town  of 
Petersburgh  into  the  valley  of  Pride's  creek,  at  the  head  of  which, 
and  connecting  with  the  water  of  Flat  creek,  the  lowest  gap  i« 
found  in  the  ridge  between  White  river  and  Patokn.  The  line  aa 
estimated,  however,  will  continue  to  follow  the  valley  of  White 
river,  nearly  to  the  mouth  of  Pride's  creek,  passing  the  last  Bluff 
No.  27,  requiring  20  chs.  of  protection  near  the  junction  of  tlie 
two  valleys,  and  thence  up  the  valley  of  the  last  named  stream, 
leaving  the  town  of  Petersburgh  close  to  the  left,  and  connecting 
with  the  surveyed  line  at  station  3542.  From  this  point  where  tb« 
depth  of  cutting  is  four  feet,  the  line  crosses  the  creek  on  an  arch 
of  20  feet  chord,  and  continues  to  ascend  the  valley,  the  cntting 
gradually  increasing,  until  at  siaticn  36C0  it  attains  its  mazimoHk, 
being  40  feet;  tbence  d«tce&diag  the  raJley  of  Flat  creek,  tb* 
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cu  tting  diminishes,  and  at  station  3049  is  again  but  four  feet;  ma- 
king tlie  whole  distance  through  the  ridge,  on  the  level  of  four  feet 
above  bottom  just  four  miles,  and  the  amount  of  excavation  equiv- 
alent to  an  uniform  depth  of  15*  feet  for  the  same  distance.  Pro- 
ceeding down  the  valley  of  Flat  creek  about  three  miles  and 
turning  slightly  up  that  of  Patoka,  the  line  reaches  that  stream 
where  it  washes  a  steep  sloping  point.  This  is  a  sluggish  stream, 
and  has  cut  a  deep  bed  through  a  wide  clay  bottom.  It  is  pro- 
P'Sed  to  cross  it  on  an  aqueduct  with  3  reaches  of  40  feet  span. 
<  rossing  this  valley  which  is  a  mile  in  width,  on  an  embankment 
.-iveraging  15  feet  above  the  surface,  the  line  after  touching  the 
liill,  again  inclines  westward  down  the  valley,  following  the  gen- 
eral course  of  tb«  high  land,  and  crossing  in  its  way  some  narrow 
ridges  of  deep  cutting,  the  valley  of  the  South  Fork  which  it 
passes  on  an  aqueduct  with  one  reach  of  30  feet  and  Keg's  creek 
on  anarch  of  16  feet  chord,  and  encountering  much  heavy  em- 
bankment, it  reaches  the  valley  of  Lost  creek.  Up  this  valley 
it  passes  to  station  4103  where  the  depth  of  cutting  is  four  feet, 
and  continues  its  passage  to  the  lowest  gap  in  the  ridge  between 
Patoka  and  Pigeon  rivers,  where  the  depth  is  528.60  feet;  thence 
descending  a  branch  of  the  latter  stream,  it  reaches  station  4160 
where  the  cutting  is  5.80  feet.  Making  the  whole  distance 
across  2.14  miles,  and  the  equivalent  depth  on  a  level  surface  14 
feet. 

In  addition  to  the  streams   enumerated  on   this  division,  there 
are  27  others,  crossed  on  arches,  varying  from  6  to  12  feet  chord. 
The  blufTs  on  this  division  will  require  an  aggregate  length  of 
protection  in  the  river  of  43  chains. 

The  cost  of  this  division  is  ,$800,097  21,  or  |21,890  48  per 
mile. 

The  principal  causes  operating  to  produce  the  heavy  cost  of 
this  division,  are,  the  aqueduct  across  the  East  Fork,  the  two  high 
ridges  through  which  the  line  passes,  and  the  deep  and  wide  val- 
leys over  which  it  is  carried.  The  valleys  of  the  Patoka  and  its 
tributaries,  as  well  as  of  the  streams  generally  south  of  the  East 
Fork,  possess  some  peculiar  features.  Unlike  the  valleys  of  most 
western  streams,  they  are  not  diversified  by  second  and  third  bot- 
toms^ forming  narrow  and  elevated  passes,  but  are  unusually  wide 
and  of  uuiform  width  and  level,  presenting  a  flat  unvaried  surface 
from  hill  to  hill. 

Division  JVo.  5  extends  from  the  head  of  section  157  to  the  Ohi© 
river  and  comprises  32  miles. 

From  the  head  of  this  division  the  summit  level  was  maintained 
for  reasons  which  will  hereafter  be  given,  and  passing  down  the 
valley  of  the  Dry  Fork  two  miles,  crosses  that  streans  on  an  arch 
of  16  feet  chord,  and  immediately  afterwads  the  Clear  Fork  on 

an  arch  of  20  feet  chord;  thence  proceeding  down  their  united 
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valleys,  over  a  broken  surface,  and  crossing  the  Muddy  Fork  on 
an  arch  of  20  feet  chord,  it  bends  up  the  valley  of  that  stream 
about  two  miles,  and  enters  that  of  the  Hurricane  Fork.  Up 
this  the  line  passes  to  station  4462,  where  the  cutting  is  four  feet 
and  continues  to  increase  2.6  miles  to  station  4531,  where  it  is 
44.60  feet.  It  then  descends  rapidly  into  the  valley  of  Blue 
Grass  for  6.10  of  a  mile,  where  the  cutting  is  again  four  feet  at 
station  4547.  From  this  point  the  course  is  unobstructed,  and 
passing  down  the  valley  of  Blue  Grass,  the  line  is  gradually  lock- 
ed down,  crossing  in  its  course  the  Middle  Fork  of  Blue  Grass  on 
an  arch  of  20  feet  chord,  and  Little  Blue  Grass  on  arch  of  16 
feet  chord,  Lick  branch  on  an  arch  of  14  feet  chord,  and  Main 
Pigeon  on  an  aqueduct  with  three  reaches  of  40  feet  span.  Af- 
ter which,  proceeding  on  a  gently  undulating  plain,  it  reaches  the 
Ohio  river,  in  the  town  of  Evansville,  at  the  foot  of  section  188, 
and  the  same  number  of  miles  from  Indianapolis. 

There  is  48  feet  of  lockage  on  this  division,  in  6  locks  of  8  feet 
lift  each,  bringing  the  level  to  6.90  feet  above  high  water,  and 
58.90  above  extreme  low  water  of  the  Ohio  river  at  Evansville. 

There  are  23  small  streams  beside  those  heretofore  mentioned 
on  this  division,  which  are  passed  on  arches  of"  from  6  to  10  feet 
chord. 

The  aggregate  cost  of  this  division  is  |621,338  22,  or  |19,416 
S2  per  mile. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

In  fixing  upon  a  proper  summit  level,  one  which  it  would  be  ne- 
cessary i  j  mamtain  for  a  long  distance,  crossing  the  ridge  between 
■\^1)'^e  river  and  Patoka,  the  valleys  of  those  streams,  and  the 
ridce  between  Patoka  and  Pigeon,  the  relative  heights  of  the 
ridges,  and  the  general  level  of  the  valleys  were  only  known. — 
Many  facts  were  wanting  to  form  a  correct  decision,  which  could 
onlv  ue  ascertained  by  tracing  a  line  somewhere  near  the  ground 
which  would  eventually  be  occupied.  In  adapting  a  long  line  of 
high  level  to  a  country  so  broken  and  uneven  as  that  between  the 
White  river  and  Ohio,  much  minute  and  careful  exammation  is 
necessary,  and  no  route  should  be  left  unexplored  that  promises 
any  improvement.  The  case  is  still  more  complieated  and  the 
labor  increased  when  the  level  itself  is  to  be  determined  from  a 
full  comparison  of  all  the  difficulties  to  be  encountered. 

A  level  which  would  give  20  feet  catting  on  the  first  ridge  and 
35  on  the  other  was  adopted  as  the  one  most  proper,  from  the  facts 
then  kticwn.  As  the  survey  progressed,  however,  and  the  char- 
acter of  the  country  became  developed,  it  was  found  that  a  change 
in  the  level  might  be  advantaghously  made.  A  gap  in  the  ridge 
between  Lost  creek  and  Pigeon  was  found  20  feet  lewer  than  the 
l<?west  heretofore  discovered.     This,  together  with  the  facts  pre- 
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viously  ascertained,  made  an  entire  ciiange  in  the  level  necessary 
In  addition  to  this,  immediately  after  leaving  Pigeon  summit,  an- 
other question  of  great  importance  arose,  materially  affecting  the 
cost  and  final  position  of  the  line.  From  this  point  the  Main  Pigeon 
bears  very  much  to  the  east  of  a  direct  line  to  Evansville,  and  al- 
though the  natural  route  for  a  canal  vs^ould  unquestionably  be  to 
follow  its  valley  yet  the  increase  of  distance  would  be  so  great  it 
was  desirable  that  some  route  might  be  found  which  would  cut 
off  this  great  bend  without  increasing  to  any  great  extent  the  ag- 
gregate cost.  Several  routes  were  proposed,  one  of  which  bid 
fair  to  accomplish  the  object  in  view.  This  was  to  pass  up  the 
valley  of  the  Hurricane  Fork,  which  runs  in  a  northerly  direction 
to  the  Muddy  Forlc,  and  at  its  head  connects  with  the  Blue  Grass, 
running  in  an  opposite  or  southerly  direction  into  the  Main  Pigeon 
six  miles  above  Evansville.  The  merits  u[  this  route,  however, 
could  not  be  tested  without  a  survey,  and  as  time  would  not  per- 
mit an  examination  of  this,  and  of  the  route  down  the  main  valley, 
it  was  after  much  reflection,  deemed  proper  to  examine  th«  short- 
est route,  leaving  the  longest,  but  most  natural  and  cheapest  to  be 
examined  and  adopted  in  case  the  first  should  be  found  inexpedient. 
The  distance  saved  by  this  route  will  not  vary  far  from  eight 
miles,  bu{  the  survey  has  shown  that  notwithstanding  this  saving 
it  is  not  an  object  of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant  the  greatly 
increased  cost.  Mad  time  permitted,  it  would  have  been  more 
satisfactory  to  re-survey  the  whole  line  from  the  East  Fork  io 
Main  Pigeon,  but  as.  such  was  not  the  case,  it  was  thought  best 
to  proceed  to  the  Ohio.  Under  the  circumstances,  therefore,  the 
survey  between  those  points  can  only  be  considered  a  random  one, 
disclosing  many  important  facts  in  relation  to  the  country,  and  m- 
dicating  the  proper  position  for  a  corrected  line. 

It  was  supposed  in  tiie  early  part  of  the  season,  that  it  would 
be  necessary  to  supply  the  summit  level  either  by  a  feeder  from 
the  East  Fork  or  from  the  Patoka,  but  examinations  have  disclo- 
sed the  fact  that  it  is  not  only  practicable,  but  will  be  the  better 
plan  to  rely  entirely  upon  the  West  Fork. 

The  question  as  to  the  proper  point  for  the  introduction  of  the 
last  feeder,  involved  considerations  of  great  importance  in  relation 
to  the  line,  and  required  more  time  than  was  allowed  for  a  full 
examination  of  the  whole  subject.  By  introducing  it  sufficiently 
hiiii;h  up  the  river  to  command  the  prairie  country  lying  between 
the  north  line  of  Daviess  county  and  the  Vincennes  road,  the  line 
could  be  made  more  direct  and  with  less  expense,  than  hy  being 
compelled  to  swing  nearer  the  river,  which  here  bears  very  much 
to  the  west,  ap.d  presents  an  unusual  number  of  short  bends  and 
narow  peninsulas.  It  might  also  in  that  case,  be  found  expedi- 
ent to  drop  the  canal  into  the  pool  of  the  feeder  dam,  above  Bluff 
No.  20,  and  by  constructing  a  low  path  along  the  margin  of  the 
river  make  !<l<ick  writer  navigation  to  the  guard  lock  belov.     This 
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On  the  other  hand  it  ri'as  important  to  shorten  as  much  as  practi- 
cable, the  line  to  be  supplied  by  the  last  feeder  and  this  could  on- 
ly be  accomplished  by  introducing  it  further  down  the  river. — 
For  these  reasons  it  was  thought  best  to  defer  a  decision  of  the 
question  until  more  minute  examinations  could  he  made,  and  to 
estimate  the  cost  of  a  dam  and  guard  lock,  together  with  arraddi- 
tional  sum  for  extra  cutting  and  attendant  expenses,  svhiv.h  would 
not  be  likely  to  vary  much  in  whatever  way  the  questi®n  might 
be  determined. 

It  is  therefore  at  present  proposed  to  introduce  the  last  feeder 
on  section  93,  about  33  miles  above  the  crossing  of  thf?  East  Fork, 
and  95  above  Evansville.  As  the  supply  is  abundant,  the  prin- 
cipal difticuity  that  exists,  is  to  give  such  capacity  to  the  upper 
potion  of  the  canal  that  the  lower  part  may  he  supplied  without 
creating  an  objectionable  velocity  in  the  water  above.  The  last 
50  miles  miles  of  the  Oiiio  canal  is  supplied  by  one  feeder  from 
the  Scioto  river;  and  although  the  capacity  of  the  canal  is  not  in- 
creased, and  there  is  a  large  amount  of  water  constant]}'  wasted 
at  the  termination  and  at  the  waste  weirs,  the  navigation  is  in  no 
manner  impeded  by  the  current.  An  average  velocity  of  half  a 
mile  an  hour  in  a  canal  of  ordinary  dimensions,  would  be  sufficient 
to  pass  the  requisite  amount  of  water  through  a  distance  of  95 
miles.  A  current  so  gentle  as  this,  could  scarcely  be  objectiona- 
ble, especially  where,  as  in  this  canal,  the  heaviest  trade  would  be 
descending;  audit  might  further  have  theadrantFge  of  constantly 
renewing  the  water  in  the  canal  and  thereby  preventing  any  ten- 
dency which  might  otherwise  exist  to  stagnation.  To  obviate 
any  difficulty,  however,  which  may  arise  on  this  account,  an  en- 
largement of  4  in  width  of  the  canal  is  estimated  to  the  crossing  of 
the  East  Fork,  and  a  fall  of  two  i'eet  in  the  bottom  through  the 
whole  of  Division  No,  i,  making  about  2-3  of  an  inch  to  the 
mile.  Another  objection  which  lies  against  supplying  so  long  a 
line  by  one  feeder,  is  the  length  of  time  required  to  fill  it  in  case 
of  a  brench.  This  may  in  part  be  obviated  by  conctructing  at 
suitable  points  on  the  line  conveniences  for  arresting  the  water, 
which  may  be  so  contrived  at  small  expense,  as  to  be  placed  across 
the  canal  in  a  short  time,  should  an  accident  occur. 

During  the  first  days  of  September,  I  estimated  by  measurements 
the  amount  of  water  in  the  White  river,  at  the  points  selected  for 
the  first  and  second  feeders.  The  stream  was  a  little  swollen  at 
the  time  by  recent  rains,  and  it  had,  perhaps  at  no  time  during 
the  summer,  reached  its  minimum  discharge.  The  quantity  pas- 
sing one  mile  below  the  foot  of  the  bluffs,  agreeable  to  the  esti- 
mate made,  was  26,500  cubic  feet  a  minute,  and  at  the  proposed 
site  of  the  second  feeder,  one  mile  beiow  the  mouth  of  JBean 
Blossom,  it  was  33,400.  Deducting  from  these  amounts  one  third 
for  the  excess  over  the  minimum  discharge,  and  disregarding  frac- 
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tions,  we  shall  have  lor  the  amouut  available  a(  the  fust  feeder 
17,600  cubic  feet.  Allowing  100  cubic  feet  per  minute  for  the 
suppljof  one  mile  of  canal,  and  there  will  be  required  3,300  feet 
to  the  next  feeder,  leaving  14,300  feet  for  hydraulic  purposes. — 
Making  use  of  the  same  data  for  the  calculation  between  the  sec- 
ond and  third  feeders,  there  will  be  required  to  supply  43  miles  of 
canal  4,300  cubic  feet,  and  deducting  this  from  the  supply,  which 
will  be  22,200,  and  there  will  remain  for  other  purposes  a  surplus 
o(  17,900  feet. 

No  measurement  was  made  of  the  river  at  the  proposed  point  of 
introducing  the  last  feeder,  as  no  doubt  could  exist  of  the  supply. 
But  throwing  out  of  the  calculation  all  the  tributaries  between  the 
two  points  excepting  Eel  river,  and  allowinji  that  to  discharge 
6000  feet  and  the  discharge  of  the  main  river  to  be  the  same  at  this 
point  as  at  the  feeder  above,  and  it  will  give  28,200  feet.  This 
would  leave  asurplus,  allowing  the  length  of  canal  to  be  supplied  to 
be  95  miles,  of  18,700  cubic  feet.  In  these  calculations  no  deduc- 
tion is  made  at  any  one  feeder  for  the  quantity  taken  into  the  canal 
at  the  feeder  above,  as  experience  has  generally  shown  that  it  is  re- 
turned to  the  river  before  reaching  the  next  feeder,  and  if  there 
beany  diminution  it  is  too  small  to  be  taken  into  account. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above,  that  after  making  the  most  libe- 
raldeduction  for  any  unusual  quantity  that  may  be  required,  and 
for  extraordinary  dry  seasons,  tiiere  will  still  be  a  large  surplus  of 
water  available  for  hydraulic  uses.  The  whole  amount  of  lockage 
from  Indianapolii  to  Evan&ville  is  328  feet,  divided  among  39 
locks,  which  would  average  8.41  feet  each.  At  a  velocity  of  half 
a  mile  an  hour,  a  canal  of  ordinary  dimensions  would  pass  5.800 
feet.  This  amount  might  be  passed  from  the  Blufis  to  the  East 
Fork,  but  would  perhaps  be  too  large  on  an  average  for  the  summit 
and  the  line  below.  An  average  of  5,200  ieet  would  be  safe,  and 
assuming  the  locks  to  be  8.41  feet  lift  each,  this  quantity  would 
turn  13  run  of  4i  feet  stones  at  each  lock. 

On  some  parts  of  the  line,  particularly  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Bloomfield  and  in  the  neighborhood  of  Patoka,  strong  indications 
exist  of  extensive  beds  of  iron  ore.  Time  and  attention  to  the 
more  immediate  duties  of  the  line,  would  not  permit  an  examma- 
tion  of  the  best  localities,  but  from  Ihe  specimens  seen,  and  from 
information  obtained  from  a  variety  of  sources,  there  can  be  little 
doubt  of  the  existence  of  valuable  beds  in  the  vicinity  of  the  ca- 
nal. In  the  same  sections  of  country  limestone  and  coal  are  found, 
two  important  requisites  in  the  manufacture  of  iron. 

Many  of  the  coal  strata,  especially  where  they  have  been 
opened,  appear  to  be  of  good  quality,  while  others  [^resent  rather 
a  slaty  structure.  But  as  shale  is  found,  both  above  and  below 
the  coal  formations  it  is  probable,  that  had  means  been  at  hand 
to  penetrate  the  stratum,  better  specimens  might  have  been  oh- 
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(aintd  in  all  cases.    On  the  main  Paloka,  and  most  of  its  branchef, 
ceal  of  a  vcrj  superior  quality  is  found  in  abundance. 

Both  sand  stone  and  limestone  of  various  qualities  abound  near 
many  parts  of  the  line — particularly  from  Martinsville  to  the 
north  line  of  Daviess  county,  and  from  the  East  Fork  to  the  Ohio. 

It  has  sometimes  been  found  expedient  to  depress  the  levels 
below  the  high  water  of  the  river,  especially  at  the  upper 
end  of  a  long  level,  and  an  increased  height  of  the  canal 
banks,  has  in  some  instances  been  estimated  for  several  miles. 
The  height  of  these  banks  above  high  water  is  from  one  to 
two  feet  taking  the  high  water  line  of  January,  18!i8,  as  the 
basis  of  the  calculation  whenever  that  could  be  ascertained;  and 
the  langeof  water  in  White  river,  reckoning  from  that  line  to 
the  lowest  known  water,  varies  from  15  to  22  feet,  from  Indiana- 
polis to  a  point  a  few  miles  above  Eel  river  and  from  20  to  24 
from  thence  to  tiie  junction  of  the  two  forks. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  season,  a  reepectable  number  of  citi- 
7;eiis  on  the  west  side  of  the  river  requested  an  examination  of 
that  side,  stating  it  to  be  the  most  favorable  for  the  location  of  a 
canal.  Circumstances  did  not  permit  a  compliance  with  the  re- 
quest at  that  time,  and  the  sickness  of  the  party  and  other  causes, 
have  prevented  any  further  examir.;;{!on  this  season,  than  that  of 
measuring  the  bluffs;  and  as  these  form  a  prominent  obstacle, 
they  were  carefully  examined  and  measured  from  Washington  to 
Indianapolis.  They  are  eighteen  in  number,  and  their  aggregate 
length  182  chains  or'Zi  miles. 

In  making  out  the  estimates  of  cost,  I  have  endeavored  in  all 
cases  to  calculate  ample  quantities,  and  there  is  reason  to  believe, 
upon  a  permanent  location  of  the  line,  that  in  improving  its  shape, 
arul  adapting  it  more  nicely  to  the  face  of  the  country,  these  will 
be  reduced  rather  than  augmented.  The  prices  have  been  gra- 
duated as  nearly  as  possible  to  the  state  of  the  currency,  the 
character  of  the  work,  the  facility  for  procuring  materials,  and 
the  state  of  improvement  of  the  country  through  which  the  line 
passes,  and  will,  1  think  be  found  sufficiently  high  to  cover  the 
rate  at  which  the  work  may  be  let  to  substantial  contractors. 

As  was  before  remarked,  the  route  by  the  summit  of  the  Hur- 
ricane and  Bluegrass  forks  of  Pigeon,  was  surveyed  in  the  hope 
of  so  far  shortening  the  whole  distance,  as  to  make  it  the  prefera- 
ble one,  notwithstanding  its  greater  cost.  This  hope,  however 
was  not  sufficiently  realized  to  warrant  me  in  recommending  it 
foradoption.  From  tiie  knowledge  of  the  country  gainedduring 
the  examinations,  and  from  a  comparison  of  all  the  difficulties  to 
he  encountered  betwef'ii  the  East  Fork  of  White  river  and  the 
Ohio,  1  would  beg  le?>ve  to  suggest  as  the  cheapest  and  best  plan, 
to  elevate  the  summit  level  about  three  feet,  and  maintain  it  until 
after  the  crossing  the  P  itcka,  then  to  lock  about  8  feci,  cutting 
a  little  deeper  througli  the  Pigeon  summit,  b«t  saving  much  heavy 
embankment  across  and  down  the  Patoka  valley;  and   from  the 
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south  side  of  that  summit  to  pass  down  the  main  valley  of  Pigeon 
to  the  present  line  near  Evansville.  I  made  a  partial  reconnois- 
ance  of  this  valley  on  my  return,  and  have  no  hesitation  in  saying 
that  a  canal  of  the  cheapest  kind  can  be  constructed  there. 

1  cannot  close  this  report  of  the  labors  of  the  season,  without 
acknowledging  my  indebtedness  to  Mr.  Samuel  C.  Bradford,  As- 
sistant Engineer,  for  the  services  rendered  by  him  both  in  the 
field  and  in  the  camp.  His  assiduity  aud  close  attention  to  the 
business  of  the  line,  and  his  sound  judgment  and  discretion  merit 
my  warmest  thanks.  I  cannot  forbear  also  an  expression  of  re- 
gret for  the  loss  of  Mr.  Royal  Littlefield,  surveyor,  who  fell  a  vic- 
tim to  the  diseases  of  the  country  in  September.  His  ambition 
and  perseverance  bid  far  to  have  made  him  a  valuable  public 
aervant,

NoTK. — This  division  should  be  consideied   as  passing  down  tlie  valley  of  Main 
Pigeon,  and  may  be  safely  estimated  as  38  miles,  at  1 10,000  per  mile— ^380,000  00. 
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To  David  Burr,  James  B.  Johnson,  arid  Saynuel  Leicis,  Canal 
CommissioniTs  of  Indiana. 
Gentlemen — 

In  compliance  with  the  iu  structions  communicated  to  me  by 
Col.  Burr,  I  have  made  a  survey,  location,  and  estimate  of  the  con- 
templated extension  of  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  from  Lafayette 
to  Terre-Haute  on  the  east  side  of  the  Wabash  river,  and  now  pro- 
ceed to  lay  before  you  the  result  of  my  labors. 

For  the  convenience  of  reference  and  to  show  the  cost  of  partic- 
ular portions  of  the  work,  I  have  divided  the  line  into  stations  of 
three  chains  each,  and  into  sections  of  one  mile  each;  and  num- 
bered them  from  the  place  of  beginning.  The  locks  and  other 
mechanical  works  have  also,  and  for  the  same  reason,  been  num- 
bered and  estimated  separately.  The  feeders  have  not  been 
numbered;  but  will  be  known  by  the  names  of  the  streams  from 
which  they  will  be  supplied  with  water. 

Upon  the  15th  June  last,  having  organized  my  party  and  made 
the  necessary  arrangements,  I  commenced  operations  at  Lafay- 
ette, at  the  3061st  station  of  the  upper  division;  and  proceeded 
downwards  towards  Terre  Haute. 

The  ground  generally  upon  this  division,  is  remarkably  favora- 
ble for  the  construction  of  a  canal.  The  line  uniformly  extends 
along  just  at  the  foot  of  the  river  bluff,  and  at  the  margin  of  the 
river  bottom;  where,  for  a  considerable  portion  of  the  distance, 
only  one  bank  will  be  required — the  blufl  answering  for  the  other. 
This,  at  the  same  time  that  it  gives  us  ^^very  cheap  canal,  ena- 
bles us  to  make  it  wide  and  deep,  whiA  is  an  important  conside- 
ration. Where  we  have  excavation,  the  soil  is  mostly  a  sandy 
loam,  and  very  easy  of  excavation.  In  some  few  instances  the 
ground  is  wet  and  smampy;  but  where  this  is  the  case  it  can  be 
drained  without  much  expense.  The  most  difficult  place  of  this 
kind,  is  in  the  rear  of  Silver  Island,  just  above  the  mouth  of  Coal 
creek.  The  line  here,  for  a  distance  of  four  miles,  lies  entirely 
in  a  deep  swamp;  but,  every  thing  considered,  lam  decidedly  of 
opinion  that  it  is  the  best  route  which  can  be  found.  In  the  first 
place,  it  is  undoubtedly  much  the  shortest;  and  what  is  of  still 
greater  importance,  it  enables  us  to  avoid  the  Coal  Bank  Bluff, 
which  is  said  to  be  a  mile  in  length,  and  which  would  be  one  of 
the  most  difficult  and  expensive  passes  upon  the  whole  line. — 
This  swamp  can  be  drained  at  both  ends — at  the  upper  end  thro' 
what  is  called  the  "Wolf  Trap" — a  sort  of  natural  gap,  or  open- 
ing from  the  swamp  to  the  river  bottoms,  just  at  the  head  of^the 
island ;  and  at  tlie  lower  end,  by  a  ditch  extending  along  parallel 
with  the  canal,  and  opening  in  the  low  grounds  near  Coal  creek. 

Some  times  we  were  obliged  to  keep  up  the  level  higher  than 
was  desirable — to  enable  us,  in  some  cases  to  cross  streams  with 
aqueducts ;  and  in  others  to  keep  above  the  floods  of  the  river.  In. 
th€se  places  we  have  high  embankments;  but  the  location,  as  I 
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said  befere,  being  generally  near  the  blufTs,  we  rarely  have  more 
than  one  bank  to  construct;  and  though  it  be  high, yet  the  amount 
of  ennbankment  required  is  comparatively  small.     The  grubbing 
here  will  be  less  expensive,  where  the  amount  of  timber  is  the 
same,  than  on  other  portions  of  the  line,  and  for  this  reason:  it 
will  only  extend  to  the  puddle  ditches,  under  the  bank;  whereas 
in  common  ca?es,  and  particularly  where  there  is  excavation,  the 
whole  width  of  the  canal  has  to  be  grubbed  off: — so  that  upon  the 
whole,  the  canal  will  not  cost  much  more  in  these  places,  than 
where  we  have  ordinary  excavation  or  embankment.     I  speak  of 
this  the  more  particularly,  lest  it  might  be  understood  by  those 
who   were    unacquainted  with   the   circumstances,    how   these 
points  of  high  embankments  could  be  passed  with  so  small  an  ex- 
pense. 

The  material  for  our  embankments  generally,  will  be  procured 
from  the  bluffs,  which  are  composed  principally  of  loose  sand  and 
gravel ;  and  as  the  distance  to  be  removed  is  short  the  work  can 
be  done  correspondingly  cheap. 

The  most  serious  difficulty  to  be  encontered  is  the  passage  of  the 
bluffs  that  occar,  where  the  river  extends  up  to  the  foot  of  the 
bank;  and  where  the  canal  will  have  to  be  constructed  in  the  riv- 
er, and  the  outside  protected  with  wall.  Of  these  there  are  five, 
viz:  the  first  on  the  3d  and  4th  sections — the  second  on  the  31st  at 
Portland— the  third  on  the  3'2d  and  33d  at  Capt.  WykoS's— the 
fourth  on  the  80th,  and  the  fifth  on  the  90th.  a  little  above  Terrc 
Haute.  The  different  lengths  of  these  bluffs  are  given  in  the  esti- 
mates. At  the  fourth  and  fifth,  stone  for  the  protection  wall,  will 
have  to  be  hauled  for  a  considerable  distance;  and  at  the  first 
there  is  none  nearer  than  25  miles,  unless  some  new  quarries  shall 
be  discovered ,  which  I  think  is  not  very  likely.  There  is,  howev- 
er, a  species  of  conglomerate  here,  which  when  fairly  uncovered 
may  be  found  sufficiently  solid  for  this  purpose .  I  would  not  how- 
ever depend  upon  it,  unless  it  might  be  for  the  bottom  of  the  wall, 
where  it  would  not  be  exposed  to  the  influence  of  the  air.  This 
protection  might  undoubtedly  be  made  to  answer  present  purposes 
somewhat  cheaper  with  brush  or  timber;  and  procure  stone  after- 
wards by  the  canal.  I  am  however  of  opinion,  that  if  to  this  cost, 
we  add  the  cost  of  the  brush  or  timber,  we  shall  find  there  will  be 
very  little  gained  by  the  process;  particularly  when  we  consider, 
that  stone  can  now  be  procured  by  water  up  the  river,  in  boats." 
At  Portland  and  Capt.  Wycoff's,  stone  is  abundant — indeed,  at 
Portland,  the  bluff  is  principally  composed  of  stone,  where  it  can 
be  easily  procured,  and  floated  down  for  the  work  below. 

The  whole  amoant  of  descent  upon  this  division  is  sixty-eight 
feet;  which  is  overcome  by  seven  locks — six  of  ten  feet  lift,  and 
one  of  eight  feet  lift.  These  I  propose  to  construct  of  stone,  not 
withstanding  one  of  them  (No.  1,)  is  2^4  miles  distant  from  the 
nearest  quarry.     At  first  I  thought  it  best  to  use  timber  (r?  this 
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lock,  because  1  was  fearful  that  stone  would  he  altogether  too  ex- 
pensive. But  when  I  considered  that  it  could  be  procured  by 
water  up  the  river  in  boats,  I  was  led  to  make  an  estimate  of  the 
cost.  In  doing  this,  I  was  governed  in  some  measure,  by  the  pri- 
ces paid  in  similar  eases  in  Pennsjlrania.  I  subjoin  the  estimate, 
that  the  board  may  judge  of  its  accuracy. 

I  have  supposed  that  the  stone  might  be  quarried  and  delivered 
in  the  boat,  at  75  cents  per  perch  of  25  cubic  feet,  (the  distance 
is  about  i  of  a  mile.)  This  in  ten  perches,  which  is  about  a  boat 
load,  comes  to  ^7  50 

This  load,  judging  from  the  performance  of  boatmen 
on  the  Ohio  river,  can  be  pushed  up  by  seven  men,  and 
the  boat  returned  in  three  days.  The  wages  of  men  will 
not  exceed  75  cents  per  day,  including  board  &c.,  and

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does  include  every  thing  else.  The  above  prices  in  Pennsylva- 
nia, would  be  considered  high ;  for  instance,  on  the  Pennsylvania 
and  Ohio  canal,  I  know  one  contractor,  who  is  getting  his  stone 
quarried,  and  delivered  by  water  upon  the  Beaver  canal — a  dis- 
tance of  seven  miles,  forSti  cents  per  perch;  and  1  know  other  res- 
ponsible contractors,  who  have  engaged  to  construct  slope  wall  for 
less  than  50  cents  a  perch,  where  the  stone  have  to  be  quarried  and 
hauled  more  than  a  mile.  Wrought  iron  here,  for  locks,  is  worth 
9  cents — timber  8  cents  per  foot,  laid  in  the  work — lime  10  cents 
delivered — plank  li  cents  laid,  and  other  things  in  the  same  way. 
Now,  if  work  m  Indiana  does  not  cost  a  good  deal  more  than  it 
docs  in  Pennsylvania,  (and  it  certainly  ought  not,)  then  my  esti- 
mate for  Lock  No.  1,  (1,000  dollars  per  foot  lift,)  will  cover  these 
three  items,  of  excavation,  puddle,  and  embankment.  I  fully  be- 
lieve, myself,  that  it  will.  This  is  about  3,000  dollars  more  than 
our  locks  on  the  Beaver  division  of  the  Pennsylvania  canal  cost, 
and  it  is  indeed  a  high  price;  but  when  it  is  considered  how  per- 
ishable a  material  w&od  is,  and  how  liable  structures  composed  of 
it  are  to  decay  and  get  out  of  repair,  and  the  great  damage  conse- 
quent thereon  to  the  public  and  to  individuals;  and  particularly 
when  it  is  considered  that  this  is  the  only  lock  about  which  there 
can  be  any  doubt  as  to  the  propriety  of  using  stone,  it  seems  to 
me  that  we  ought  not  to  hesitate  about  the  cost . 

In  works  of  this  kind,  which  are  destined  as  the  canal  of  which 
this  is  a  part  undoubtedly  is,  to  become  one  of  the  most  impor- 
tant links  between  the  north  and  South — upon  which  so  exten- 
sive, rich  and  productive  a  district  of  country  depends;  and 
upon  whose  surface,  in  the  course  of  a  few  years,  there  will  un- 
doubtedly float  as  extensive  a  business  as  is  done  upon  any  other 
canal  in  the  Union — surely  safety  and  dubraility,  ought  to  be 
considered  of  the  most  primary  importance. — Without  these 
our  public  works  can  have  no  reputation.  The  people  will 
continue  to  do  their  business  in  the  old  fashioned  way — by  means 
of  wagons  and  carts;  and  we  shall  find,  when  it  is  perhaps  too 
late,  that,  we  have  expended  millions  of  money  and  imposed  a 
heavy  burden  upon  the  people,  without  effecting  any  useful  pur- 
pose .  Impressed,  as  we  all  are,  with  the  truth  and  importance  of 
these  facts  and  considerations,  it  is  rather  a  discouraging  reflection 
that  notwithstanding  all  this,  and  with  all  our  experience  and  vigi- 
lance, we  still  rarely  get  our  public  works  so  safe  and  permanent 
as  we  could  wish.  It  is  nevertheless  true,  that  in  this  respect  we 
are  gaining  every  year;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped,  that  as  the  science 
of  Engineering  advances,  and  as  we  acquire  more  practical 
knowledge,  that  we  shall  be  enabled  to  overcome  most  of  the 
difficulties  with  which  we  have  heretofore  had  to  contend. 

I  now  proceed  to  the  consideration  of  the  aqueducts,  of  these 
we  have  nine,  viz:  the  first  of  Durkey's  run  about  a  mile  below 
Lafayette — ^d  at  the  Wea — 3d  at  Shawnee  ereek — 4th  at  Bear 
creek,  near  Portland — 5lh  at  Coal  creek — 6th  at  Sugar  creek — 
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7th  at  Raccoon  creek— 8th  at  Spring  creek,  and  9th  at  Otter 
creek.  These  are  all  estimated  to  be  made  with  stone  abut- 
ments and  piers,  and  timber  superstructures.  I  have  done  this 
for  the  reason  that  in  no  instance  can  we  carrj  our  level  hieh 
enough  to  admit  of  stone  arches  of  sufficient  dimensions  for  the 
passage  of  the  streams  at  flood  times;  and  besides  in  aqueducts  of 
short  spans,  made  in  the  simplest  manner,  without  any  truss  or 
arch  work  to  support  them,  which  is  the  case  here,  with  but  one 
exception;  and  where  they  are  kept  full  of  water,  as  they  may  be, 
occasionally  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  repair  the  canal,  they 
will  rarely  get  out  of  repair,  and  will  not  decay  in  a  great  number 
of  years.  When  they  do  want  repairs,  the  structures  are  so 
simple  that  any  carpenter  can  repair  them;  and  they  may  gener- 
ally be  made  in  the  winter  season,  when  the  canal  is  not  in 
use.  At  sugar  creek  the  arches  of  the  aqueduct  are  to  be  80 
feet  each,  which  was  thought  necessary  on  account  of  the  re- 
markably high  floods,  to  which  this  stream  is  subject;  and  the 
great  quantity  of  flood  wood  which  it  brings  down.  The  prin- 
cipal difficulty  in  aqueducts  with  short  spans,  is,  that  the  irees 
wliich  are  brought  down  by  the  floods,  many  of  which  are  long- 
enough  to  reach  from  pier  to  pier,  soon  form  a  kind  of  dam,  and 
choke  up  the  waterway,  by  which  the  pressure  becomes  so  great, 
as  either  to  carry  off  the  aqueduct,  or  undermine  the  piers  and 
abutments,  by  occasioning  an  increased  current  at  their  bases. 

We  have  six  dams  of  dlfiferent  heights  and  lengths,  as  will  be 
seen  in  the  estimates.  The  abutmeuts  are  to  be  stone  and  the 
body  of  the  dam  of  timber,  laid  up  in  crib  work  and  filled  with 
stone.  The  upper  slope,  on  gravel  foundations,  is  to  be  as  li  to  1 
— the  lower  slope  as  5  to  1.  Both  of  these  slopes  are  to  be  cov- 
ered— the  one  with  plank — the  other  with  timber  and  the  upper 
slope,  when  the  wood  work  is  completed,  is  to  have  a  thick  cov- 
ering of  gravel.  The  dam  at  Sugar  creek  will  be  on  rock,  and 
the  slopes  in  this  case  will  be  as  l~  to  l,both  above  and  below. 

We  have  twelve  culverts;  of  which  five  are  estimated,  to  be 
made  of  stone,  and  seven  of  wood.  A  wooden  culvert,  situated 
as  ours  are, so  as  to  be  continually  covered  with  water,  is  quite 
as  good  as  stone;  and  costs  nnuch  less  money.  We  propose 
to  build  none  of  this  material  except  those  of  the  smallest 
class.  The  stone  culverts  are  to  be  semi-circles — the  rims  of  the 
arches  to  be  two  feet  thick,  and  placed  so  low  as  nev^r  to  have 
less  than  three  feet  of  puddle  on  their  tops. 

There  are  a  number  of  streams  upon  this  line,  which  are  too 
high  to  be  passed  under  the  canal  by  means  of  culverts,  and  have 
to  be  taken  in,  with  suitable  wiers  to  discharge  their  floods,  of 
these  weirs  we  have  12,  which  are  to  be  constructed  entirely  of 
timber,  in  the  simplest,  but  at  the  same  time  in  the  most  substan- 
tial mannei.  Besides  these  we  have  seven  lock  weirs — one  to 
each  lock;  the  object  of  which,is  topass  the  feed  water,  round  the 
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Jocks,  from  one  icvel  to  the  other.  They  are  also  to  be  made  oi 
wood,  with  a  shding  gate  at  the  head  of  each  to  regulate  the  dis- 
charge of  water. 

It  will  be  perceived  from  the  estimates,  that  I  have  provided  for 
a  number  of  bridges.  This  has  not  been  done  except  where  pub- 
lic roads  cross  the  canal,  and  here  I  thought  it  was  likely  the 
board  would  construct  bridges.  If  I  am  mistaken  in  this,  it  is 
easy  to  strike  them  from  the  estimates.  They  are  to  be  construc- 
ted entirely  of  wood,  and  upon  the  simplest  and  cheapest  plan. 

The  feeders  are  four  in  number,  viz.  the  Wea — Shawnee — 
Coal  and  Sugar  creeks.  They  are  te  be  of  the  same  size  as  the 
canal;  that  is,  28  feet  at  the  bottom,  40  feet  at  top,  and  4  feet 
deep;  except  the  Shawnee  feeder,  which  is  to  be  10  feet  at 
bottom,  and  the  slopes  of  its  sides  like  the  others.  Upon  this 
plan,  as  the  feeders  will  be  constructed  just  at  the  margin  of  the 
creek  bottoms,  and  immediately  adjoining  the  hills  or  bluffs, 
where  but  one  bank  will  generally  be  needed,  they  will 
cost  but  little  more,  than  if  they  were  narrower;  and  they  will 
have  several  advantages,  which  I  think  will  more  than  compen- 
sate for  the  difference  of  expense.  Among  these,  one  is,-that  they 
will  admit  a  large  quantity  of  water,  which  if  thought  proper 
may  be  disposed  of  for  hydraulic  purposes;  and  thus  become  a 
source  of  revenue  to  the  state,  as  well  as  a  great  convenience  to 
the  surrounding  country.  They  will  also  make  a  safe,  out  of  the 
way  place, for  the  loading  and  unloading  of  boats,  which  opera- 
tion if  often  a  serious  interruption  to  the  main  canal.  They  may 
also  be  navigated.  The  farmer  will  find  them  convenient  for 
bringing  down  his  corn,  lumber  &;c.  &c. ;  and  it  may  be  desirable 
sometimes,  to  nin  up  them  to  procure  materials  for  repairs  &c. 
In  their  construction,  4  mills  will  be  destroyed — one  at  each  feed- 
er. Three  of  these  are  saw-mills — at  the  three  upper  feeders; 
and  the  other,  at  Sugar  creek,  is  a  grist  mill.  The  one  at  the 
Wea, belongs  to  James  Hawkins — that  at  Shawnee,  to  Winans 
&  Piatt — that  at  Coal  creek  to  John  Underwood,  and  that  at 
Sugarcreekto  Mr.  Manwarren.  The  sites  are  generally  good 
ones,  but  the  mills  appear  to  be  out  of  repair,  and  1  think  are  not 
veiy  valuable. 

Upon  the  subject  of  water  upon  this  division,  I  have  remark, 
that  in  regard  to  a  supply  for  that  portion  of  it,  lying  between 
Lafayette  and  the  Wea  creek,  as  it  evidently  had  to  be  drawn 
from  some  source  on  the  upper  division,  and  as  my  instructions 
did  not  authorize  me  to  extend  my  examinations  in  that  direction, 
I  left  the  matter  entirely  to  Col.  Burr,  who  assured  me,  that  the 
Wild  cat  would  be  amply  sufficient,  not  only  for  the  line  to 
which  it  particularly  belongs,  but  also  for  that  just  mentioned. 
On  passing  downwards,  and  while  at  the  Wea  and  Shawnee 
creeks,  the  streams  were  so  high,  that  no  certain  estimate  could 
be  made,  as  to  what  they  would  yield  in  the  driest  times.     1  ^^^ 
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not  therefore  guage  them,  but  intended  to  do  so,  whenever  a  suit= 
able  time  occurred.  Both  of  the  other  feeders,  viz:  Coal  and 
Sugar  creeks,  being  at  their  lowest  stages,  or  nearly  so,  at  the 
time  we  crossed  them,  were  carefully  guaged. 

JVote. — Raccoon  creek  can  also  be  easily  taken  in  as  a  feeder, 
but  as  there  is  an  abundance  of  Water  in  the  other  two  streams 
without  it,  no  calculation  has  been  made  for  that  purpose. 

After  i  had  terminated  my  survey  at  Terre  Haute,  I  was  about 
to  return  to  the  other  two  streams,  but  was  prevented  by  sick- 
ness. Myself  and  whole  party,  with  one  exception,  within  the 
space  of  a  few  days,  were  taken  down,  either  with  fever  and  ague 
or  bilious  fever;  which  wholly  unfitted  us  for  any  further  field  op- 
erations during  the  remainder  of  the  season.  1  h.ad  therefore  to 
request  Col.  Burr  to  send  some  skilful  person  to  guage  those  two 
streams  for  me,  which  he  did  accordingly,  and  sent  me  the  results 
together  with  the  guaging  of  the  Wild  Cat. 

The  following  are  the  amounts  which  each  of  the  streams  to 
be  used  as  feeders  upon  this  line,  will  supply,  viz: 

Wild  Cat,     4,495  cubic  feet  per  minute. 

Wea,  1,676     «        "  " 

Shawncy,       1,341     «        "  " 

Coal  creek     2,925     "        "  " 

Sugar  cr.     10,500    "        "  " 

The  quantity  of  water  which  it  is  supposed  will  be  required 
to  supply  the  filtration  and  evaporation  of  a  canal,  has  been  vari- 
ously estimated;  by  some,  1  believe  as  low  as  27  cubic  feet,  and 
by  others,  as  high  as  100  cubic  feet  per  minute  for  each  mile.  It 
is  very  evident,  however,  that  the  quantity  must  depend  on  cir- 
cumstance.— the  situation  of  the  canal — the  manner  of  its  con- 
struction, and  the  nature  of  the  soil  of  which  it  is  composed.  If 
the  canal  have  a  northern  eriposure  there  will  be  much  less  evap- 
oration than  in  a  contrary  situation,  where  it  would  be  exposed  to 
the  direct  rays  of  the  sun.  If  the  soil  be  clay  it  will  hold  water 
better  than  gravel  or  any  coarse  material;  and  if  the  canal  be 
carelessly  constructed,  we  cannot  of  course  expect  it  to  hold  wa- 
ter. And  it  may  frequently  happen  where  water  is  abundant, 
that  a  coarse  and  porous  material  may  be  used  with  great  propri- 
ety, as  long  as  strength  and  safety  of  the  bank  is  secured,  partic- 
ularly where  a  finer  material  is  not  handy,  and  would  be  procured 
at  a  great  expense. 

Here  the  soil  will  generally  be  light  and  favorable  to  the  hold- 
ing of  water.  In  some  places  we  pass  through  clayey  bottoms, 
and  in  others  over  swampy  ground  or  wet  praries;  but  the  most 
favorable  circumstance  is,  that  on  a  large  portion  of  the  line,  and 
particularly  between  Lafayette  and  Sugar  creek,  there  are  great 
number  of  springs  and  spring  brooks  coming  in,  sufficient,  I  have 
no  doubt,  to  supply  the  evaporation  and  filtration.  Upon  this 
subject  I  cannot  of  course  speak  with  any  great  certainty,  as  we 
do  not  know  the  quantity  derivable  from  these  sources;  but  I  feel 
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q  lilc  sure,  that  we  mny  safely  estimate  the  quantity  for  this  por"] 
lion  of  tlie  line,  at  50  cubic  feet  per  minute,  for  each  mile  to  sup- 
ply the  evaporation  and  iiltration.     The   quantity  necessary  for 
the  lockage  and  leakage,  will  depend,  the  one  on  the  amount  of 
business  done  upon  the  canal,  and  the  other  on  the  tightness  of 
the  gates.     This  last  circumstance,   however,  we  can  in  a  great 
measure  control,  but  not  altogether;  so  that  some  allowance  must 
be  made  for  it.     J^et  us  now  see  what  distance  we  have  to  feed, 
and  the  amount  of  water  we  have  to  feed   it  with.     From  the 
Wild  Cat  (the  first  feeder,)  down  to  lock  No.  4,  is  50  miles,  which 
will  require  2500  cubic  feet  of  water  per  minute,  and  as  we  have 
7512  cubic  feet  to  draw  upon,   furnished  by  the  Wild  Cat,  Wea 
and  Shawnee,  there  will   remain   unexpended    5012  cubic  feet 
applicable  toother  purposes.     A  lock  of  10  feet  lift  and  90  feet 
by  15  in  the  chamber  will  contain  13,500  cubic  feet;  and  it  will 
take  a  lock  full  of  water  for  every  boat  that  passes.     Now  suppose 
the  exigencies  of  the  business  to  require  the  maximum  use  of  the 
lock,  or  say  the  passage  of  u  boat  every  five  minutes;  the  quanti- 
ty of  water  exhausted   in   an  hour  would  be  102,000  cubic  feet. 
But  the  sources  of  our  supply  will  yield  in  the  same  time  300,720 
cubic  feet,  nearly  double   that  amount,   thus   leaving    138,720 
cubic  feet,  for  the  leakage  of  the  gates,  and  for  hydraulic  purpos- 
es; which  will  be  found  amply  sufficient  for  the  one,  and  for  the 
other  to  a  valuable  extent.     Upon  the  remaining  portion  of  the 
line,  which  is  not  quite  half  the   whole  distance,  we  have  almost 
double  the   quantity  of  water,   namely  13,425  cubic  feet  per 
minute.     It  should  however  be  remarked   that  at  the  time  we 
guaged  Coal  and  Sugar  creeks,  we  were  a  little  suspicious  that 
the  water  was  not  down  to  its  lowest  stage,  although  we  were  as- 
sured it  was  by  the  people  who  lived  immediately  in  neighobor- 
hood.     We  became  confirmed  in  this  suspicion,  by  observing  a 
day  or  two  after  the  guaging,  that  the  water  had  slightly  subsided; 
but  it  was  very  little,  and  we   did  not  think  it  would  decrease  so 
as  to  affect  the  streams   to  more  than  one  fifth  of  the  amotmt, 
which  they  then   furnished.     Admitting  this  to  be  the  case,  and 
w^e  shall  still  have  in  these  two  streams,  10,740  cubic  feet  of  wa- 
ter per  minute,  which,  it  is  not  necessary  to  say,  is  altogether 
abundant. 

While  at  Terre  Haute,  and  before  I  became  so  unwell,  as  to  be 
unable  to  attend  to  business,  1  discovered  that  a  number  of  the 
inhabitants  were  desirous  that  the  canal  should  not  terminate 
where  we  run  it,justatthe  foot  of  the  blufFin  front  of  the  town 
— but  that  it  should  be  carried  along  in  the  rear  of  the  town 
through  the  valley  of  Lost  creek.  For  the  purpose  of  ascertain- 
ing the  practicability  of  this  plan,  1  had  a  level  run  over  the  route, 
by  which  it  was  found,  that  by  keeping  up  the  7th  lock,  which 
can  be  done  without  any  particular  inconvenience,  the  cutting 
would  not  exceed  in  the  deepest  place  19  feet. 

I  owe  an  apology  to  the  Board,  on  account  of  not  having  sent 
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ifi  this  report  at  an  earlier  period.  In  another  place,  I  alluded 
to  a  sickness  which  attacked  myself  and  party,  and  prevented  us 
from  attending  to  some  field  operations,  which  were  afterwards 
performed  under  the  direction  of  Col.  Burr.  To  this  sickness  I 
have  to  ascribe  the  above  mentioned  delay.  For  three  weeks, 
while  at  Terre-Haute,  I  was  constantly  confined  to  my  bed  with  se- 
vere and  pamful  indisposition;  and  when  I  began  to  get  better,  (as 
I  did  at  several  times,)  I  was  often  prostrated  with  relapses  of  the 
same  complaint;  until  at  length  1  became  satisfied  that  I  could  not 
expect  to  recover,  or  at  any  rate  not  very  soon,  while  I  continued 
to  breathe  the  same  kind  of  air  which  induced  the  disease.  In  this 
opinion  I  was  confirmed  by  my  physician;  and  I  therefore  deter- 
mined to  return  as  soon  as  possible  to  Pennsylvania,  in  the  hope 
that  the  exercise  of  travelling,  and  a  change  of  air  and  climate 
would  gradually  restore  me  to  health.  In  this  I  was  not  disap- 
pointed. I  recovered  rapidly,  and  continued  very  comfortable, 
until  within  the  last  few  weeks,  when  I  was  again  visited  with  a 
variety  of  the  same  complaint,  in  the  form  of  fever  and  ague 
This  has  prevented  me  from  attending  to  business,  and  also  from 
returning  to  your  country,  as  I,  at  one  time  fully  intended  to  do. 

I  know  I  have  not  done  all  that  the  Board  could  have  wished; 
notwithstanding  which,  perhaps,  I  may  venture  to  hope,  that  what 
I  have  done,  will  answer  the  purpose  intended,  and  that  the  Board 
will  be  satisfied.     This  would  be  particularly  gratifying  to  me. 

The  Board  have  my  sincere  wishes,  for  the  prosperity  and  suc- 
cess of  the  great  work  in  which  they  are  engaged;  and  for  the 
happiness  and  prosperity  of  themselves  individually.

In  obedience  to  the  act  to  provide  for  the  selling  of  the  Michi- 
gan Road  lands,  approved  February  !2d.  1832,  the  Commissioner 
submits  his  annual  report: 

That  on  examining  the  act,  approved  February  7th  1835,  enti- 
tled, an  act  to  curtail  the  expenses  on  the  Michigan  Road,  he 
found  that  the  correspondence  commenced  the  preceeding  year 
with  the  General  Land  Otiiceof  the  United  Stales  was  approved 
of,  and  he  was  authorized  to  continue  the  correspondence,  until 
the  selections  are  finally  approved  of  and  set  apart  by  the  com- 
missioner ot  the  General  Land  Office,  to  the  State  of  Indiana. 
Having  received  no  answer  from  the  General  Land  office,  to 
his  ibrmer  communication,  on  the  7th  of  May,  he  addressed  a 
second  letter  to  the  commissioiier  of  the  General  Land  Office,  of 
which  the  paper  marked  A,  is  a  copy.  On  the  same  day,  he  ad- 
dressed a  letter  to  the  Kcgister  at  Laporte,  of  which  B  is  a  copy; 
to  which  the  Register  replied  on  the  l3th  of  May,  of  which  C  is 
a  copy.  On  the  25th  day  of  May,  letter  D  was  written  to  the 
Register,  and  on  the  26th,  the  note  correcting  the  error,  attached 
to  paper  D*  Receiving  no  intelligence  from  the  General  Land 
Office,  and  it  being  necessary  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of 
tb.e  act  of  the  7th  of  February  above  named,  to  have  the  adver- 
tisemenla  made  out  and  published  for  the  sale  of  lands  on  the  15lh 
of  September,  the  day  designated  by  said  act  for  the  sale  of  the 
lands  selected,  that  was  or  niiglil  be  approved  of, on  the  29th  of 
June  he  addressed  the  letter  marked  L,  to  tlie  Register  of  La- 
porte, anticipating  the  approval  of  the  selections  previous  to  the 
sales,  but  in  order  to  insure  their  approval,  and  leave  nothing  un- 
done, the  commissioner,  on  the  4tii  of  July,  addressed  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  a  letter  of  which  F  is  a  copy; 
who  having  submitted  the  correspondence  to  his  excellency  the 
governor,  by  his  directions  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  of  which  the  paper  marked 
G  is  a  copy.

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wcted  by  this  act.  Ou  the  evening  of  the  6th  of  September, 
William  Sheets  Secretary  of  State,  arrived  at  the  office  of  the  com- 
missioner of  the  Michip;an  road,  bringing  with  him  the  approval 
of  the  selections,  so  far  as  they  were  considered  legally  reported 
to  the  General  Land  Office,  of  which  paper  H  is  a  copy,  in- 
closing a  copy  of  instructions  to  the  Register  atLaporte,  of  which 
paper  1  is  a  copy.  From  these  papers,  it  will  be  seen,  that  much 
additional  labor  was  imposed  on  the  Commissioner  in  order  to  be 
prepared  for  the  approaching  land  sales,  since  much  that  had  been 
considered  as  legally  reported  by  the  Commissioner,  was  not  so 
considered  at  the  General  Land  Office,  and  an  intimation  given, 
that  so  soon  as  they  were  legally  reported^  the  proper  certiEcate 
would  be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

The  Commissioner  would  here  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  General  Assembly  to  his  report,  dated  December  llth, 
1831,  and  the  documents  thereto  annexed,  from  which  they  will 
discover  that  he  had  pursued  what  he  believed  to  be  the  proper 
course,  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the  Land  Department,  to 
transmit  them  through  the  General  Land  Office,  which  course 
had  been  adopted  and  approved  of  in  respect  to  the  forty-five 
sections  through  the  Indian  country,  included  in  the  certificate  a- 
bove  alluded  to,  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State.  On  ad- 
vising with  the  Secretary  of  State,  it  was  the  opinion  of  that  of- 
ficer, as  well  as  of  your  commissioner,  that  the  proper  course  to 
be  pursued,  would  be  to  conform  to  the  decision  of  the  Land  Of- 
fice, as  such  a  course  would  enable  him  not  to  report  as  selected 
«ome  sections  surveyed  by  him,  that  were  considered  worthless — 
rvhich  was  accordingly  done,  of  which  the  paper  marked  K,  is  a 
copy.  As  the  selection  had  to  be  made  wilhout  delay,  and  the 
Commissioner  beng  at  that  time  confined  to  his  bed  by  sickness, 
he  authorized  the  Secretary  of  State,  who  kindly  proffered  to 
make  the  selections,  (of  which  paper  L.  is  a  copy,)  who  proceed- 
ed the  next  morning  to  complete  the  remaining  selections,  and  on 
the  12th,  he  reported  the  selections,  of  which  report,  M  is  a  copy. 
On  making  this  communication  to  the  Land  Office,  it  was  ascer- 
tained that  part  of  the  lands  in  the  former  selection,  had  been  ta- 
ken by  pre-emption  claims.  The  Commissioner  thereupon,  on 
the  day  preceding  the  land  sales,  addressed  the  paper  marked  N, 
to  the  Register  at  Laporte.  Doubts  being  entertained  as  to  the 
legality  and  propriety  of  offering  the  recent  selections  for  sale,  af- 
ter examining  the  laws  authorizing  the  selection  and  sales,  it  was 
the  opinion  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Treasurer,  as  well  as 
the  former  Treasurer  (who  happened  to  be  present)  that  it  was 
prudent  and  proper  to  proceed  with  the  sales.  Should  any  doubts 
be  entertained  on  the  subject,  it  is  respectfully  submitted  to  the 
General  Assembly  for  their  decision  touching  the  premises.

There  has  been  sold  since  the  last  annual  report,  of  old  selec- 
tions, 8,733  60.100  acres,  at  §1  25  per  acre  §10,917  00 
making  the  entire  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  lands  |33,030  31, 
for  the  redemption  of  the  scrip  in  circulation  and  the  further  im- 
provement of  the  road. 

Having  thus  given  a  detail  of  his  proceedings  in  selecting  and 
selling  the  lands,  the  Commissioner  will  now  proceed  to  give  you 
an  account  of  the  other  branch  of  his  business — the  operations  on 
the  Michigan  Road  during  the  last  year. 

Much  difficulty  being  experienced  during  the  last  winter 
months  of  last  year,  in  crossing  the  Tippecanoe  river,  on  account 
of  the  ice ;  on  examining  the  law,  he  ascertained  there  was  an  un- 
expended balance  of  former  appropriations  sufficient  to  erect  a 
plain,  substantial  frame  bridge  across  said  river;  and  as  it  was  the 
unanimous  wish  of  all  who  passed  the  road,  he  determined  to  have 
one  constructed.  He  accordingly,  on  the  21st  April,  having  pre- 
viously advertised  the  same,  let  one  to  the  lowest  bidder,  the  plan 
of  which  is  recorded  in  his  office,  for  the  sum  of  thirteen  hundred 
and  ninety  dollars,  which  owing  to  the  uncommon  freshets  during 
the  summer,  the  difficulty  of  procuring  labourers,  and  the  sick- 
ness of  the  undertaker,  is  not  yet  completed,  but  is  so  far  progres- 
sed, that  he  is  informed  that  in  a  few  weeks  it  will  be  passable  for 
carriages.  From  the  small  amount  authorized  to  be  expended, 
but  little  could  be  attempted,  except  repairs  on  the  worst  places, 
so  as  to  keep  the  road  passable.  From  the  nature  of  the  repairs, 
they  had  to  be  let  out  at  private  contract,  and  as  much  had  to  be 
left  to  the  integrityof  contractors,  when  in  his  power,  he  selected 
such  persons  on  the  road  as  contractors  in  whom  he  had  confi- 
dence, and  whose  interest  would  be  advanced  by  the  improve- 
ment of  the  road.  As  far  as  was  practicable  he  made  out  the 
prices  anl  descriptions  of  the  work,  which  would  swell  this  re- 
port too  much  to  communicate,  but  which  can  be  submitted  to  the 
Road  Committee  if  deemed  necessary.  From  the  uncommon 
freshets  of  last  summer,  and  the  constant  travel  over  the  road, 
with  the  heavy  carriages,  much  more  injury  has  been  done  in  its 
unfinished  state,  than  could  be  repaired  with  the  means  under  the 
control  of  the  Commissioner.  The  wetness  of  the  season  render- 
ed it  impracticable  to  proceed  with  the  worst  marshes  that  most 
needed  repairing;  they  therefore  remain  but  pariially  completed. 
The  contractors  are  recommended  to  the  favorable  notice  of  the 
General  Assembly,  as  the  completion  of  the  contracts  early  the 
ensuiag  season,  will  be  of  more  advantage  to  the  road  than  if  com- 


pleted  late  the  present  season.  It  may  be  proper  here  to  re- 
mark, that  at  the  time  of  the  land  sales,  there  was  such  an  anxie- 
ty ill  the  contractors  to  have  their  scrip  cashed  (o  enable  them 
to  prosecute  their  work  wiih  success,  and  at  Ihrit  time  the  appear- 
ances wore  so  favorable  for  v,'o:k,  tint  the  commissioner  was  in- 
duced to  issue  scrip  on  some  contracts  tSiat  were  not  completed, 
where  he  had  full  confidence  in  the  coniractorr,  that  they  would 
progress  with  their  work,  but  in  a  few  days  there  v/as  such  an  ex- 
traordinary fall  of  fain  that  the  marshes  were  so  much  fijied  with 
WAter  that  it  has  been  impracticable  to  proceed  with  the  work 
since.  As  there  are  sufficient  funds  to  pay  all  demands  against  ' 
the  road  fusid,  the  public  will  not  sustain  any  greater  injury  than 
from  the  failure  of  other  contractors  to  comply  with  their  contracts 
during  the  past  season.  The  paper  marked  O,  Vs'ill  show  in  a  ta- 
bular form,  tho  amount  of  improvements  entered  into  last  year. 
P  will  show  the  amount  of  scrip  issued  on  existing  contracts.  By 
the  10th  section  of  the  act  of  February  7th,  1835,  all  the  expen- 
ses the  Commissioner  had  paid,  connected  with  the  correspon- 
dence with  the  General  Land  Oiiice,  and  tlie  selections,  were  le- 
galized. As  he  iiad  commenced  the  correspondence  on  his  own 
responsibility  for  tlie  purpose  of  procuring  the  correction  of  an 
erroneous  selection  of  the  former  board  of  commissioners,  as  will 
appear  by  consulting  his  last  year's  report,  and  documents  H  and 
I,  he  did  not  feel  authorized  to  incur  -any  expenses,  but  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  haviiig  approved  of  his  acts,  aud  authorized  a  con- 
tinuance of  tlic  corrcopondenco,  until  its  firjnl  termination  and  the 
approval  of  the  selections  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General 
Land  Office,  he  believed  tie  was  authorised  to  employ  such  assis- 
tance as  was  necessary  in  selecting  and  selling  ihe  lands.  From 
the  circumstance  of  his  bfing  confined  by  sickness  at  the  time  of 
the  selection  and  sale,  the  expenses  have  been  greater  than  they 
otherwise  woiild  have  been,  but  he  trusts  tisey  v/ill  be  approved 
of,  as  the  road  fund  has  been  increased  more  than  15,000  dollars 
by  the  advanced  sales  of  the  selections. 

There  still  remains  for  tho  improvement  of  the  Michigran  Road 
after  redeeming  the  scrip,  in  circulation,  and  to  be  issued  on  exist- 
ing contracts,  and  all  other  outstanding  claims,  including  prin- 
ters' bills  &c.

By  the  laws  under 
which  he  has  acted,  it  was  made  Iiis  duty,  as  A\r  as  practicable  to 
make  the  road  equally  good,  provided  that  part  north  of  Logans- 
port  did  not  cost  more  than  the  part  south  of  that  place,  per  mile. 
Including  what  hfn'l  been  expended  south,  in  the  opening  of  the 
road  by  the  former  contract  commissioner;  by  this  statement  it 
"will  be  seen  much  less  has  been  expended  north  than  south  of 
Loyansport;  and  as  the  north  is  rapidly  settling,  it  might  be  ad- 
visable for  tlie  General  Assembly  to  designate  what  part  of  the 
unexpended  balance  shall  be  expended  on  the  102  miles  north  of 
Logansport.  Connected  with  this  subject,  the  commissioner 
would  here  remark,  that  from  recent  information,  it  is  believed 
that  the  bridge  over  the  Wabash  will  be  constructed  the  ensuing 
year,  as  the  Bridge  Company  incorporated  by  the  General  As- 
sembly, has  been  organized,  and  they  are  about  engaging  an  en- 
gineer and  bridge  builder  of  the  first  character  and  talents,  to  un- 
dertake the  same,  which,  when  finished,  will  complete  the  bridg- 
ing of  the  streams,  from  the  Ohio  river  to  Lake  Michigan,  v»'ith 
the  exception  of  White  and  Eel  rivers.  For  the  bridging  of  the 
former  of  which  a  charter  has  been  granted;  and  it  has  been  re- 
presented to  the  Commissionei,  that  a  bridge  might  possibly  be 
built  over  Eel  river,  connected  with  an  aqueduct,  cheaper  than  it 
otherwise  could,  and  might  be  of  advantage  to  the  security  of  the 
canal,  and  that  considerable  donations  could  be  procured,  if  the 
Commissioner  was  authorized  to  obtain  them  and  ;ilso  a  portion 
of  the  unexpended  fund,  for  the  construction  of  the  bridge.  The 
commissioner  submits  to  the  General  Assembly  the  propriety  of 
making  an  appropriation  for  that  purpose,  and  authorizing  him  to 
consult  the  Canal  Commissioners  and  engineers,  and  to  do  and 
perform  such  acts  as  may  be  deemed  proper,  and  calculated  to 
promote  the  public  welfare;

Sir — In  respect  to  your  sRlcctions  for  the  Michi^'an  Road,  1  do 
not' know  that  I  am  authorized  lo  act  otHcially  in  relation  to  them, 
until  advised  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Genera!  Land  Oflice; 
and  as  the  pre-emption  act  of  the  19ih  June,  1834,  grants  to  the 
holders  cffioating  claims  the  right  of  locating  them  on  any  lands 
to  which  other  settlers  have  not  a  right  of  preference;  and  the 
dale  of  the  act  authorizing  the  selection  of  lands  for  the  Michi- 
gan Road  being  subsequent  to  the  prc-empiion  act,  I  am  appre- 
hensive tliat  floating  preemption  claims  have  precedence  of  the 
selections  for  the  Micliigan  Road — therefore,  I  do  not  conceive 
that  1  have  an}'  authority  to  prevent  floating  pre-emption  c'aims 
from  being  located  on  the  lands  by  you  selected.

Sia — 1  am  requested  by  his  Excellency,  the  Governor  of  Indi- 
ana, to  write  to  you  on  the  subject  involving,  in  no  small  degree, 
the  interest  of  the  state,  and  respectfully  to  solicit  your  early  at- 
tention to  it. 

In  the  autumn  of  last  year  the  Commissioner  of  the  Michigan 
Road  selected  in  the  Laporte  land  district,  section  10,  in  town- 
ship 3(5  north,  of  range  2  west;  section  22  and  part  of  section  18, 
in  township  34  north,  of  range  5  west,  lo  complete  the  grant  made 
to  the  state  of  Indiana,  by  the  Pottawattamie  Indians,  at  the  trea- 
ty near  the  mouth  of  the  Mississmnewa,  in  1826,  and  confirmed 
by  an  act  of  Congress  of  the  2d  of  March,  1827.  That  this 
quantity  of  land  remained  to  be  selected  will  appear  from  the  re- 
ports heretofore  made  to  the  General  Land  Office  Department. — 
Sections  27  and  34,  in  township  36  north,  of  range  3  west,  and 
the  remainder  of  section  18,  in  township  35  north,  of  range  5  west, 
have  also  been  selected  under  an  act  of  Congress  of  the  28th  of 
June,  1834,  entitled  "an  act  to  authorize  the  corection  of  errone- 
ous selections  of  land  granted  to  the  stale  of  Indiana  for  the  pur- 
pose of  constructing  the  Michigan  Road."     Information  of  these 
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selections  has  been,  long  since,  communicated  to  the  Commission- 
er of  the  General  Land  Office,  respectfully  requesting  that  they 
should  be  marked  on  the  maps  and  tract  books,  as  set  apart  for 
the  use  of  the  state  of  Indiana,  and  notice  to  that  effect  given  to 
the  Land  Officers  at  Laporte.  To  this  communication  no  reply 
has  been  received  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  road,  neither  have 
any  instructions  been  forwarded,  as  requested  to  the  Land  Offi- 
cers at  liaporte.  As  the  district  of  country  within  which  these 
lands  are  situated  will  shortly  be  brought  into  market,  it  is  impor- 
tant to  the  state  of  Indiana  that  these  selections  should  receive  the 
sanction  of  the  proper  department  before  that  period.  The  Ge- 
neral Assembly,  at  its  last  session,  supposing  as  a  matter  of  course 
that  these  lands  would  be  set  apart  for  the  use  of  Indiana,  ordered 
them  to  be  sold  on  the  15th  of  September  next.  Individuals 
have  performed  labor  upon  the  road  to  a  very  considerable 
amount,  trusting  to  those  identical  lands  as  pledged  for  their  pay- 
ment. Inasmuch  as  the  officer  who  has  the  management  of  that 
branch  of  the  Treasury  Department  to  which  the  subject  properl}'

Sir — Your  letter  of  the  14th  ult.,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury, relating  to  the  lands  selected  for  the  Michigan  Road,  in  the 
state  of  Indiana,  has  been  referred  to  this  office,  and  has  been  en- 
quired into  with  as  little  delay  as  the  pressure  of  other  and  most 
urgent  business  would  admit  of.

Sir — From  a  communication  of  the  actins;  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Land  Oltice,  to  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  state  of  In- 
diana, of  the  14th  of  August  last, it  appears  that  there  yet  remains 
to  be  reported  to  tl)e  General  Land  Office,  5'2,508  8- 100  acres  to 
complete  the  grant,  made  to  the  State  of  Indiana,  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Michigan  Road.     I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  trans- 
mit a  statement  in    tabular  form,  giving,  in  detail,  the  whole  se- 
lections, not  heretofore   reported.     You  will   perceive,  that  the 
quantity  reported  exceeds  the  amount  above  stated  about  four  or 
five  hundred  acres.     This  is  in  consequence  of  pre-emptions  hav- 
'ngbeen  granted  on  the  N.  W.  and  S.  E.  quarters  of  section  10, 
Town  36,  N.  Range  2  W.,  and  in  the  N.  W.  qr.  of  Sec.  22,   T. 
35  N.  R.  5  W.,  since  their  selection  for  the  use  of  the   Michigan 
road.     In  order  to  avoid,  as  far  as  possible,  every  difficulty  aris- 
ing from,  conflicting  claim*,  I  have  thought  it   most  advisable  to 
surrender  these  tracts  and   select  others  in  their  stead.     Almost 
the  whole  of  these  selections   were  surveyed,  by  me,  as  deputy 
Surveyor  of  the  United  States,  and   reported  to   the  Surveyor 
General's  office  at  the  time,  through  which  channel   I  supposed 
it  was  most  proper  they  should  reach  the   General   Land  Office 
Department.     A  part  of  these  surveys,  it   was  not  my  intention, 
if  it  could  be  avoided,  to  liave  selected  for  the  use  of  the  road; 
and  it  was  not  until  the  receipt  of  the  communication  to  the  Se- 
cretary of  State  above  alluded  to,  that  1  was  informed  they  were 
not  considered  as    reported.     From    that  communication   I   felt 
myself  authorized  not  to  report  a  part  of  that  survey  as  selected 
for  the  road,  embracing  some  tracts  wholly  valueless;  and  to  se- 
lect others  in  the  same  districts,  in  their  stead,  which  I  have  ac- 
cordingly done,  and  which  are  embraced  in  the  statement  here- 
vilh  enclosed,     I    have  also  embraced   in  the   statement,  those 
-acts,  except  the  pre-empted  quarters  as  above  slated,  that  were 
elected  under  the  act  of  1834  and  those  to  complete,  as  was  sup- 
posed, the  entire  grant,  in  order  that  a  certificate  nv^y  issue  to 
the  State,  as  suggested  by  the  acting  Commissioner  of  the  Gen- 
era! Land  office,  in  the  communication  to  the  Secretary  of  State, 
alluded  to.     You  will  perceive,  that  in  the  recent  selections,  1 
ipve  not,  in  all  cases   taken  entire   sections.      This  would  have 
been  done  could  whole  sections  of  good  quality  have  been  procu- 
red, but  in  consequence  of  previous  location   of  Indian  and  pre- 
emption floats,  the  Commissioner  must  either  have  departed  from 
vhe  original  instructions,  or  taken  such  lands  as  would  have  been 
i.'seiess  to  the  state.     It  is  hoped  therefore,  as  these  selections  are 
the  winding  up  of  rather   a   troublesome  concern,  and  in  conse- 
quence of  the  peculiar  condition  of   the  country  in   reference  to 
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these  floats  that  the  selections  will  be  confirmed.  Owing  to  an 
act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  last  winter,  I  was  compelled  to 
expose  to  sale  all  such  lands,  belonging  to  the  road,  as  had  not 
been  previously  otTered  for  sale;  these  selections  were  made  so 
short  a  time  before  the  period  fixed  by  the  Legislature  for  the 
sale,  that  it  precluded  the  possibility  of  their  confirmation  by  the 
department,  previous  to  the  sale;  the  sale  has  just  taken  place 
and  the  whole  of  the  new  selections,  with  the  exception  of  a  very 
few  pieces,  have  been  sold  and  titles  granted  by  me  in  behalf  of 
the  state.  I  make  this  minute  statement  that  you  may  be  advis- 
ed of  the  importance  of  a  speedy  confirmation  of  the  locations. 
The  course  I  have  pursued  in  regard  to  these  new  selections  was 
not  taken  without  mature  deliberation  and  consultation  with  oth- 
ers. It  would  not,  perhaps,  be  improper  to  remind  you  that  the 
authority  under  which  I  acted  in  this  matter  was  contained  in  a 
letter  to  the  Register  of  the  Land  Office  at  Laporte,  a  copy  of 
which  was  transmitted  by  the  Commissioner  of  theGeneral  Land 
Office  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

I  have  to  express  the  desire  that  you  will  embrace  the  earliest 
leisure  to  attend  to  this  business,  and  cause  the  proper  certificate 
of  title  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  State  at  Indianapo- 
lis.

Indianapolis,  January  15,  1836,  ^ 

To  Hon.  David  Wallace,  Presideyit  of  the  Senate: 

1  herewith  commv.nicate  to  be  laid  before  the  Senate,  the  ac- 
companying abstract  of  the  lands  and  town  lots,  together  with 
the  taxes  thereon,  belonging  to  non-residents  and  others,  as  re- 
turned by  the  collectors  of  the  several  counties  to  the  school  corn- 
messioners  for  non-payment  of  the  taxes  of  1832,  '3,  "4,  and  "5. 

The  efl'ectsof  the  law  of  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly relative  to  these  returns  is  found  to  have  produced  a  much 
more  general  attention  to  to  the  suoject. 

The  returns  of  the  present  year  are  greall}'  improved  in  their 
general  character  and  uniformity. 

It  will  be  seen  however,  on  examination  ©f  the  abstract,  that 
many  counties  still  fail  to  make  the  return  required.  The  coun- 
ties of  Allen,  Crawford,  Dubois,  Elkhart,  Floyd,  Grant,  Hunting- 
ton, Laporte^  Lagrange,  Miami,  Madison,  Perry,  Scott,  Wabash, 
and  White  have  altogether  failed  to  make  any  return.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  above,  the  counties  of  Clark,  Delaware,  Harrison, 
.Hamilton,  Jennings,  Jefierson,  Morgan,  Orange,  Parke,  Putnam, 
L^nion,  Warrick,  and  Wayne  have  failed  to  make  returns  the  pre- 
sent year,  although  the  forms  were  forwarded  to  the  commission- 
ers in  April  last. 

This  matter,  both  as  to  the  quantity  of  lands  refurned,  and  the 
amount  of  tax,  as  well  as  the  interesting  results  which  may  accrue 
to  the  cause  of  education,  if  the  fund  be  properly  managed,  is 
assuming  an  importance  demanding  great  consideration,  and 
presenting  in  prospect,  the  most  favorable  issue. 

This  fund  is  rapidly  accumulating,  and  if  prudently  and  Sys- 
tematically managed,  cannot  fail  to  produce  the  most  favorable 
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and  beneficial  results.  It  is  ascertained  that  many  of  the  clerks 
certify  the  delinquent  lists  for  the  collectors,  without  requiring 
them  to  make  oath,  that  they  have  made  their  return  the  school 
commissioner,  as  required  by  the  law  of  last  session. 

This  abstract  would  have  been  earlier  presented  to  the  Legis- 
lature, but  for  the  delay  of  the  commissioners  in  making  their 
returns,  many  of  which  have  come  to  hand  vvithin  the  last  few 
days.

schools."  Your  commiliee  are  of  opinion  that  the  right  to  the 
land  of  township  one,  range  two,  is  vested  in  the  inhabitants  of 
said  tov.'nship  exclusivly,  and  that  it  is  out  of  the  power  of  the 
Legislature  of  Indiana  to  give  the  inhabitants  of  another 
township,  the  right  to  participate  wilh  them  in  the  benefits 
arising  from  the  bounty  of  Congress,  \Ve  would  refer  the  peti- 
tioners to  an  act  of  Congress,  approved  Mny  20,  18:26,  in  which 
provision  is  made  to  furnish  them  wilh  land,  such  land  is  (o  be 
selected  for  them  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  ol  the  United 
States,  and  should  the  petioners  signify  their  wishes  to  that  officer. 
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there  am  be  no  doubt,  of  his  selecting  for  them  the  land  of  their 
choice.

Mr.  President — 

The  committee  on'the  judiciary,  to  whomwaa  refet  red  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  Senate  i;;struciing  them  io  inquire  into  the  expedi- 
ency of  repealing  or  amending  so  nuich  of 'the  Piobate  laws  as 
requires  a  rcpeliiion  ot  oaths  v\  performing'  the  duties  of  admin- 
istratcis,  exetulors  and  appraisers,  have,  according  to  order,  had 
the  same  under  consideration  and  have  instructed  me  to  report  a 
"bill  dispensing  wilh  ccfl.iin  unnecessary  oaths  now  required  of  ex- 
ecutors, administrators  and  appraisers." 

Ths  bill.  No.  05,  v.'a?  read,  and 

Ordered^  TI.c*t  Ihat  the  bill  pass  to  a  second  reading. 

The  same  gentleman,  from  the  same  committee,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report; 

Mr.  President — 

The  committee  on  the  judiciary  to  wliich  was  referred  a  reso- 
lution of  the  Senate  ingtructing  them  to  inquire  iuto  the  expedi- 
ency of  repealing  the  Sth  section  of  "an  act  oxplaoatory  of  the 
law  cf  evidence  in  certain  cases,  approved  February  2,1832,'' 
have, according  to  order,  had  the  same  under  corsideration,  and 
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have  directed  me  to  report  herewith  a  bill  entitled  »'a  bill  amen- 
datory of  an  act  explanatory  of  the  law  of  evidence  in  certain 
cases,"  approved  FebruHry  2,  1832.

Mr.  President — 

The  committee  on  the  jiidiciarj,  to  which  was  referred  the 
petition  of  the  President  and  Select  CounciJ  of  the  town  ofLaw- 
renceburgh,  praying  that  the  "act  providing  for  tlie  relocation  of 
the  seat  of  justice  in  i\\G  county  of  Dearborn,  and  for  other  pur-  m^ 
poses,''  approved  February  6,  r835,  may  be  repealed  or  suspend-  <j 
ed  until  remedy  be  provided  to  indemnify  the  petitioners  and 
other  citizens  of  said  county;  al«o  the  petition  of  and 

other  citizens  of  said  county  praying  that  an  election 
may  be  authorized  for  taking  the  sense  of  the  people  of  saidi'' 
county  in  relation  to  the  seat  of  justice  in  the  same,  and  the  re- 
monstrance of  and  other  citizens  of  said  coun- 
ty, against  said  petition,  with  accompanying  documents;  have 
according  to  order,  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  a  ma- 
jority of  them  have  directed  me  to  report: 

That  pursuant  to  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  in  1827,  cer- 
tain commissioners  therein  named,  located  the  seat  of  justice  of 
said  county, at  Lawrenceburgh;  actuated  in  part  thereto,  by  the 
execution  of  a  bond  by  Samuel  C.  Vance  and  eleven  others,  citi- 
zens of  said  town,  conditioned  for  the  construction  of  a  court 
house  of  a  certain  description  in  said  ^town,  provided  that  it 
should  thereupon  be  made  the  permanent  seat  of  justice  pursu- 
ant to  a  clause  in  the  act  aforesaid. 

That  the  said  commissioners  designated  the  said  town  as  the 
permanent  seat  ofjustice,  and  certified  the  same  as  required  by 
said  act;  and  the  obligors  in  the  bond  aforesaid,  thereupon  con- 
structed said  court  house  pursuant  to  the  coudition  of  their  bond. 
That  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly  an  act  was  pas- 
sed for  the  re-location  of  said  seat  ofjustice  by  certain  commis- 
sioners without  any  provision  for  iudemnity  to  the  obligors  in 
said  bond.  That  said  commissioners  thereupon  re-located  said 
seat  ofjustice  at  Wilmington  in  said  county.  That  the  obligors 
in  said  bond,  apprehensive  that  the  records  would  be  removed 
from  Lawrenceburgh  to  Wilmington,  filed  their  bill  in  chancery, 
in  the  Dearborn  circuit  court,  praying  that  all  persons  should  be 
enjoined  from  removing  said  records,  as  aforesaid.  That  said 
circuit  court  made  a  decision  adverse  to  the  complainants  by  refu- 
sing the  injunction,  but  failing  to  dismiss  the  bill,  an  appeal  tnkCn 
by  the  complainants  from  said  decision,  was  by  the  Supreme 
coart,  at  its  last  sefision,  dismissed  for  want  of  jurisdiction. 
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The  necessary  public  buildings  at  Wilmin;;ion  are  nearly  com- 
pleted, and  before  jfinal  action  can  be  had  on  the  bill  of  injunc- 
tion, the  records  will,  in  all  probabihty^  be  removed  to  that  place, 
in  the  absence  of  legislative  interposition,  which  removal  would 
at  once  take  away  the  only  ground  tor  the  bill  of  injunction — an 
apprehended  injury. 

Your  committee  greatly  regret  the  unforlunnte  excitement 
that  prevails  in  that  old,  wealthy  raid  respectable  couniy,  and 
which  is  not  lessened  by  its  sectional  ciiaracter,  and  the  fact,  that 
the  citizens  are  nearly  equally  divided  on  the  question.  Tliey 
think  it  important  for  the  repose  of  vho  county,  that  the  cause  of 
complaint  should  as  far  as  possible,  bs  speedily  settled  beyond  the 
reach  of  farther  controversy.  The  various  points  made  by  the 
V  contending  parties  before  your  committee  are  mainly  rerolvable 
y  into  the  consLiiutionaJity  of  the  act  of  last  session.  If  that  act  be 
constitutional,  the  citizens  of  Lawrenceburgh,  iiowever  bar  lly  it 
may  operate  on  their  interests,  being  withoat  remedy  or  n3arly 
so,  will  naturally  resign  tiieir  claims  in  silence,  and  unaniiaousiy 
co-operate  vt^ith  the  county  at  large  in  matters  pertaiiiiiig  to  its 
genera!  welfare.  If,  on  the  contrary,  it  be  unconstitutional,  the 
sooner  it  is  so  decided  the  less  disappointment  will  be  experienc- 
ed by  the  citizens  of  Wilmington  and  others,  who  mighf"  otiier- 
wisc  incur  much  useiess  expense  on  the  contrary  siapposiiion. 

Your  committee  in  the  multiplicity  of  business  confided  io 
their  care  by  this  body,  have  had  neither  the  time  nor  the  means 
to  consult  authorities,  &c.  and  to  make  out  a  detailed  and  satis- 
factory report  touching  the  merits  of  this  question.  And  such  a 
report,  however  correct  in  its  views,  would  not  carry  the  same 
weight  and  authority  that  a  decision  pronounced  by  a  judicial 
tribunal  before  which  both  parties  would  be  fully  heard,  would 
properly  have.  They  have  therefore,  thought  it  better  not  to 
contribute  in  the  remotest  elegree  to  tlic  embarrassment  of  the 
question,  by  expressing  an  opinion  in  relation  to  it.  To  enable 
those  concerned  to  have  this  controversy  setllsd  by  the  judiciiry, 
a  majority  of  them  recommend  tlie  passage  of  an  act  suspending 
the  operation  of  the  act  of  last  session  ur.til  such  decision  can  be 
had.  The  next  term  of  the  Dearborn  circuit  court  is  held  on 
the  fourth  Monday  of  March  next.  The  bill  in  chancery  can  be 
formally  dismissed  at  that  term,  and  an  appeal  can  be  taken  and 
the  cause  submitted  for  a  decision  at  the  following  term  cfthe 
Supreme  court  v/hich  will  be  held  on  the  last  Monday  of  May 
next.  In  all  probability  a  final  decree  will  in  that  case  be  had 
by  that  tribunal  at  their  next  November  term  at  farliiest. 

That  decision  it  is  to  be  hoped,  will  more  than  any  legislative 
action,  tranquilize  the  county.  And  on  the  supposition  that  the 
claims  of  Wilmington  to  be  the  seat  of  justice  are  permanent, 
they  would  be  but  temporarily  postponed.  Entertaining  these 
views,  therefore,  your  committee  herewith  report  a  bill  suspend- 
ing the  operation  of  the  act  of  last  session  until  the  first  day  of 
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January  next,  enlitle<i  a  bill  in  relation  to  the  seat  of  justice  of 
Dearborn  coxiniy,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Thu  bill,  No.  67,  was  read.

son may  have  held  stock  in  said  corporation,  which  said  iiabihty 
maybe  enforced  by  an  action  of  debt  in  favor  of  any  creditor 
thereof  against  such  stockholder,  so  liable  as  aforesaid :  or  by  bill 
in  equity,  in  behalf  of  one  or  more  of  the  creditors  of  said  corpo- 
i'ation,  agaiiiStcne  or  m.orc  of  such  stockholders:  Provided,  That 
all  the  property  of  said  corporation  shall  be  first  exhausted,  before 
the  private  property  of  the  individual  stockholder  shall  be  liable. 
Jinrl provided^  also.  That  said  corporation  shall  at  no  one  time 
be  indebted  to  an  amount  exceeding  the  stock  sold  and  held  in 
said  coHiipany.  In  case  of  excess,  the  directors  under  whose  ad- 
ministration the  same  may  happen,  and  oy  whose  order  or  vote 
the  same  may  have  been  created,  shall  be  liable  therefor  in  their 
individual  capacity;  but  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  exempt  said  corporation,  or  the  stockholders  thereof, 
In  manner  aforesaid,  from  being  also  liable  for  said  excess."

183  43  interest  thereon,  to  the  1st  December  last. 

And  the  board  would  further  remark,  that  there  is  a  diiTerence 
between  the  amount  of  interest  here  charged  the  Merchants' 
Bank  and  the  credit  they  have  given  us,  subject  to  future  settle- 
ment; and  that  the  sum  deposited  in  the  Merchants'  Bank  was 
subject  the  1st  instant  to  payment  of  interest  on  all  the  loans 
made  for  canal  purposes  amountinc;  to  about  ^16,000. 

As  the  laws  in  relation  to  tlie  duties  of  the  Fund  Commissioners 
seem  to  invite  such  s'ip;ge&tions  as  may  be  thought  important  to 
further  the  interest  of  the  stale  in  procuring  loans;  your  Board 
would  respectfully  recommend,  ;!S  calculated  to  facilitate  that  ob- 
ject, that  an  appropriation  be  made  of  some  specifiq  fund  for  the 
payment  of  the  interest  on  the  loan  contemplated  by  the  act  of 
the  present  General  Assembly,  and  that  the  same  when  required 
for  that  purpose  be  paid  over  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Canal 
Fund. 

And  as  it  may  sometim.es  be  impossible  to  procure  the  signa- 
ture of  every  member  of  the  Board  to  the  Bonds  of  the  State 
they  are  authorized  to  execute,  wc  would  recommend  that  pro- 
visions be  made  by  law  that  in  all  cases  the  signature  of  a  major- 
ity of  the  Board  shall  be  sufficient. 

In  negotiating  loans  for  a  numbi^r  of  successive  years  it  may 
sometimes  happen,  as  it  has  heretofore,  that  permanent  loans  can- 
not be  made  advantageously  to  the  state,  or  on  terms  authorized 
by  law  in  time  to  meet  the  demand  on  the  fund,  from  woik  already 
under  contract,  or  in  progress.  To  remedy  which,  the  under- 
signed would  recommend  that  authority  be  given  to  contract  for 
temporary  loans  on  the  best  terms  they  can  be  procured  not  ex- 
ceeding six  per  cent.,  until  permanent  loans  can  advantageously 
be  obtained,  as  a  saving  may  thereby  perhaps  sometimes  be  made 
and  interruption  to  the  progress  of  the  work  prevented. 

The  same  reasons  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  a  discretiona- 
ry power  being  given  tojthe  Commissioners,  to  created  6  per  cent, 
stock  instead  of  five,  with  the  additional  one  that  there  may  be 
times  when  a  G  per  cent,  slock  may  command  so  jnuch  higher 
premium  than  a  live,  as  to  make  it  the  most  proiitable  loans. 

And  they  would  further  suggest  that  it  would  add  to  the  confi- 
dence of  capitalists  in  the  stocks,  if  a  sinking  fund  for  eventual 
redemption  of  the  bonds  was  provided  by  (he  state. 

If  the  Legislature  should  deem  it  expedient  to  appropriate  all 
the  premiums  received,  to  be  loaned  as  the  commissioners  of  the 
sinking  fund  are  loaning  funds  committed  to  their  charge,  it  would

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do  much  towards  accornplisliing  the  object;  and  it"  from  pretniumi 
and  other  sources  twelve  dollars  on  each  hundred  ot' stock  should 
be  appropriated  for  that  purpose,  and  loaned  at  8  per  cent,  in- 
terest per  annum  in  advance,  it  would  in  25  years  pay  the  entire 
principal.

The  President  laid  before  the  Senate,  the  report  of  the  Law- 
renceburgh  and  Indianapolis  Rail  Road  Company: 

To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

By  the  charter  granted  to  the  Lawrenceburgh  and  Indianap- 
olis rail  road  company,  it  is  required  that  a  statement  of  the  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  of  the  Company  be  annually  made  to 
the  Legislature,  under  the  oath  of  some  one  of  the  officers  of  said 
company. 

Pursuant  to  the  requisition  the  board  now  present  the  following 
statement,  and  in  doing  so  beg  leave  to  remark  that  they  have 
thought  it  most  proper  to  present  to  your  honorable  body,  barely 
a  transcript  of  the  payments  made  at  the  treasurer's  office,  al- 
though it  will  not  show  the  whole  amount  of  expenditures  up  to 
the  present  time;  that  as  returns  are  made  by  disbursing  agents, 
they  will  fall  into  the  report'*  of  ensuing  years,  and  to  anticipate 
them  now,  might  produce  confusion.  The  Board  will,  however, 
state,  that  between  3  and  4000  dollars  has  been  paid  out,  in  de- 
fraying expenses  of  engineers  the  preceeding  year,  fencing,  pur- 
chase of  real  estate  for  road  bed,  advances  and  payments  made  on 
the  contracts  for  graduation  and  masonry  on  the  first  sectional 
liawrenceburgh,  and  on  the  section  at  Shelbyville,  and  which  is 
not  included  in  the  account  now  presented. 

They  beg  leave  further  to  state,  that  in  the  prosecution  of  their 
business,  they  have  mot  with  one  embarrassment,  arising  from 
that  restriction  in  the  cliarter,  which  confines  the  road  to  80  feet 
in  width.  In  constructing  the  heavy  embankment  at  Lawrence- 
burgh, it  was  found  necessary  to  have  a  culvert  96  ft.  long,  and  that 
the  road  should  be  of  corresponding  width.  So  also  in  a  deep 
cut  in  the  same  neighborhotd,  a  width  of  80  feet  at  the  surface  is 
found  not  to  afford  the  slope  that  is  requisite.  As  such  instances 
may  occur,  and  as  a  greater  widih  in  many  other  places  (and  espe- 
cially in  towns  and  villages)  is  desirable,  the  board  respectfully 
solicit  an  extension  of  thtir  charter  in  that  respect,  permitting  the 
company  to  make  their  road  100  feet  wide  wherever  necessary. 

The  Board  further  respectfully  solicit  the  use  of  the  plats,  pro- 
filff,  books  and  estimates  made  by  the  State  Engineers  in  their 
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line  of  road,  engaging  to  return  them  to  the  proper  office,  so  soon 
as  the  final  location  is  completed.

The  board  duly  appieciata  tiie  many  and  weighty  reasons  suggested  by  professor  El- 
liot, their  chief  engineer,  urging  the  bnaid  to  fisk  tlie  Legislature  for  an  extension  of 
their  charter  to  lake  Michigan  anti  believe  it  would  add  n:Ui;h  to  tiie  sonihern  part  and 
secure  the  great  thnrongh.'are  frcnn  the  nnrihcm  lakes  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  to  pass 
directly  through  the  centre  of  the  state  of  Lidiana.  The  beneficial  residts  of  wiiirh, 
lo  the  state  vvould  be  immense,  'i'he  board  will  here  say,  having  commenced  this 
great  work,  they  will  prosecute  it  wth  all  their  means,  energy  and  riespatcli  in  their 
power  until  it  is  finished  ;  exiend  it  north  anil  sondi,  n^.aking  it  one  link  in  ihe  great  in- 
ternal improvement  chain  which  they  hope,  in  due  mne,  to  see  finished,  connecting  the 
north  with  tliR  south,  the  east  with  the  west,  in  one  great  bond  of  union,  never  to  be 
severed.  'J'he  Board  will  very  respectfully  here  remark,  that  the  last  Lrgislalure  order- 
ed a  number  of  surveys  lo  be  marie,  in  various  pans  of  the  state,  for  various  companies 
of  internal  impxovements;  the  cost  of  which  surveys  were  ordered  to  be  paid  by  the 
state,  'ihe  survey  of  this  road  was  omitted.  The  Board  respectfully  presume  this 
omission  was  accidental,  as  lliey  cannot  for  one  moment  harbour  the  idea  that  the  Le- 
gislature will  extend  favors  to  one  pait  of  il,<^  state,  and  refuse  the  same  favors  to  an- 
other [lart.  We  believe  in  the  wisdom, justice  and  niagnanimiiy  ofihe  stale  LegislAinre: 
therefore  the  board  respectfully  rpqnest  your  honorablR  borly  to  psy  tlie  expense  of  tiie 
survey  ;  a  bill  of  whicis  expenriitiue  is  with  tiiis  report  very  respectfully  presented. — 
Tlie  whole  cost  of  the  survey  is  fifteen  hundred  a;id  ninety  eight  dollars  and  nii.e  cents, 
as  allowed  by  the  board  ;  somewhere  about  $150  in  addition  may  be  allowed.  The 
board  further  request  your  honorable  body  to  extend  their  act  of  incoiporaiion  so  as  to 
permit  ilie  company  to  construct  this  road  across  tiie  state  lo  tiie  lake;  the  magnitude 
of  a  work  fiequently  hastens  and  secures  the  comi'letion,  esp?cia!ly  when  great  results 
aie  to  be  produced.  VVc  know  there  are  and  always  will  be  honest  dilferenres  of  opin- 
ion, upon  all  subjects,  especially  upon  all  weighty  matters,  and  we  respect  tiiem.  With 
all  due  deference  to  the  opinions  of  those  wlio  differ  with  us,  we  ask  them  lo  look  to  the 
great  projection  of  South  Carolina ;  the  stupendous  wcrk  of  New  Orleans,  already 
conutienced  ;  each  pointing  to  Nashville.  When  these  works  are  completed,  ihey  will 
not  have  an  etpial  in  magnitude  upon  the  globle.  ISee  Ohio  inviting  them  on  the  east, 
Illinois  pushing  through  her  improvements  from  lake  IMichigan  to  the  Mississippi  on  the 
west;  Indiana  diiectly  in  the  course,  will  she  by  tardy  movements  suffer  herself  lo  be 
out-f?anked  on  the  riglit  and  on  the  left — suffer  tiie  great  thoroughfare  between  the  north- 
ern lakes  and  theGulf  of  Mexico  to  pass  around  and  not  through  her  extensive  regions 
of  exliuberantsoil?  Can  Indiana  be  unmindful  that  Ohio  has,  at  great  cost  and  ex- 
pense constructed  a  canal  in  her  state  cementing  lake  Eiie  v.  ith  the  Ohio,  and  is  now 
about  to  undertake  to  construct  a  rail  roail  fioni  lake  Erie  io  the  Ohio  liver  at  Cinciu- 
nati  to  meet  the  southern  projections.  Thissjieaks  volumos  nion  the  suliject.  Why  is 
all  this?  The  age  we  live  in  is  a  remarkable  age.  l^pjects ,  v. Iiich  a  few  years  since 
were  thought  a  chimera  of  the  brain  or  the  offspring  of  a  di-mdercd  iinagination,  arc 
now  realized.  Man's  march  is  ever  onward  ;  never  satisfied  hut  wiili  the  most  rapid 
movements.  Indiana  must  adopt  that  kind  o(  internal  improvements  wliich  will  per- 
mit all  kinds  of  intercommunication  lo  pass  through  her,  at  ;is  high  velocities  as  can  be 
done  on  any  other  line.  Then  she  secures  the  immense  Mipplies  of  sugar,  coffee,  and 
innumerable  other  articles  to  supply  that  vast  region  ot  'ountry  about  lake  Michigan, 
the  ^^'h'l!6  of  slate  Michigan  on  the  east,  a  lar^r   jv^riioii  of  Iliinoig  nnd  the  territory  on 
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the  ivci.,  'J■'^!'.'.l•?  '-viige  quaotuics  would  pass  to  lake  Erie  ihrough  the  VVabaih  and  Eris 
raiw!.  vVith  iliie  rail  road  lo  lake  Micliigan,  passengers,  §oocls,  wares,  and  rnerchaii- 
flize,  allkin'isof  pioductions  could  pass  to  New  Orleans  or  Charifiston  in  four  or  five 
(lays,  lo  ihe  lakes  anrl  from  the  lakes  to  those  towns  in  the  same  time.  Hitherto  coffee, 
sugar,  and  a  great  many  other  necessary  articles  of  coiisumpiioii  have  had  to  pass  by 
the  way  of  New  York  iluo'igh  the  New  Yoik  canal  lo  lake  Erie,  thence  around  by  the 
hikfs  lo  the  various  places  of  consumption.  Articles  passing  this  route  are  subject  to  the 
dangers  of  the  ocean,  several  storages,  drayages,  and  comuussions,  besides  delays  in  re- 
ship, nent.  Thiough  Indiana  only  one  storage,  drayage  and  commijsion,  and  no  dangers 
of  tliH  ocean.  .^ 

We  have  a  little  state  pride.  It  is  lautlable  in  Ohio  to  secure  this  thoroughfare  if  she 
fan  on  the  east.  It  is  laudable  in  Illinois,  if  she  can  to  turn  it  round  on  the  west. 
fSut  as  citizens  of  Indiana  it  would  be  extre:nely  mortifying  to  us  to  see  this  boon  wrest- 
ed from  Indiana — to  see  this  great  source  of  wealth,  xvhich  would  invigorate,  vivify, 
and  expand  all  the  villages,  towns,  and  cities  scattered  all  along  this  whole  route,  and 
through  our  wide  doinnin,  lo'^t,  or  in  any  maimer  by  our  rivals  wrested  from  Indianians. 
So  sure  as  our  rival  slates,  on  the  east  and  on  the  west,  adopt  Ihit  kind  of  internal  im- 
provement which  moves  all,  [lassing  at  high  viilotites,  and  Indiana  adopts  the  slow  or 
Jov"  velocities,  this  thorouglifare  between  the  northern  lakes  and  Gulf  of  Mexico,  with 
all  its  beneficial  results,  is  lost,  is  gone  from  Indiana.  Man  must  change  his  nature 
before  he  will  consent  to  move  from  two  to  five  miles  per  hour,  when  he  can  move  from 
ten  to  twent3'  miles  per  hour  with  the  same  ease  or  greater,  and  for  a  ie^s  expense. 

As  lo  tlio  business  to  be  done  uppn  this  road,  our  views  were  fully  expressed  in  the 
report  of  last  year.  We  have  seen  nothing  to  change  thai  opinion,  but  much  to 
support  and  confirm  it.  If  the  affairs  of  the  company  are  well  managed,  we  cannot 
doubt  but  that  th'^  stock  will  be  very  profitable,  and  yield  a  large  per  cent.;  and  such 
is  the  opinion  of  all  those  well  arquainted  with  the  management  of  rail  roads  and 
rail  road  stock  with  whom  we  have  corresponded.  It  will  be  seen  by  the  engineer's  re- 
port which  is  herewith  siibmitted,  thatthe  route  is  very  favorable ,  and  that  the  road 
can  be  constructed  as  easily  and  for  less  money  per  mile,  upon  an  average  than  any 
other  load  of  similar  character  in  the  state.  i\s  the  state  will  probably  institute  a 
system  of  interna!  improvement  upon  a  liberal  plan,  it  is  the  wish  and  desire  of  this 
board  to  hartnnnize  wiih  the  state  in  this  system  so  far  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  mu- 
tual iiiteresiof  the  state  and  company.  Tiie  board  respectfully  request  that  the  cred- 
it of  the  stale  may  be  exiende'd  to  this  company  upon  the  same  principles  it  has  beeu 
extended  to  the  LawrcMiceburgh  and  Indianapolis  rail  road  company,  and  fur  the  sanre 
amount.  The  board  further  request  that  the  state  will  take  a  siifficient  amount  of  stock 
in  this  company  to  construct  that  part  of  the  road  beiwecn  Bedford  and,  Blooniington, 
if  no  more;  that  part  being  included  in  the  Cravvfoi'dsville  and  New  Albany  survey, 
reserving  the  right  of  the  state  to  comiect  the  Craafordsville  road  at  Bedford  and 
Bloomington.  If  the  Lpgislature  should  nut  think  it  advisable  to  extend  any  favors  lo 
the  company,  although  we  cannot  believe  such  an  incident  will  happen,  the  board  would 
very  res|)eclfully  request  your  honorable  body  relinquish  the  nine  hundred  shares  of  iho 
stock  reserved  by  the  act  of  incorporation  for  the  state  to  the  contpany  that  they  may 
be  disposed  of  to  capitalists  by  the  company,  to  enable  the  work  to  progress.  The 
board  would  further  request  yourhonorable  body  not  to  prejudice  or  in  any  way  to  injure 
any  interest  of  the  company  by  any  legistalive  enactment.  It  is  the  anxious  desire  of 
the  board  to  see  internal  inTprovements  progrt-ss  judiciously  until  every  part  of  the  state 
is  improved  susceptible  of  improvement ;  and  the  beneficial  results  exteirded  to  every  cit- 
izen in  the  state,  by  reducing  the  price  of  transportation  of  all  exports  and  imports,  there- 
by raising  the  price  of  all  articles  of  Indiana  production  ,  and  reducing  the  price  of  all 
articles  of  Iirdiana  consumption.  All  which  is  V'ry  respectfully  submitted  by  order  of 
il'e  board.

Gentlemen — 

In  compliance  with  your  invitation  to  me  to  make  an  examina- 
tion, survey  and  estimate  for  a  rail  road  from  Indianapolis  via 
Martinsville,  Bloomington,  Bedford,  Orleans  and  Paoli,  lo  Lcav- 
enivorlh,  I  have  the  iionor  ofsubmitting  the  following 
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Messrs.  D.  M.  Elliott  and  J.  S.  Walts,  members  of  the  last 
senior  class  of  Indiana  College,  having  reported  themselves  for 
duly,  the  necessary  company  was  organized  and  the  survey  com- 
menced at  Indianapolis.  For  the  convenience  of  calculation, 
the  route  is  divided  i;ito  Six  divisions,  and  these  are  subdivided 
into  sections,  with  reference  to  the  grade.  The  route  has  been 
ruttso  as  to  equalize  as  near  as  possible  the  amount  of  excavation 
and  embankment,  and  in  the  estimate  both  are  summed  up  under 
the  head  of  grading. 

The  tirst  division,  cxiending  from  Indianapolis  to  Little  Indian 
creek,  is  35.61  miles  in  length.  This  lies  entirely  in  the  bottom 
of  White  river,  and  is  comparatively  level  with  but  two  excep- 
tions, as  is  shown  by  the  annexed  table.  It  passes  alternately 
through  heavy  timbered  land  and  plantations  in  a  high  state  of 
cultivation.  Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Meridian  and 
Columbia  streets,  the  route  takes  the  direction  of  the  Blooming- 
ton  road,  crossing  Pogue's  run  and  Pleasant  run.  Shortly  be- 
fore crossing  the  latter  it  bears  12  degrees  west,  on  a  radius  of 
:3'2,000  feet;  continuing  in  about  the  same  direction,  it  crosses 
Lick  creek.  Buck  creek,  and  avoiding  the  heads  of  several 
small  marshes,  and  passing  a  small  muddy  run,  at  Pleasant  run 
and  near  the  county  line,  where  it  again  coincides  with  the 
Bloomington  road,  and  in  the  same  direction  crosses  Money 
creek;  then  bearing  gradually  to  the  west,  it  crosses  King's  run, 
four  fifths  of  a  mile  from  Port  Royal,  then  bearing  slightly  to  the 
westward,  it  ascends  by  a  drain  from  King's  run  to  Port  Royal, 
and  descends  again  by  the  valley  of  Bluff  creek  to  the  White 
river  bottom,  making  two  curves  in  its  descent  of  one  thousand 
and  of  twenty-seven  hundred  feet  radius.  Bearing  slightly  to 
ihe  Eastward,  the  route  conforms  to  the  direction  of  the  bluff  or 
second  bank  of  the  river;  crossing  Gravel  run.  Crooked  creek, 
Slotl's  creek,  some  several  drains,  the  bed  of  a  marsh,  and  cross- 
es Clear  creek  near  the  Bloomington  road.  Here  two  routes 
offer — one  following  the  course  of  the  White  river  road  to  Mar- 
tinsville— the  other  taking  a  direct  course  the  hills  to  Martins- 
ville. The  former  has  somewhat  the  advantage  in  point  of 
level,  but  is  more  circuitous.  The  latter  was  preferred:  as- 
cending therefore  by  the  Grassy  fork  ofClear  creek,  which  heads 
in  the  direction  ofMartinsville,  penetrating  the  ridge  in  several 
places,  the  line  arrives  at  a  low  gap  caused  by  two  streams  tak- 
ing their  rise  there,  and  flowing  in  opposite  directions.  Passing 
this  ridge  (which  is  of  easy  excavation)  by  a  cut;  it  descends  to 
the  plain  of  Martinsville  by  a  slope  on  the  hill  side.  A  good 
route  may  be  had  from  the  cut,  direct  to  the  crossing  of  Big  In- 
dian creek,  butjby  way  Martinsville  the  descent  is  more  gradual. 
From  Martinsville  a  straight  line  is  run  to  the  crossing  of  Big  In- 
dian creek,  through  an  even   bottom,  thence   to  the  crossing  of 


l.itle  Indi;in  creeek,^  the  rou(e  is  level  and  straight.  On  this  di- 
vieion,  timber  of  the  beat  quality  is  to  be  had  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  route,  and  as  much  of  it  passes  through  cultivated 
fields,  the  grubbing  and  clearing  will  not  be  expensive.  Good 
building  stone  is  convenient  when  needed,  except  from  the  quar- 
ry at  the  Bluffs  to  Indianapolis. 

Division  second,  from  Little   Indian  creek  to  Bloornington,  distance 

16.71  miles . 
This  division  embraces  two  routes,  only  one  of  which  has 
been  surveyed.  The  eastern  division  takes  nearly  a  straight  di- 
rection to  Bloomington,  crossing  the  two  ridges  separating  the 
valley  of  Little  Indian  creek  from  the  valley  of  Btan  Blossom, 
where  the  western  division  unites  with  it  having  passed  down  the 
valley  of  White  river  and  up  tke  valley  of  Bean  Blossom,  thus 
avoiding  these  elevations  at  the  expense  of  some  increase  of  dis- 
tance. Which  of  these  two  routes  should  ultimately  be  adopted, 
must  be  determined  by  a  careful  survey  of  the  western  with  the 
eastern.  From  their  point  of  union  in  tlie  valley  of  Bean  Blos- 
som, the  line  having  crossed  that  stream,  ascending  to  Bloom- 
ington by  the  valley  of  Griffith  creek  and  Hester's  run:  overcom- 
ing tiie  elet'ation  in  a  slope  of  4.2  miles. 

Division  third,  Jrom  Bloomington  to  Drijlzvood  Fork  of  White  river, 
distance  28.52  miles. 
This  division  has  to  surmount  considerable  difficulties.  The 
route  at  first  descends  the  valley  of  Clear  creek  on  smooth  ground 
and  even  slope,  crossing  the  creek  once,  and  also  Jackson's  fork 
near  its  mouth,  also  two  small  branches  of  Clear  creek.  The 
route  meets  with  no  difficulty  until  it  reaches  Ketcham's  mill?, 
here  the  character  of  the  stream  changes,  the  bottom  becomes 
narrow,  the  banks  swell  to  cliffs,  and  the  stream  meandering  the 
valley  alternately  washes  the  base  on  either  side.  The  first  bend 
is  passed  by  crossing  the  creek  twice  in  a  short  distance;  and  as 
embankment  is  necessary  across  the  bottom,  it  will  be  advisable 
to  change  the  course  of  the  creek  by  a  dam,  and  cause  it  to  flow 
through  a  new  channel  formed  by  an  excavation  and  embankment 
across  the  isthmus.  The  dam  must  be  of  sufficient  width  and 
height  to  form  the  road  bed:  and  at  the  second  crossing  a  simple 
truss  bridge  will  be  sufficient-  The  route  can  now  he  continued 
on  the  same  side  of  (he  creek,  and  two  more  bluffs  avoided  by 
bearing  back  from  the  creek  in  a  kind  of  valley  gradually  rising 
and  descending  again,  it  meets  and  crosses  the  creek  at  right  an- 
gles. At  this  point  the  creek  flows  between  high  bluff  banks  of 
limestone,  which  may  easily  be  converted  into  abutments  for  a 
bridge.  From  this  point  the  creek  bears  away  eastward ;  its  val- 
ley haa  therefore  to  be  relinquished,  as  well  on  account  of  itc 
course  as  the  ragged  nature  of  its  valley  and  the  influence  of 
back  water  from  Salt  creek.      Bearing  nearly  south,  the  rout« 


travorscs  about  a  mile  and  a  half  over  a  counlry  l)roken  by  ih^* 
ravines  of  Clear  cr.,  it  then  readies  the  head  of  Perkirrs  or  Gul- 
lit's  cr.,  which  being  in  (he  course  is  followed,  taking  advantage 
of  a  side  hill,  it  ascends  from  the  valley  and  rrof-sos  another  fork 
of  the  creek.  After  traversing  a  fine  ridge  for  some  distance,  it 
descends  by  the  valley  of  JIari's  creek  to  Sait  creek;  a  slope  of 
4.46  miles.  The  bottom  of  Salt  creek  is  overflowed  to  the  dis- 
tance of  about  70  rods,  here  an  eip.bankmenl  of  10  feet  high  wili 
be  necessary,  and  high  abutments  on  both  banks  of  JSait  creek. 
Immediately  opposite  enters  a  small  creek  leading  in  the  direction 
of  Bedford;  near  the  head  of  this  one  foikof  Spider  creek  inter- 
locks with  it,  flowing  in  the  opposite  direction;  while  another 
rising  near  Bedford',  flows  to  the  north  west  meeting  the  latter; 
through  these  the  line  reaches  Bedford  at  Ll)e  expense  of  a  deep 
cut  to  reach  Spider  creek.  From  Bedford  the  line  descends  in  a 
southwesterly  direction  and  crosses  Driftwood  fork,  near  the 
mouth  of  Lcatherwood. 

That  this  route  is  dilBcult  and  expensive,  must  at  once  be  seen, 
besides  in  order  to  reach  Bedtord,  we  must  exceed  our  maximum 
grade  of  50  feet  per  mile,  which  is  not  the  case  on  any  other  part 
of  the  route.  I  will  here  reco.mmend  to  3  our  consideration,  an- 
other route,  marked  on  the  maji  by  a  dotted  line,  from  Blooming- 
ton,  bearing  west  of  the  present  one,  and  crossing  White  river 
below  (he  mouth  of  Salt  creek.  This  route  follows  the  dividing 
ridge  between  Clear  creek  and  indir'n  creek,  thus  avoiding  Clear 
creek,  Salt  creek,  and  all  their  tributaries,  and  saving  the  expense 
of  the  heavy  grading,  masonry,  and  bridging,  necessary  in  passing 
them,  as  also  the  deep  cut  at  Bedford,  which  altogether  will  not 
amount  to  a  less  sum  than  fifty  thousand  dollars.  1  would  there- 
lore  recommend  to  your  honorable  Board  to  apply  for  an  amend- 
ment of  the  charter  so  as  to  leave  Bedford  out  of  the  route.  _-i 

The  East  of  Driftwood  fork  of  White  river,  at  the  point  of 
crossing  is  578  feet  wide:  on  the  north  side  must  be  an  embank- 
ment extending  across  the  bottom  to  prevent  the  water  running 
round  the  abutment,  which  must  be 25  feet  above  the  bed  of  the  ri- 
ver; on  the  south  side  is  a  oluffiimestone  bank,  which  will  only  need 
facing  to  make  an  excellent  abutment,  but  l)y  using  which,  the 
span  of  the  bridge  will  be  increased  to  GOO  feet,  and  will  therefore 
require  four  arches  of  150  feet  span  each.  The  whole  work  will 
require  to  be  v/ell  secured  against  freshets,  which  annually  inun- 
date this  river. 

Divifion  fourth,  from   Driftwood  fork  to    Orleans,  distance  10.67 

miles. 

This  division  passes  over  no  water  course,  the  country  abound- 
ing with  sinks,  through  which  the  wator  frouj  the  surface  de- 
scends and  coursing  under  ground  form  subterraneous  channels, 
from  which  it  sometimes  emerges  and  sinks  again  as  suddenly. 
This   is  the    distinguishing    feature  of  the   country  from  this  to 


Leavenworth.  A  very  good  route  with  small  expense  may  be 
had  here  by  running  it  so  as  to  avoid  the  deepest  sinks,  occa- 
sionally following  tha  course  of  valleys. 

Division  Jifth,  from  Orleans  to  Lick  creek  summit,  distance  15.67 

miles. 

From  Orleans  the  general  surface  of  the  courfry  is  level  until 
Tve  reach  Lost  river,  and  cross  over  the  dry  bed;  the  country 
tlien  commences  rising  and  continues  so  until  the  summit  be- 
tween Lost  river  and  Lick  creek  is  attained;  the  line  (hen  de- 
scends to  JJck  creek,  and  passing  Paoli,  continues  up  the  vallies 
of  Lick  creek  and  one  of  its  tributaries,  the  road  bed  coinciding 
almost  entirely  with  the  surface  of  the  ground  until  the  dividing 
ridge  between  Lick  creek  and  Patoka,  is  obtained. 

Division  sixth,  from  Lkk  creek  summit  to    Leavenmorth,   distance 

2L97  miles. 

Descending  by  one  of  the  heads  of  Patoka  to  the  main  stream, 
it  is  found  expedient  to  cross  it  three  times,  as  the  stream  is  verv 
is  very  crocked  and  washes  the  banks  alternately  on  either  side, 
but  as  the  stream  is  small,  the  expense  will  not  be  great.  After 
crossing  it  the  third  time  the  route  ascends  the  valley  of  a  small 
creek,  leading  in  a  good  direction  and  with  n.  fine  grade  uniil  the 
summit  of  the  ridge  between  Patoka  and  Whiskey  Run  is  obtain- 
ed; thence  descending  and  crossing  Whiskey  Run  and  Brandy 
Run,  and  ascending  the  valleys  of  the  latter,  the  summit  of  the 
White  Oak  Ridge  is  obtained.  From  this  point  to  the  head  of 
Dry  Run,  little  grading  will  be  necessary,  as  the  whole  route  is 
an  even  ridge.  Descending  one  of  the  branches  of  Dry  run,  the 
trace  arrives  at  a  point  opposite  the  town  of  Leavenworth,  I  mile 
distant  with  a  ridge  intervening.  This  ridge  is  dec-ply  indented 
with  two  ravines  heading  together  at  its  summit,  and  taking  op- 
posite directions,  one  to  Leavenworth  and  the  other  to  Dry  run. 

Any  required  elevation  can  be  kept  upon  the  north  side  of  the 
ridge  in  descending  Dry  run:  if  tht;  route  is  kept  upon  elevation 
of  thirty  feet  above  Leavenworth,  the  length  of  a  horizontal  tun- 
nel through  the  hill  will  be  6l6yards,  and  the  descent  from  that 
to  the  river  will  be  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred  feet  to  the  mile,  for 
a  distance  of  4G2  yards.  If  the  descent  on  the  South  side  be  at 
the  rate  of  150  feet  per  mile,  the  length  cf  tunnel  will  be  4G9 
yards.  Ifihe  grade  be  two  hundred  feet  per  mile,  the  length  of 
the  tunnel  will  only  be  192  yards. 

By  a  reference  to  the  may,  it  will  be  perceived  that  3  routes 
are  laid  down  between  stations  1270  r.nd  I36f);  the  one  pursuing 
the  route  through  Whiskey  run  valley,  already  described,  the 
other  ascending  the  ridge  by  the  western  fork  of  a  small  creek 
emptying  into  Patoka,  follows  the  ridge  around  the  head  of  Whis- 
key and  Brandv  run?,  and  uniting  with  the  other  at  the  summit 
P*  3     ■ 
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of  the  White  Oak  Ridge.  This  is  decidedly  the  better  route, 
botli  as  it  regards  level  and  the  expense  of  construction,  and  will 
increase  the  distance  but  little;  on  this  route,  therefore  the  esti- 
mate has  been  made.  Ifit  should  be  considered  inexpedient  to 
make  a  tunnel  through  the  hill,  the  route  may  be  carried  on  a 
level  ridge  until  it  arrives  on  the  hill  in  the  rear  of  Leavenworth. 
From  this  point  an  inclined  plane  of  half  a  mile  long  and  200 
feet  descent  will  terminate  the  route  on  the  river  bank  as  before. 
These  alterations  must  be  decided  by  a  careful  survey,  having 
more  time  allowed  for  its  accomplishment  than  (ould  b<;  for  thi?, 
as  the  necessity  of  a  report  being  presented  to  the  present  J^egis- 
lature,  hurried  the  survey  to  its  final  completion.  I  believe, 
however,  that  it  will  be  found  to  be  the  interest  of  the  company 
to  terminate  the  route  at  Leavenworth  by  a  tunnel,  and  even  if 
the  expense  should  be  too  great  to  warrant  its  immediate  com- 
pletion, the  road  might  be  comment  ed  at  the  contemplated  ter- 
mination of  its  northern  end,  and  establish  the  depot  there  and 
dray  from  that  point  to  the  river,  but  little  more  than  a  half  mile. 
The  estimate  tor  the  grading,  contemplates  space  for  a  double 
track,  twenty-four  feet  wide,  with  slopes  according  to  the  nature 
of  the  material,  whether  in  cut  or  embankment,  but  always  as 
high  as  45  degrees. 

The  route  passes  through  a  country  much  diversified  with 
iiills  and  valleys,  and  passes  several  streams  at  right  angles,  but 
the  route  has  been  so  selected  that  in  passing  a  ridge  it  follows 
to  its  head  one  stream,  and  descends  another,  interlocking  with 
it,  and  flowing  in  opposite  directions,  and  in  several  places  the 
streams  seem  to  be  arranged  for  this  express  purpose. 

The  estimates  hereunto  annexed,  must  not  be  considered  as 
rigidly  correct,  but  only  as  near  an  approximation  as  can  be  ob- 
tained by  an  experimental  survey;  and  no  doubt  will  be  more 
than  sufficient,  if  some  alterations  suggested  in  this  report  should 
be  made  in  the  route. 

As  a  large  portion  of  the  route  passes  through  cultivated  fields 
and  open  ground,  the  clearing  and  grubbing  will  not  be  expensive. 
The  estimate  is  at  the  rate  of  §"300  per  mile  the  whole  distance, 
or  about  §'600  per  mile  for  timbered  land.  On  the  whole  of  the 
route.  White  oak  of  the  best  quality  can  be  obtained  in  the  im- 
mediate vicinity  for  the  construction  of  the  wood  work.  Stone 
of  the  best  quality  can  be  had  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the 
works  on  the  whole  route;  except  the  part  between  Port  Royal 
and  Indanapolis.  In  consequence  of  this  the  item  of  masonry 
will  be  comparatively  cheap,  as  almost  the  entire  expense  of 
transportation  of  stone  will  be  saved. 

Then  I  would  recommend  that  the  line  from  the  BlufTs  to  In- 
dianapolis be  constructed  simultaneous  with,  or  previous  to  the 
commencement  of  the  route  at  the  Ohio.  The  stone  used  in  In- 
dianapolis for  building,  and  that  which  will  be  used  in  the  vicini- 
ty of  that  plae«e,  io  the  construction  cf  works  on  this  line  and  the 
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others  uniting  at  Indianapolis,  would  supply  a  large  amount  of 
transportation,  and  would  alone  be  sufficient  to  warrant  the  con- 
struction of  this  part  of  the  line,  as  the  amount  would  increase 
with  the  facilities  of  transportation. 

The  most  economical  method  of  constructing  this  part  of  the 
line,  would  be  to  commence  it  at  the  Bluffs,  and  the  part  finished 
could  be  used  for  the  transportation  of  stone  and  materials  for  the 
construction  of  the  rest. 

The  construction  recommended  is  the  flat  bar  with  a  flange  on 
the  inner  edge,  laid  on  White  oak  siring  pieces  let  into  the  trans- 
versesleepers  and  secured  by  a  dovetail  wedge;  the  iron  to  be 
two  inches  wide,  and  half  an  inch  thick,  with  atiiangular  flange 
of  half  an  inch  deep  and  half  an  inch  in  width  sloping  off  at  an 
angle  of  45  degrees,  so  as  to  make  the  inner  edge  of  the  bar  one 
inch  thick.  The  string  pieces  of  the  best  White  oak,  5  inches 
by  9,  supported  at  intervals  of  9  feet  by  transverse  sills  8  feet 
long  and  not  less  than  12  inches  thick,  imbedded  in  the  ground, 
and  on  embankments  on  soft  ground  supported  by  bearing  timbers 
laid  lengthwise.  The  expense  of  such  a  superstructure  would  be 
as  follows:

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In  order  that  your  road  may  be  as  profitable  to  the  stockhold- 
ers  and  83  advansageous  to  the  community  as  possible  it  is  neces- 
sary that  it  should  be  extended  so  as  to  connect  the  Ohio  river 
with  the  northern  Lukes,  and  thus  aflTord  a  channel  of  communi- 
cation between  the  north  and  south.  The  only  question  will  be 
at  what  point  shail  it  terminate. 

1st.  I  would  recommend  Lake  Michigan  rather  than  Lake 
Frie,a?  the  latter  is  already  supplied  with  three  canals  and  t'.vo 
rail  roads  in  various  singes  of  completion. 

2d.  You  would  be  dependejit  on  Ohio  for  part  of  your  route. 

3d.  The  territory  of  the  United  Stales  surrounding  the  former 
13  much  more  extensive  than  that  surrounding  the  latter. 

4th.  It  is  entirely  unsupplied  with  an  avenue  to  the  southern 
market. 

Your  line  being  thus  extended,  your  southern  neighbors  will 
soon  see  the  policy  of  connecting  with  i%  thus  oflfording  an  entire 
chain  from  Lake  Michigan  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  by  the  Nevr 
Orleans  and  Nashville  Rail  Road,  and  to  the  Atlatitic  by  the 
Charleston,  Hamburgh,  Augusta,  and  Athens  Rail  Road,  which 
will  be  extended  to  intersect  the  former. 

The  inrmense  produce  of  the  south,  destined  for  the  supply  of 
the  middle  and  northern  part  of  our  slate,  and  the  greater  part  of 
Michigan,  and  the  northern  part  of  Illinois  will  find  a  direct  vent 
through  this  route  to  those  countries,  and  their  produce  will  re- 
turn in  exchange.  It  would  be  work  of  superogation  to  point 
out  to  you  the  internal  improvements  of  New  York,  Pennsylva- 
nia, Ohio,  &c. 

In  applying  for  nn  extension  of  your  character,  jou  should 
guard  against  making  too  many  points  on  the  route,  as  it  occasions 
great  embarrassment  in  the  survey,  and  often  necessitates  the  lo- 
cation of  the  road  on  worse  ground  than  might  otherwise  have 
been  obtained. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  express  my  thanks  to  those  gentlemen 
on  the  route  who  so  kindly  favored  us,  and  whose  attentions  to 
us  were  invaluable.  And  also,  to  my  assistants,  Messrs.  D.  M. 
Elliott,  and  J.  S.  Watts,  whose  energy  and  perseverance,  even 
during  the  most  inclement  wr;ather,  contributed  so  materially  to 
the  speedy  completion  of  the  survey.

It  appears  that  several 
of  the  legatees  are  infanis  of  lender  years,  and  others  of  them 
are  of  the  age  of  maturity,  the  o'-ject  of  the  petitioners  can  be 
safely  and  readily  ohtaincd  by  an  application  of  their  gu-irdian  to 
the  Piice  probate  court  for  leave  to  sell  the  interest  of  the  iniant 
legatees.  This  can  be  elFected  either  by  a  saie  to  the  highest 
bidder  according  to  tile  mode  now  in  force,  or  by  an  authority  to 
the  guardian  to  dispose  of  the  same  at  private  sale,  utider  the 
provisions  vi  an  act  passed  at  the  present  session,  as  the  probate 
court  may  order  on  a  proper  representation  made.  The  rights 
of  the  v/idow  and  such  of  the  legatees  as  are  above  the  age  of 
twenty-one  can  be  disposed  of  to  the  same  or  another  purchaser, 
by  their  own  deed  or  deeds,  without  any  authoriiy  on  the  part  of 
the  Probate  Couitorof  the  I^egislature.  This  mode  of  nispo. 
6ing  of  the  property  in  question,  would  confer  an  ir!disputal)!e 
title,  and  would  for  that  reason  command  a  price  more  nearly  cor- 
responding with  its  value.  The  interest  of  the  petitioners  (hem- 
selves  therefore  in  addition  to  the  reasons  be'ore  advanced,  has 
induced  your  committee  to  report  that  it  is  improper  (o  legislate 
on  the  subject,  and  they  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  farther 
consideration  of  the  same.

Mr.  President— 

The  committee  on  the  afiairs  of  the  state  prison  to  whom  was 
referred  sundry  documents  relative  to  said  person,  have  had  the 
same  under  consideration  and  report  the  following  abstract 
amount  of  sales  of  manufactured  articles  and  all  the  products  of 
the  labor  of  the  convicts  from  December  1834  to  December  1835, 
is  $10,800  07.  Aggregate  amount  of  expenditures  for  the 
same  period  is  $5,307  76  3-4  cts.  Nett  amount  of  receipts  over 
iB'xpensesis  $5,492  31  3-4  cts.  There  has  been  confined  in  the 
F  4 
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prison  the  last  year,  as  per  report  of  superintendent,  77  convicts 
of  whom  47  were  convicted  of  larceny,  3  for  passing  counter- 
feit money,  4  of  manslaughter,  2  of  assault  and  battery  with  in- 
intent  to  kill,  5  of  roigcrv,'2  of  burglary,  2  of  abetting  crime,  2  of 
perjury,  2  of  manslaughter,  1  of  stealing,  1  of  rape,  4  of  A  andB 
intent  to  murder,  2  of  rubbery. 

The  cnnimittee  have  also  had  under  consideration  so  much  of 
the  mes-age  of  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  as  relates  to  the 
state  prison,  requesting  the  legislature,  should  they  consider  it 
advisable,  to  mal;e  it  the  duly  of  one  or  more  of  the  state  officers 
to  ascertain  whether,  and  if  so,  for  what  sum  the  prison  and  pri- 
son grounds  can  be  sold,  and  upon  what  terms  a  new  and  more 
capacious  one  can  be  built  at  or  near  the  seat  of  government.

Judicial  Circuit  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  on  Articles  of  Impeach- 
ment,  preferred  agaiiist  him  by  the  House  of  Representatives  of 
said  State. 

STATE  OF  INDIANA,  to  wit: 

High  Court  op  Impeachment  for  tks  State  of  Indiana, 
FRIDAY,  9  o-clock,  A.  M., 

January  22,  1836. 

This  day  having  been  designated  by  the  Senate,  for  the  purpose  of  sit- 
ting as  a  High  Court  of  Impeachment,  for  the  trial  of  Gustavus  A.  Ev- 
erts, Presideni  Judge  of  the  eighth  Judicial  Circuit  of  said  State,  against 
whom  the  House  of  Representatives  has  preferred  Articles  of  Impeach- 
ment. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Whitcomb,  the  following  resolution  Vv'-as  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Sena,te  do  now  resolve  itself  into  a  Court  of  Im- 
peachment, for  the  trial  of  the  Articles  preferred  by  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatii^es,  against  Gustavus  A.  Everts,  President  Judge  of  the  eghth 
Judicial  Circuit,  and  that  the  ilouse  of  Representatives  be  informed 
thereof. 

Information  thereof  having  been  communicated  to  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, by  the  Secretary,  the  President  of  the  Senate, in  pursuance 
of  the  "rules  for  the  government  of  the  Senate  whilstsitting  as  a  Court  of 
Impeachment,"  administered  to  the  Secretary,  in  presence  of  the  Sen- 
ate, the  following  oath:  "You  do  solemnly  swear,  that  you  v/ill  faithfully 
and  impartially,  to  the  best  of  your  ability,  discharge  the  duties  of  Secre- 
tary of  the  Senate,  whilst  sitting  as  a  Court  of  Impeachment." 

After  which  the  Secretary  administered  to  the  Senators  collectively, 
(excepting  Messrs.  Conwell,  Hamilton  and  Morgan  who  were  absent, 
the  following  oath,  viz:  "You  and  each  of  you  do  solemnly  swear,  that 
you  v/ill,  faithfully  and  impartially,  hear  and  determine,  the  Articles  of 
Impeachment  submitted  to  your  decision,  wherein  the  House  of  Repre- 
gentatives,  on  behalf  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  is  the  complainant,  and 
Gustavus  A.  Everts,  President  Judge  of  the  eighth  Judicial  Circuit  of 
the  State  of  Indiana,  is  defendant,  and  do  justice  between  the  parties, 
So  help  you  God. 

Whereupon,  the  President  ordered  the  Court  to  be  opened  by  procla- 
piation  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  which  was  done  accordingly. 

Messrs.  Liston,  Huntington,  Thompson  of  Lawrence  and  Evans  of 
the  House  of  Representatives,  appeared  in  Court  and  took  their  seats, 
as  Managers  on  the  part  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  for' the  pur- 
pose of  conducting  the  Impeachment. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Liston,  on  the  psrt  of  the  Managera,  the  defendant 


was  called,  who  appeared  at  the  bar,  in  person,  and  by  Messrs.  Fiotch- 
cr  and  Dunn  as  his  counsel. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Liston,on  the  part  of  the  Managers,  the  defondant 
was  arraigned  on  the  following  articlss: 

STATE  OF  INDIANA,  Set. 

Articles  of  liiipeachnient,  exhibited  by  the  House  of  Representatives  of 
said  State,  in  the  name  of  themselves  and  of  said  State,  ajainst  Gus- 
tavus  A.  Everts,  the  President  Judge  of  the  eighth  Judicial  Circuit  of 
the  State  of  Indiana,  to  the  Senate  of  said  state. 

ARTICLE  FIRST. 

That  the  said  Gustavus  A.  Everts,  the  President  Judge  of  the  eighth 
Judicial  Circuit  of  the  state  of  Indiana,  has  been  and  is  gui;ty  of  high 
misdemeanors,  and  also  corruption  and  malfeasance  in  his  said  office  of 
President  Judge  of  said  Circuit,  to  wit,  at  the  county  of  Laporte  and 
state  aforesaid. 

Specification  First. — That  on  the  day  of  January,  A.  D.,  1835, 

Gustavus  A.  Everts  then  and  there  being  President  Judge  of  the  eighth 
Judicial  Ciicuit  of  the  State  of  Indiana  as  aforesaid,  in  violation  of  his 
official  duty  as  such  Judge,  acted  as  the  Attorney  and  Agent  of  one 
Charles  Ervan,  in  aiding  him  the  said  Charles  Ervnn,  and  in  counsel- 
ling and  advising  the  said  Ervan  as  an  agent  and  attorney  as  aforesaid, 
by  then  and  there  preparing  a  claim  of  him  the  said  Chiirles  Ervan,  to  a 
certain  tract  of  land  then  belonging  to  the  United  States,  situate  in  the 
county  of  Kosciusko,  which  he  the  said  Ervan  claimed  by  right  of  pre- 
emption, under  and  by  virtue  of  two  several  acts  of  Congress,  the  one 
of  the  29th  of  May  A.'D.  1830,  and  the  other  of  the  19th  of  June  A.  D. 
1834 — that  on  the  day  of  May  A.  D.  1835,  he  the  said  Gu»tavus  A. 

Everts,  President  Judge  as  aforesaid,  to  wit,  at  the  county  of  Laporte  in 
said  Circuit,  in  violation  of  his  official  duty  as  such  Judge,  did  then  and 
there  appear  before  the  Register  and  Receiver  of  the  Land  Office  of  the 
United  States,  at  the  town  of  Laporte  ia  said  Circjit,  and  did  then  and 
there  act  as  Agent  and  Attorney  of  the  said  Charles  Ervan,  before  the 
said  Register  and  Receiver  at  Laporte,  and  during  the  time  that  the 
said  Register  and  Receiver  were  investigating  the  pre-emption  claim  of 
the  said  Charles  Ervan,  which  said  chum  was  then  and  there  contested 
by  one  Joseph  Hall;  and  that  the  said  Gustavus  A.  Everts  then  and'

— That  on  the  day  of  May  1835,  the  said  Gus- 
tavus  A.  Everts,  then  and  there  being  President  Judge  of  the  eighth  Ju- 
dicicl  Circuit  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  to  wit,  at  tiie  county  of  Laporte 
and  Circuit  aforesaid,  did  then  and  there  appear  before  the  Register  and 
Receiver  of  the  Land  Office  of  the  United  States,  at  the  town  of  La- 
porte aforesaid,  in  said  Circuit,  and  did  then  and  there,  in  violation  of 
his  oaicial  duty  as  such  judge,  act  as  an  agent  and  attorney  for  one  Mi- 
chael I^iliings,  before  the  said  Register  and  Receiver,  at  the  said  tywn 
of  Laporte,  in  preparing  the  pre-emption  claini  of  the  said  Michael  Hil- 
lings, and  in  advocating  and  defending  it,  during  the  investigation 
thereof,  to  a  right  of  pre  emption  to  a  certain  tract  of  land  situate  in 
the  county  of  Laporte,  Circuit  and  State  aforeoaid;  which  said  right  of 
pre-emption  the  said  Michael  J  illings  claimed  by  virtue  of  two  several 
acts  of  Congress,  the  one  of  the  29th  Muy,  A.  D.  2830,  and  the  other  of 
the  19th  of  June  1834,  and  that  the  said  aid  Gustavas  A.  Everts^  then 
and  there  being  President  Judge  of  said  circuit  did  then  and  there 
in  violation  of  his  official  duty  as  such  Judge  and  demand  and  recive 
aor  his  said  professional  services  and  as  a  compensation  therefore  a  fee 
of  one  cloth  coat  of  great  value,  to  wit:  of  the  value  of  twenty  dollars. 
It  is  further  avered  that  the  said  Michael  fillings  now  stands  indicted 
for  perjury  in  the  Laporte  Circuit  Court  for  taking  a  false  oath  in  sus- 
taining his  pre-emption  clami  as  aforesaid,  that  at  the  time  of  making 
such  oath,  the  said  Gustavus  A.  Everts  then  and  there  acted  as  attorney 
and  agent  for  said  iillings  in  prosecuting  and  defending  said  claim 
under  the  oath  of  said  lillings,  in  which  oath  he  the  said  lillings  is 
-charged  with  having  committed  perjury  as  aforesaid,  he  the  said  Everts 
then  and  there  being  President  Judge  of  the  circuit  aforesaid  and 
in  v/hich  circuit  said  indictment  is  now  pending  and  undecided, 
which  said  conduct  is  a  high  misdemeanor  of  the  said  Gustavus  A. 
Everts,  President  Judge  of  the  circuit  aforesaid,  and  is  also  contrary  to 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  our  country,  and  against  the  peace  and  dig- 
nity of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

Specification    Fourtlu — That  on  the  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1835, 

Oustivus  A.  Everts  then  and  there  being  the  President  Judge  of  the 
eight  Judicip.l  Circuit  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  in  violation  of  his  official 
duty  as  such  judge,  then  and  there  acted  as  the  agent  and  attorney  of 
Joseph  Norris,  John  Norris,  Michael  Norris,  George  Norris  and  Phillip 
Norris  in  assisting  them  in  prepairing  their  pre-emption  claims  to  certain 
tracts  of  land  then  belonging  to  the  United  States  situate  in  the  county 
of  Kosciusko  and  Circuit  aforesaid,  claimed  by  them  under  and  by  virtue 
of  two  several  acts  of  Congress  the  one  of  29th  of  May  1830  and  the 

other  of  19th  June  1834,  and  thaton  the  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1835, 

he  the  Gustavus  A.  Everts  then  and  there  being  President  Judge  of  said 
circuit,  to  wit:  at  the  county  of  Laporte  as  aforesaid,  in  violation  of  his 
official  duty  as  such  Judge,  and  then  and  there  appear  before  the  Register 
and  Receiver  of  the  land  office  of  the  United  States  at  the  town  of 
Laporte  in  said  circait,  and  then  and  there  act  as  the  agent  and  attor- 
ney of"  the  said  Joseph,  John,  Michael,  George  and  Phillip  Norris  before

George  and  Philip  Norris  three  floating  pre-emption  claima  to 
eighty  acres  of  land  each,  which  three  last  mentioned  floating  pre-emp- 
tion claims  were  sold  to  the  said  Gustavus  A.  Everts  by  the  said  Joseph, 
George  and  Phillip  Norris  at  and  for  reduced  prices  of  eighty  dollars  for 
one,  poventy-five  for  the  sc^cosid  and  fiity  doll'-irs  for  the  third,  in  consid- 
eration of  the  services  of  the  said  Everts  as  agent  and  attorney  for  them 
the  said  Joseph,  John.  Micahel,  George  and  Philip  Norris  in  obtaining^ 
their  pre-emption  claims  as  aforesaid,  which  said  conduct  of  the  said 
Gustavus  A.  Everls  is  contrary  to  his  official  duty  as  such  Judge,  is  a  high 
misdemeanor  and  is  contrary  to  the  constitution  and  laws,  and  against 
the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

ARTICLE  SECOND. 

That  the  said  Gustavus  A.  Everts,  the  President  Judge  of  the  eighth 
Judicial  Circuit  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  has  been  and  is  guilty  of  high 
misdemeanors,  and  also  corruption  and  malfeascence  in  the  said  office  of 
President  Judge  of  said  circuit,  iQ  wit:  in  wilfully  and  corruptly  absent- 
ing himself  in  term  time  from  the  counties  of  Allen,  Lagrange  and  Elk- 
hart during  the  fall  terms  of  said  circuit  in  the  year  1835,  which  said 
counties  are  situate  in  said  circuit. 

Specification  First: — That  at  the  fall  terms  of  the  circuit  courts  in  the 
eighth  Judicial  Circuit  of  the  State  of  Indiana  in  the  year  1835,  Gusta- 
vus A.  Everts  then  and  there  being  President  Judge  of  said  circuit  ap- 
peared at  the  Allen  Circuit  Court  in  said  circuit  and  sat  upon  the  bench

Specification  Second. — That  at  the  September  term  1835  of  the  La- 
grange Circuit  Court,  said  county  being  in  the  eighth  Judicial  Circuit  of 
the  State  of  Indiana,  Gustavus  7I.  Everts  then  President  Judge  of  said 
Circuit  did  not  appear  at  said  court,  but  wilfully  and  corruptly  absented 
himself  therefrom  during  the  term  aforesaid  for  the  purpose  of  attending; 
the  land  sales  at  Laporte  in  said  circuit;  that  at  the  term  aforesaid  of  said 
Lagrange  Circuit  Court,  there  v^'ere  pending,  undetermined  and  ready

ding the  land  sales  at  the  Laporte  land  ofiice  in  said  circuit;  that  during
